To  His  Excellency  George   N.   Briggs,    Governor  and  Com- 
mander in  Chief : 

Sir, — I  beg  leave  to  submit  to  your  Excellency  the  usual 
annual  report  from  this  department,  containing  the  abstracts 
and  accounts  required  by  law;  together  with  such  other  in- 
formation and  suggestions  as  seem  to  come  within  the  line  of 
my  duty. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  numerical  force  of  the  En- 
rolled or  Inactive  Militia,  according  to  the  returns  of  the  year ; 
and  also  a  comparison  with  those  of  1847  : —

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This  table  exhibits  an  increase  of  8,413  men  over  the  returns 
of  last  year,  which  is  to  be  referred,  probably,  in  some  small 
measure,  to  the  increased  population  of  the  State,  but  chiefly 
to  greater  accuracy  in  the  returns  from  the  towns  and  cities. 
The  records  of  this  office  show  an  inequality  in  these  last, 
which  can  only  be  accounted  for  by  the  supposition  of  negli- 
gence on  the  part  of  the  assessors  or  clerks  charged  with  mak- 
ing them,  and  not  by  actual  corresponding  variations  in  fact. 
As  the  Commonwealth  receives  yearly,  from  the  United  States, 
a  large  quantity  of  military  stores,  the  amount  of  which  de- 
pends upon  the  ratio  of  our  returns  to  those  of  other  states, 
there  is  a  practical  and  pecuniary  importance  attached  to  them, 
independently  of  their  value  for  any  statistical  or  military  pur- 
pose. The  attempt  has  been  made  to  procure,  for  the  past  year, 
a  return  as  nearly  complete  and  accurate,  throughout  the  State, 
as  is  attainable  through  the  channels  designated  by  law  for 
that  purpose.  The  undertaking  involved  a  great  deal  of  extra 
trouble  in  the  careful  comparison  of  the  numbers  for  past  years, 
and  in  correspondence  with  the  local  authorities.  It  is  re- 
warded by  a  result  which  there  is  reason  to  believe  to  be  a  tol- 
erable approximation  to  the  truth. 

The  requisition  of  the  law,  in  respect  to  this  matter,  is;  "  that 
assessors  of  towns  and  cities  shall,  annually,  make  out  a  list  of 
all  the  names  of  persons  liable  to  be  enrolled,  and  place  it  in 
the  hands  of  the  clerk  of  every  city  and  town  in  the  Common- 
wealth ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  such  clerk  to  record 
such  roll  or  list  of  names  in  the  book  of  record  of  every  such 
city  or  town." 

"  Annual  returns  of  the  Militia,  thus  enrolled^  shall  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Adjutant  General,  in  the  month  of  May  or  June, 
by  the  Clerks  aforesaid." 

The  phrase  "Annual  Returns,"  has  been  construed  to  re- 
quire the  transmission  to  this  office  of  a  full  copy  of  the  roll 
itself,  containing  the  name  of  each  individual  enrolled :  and 
such  has  been  the  practice  in  making  the  return.  According 
to  this  construction,  three  copies  of  these  rolls  must  be  made 
for  every  year  :  One  by  the  Assessors,  one  upon  the  record 
book,  and  one  for  the  Adjutant  General,  by  the  Clerk. 
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A  vast  amount  of  labor  is  involved  in  this  course  of  proceed- 
ing, especially  in  the  large  places.  The  return  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  for  this  year,  is  a  quarto  volume,  comprising  three  hun- 
dred and  fourteen  pages.  Throughout  the  State,  it  requires,  of 
course,  the  writing  of  three  hundred  thousand  names  to  com- 
plete the  process.  There  is  no  especial  compensation  provided 
for  the  performance  of  this  irksome  task,  which  must  constitute 
a  very  serious  item  among  the  municipal  duties. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest,  that,  as  far  as  the  return  to  this 
office  is  concerned,  most  of  the  labor  might  be  spared,  without 
any  inconvenient  result.  The  simple  statement  of  the  number 
of  men  upon  the  roll,  without  a  specification  of  names,  would 
answer  every  purpose.  The  number  is  important  only  as  a 
matter  of  statistics,  in  ordinary  cases.  In  emergencies  that 
might  require  the  active  organization  of  this  enrolled  force, 
there  could  be  no  direct  communication  between  this  Depart- 
ment and  individuals.  The  course  to  be  followed  would  be  a 
draft  or  a  levy,  "  en  masse,11  effected  by  the  agency  of  the  local 
authorities,  or  of  military  officers  appointed  to  the  duty.  The 
registering  of  individual  names  is  requisite  for  the  local  pro- 
ceedings that  would  be  necessary  in  such  case  ;  but  it  is  of  no 
value  whatever  at  Head  Quarters.  Except  for  the  purpose  of 
regulating  and  ascertaining  the  pay,  there  would  be  no  need  or 
propriety  of  any  such  returns,  even  of  the  Active  Militia.  The 
gross  numbers  and  regular  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  various 
corps,  afford  all  the  information  that  could  ever  be  required  or 
turned  to  any  account,  in  the  general  administration  of  the  mi- 
litia. 

It  may  be  well  doubted,  indeed,  whether  the  language  of  the 
law  prescribes,  or  intends  to  prescribe,  by  the  word  "  returns" 
the  "  roll  or  list"  in  full,  as  recorded  upon  the  city  or  town  books. 
The  only  possible  utility  of  such  voluminous  and  minute  pro- 
ceeding, is  the  effect  it  might  have  to  ensure  a  punctilious  dis- 
charge of  the  duty.  Even  in  this  point  of  view,  it  may  be 
doubted  whether  the  labor  thus  imposed  may  not  prove  rather 
a  standing  inducement  to  curtail  the  list.  Precautions  of  a  dif- 
ferent description  would  be,  at  once,  more  efficient  and  more 
reasonable.     The  vigilant  superintendence  and  examination  of 
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the  Adjutant  General's  Department  must  be,  after  all,  the  chief 
means  of  thorough  accuracy. 

The  condition  of  the  Active  Militia  is  displayed  in  the  two 
tables  following,  which  are  abstracted  from  the  regular  returns 
according  to  law  as  far  as  the  returns  themselves  are  authentic 
and  perfect.  There  are  palpable  and  considerable  deficiences 
in  many  of  them. 

Table  No  2,  is  an  abstract  of  the  Division  returns,  which  are 
based  upon  the  returns  of  Companies  at  the  May  Inspection. 

Table  No.  3,  is  an  abstract  of  the  Brigade  Returns,  which 
are  derived  from  the  results  of  the  Fall  Inspection. 

Table  No.  4,  gives  a  full  return  of  the  militia  and  its  equip- 
ments, in  a  condensed  and  systematic  form. 

By  simple  comparison  of  these  returns  with  the  correspond- 
ing ones  of  last  year,  there  would  appear  to  be  a  great  decrease 
in  the  numbers  of  the  volunteer  force,  viz,  : — 

By  Division,  or  Spring  Returns,         -  725  men. 

By  Brigade,  or  Fall  Returns,  -  403  men. 

This  matter  requires  explanation :  neither  of  these  returns 
gives  a  fair  view  of  the  actual  number. 

Many  companies  neglected  the  duty  of  May  Inspection, 
which  have  done  duty  since,  and  are  in  good  condition;  and 
moreover,  only  three  out  of  the  whole  number  of  Regimental 
Bands  are  included  in  the  returns.  These  facts  cut  down  the 
sum  total  of  Table  No.  2. 

The  net  loss,  shewn  in  Table  No.  3,  would  be  much  dimin- 
ished by  the  correction  of  sundry  errors  in  the  returns,  which 
the  terms  of  the  law  compel  us  to  follow,  in  making  out  the 
abstracts  of  this  office,  although  aware  of  their  incorrectness. 
Several  companies  are  not  reported  in  the  Brigade  returns,  that, 
nevertheless,  did  duty  at  the  Fall  Inspection  and  Review. 
This  fact  implies,  of  course,  a  censurable  negligence  on  the 
part  of  the  officers  concerned. 

Again,  several  companies  that  had  been  lingering  along,  in 
an  unprosperous  condition,  have  been  disbanded,  and,  of  course, 
disappear  from  the  returns ;  while  a  newly  raised  company, 
with  full  ranks,  does  not  appear  to  have  been  upon  the  Field, 
or  included  in  the  return  of  its  Brigade  for  the  Fall  Muster. 
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If  these  various  corrections  were  made,  the  sum  total  would 
probably  shew  a  diminution  of  about  200  men.  There  are, 
however,  several  new  companies  that  are  now  organizing  them- 
selves ;  and  also  several  of  the  old  that  are  restoring  themselves 
from  a  neglected  to  a  prosperous  condition.  The  general  re- 
sult of  the  whole  will  probably  be  to  leave  our  active  force,  at 
the  openiag  of  the  next  season,  just  about  what  it  was  at  the 
same  time  of  last  year.

ORDNANCE,  ARMS,  ACCOUTREMENTS,  &c. 

Field  Equipage  and  Appurtenances.  ARTILLERY.  Implements  for  Loading  and  Firing  ;  and  other  Arms. 
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The  following  companies  have  been  disbanded  during  the 
year  : — 

Company  D,  8th  Reg't.  Lt.  Infantry,  (Upton  Light  Infantry.) 
"        L,  3d  Reg't.  Lt.  Infantry,  (Hingham  Light  Infantry.) 

These  are  among  those  indicated,  in  the  report  of  my  able 
predecessor  last  year,  as  being  then  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  con- 
dition. Their  places  will  probably  be  made  good,  as  regards 
the  grand  total,  by  the  creation  of  new  corps ;  for  the  raising  of 
which,  applications  have  been  made.  One  Company  of  Light 
Infantry  has  been  raised  and  completely  organized  in  Roches- 
ter, and  incorporated,  as  Letter  C.  in  the  3d  Regiment. 

New  Companies  are  contemplated  in  several  towns,  and  some 
of  them  partially  organized — as  follows,  viz.  :  2  in  Lawrence, 
one  each  in  East  Granville,  Lynn,  Medford  and  Danvers. 

Several  corps,  reported  last  year  as  apparently  decaying,  have 
been  recruited  and  reorganized,  and  assumed  a  character  of  de- 
cided improvement.  The  Gloucester  Artillery,  among  others, 
(Company  B,  2d  Reg't.)  one  of  the  oldest  Companies,  and  long 
known  also,  as  one  of  the  best  in  the  State,  has  been  revived  by 
the  exertions  of  its  friends,  and  appeared  at  the  Fall  Review, 
with  full  ranks,  under  active  and  efficient  officers,  and  will,  no 
doubt,  again  support  creditably  its  ancient  reputation. 

Although  the  returns,  as  regards  numbers  only,  are  not  so  en- 
couraging as  might  be  wished  ;  in  other  respects,  the  general 
condition  of  the  Volunteer  service  is  highly  satisfactory.  The 
Companies,  that  have  sustained  themselves  in  activity,  are,  al- 
most without  exception,  admirably  equipped  and  uniformed, 
and  in  very  respectable  discipline.  Many  of  our  Regiments 
present  a  brilliant  and  efficient  appearance ;  their  small  num- 
bers being  the  chief  point  wherein  they  fail  of  being  all  that  can 
reasonably  be  expected  of  them. 

Not  having  as  yet  enjoyed  an  opportunity  of  seeing  all  the 
troops  of  the  Commonwealth,  I  do  not  feel  competent  to  making 
comparisons.  But,  without  suggesting  any  invidious  distinc- 
tions, I  venture  to  say  that  the  ninth  Regiment  of  Light  Infan- 
try, with  whom  I  spent  three  days  of  Field  duty  this  fall,  and 
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the  various  corps  that  were  assembled  from  various  quarters  in 
Boston,  on  the  25th  of  October  last,  must  stand  a  favorable  com- 
parison with  any  volunteer  troops  in  the  world,  in  every  re- 
spect, certainly,  but  that  of  numerical  strength.  In  perfection 
and  neatness  of  equipment,  they  are  unexceptionable;  and  in 
discipline,  far  beyond  what  can  reasonably  be  expected  from 
the  present  system  of  drill..  From  the  reports  of  officers  in  va- 
rious quarters,  I  am  led  to  believe  these  remarks  to  be  applica- 
ble to  all,  or  nearly  all,  of  the  State  militia. 

I  feel  a  very  natural  hesitation  to  advance  opinions  contrary 
to  the  expressed  views  of  the  highly  intelligent  and  indefatiga- 
ble officer,  who  immediately  preceded  me,  and  whose  experi- 
ence I  must  admit  to  be  greater  than  my  own — independently 
of  his  other  well-known  remarkable  qualifications  for  the  post 
he  occupied  so  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  who  were  brought 
into  contact  with  him. 

But  I  am  compelled  to  come  to  conclusions,  in  some  respects 
differing  from  those  of  his  Report  for  1847.  I  do  not  think  that 
experience  has  yet  shown  that  the  present  system  of  Militia  or- 
ganization is,  as  he  has  considered  it,  "  a  total  failure." 

Its  results  are  unquestionably  deficient — below  what  they 
should  be  or  might  be.  This  is  to  be  accounted  for,  in  my  opin- 
ion, by  two  prominent  causes,  chiefly,  if  not  altogether. 

First,  an  unfavorable  and  unjust  impression  prevailing  in 
some  portion  of  the  public  mind,  in  relation  to  the  whole  sub- 
ject of  military  organization,  which  presents  an  impediment  to 
a  fair  trial  of  this  or  any  other  system.  This  difficulty  is  one 
not  easily  reached,  and  which  I  shall  not  enlarge  upon  in  this 
connection. 

Secondly.  There  are  great  defects  in  the  internal  arrange- 
ments of  the  system  itself,  independent  altogether  of  its  princi- 
ple, which  render  its  operation  imperfect.  Some  of  these  I  shall 
endeavor  to  point  out. 

But  first  I  would  observe,  that,  in  the  face  of  these  serious 
discouragements,  an  activity  and  spirit  exists  among  the  Mili- 
tia, that  would  indicate  a  tenacious  vitality,  rather  than  a  de- 
cided tendency  to  deterioration.  The  simple  fact,  that  it  main- 
tains its  existence,  at  an  expense  to  its  own  members]  far  beyond 
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the  State  allowance,  under  all  these  causes  of  depression,  proves 
abundantly,  that  there  is  no  lack  of  material,  either  physical  or 
moral,  if  it  were  properly  encouraged,  or  even  allowed  a  fair 
development. 

Wherever  a  Company  or  a  Regiment  is  found  officered  by  in- 
telligent, thorough,  active  and  popular  men,  it  is  invariably 
flourishing,  efficient,  and  spirited.  The  great  want,  after  all,  is 
of  an  organization  that  shall  be  efficient  and  complete  in  its  re- 
sults; which  will  secure,  to  the  service,  officers  capable  of  main- 
taining it,  and  Companies  suitable  to  constitute  and  fill  it. 

Most  intelligent  officers  will  probably  agree,  that  our  present 
arrangements  for  the  drill  of  the  Militia,  are  not  efficient.  The 
present  Law  requires  three  and  a  half  days  of  drill.  One  half- 
day  for  the  purpose  of  the  May  inspection, — two  other  days  of 
Company  training,  under  the  orders  of  the  respective  Captains, 
and  one  day  for  the  Fall  Inspection  and  Review,  by  Regiments 
or  Brigades. 

The  half-day  in  May  amounts  to  little.  The  Company 
trainings  are  too  apt  to  be  mostly  occupied  with  idle  parade. 
The  Fall  Review  attempts  an  impossibility.  The  prelimina- 
ries and  ceremonies  of  the  occasion  consume  necessarily  so 
much  time,  as  to  leave  but  an  hour  or  two  for  a  lame  attempt 
to  exhibit  manoeuvres  which  the  year's  routine  has  afforded  no 
opportunity  whatever  to  learn.  All  this,  too,  with  Companies 
that  have  in  their  ranks  men  who  never  before  carried  a  musket 
out  of  the  armory,  Battalions  brought  together  on  no  other  single 
day  of  the  year,  and  all  commanded  by  officers,  whose  whole 
experience  of  Field  duty  is  confined  to  that  one  occasion.  This 
inefficient  system  reduces  all  actual  practice  to  the  Tactics  of 
the  Company  ;  and  renders  even  that  very  insufficient  and  pre- 
carious. 

In  lieu  of  these  arrangements,  I  would  propose  that  every 
Regiment  or  Brigade,  at  the  option  of  the  commanders  of  the 
latter,  should  do  annually  three  consecutive  days  of  regular  du- 
ty, in  Camp,  during  which,  they  should  conform,  in  all  re- 
spects, to  the  routine  of  regular  service,  under  a  strict  and  sys- 
tematic discipline. 

Besides  this,  let  each  Company  be  paraded  for  one,  or,  better 
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still,  for  two  days,  under  the  command  of  their  Captains.  Let 
there  be  established  an  honorable  competition  and  rivalry  among 
them,  by  a  system  of  rewards,  for  distinction  in  discipline  and 
good  order,  either  by  a  prize,  or  a  post  of  honor,  to  be  awarded 
to  the  victors. 

Let  them  receive  pay  at  a  suitable  rate,  for  such  duty  as  may 
be  imposed  upon  them  by  law.  By  a  sytem  of  drill  like  this, 
properly  arranged  in  all  its  details,  it  is  thought  a  permanent 
and  considerable  improvement  may  be  effected.  To  meet  the 
requisitions  of  three  days  of  unintermitting  and  regular  Camp 
duty,  it  would  be  necessary  that  officers  should  qualify  them- 
selves for  their  posts.  They  could  not  hold  them  without  being 
adequate  to  the  demands  of  the  position.  So  conspicuous  and 
searching  a  test  would  effectually  demonstrate  to  their  subordi- 
nates, and  to  the  community,  all  deficiencies,  and  compel  the 
application  of  the  remedy.  The  securing  of  good  and  thorough 
officers  would  greatly  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  Companies  ; 
and  the  good  condition  and  discipline  of  the  Companies  and 
Regiments  would,  in  their  turn,  render  the  duties  of  the  officer 
interesting  and  agreeable,  and  the  offices  themselves  respecta- 
ble and  desirable,  to  intelligent,  active,  and  influential  men. 

There  is  an  earnest  desire,  among  both  officers  and  privates 
of  the  Volunteer  Service,  to  do  every  thing  in  their  power  to 
raise  its  tone  and  discipline ;  and  a  purpose,  zealously  to  coope- 
rate in  any  reasonable  provisions  of  the  Legislature,  directed  to 
that  end.  Without  any  very  cumbrous  legislation,  or  material 
increase  of  expense,  much  good  might  be  done.  The  simple 
remodelling  of  the  details  of  the  system,  so  as  to  meet  some  of 
its  prominent  defects,  according  to  the  opinion  of  intelligent  offi- 
cers, might  be  made  productive  of  great  advantage.  If  followed 
out  by  personal  supervision  and  interest,  on  the  part  of  the  In- 
spectors and  General  and  Field  Officers,  it  is  not  easy,  perhaps, 
to  estimate  the  result  of  such  an  appeal  to  the  ambition,  pride, 
and  spirit  of  our  Militia. 

It  is  perfectly  true,  that  the  State  does  not,  by  any  means, 
remunerate  those  who  perform  the  active  military  duty.  The 
necessary  expenditures  attending  a  parade,  for  music,  transpor- 
tation   of    Camp  Equipage,   &c,  are  considerable;    and   the 
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whole  expense  of  Uniforms,  or  care  of  Arms  and  Equipments, 
is  not  in  the  smallest  degree  provided  for,  although  required  by- 
law.    It  is  the  fact,  that  members  of  Companies  generally,  pay 
assessments  of  ten  dollars  or  more,  per  annum — in  the  metropo- 
lis much  more — besides  surrendering  for  the  use  of  their  respect- 
ive corps,  the  pay  allowed  them  by  the  Commonwealth.    They 
may  therefore  say,  with  perfect  propriety,  that  their  fixed  com- 
pensation is  no  sufficient  return,  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view, 
for  the  service  rendered.     It  may  be  doubted,  however,  whether 
this  question  is  so  important  to  the  welfare  of  the  militia,  as  it 
has  been  sometimes  considered.     In  the  present  tone  of  the  pub- 
lic mind,  the  Volunteers  cannot  expect,  and  do  not  expect,  to 
receive  the  fair  and  full  pay  for  what  is  required  of  them,  to 
which,  in  justice,  they  are  entitled,  and  which,  on  all  principles 
of  right  and  honor,  the  community  ought  cheerfully  to  grant. 
But  it  is  the  genius  of  our  institutions,  to  devolve  upon  private 
patriotism  and  liberality,  what,  elsewhere,  is  systematically  pro- 
vided for,  at  the  common  expense.     This  tendency  of  things, 
although  unequal  and  unfair,  is  not  entirely  without  its  advan- 
tages.    At  any  rate,  no  class  of  men  have  evinced  their  willing- 
ness to  sustain,  voluntarily,  a  large  share  of  the  public  charges, 
more  clearly  and  generously  than  the  Militia.     It  is  unquestion- 
ably true,  that,  for  every  dollar  expended  by  the  State,  two  are 
expended,  at  the  very  lowest  estimate,  from  the  pockets  of  the 
Militia  themselves.     The  organization  is  sustained,  not  in  any- 
considerable  measure,  by  the  public,  but  by  the  interest  taken 
in  military  exercises  by  the  members  of  the  Companies,  and 
the  liberality  of  officers.     Without  these  last  supports,  the  sys- 
tem would  drop  instantaneously.     If,  then,  the  Commonwealth 
can  secure  the  safeguard  of  a  sufficient  armed  force,  at  a  pub- 
lic charge,  so  far  below  the  actual  cost,  it  certainly  is  but  the 
most  niggardly  justice,  that  public  respeot  and  carefully  favora- 
ble legislation,  within  the  narrow  limits  assigned  to  that  legis- 
lation, should  do  their  utmost,  to  cherish  this  voluntary  and 
generous  service. 

The  idea  of  dispensing  with  all  military  force,  as  an  idle  in- 
cumbrance, does  not  seem  to  find  any  support  in  our  experi- 
ence.    No  Government  has  ever  yet  been  sustained  without  it; 
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and  it  is  not  apparent,  from  any  admitted  statistics,  that  the 
time  is  yet  arrived,  when  such  Utopian  visions  can  be  realized. 
The  public  papers  are  constantly  announcing,  at  short  intervals, 
disturbances  that  require  the  interposition  of  military  force  ;  and 
in  all  cases,  thus  far,  it  has  proved  promptly  effective.  The 
Militia  has  ever  shewn  itself  ready  and  abundantly  sufficient 
to  meet  all  calls  upon  it  in  favor  of  public  order.  The  changes 
that  are  taking  place  are  likely  to  render  their  services,  in  future, 
more  valuable  and  necessary,  rather  than  less  so.  Our  popula- 
tion is  rapidly  increasing,  and  as  rapidly,  perhaps,  losing  some 
of  the  peculiarly  orderly  and  sober  characteristics,  that  have 
hitherto  distinguished  it.  From  all  nations  and  all  classes  of 
men,  a  constant  influx  is  mingling  itself  with  our  native-born 
citizens.  Our  cities  are  growing  large,  busy  and  crowded  ;  and, 
as  a  necessary  consequence,  ignorance,  vice  and  disorder  are 
concentrating  themselves  in  daily  augmenting  masses,  that,  in 
moments  of  excitement,  and  to  no  inconsiderable  extent,  in  the 
common  routine  of  folly  and  crime,  must  be  made  to  feel  that  a 
force  is  always  at  hand,  which  they  cannot  hope  to  combat.  A 
mere  civic  police  is  notoriously  incompetent  to.any  considerable 
emergency. 

All  great  cities  in  the  old  world  find  themselves  compelled  to 
maintain  an  armed  police,  in  addition,  and  that  even  in  the 
presence  of  their  standing  armies.  We  have  abundant  experi- 
ence of  our  own  to  shew  that  the  constable's  baton  would  often 
meet  with  small  reverence,  if  it  were  not  well  understood  that 
the  Militiaman's  bayonet  is  behind  it,  ready  to  enforce  submis- 
sion against  lawless  violence.  If  such  contests  between  order 
and  disorder,  as  notoriously  occur  among  us,  should  be  once 
left  to  be  determined  by  sticks  and  stones,  it  would  soon  be 
made  sadly  evident,  that  the  mob  could  compete  on  strong 
vantage  ground,  with  the  myrmidons  of  the  Municipality. 

The  union  of  large  bodies  of  men,  disposed  from  habit,  tem- 
perament, and  every  other  circumstance,  to  occasional  excesses, 
upon  our  great  public  works,  always  has,  and  always  will,  from 
time  to  time,  render  the  employment  of  military  force  indispen- 
sable. To  trust  the  security  and  order  of  society,  in  such  emer- 
gencies,   to  theoretic   assumptions   and   visionary   guaranties, 
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would  seem  to  be  a  most  unwarrantable  trifling  with  the  dearest 
interests  of  the  community,  and  the  highest  duties  of  Govern- 
ment. The  events  of  the  past  summer,  in  Europe,  have  clearly 
and  strongly  established  the  reliability  and  great  value  of  a 
civic  armed  force.  Drawn  from  the  very  bosom  of  society,  it 
contends  for  its  own  rights  and  interests,  and  discharges  its  own 
best  duty,  in  the  protection  it  affords  to  the  common  good,  as 
embodied  and  guaranteed  by  existing  order,  and  reasonable  and 
authorized  laws.  It  can  never  be  dangerous,  for  it  can  never 
be  turned  against  its  own  dearest  connexions ;  it  never  can  be 
treacherous,  for  it  must  betray  fathers,  brothers,  sisters  and 
mothers,  to  be  false  to  itself.  In  both  revolutions  in  France, 
her  National  Guards  have  ever  proved  themselves  the  staunch, 
efficient  and  sufficient  support  of  rational  liberty,  and  wise  order, 
so  long  as  they  were  suffered,  by  others,  to  maintain  their  proper 
organization.  It  was  found  absolutely  necessary  to  the  success 
of  the  diabolic  schemes  of  the  demagogues  of  the  days  of  terror, 
first  to  drive  out  the  genuine  citizen-soldier,  and  to  arm,  in  his 
stead,  the  brutal  mob  of  a  vicious  and  frantic  metropolis.  The 
National  Guard,  under  Lafayette  and  the  pure  Republic, 
proved  itself  ever  ready  and  true  to  the  support  of  the  national 
institutions  and  welfare.  To  overthrowjiberty  by  license,  to 
sacrifice  order  to  furious  theories,  and  law  to  crime,  Danton, 
Marat  and  Robespiere  were  compelled  to  substitute,  for  the 
burgesses  of  the  municipal  battalions,  the  sans  culottes  of  the 
suburbs,  under  the  lead  of  ruffians  like  Sansterre  and  Henriot. 
"While  the  citizen  has  wielded  the  force  of  the  community,  in 
both  instances,  the  Militia  has  proved  itself,  not  only  an  effi- 
cient police,  but  a  safe  and  reliable  national  institution,  main- 
taining steadily,  not  only  the  internal  quiet,  but  the  permanent 
general  interests  and  welfare  of  the  State.  History  thus  con- 
firms the  theory  of  our  ancestors,  that  a  military  force,  drawn 
from  the  substantial  members  of  society,  is  a  proper  and  neces- 
sary part  of  popular  institutions.  As  our  legislation  proceeds 
from  those  whose  political  condition  it  determines,  so  is  the  phys- 
ical power,  by  which  the  execution  of  the  law  is  assured,  also 
to  be  sought  and  found  in  the  same  quarter.  So  long  as  vice 
requires  to  be  repressed,  disorder  to  be  tamed,  violent  and  hasty 
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outbreaks  to  be  guarded  against,  within  the  community,  and 
aggression  and  hostility  to  be  apprehended  from  without,  it 
will  be  necessary  that  arms  shall  be  kept  in  the  hands  of  some 
portion  of  every  country. 

Among  savages,  every  man  prepares  for  the  emergency  of 
self-defence.  In  governments,  based  on  the  principle  of  the 
authority  of  classes  or  individuals,  standing  armies  are  employ- 
ed ;  and,  in  popular  governments,  a  well-regulated  Militia  de- 
velopes  into  practical  and  efficient  energy  to  meet  difficulty  and 
resistance  the  popular  analogy  of  the  moral  power  and  action  of 
society.  No  civilized  or  uncivilized  community  has  yet  existed 
without  this  element  of  force  ;  and  no  country  or  statesman  has 
yet  ventured  to  indulge  in  the  expectation  or  hope  of  dispensing 
with  its  aid.  Were  the  idea  once  admitted  into  the  minds  of 
the  easily  misled,  and  the  ill  disposed,  that  no  compulsory 
energy  lay  behind  the  law,  and  that  no  other  than  a  moral  sanc- 
tion stood  between  them  and  the  indulgence  of  depraved  appe- 
tite, malicious  purpose,  and  the  countless  promptings  of  tempta- 
tion and  opportunity ;  it  can  hardly  be  doubted,  that  civilized 
life  would  soon  rest  upon  a  basis  very  insecure  and  uneasy. 
The  society,  that  fails  to  protect  itself,  virtually  refers  all  its 
members  back  to  the  natural  right  of  self-protection,  and  the  ir- 
responsible license  of  barbarism. 

Taking  it  then  for  granted,  that  a  military  organization  is  in- 
dispensable, it  seems  to  follow  directly  and  inevitably,  that  it  is 
wise  to  sustain,  in  our  own  free  government,  a  citizen  soldiery, 
whereby  the  community  shall  itself  enforce  the  laws  which  it 
makes,  for  its  own  regulation  and  advantage.  Our  present  mil- 
itary system  has  unquestionable  defects ;  and  so,  it  may  be 
safely  said,  has  our  legislative  and  judicial  system.  In  some 
particulars,  the  working  of  them  all  fails  to  attain  the  finished 
precision  and  perfection  of  result,  gained  by  more  arbitrary  and 
exclusive  organizations.  Some  of  these  defects,  are  thus  insep- 
arable from  the  circumstances  and  principles  of  the  whole  pub- 
lic policy;  but  a  glad  experience  has  shewn  us,  that  the  bless- 
ings far  outweigh  the  inconveniences  :  and  the  shortcomings  of 
inexperience,  and  the  occasionally  grotesque  exhibitions  of  en- 
terprising incompetency  are  as  nothing  in  the  real  result. 
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The  mechanical  perfection  of  regular  troops  is  not  to  be  ex- 
pected in  our  Militia;  nor,  though  desirable,  is  it  necessary.  A 
respectable  discipline,  resting  on  the  moral  basis  of  personal  in- 
terest and  independent  self-reliance,  will  always  prove  itself  ad- 
equate to  the  demands  of  every  occasion;  and  even,  in  the  long 
run,  overwhelm  and  put  to  shame,  the  mere  brute  force  of  tac- 
tics, unsupported  by  this  moral  strength.  History  has  always 
made  good  this  truth. 

Is  it  not  prudent  and  politic,  then,  to  maintain  a  sufficient 
Militia  force,  by  a  wise  liberality,  in  a  condition  efficient  and 
respectable? 

With  the  present  facilities  of  easy  and  rapid  communication, 
a  numerical  strength,  such  as  we  have  now  on  foot,  would  re- 
quire little  or  no  addition,  to  subserve  these  purposes.  There 
are  sections  of  the  State,  where  it  would  be  probably  prudent 
to  raise  the  numbers  of  the  active  Militia  somewhat.  But  it  is 
generally  true,  that  they  are  most  numerous  where  they  are 
most  likely  to  be  needed.  To  improve  the  discipline,  to  infuse 
a  good  and  healthy  spirit,  and  to  induce  the  public  to  look  kind- 
ly, or  at  least  fairly,  upon  the  system,  is  the  great  purpose  to 
be  attained. 

The  last,  and  not  least,  needed,  to  bespeak  for  it  a  proper  de- 
gree of  public  favor  and  respect,  will  probably  be  best  secured 
by  the  gaining  of  the  first  point.  An  efficient,  unostentatious 
and  practical  utility,  will  command  respect,  and  recommend  itself 
to  favor.  There  is,  to  be  sure,  in  the  community,  prosperous, 
calm  and  happy  as  we  have  so  long  been,  a  disposition  to  un- 
dervalue reasonable  precaution,  and  to  trust  the  future  to  itself. 

This  propensity  is  stimulated  by  the  prevalence  of  certain 
amiable  extravagances,  and  rather  unsubstantially  exalted  the- 
ories, that  would  teach  us  to  confide  altogether  in  general  prin- 
ciples, to  the  utter  neglect  of  all  distrustful  preparation;  and  in- 
duce us  to  trust  to  Man,  what  all  experience  tells  us  never  yet 
could  be  trusted  to  any  actual  and  really  extant  men.  But  it 
is  hardly  necessary  to  meet,  with  argument,  these  vagaries  of 
the  closet,  in  the  discussion  of  the  wants  and  interests  of  the 
street.  There  are  some  obvious  considerations,  however,  wor- 
thy of  attention,  and  bearing  intimately  upon  the  more  noticea- 
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ble  points  of  the  question,  as  it  presents  itself,  at  the  present 
time,  to  public  scrutiny. 

A  very  common  objection  to  a  system  of  militia  discipline  is 
the  time  consumed  by  it;  which  is  assumed  by  the  objectors  to 
be  just  so  much  lost  to  the  industrial  interests  of  the  commu- 
nity. 

If  the  value  of  every  thing  is  to  be  estimated  solely  in  dol- 
lars and  cents,  the  objection  is  unquestionably  valid.  But  such 
a  view  of  the  case  would  be  a  very  narrow  and  imperfect  one. 
Wealth  is  but  one  of  many  elements  of  prosperity;  and,  so  far 
from  being  the  only  one,  derives  its  sole  value  from  its  applica- 
tion to  other  purposes  than  mere  accumulation,  and  can  exer- 
cise no  good  influence,  except  through  the  capacity  and  the 
habit  of  using  and  enjoying  it  wisely  and  well.  It  is  strength, 
only  in  the  hand  that  can  wield  it ;  and  it  is  happiness  only  to 
the  mind  that  has  learned  its  true  value  and  its  proper  employ- 
ment. The  purest  and  the  proudest  epochs  in  the  history  of 
nations  have  been  those  of  the  greatest  simplicity,  and,  we  may 
almost  say,  poverty;  not  because  wealth  is,  in  itself,  an  evil; 
but  because,  if  it  advance  beyond  the  wisdom  and  virtue  of  a 
people,  it  is  ill  directed,  and,  therefore,  leads  inevitably  to  vice, 
corruption,  and  ruin.  It  is  a  most  desirable  means,  but  a 
wretched  end,  when  it  becomes  the  controlling  one.  The  great- 
est fault  of  modern  civilization  is  the  tendency  to  heap  up  ma- 
terial resources,  without  the  corresponding  physical  education 
to  enable  us  to  enjoy,  or  the  moral  improvement  to  fit  us  to  ap- 
preciate and  properly  apply  them.  To  nations,  as  to  individu- 
als, abundance  without  discretion  and  healthful  action,  is  a 
curse,  and  not  a  blessing — the  realization  of  the  ancient  story 
of  Midas,  who  starved  in  his  insane  prayer,  that  all  he  touched 
jnight  turn  so  gold. 

jEuman  nature  forbids  incessant  toil,  under  penalties  as  severe 
as  those  with  which  it  avenges  perverse  idleness. 

Now,  the  class  of  our  citizens,  that  are  chiefly  found  in  the 
ranks  of  our  Volunteer  Companies,  are  the  young,  the  high- 
spirited,  active  and  social — -precisely  those  whose  temperament 
most  urgently  demands  reasonable  relaxation  from  regular  rou- 
tine, and  an  innocent  vent  for  their  redundant  energies  and  rest- 
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less  disposition.  Such  is  the  result  of  natural  causes,  and  ob- 
servation abundantly  proves  the  fact.  The  severest  morality 
cannot  safely  interdict  amusement  and  variety  of  occupation  to 
such,  nor,  indeed,  to  any  human  beings.  They  must,  will,  and 
ought  to  have  it ;  and  the  only  question  left  for  prudence  to  de- 
cide, is  as  to  the  direction  that  shall  be  given  to  the  irresistible 
impulse.  The  real  point,  therefore,  is,  whether  the  time  to  be 
occupied  in  such  way,  may  not  be  as  well,  or  better  spent  in 
military  exercises,  than  in  desultory  amusement,  regulated  only 
by  chance  or  individual  caprice.  It  has  been  thought  and  said, 
that  loose  and  vicious  habits  have  been  developed  by  assem- 
blages for  military  purposes.  No  doubt,  in  times  past,  this  has 
been,  to  some  extent,  true ;  and  it  is  equally  true  of  all  large 
gatherings  for  every  variety  of  purpose,  and  every  occasion 
that  draws  together  a  large  number  of  people.  But  though  it 
is  very  unfortunate,  and  much  to  be  regretted,  that  excess  and 
disorder  so  often  characterize  meetings  of  every  description,  that 
bring  together,  as  a  matter  of  course,  men  of  all  characters,  and 
many  of  the  worst  character,  yet  no  part  of  this  excess  and  dis- 
order is  especially  attributable  to  the  military  nature  of  the  oc- 
casion. On  the  contrary,  observation  will  shew,  conclusively, 
that  these  melancholy  and  disgusting  accompaniments  are  to  be 
seen  among  the  spectators  alone,  and  very  rarely,  if  at  all, 
among  the  soldiery.  They  are  simply  the  development  of  the 
vicious  propensities  of  a  degraded  class,  to  whose  irregularities 
and  crimes  all  occasions  are  made  to  minister.  The  members 
of  our  Companies  are,  almost  invariably,  young  men  of  stand- 
ing and  personal  pride  ;  and  it  is  doing  them  a  gross  injustice  to 
confound  them,  or  their  conduct,  with  the  pickpockets,  gam- 
blers, and  drunkards,  that  haunt  the  training  field,  just  as  they 
do  the  race-course,  the  railroad  depot,  or  the  political  conven- 
tion. In  truth,  from  the  very  circumstances  of  the  case,  no- 
where can  the  young  and  thoughtless  be  so  safe  from  tempta- 
tion and  danger  as  in  the  ranks ;  where  the  authority  of  their 
officers,  respect  to  their  conspicuous  position,  and  the  character 
of  their  corps,  and  the  necessary  restraints  of  discipline,  leave 
but  little  room,  and  scarcely,  in  fact,  the  possibility  of  such 
degradation.     It  would  meet  with  certain  detection  and  instant 
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rebuke  from  associates  who  would  feel  themselves,  one  and  all, 
personally  concerned  in  the  trangression,  and  entitled,  and 
bound,  unhesitatingly,  to  condemn  and  repress  it.  Moreover, 
these  things  are,  most  happily,  rather  matters  of  memory  than 
of  actual  occurrence.  The  changes  in  public  feeling  and  gen- 
eral habit  have  almost  entirely  put  an  end  to  all  difficulties  of 
the  sort.  Officers  in  every  portion  of  the  Commonwealth  can 
now  testify,  that  our  Regimental  and  Brigade  Musters  pass  off 
as  quietly,  soberly,  and  peacefully,  as  any,  even  the  most  rigid, 
could  expect  or  desire.  The  very  existence  of  the  Companies 
rests,  almost  exclusively,  on  the  personal  interest  and  esprit  da 
corps  existing  among  their  members  ;  and  there  can  be  no  form 
in  which  men  are  brought  together,  less  likely,  on  the  whole,  to 
induce  and  encourage  disreputable  habits,  than  in  associations 
where  the  disgrace  of  the  individual  is  the  mortification  of  all. 
It  can  hardly  be  doubted  that  the  time  spent  under  military  or- 
ganizations is  attended  with  far  fewer  objectionable  concom- 
itants, than  the  excursions  for  amusement  that  would  inevitably 
supply  their  place,  were  they  abolished. 

On  the  other  side,  too,  it  may  be  said,  that  military  training 
is,  in  many  respects,  highly  advantageous  to  our  young  men, 
both  in  regard  to  physical  and  moral  improvement.  No  mode 
of  exercise  could  be  devised,  better  adapted  to  physical  devel- 
opment, and  to  promote  the  perfect  control  of  the  bodily  pow- 
ers. Every  position  and  movement  of  the  soldier  is  admirably 
calculated  to  give  a  manly,  free,  and  graceful  carriage,  to  in- 
crease the  muscular  strength  and  activity  of  the  frame,  in  a 
word,  to  the  healthful  and  vigorous  expansion  of  the  whole  con- 
stitution. As  a  physical  training,  it  is  highly  salutary  and 
much  needed,  especially  in  our  cities  and  large  towns.  Indeed, 
it  may  safely  be  asserted,  that  everywhere,  even  in  rural  dis- 
tricts, discipline  of  this  sort  is  too  little  valued.  The  peculiar 
and  well-known  vigor  of  character  and  energy  of  action  of  the 
ancient  Greek  and  Roman  may,  no  doubt,  in  very  considerable 
degree,  be  attributed  to  the  sedulous  attention  paid  to  exercises 
of  this  description.  The  contests  of  the  gymnasium  and  am- 
phitheatre produced  the  men  and  women,  who  furnished  the 
models  of  Phidias  and  Praxiteles ;  and  to   the  same  source  we 
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may  trace,  in  a  measure,  the  triumphant  march  of  the  Roman 
Eagles,  the  imperishable  fame  of  Thermopylae  and  Marathon, 
and  even  the  higher  energies  and  noble  laurels  of  Lycurgus, 
Pindar,  and  Demosthenes. 

Independently  of  other  advantages,  military  exercises  afford 
to  modern  effeminacy  and  artificial  debility  a  far  better  and 
pleasanter  remedy  than  the  imperfect  imitations  of  the  ancient 
gymnasium,  by  which,  at  greater  cost  of  money  and  time,  these 
evils  are  sought  to  be  alleviated.  In  this  point  of  view,  the  de- 
struction of  our  militia  system  would  be  a  loss  more  serious 
than  those  might  imagine  who  have  given  but  little  attention  to 
such  subjects.  Our  Physicians  and  Physiologists  have  long 
been  urging  upon  the  community  the  necessity  of  an  enlight- 
ened attention  to  the  means  of  promoting  physical  comfort 
and  vigor.  This  necessity  becomes  daily  more  imperative, 
as  increased  wealth,  and  the  rapid  tendency  of  population  to- 
wards the  great  centres,  lead  us  constantly  farther  and  farther 
from  the  simple,  more  natural,  and  healthful  habits  of  times  that 
are  past,  never  to  return.  To  the  somewhat  relaxed  system  of 
the  inhabitants  of  cities,  more  than  to  the  robuster  frames  of  the 
agricultural  population,  military  exercises  form  the  best  training 
that  ingenuity  could  devise  for  strengthening  and  confirming 
the  bodily  powers ;  and  they  afford,  to  all  classes,  the  most  ob- 
vious and  thorough  means  of  acquiring  those  accomplishments 
of  motion  and  manner,  which,  valuable  even  as  superficial  and 
external  qualities,  are,  also,  well  known  to  have  no  small  influ- 
ence upon  character  and  conduct.  The  practised  soldier  is  im- 
mediately distinguished  by  his  erect,  firm,  measured,  yet  easy, 
deportment,— the  result  of  the  discipline  and  control  of  every 
limb  and  muscle.  No  school  equals  that  of  the  soldier  in  pro- 
moting these  results  ;  as  is  fully  proved  in  the  perfectly  sys- 
tematized and  manageable  symmetry  of  carriage  and  move- 
ment, which  it  imparts  to  the  crude  and  generally  unpromising 
materials  that  very  commonly  compose  the  recruits  of  the  regu- 
lar army.  There  can  be  no  doubt,  as  has  been  already  said, 
that  Greece  and  Rome  were  largely  indebted  for  the  glory  that 
crowned  their  national  career,  in  all  its  points,  to  the  physical 
perfection   of  their  citizens.     It  has   been  observed,   that   the 
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noblest  growth  of  the  cold  climate  and  barren  soil  of  New  Eng- 
land is  her  men.  If  so,  no  paltry  economy  should  be  suffered 
to  interfere  with  their  judicious  culture;  but  we  should  seek  to 
add  every  manly  accomplishment  to  the  moral  and  intellectual 
excellence  of  which  we  are  so  justly  proud. 

Our  severer  reasoners  may,  perhaps,  be  inclined  to  smile  at 
the  idea  of  moral  advantages  to  be  derived  from  a  military  sys- 
tem. But,  to  doubt  the  existence  of  such  is  to  call  in  question 
all  history,  and  to  deny  the  fundamental  principles  of  our  na- 
ture. In  the  first  place,  happiness  and  virtue,  energy  and  pros- 
perity are,  in  no  small  measure,  dependent  on  the  bodily  health 
and  vigor.  The  universal,  social,  and  political  degradation  of 
natives,  in  all  warm  regions,  is  clearly  attributable  to  the  en- 
feebling effects  of  climate.  Just  as  you  advance  from  the  tem- 
perate latitudes  to  the  tropical,  man  sinks  in  the  scale ;  and  it 
is  a  singular  fact  that,  whenever  history  records  a  temporary 
emergence  from  sloth  and  vicious  indolence,  it  is  upon  the  line 
of  march  of  a  conqueror,  and  in  the  train  of  the  stimulating 
and  tonic  influences  of  military  discipline.  A  sound  mind  can 
exist  only  in  a  sound  body,  as  a  general  rule  ;  an  active,  ener- 
getic one  must  be  sustained  by  a  corresponding  vigor  of  the 
corporeal  frame.  Allow  your  population  to  sink  into  an  indo- 
lent and  enfeebled  physical  depression,  and  you  take  the  first 
and  largest  step  towards  making  a  nation  of  slaves. 

Habits,  both  moral  and  physical,  are  so  intertwined  and  mu- 
tually dependent,  that  no  skill  can  detect  all  the  points  of  con- 
tact, or  explain  the  infinite  and  subtle  modes  of  their  action  and 
reaction.  But  all  history  proves — and  our  own  more  than  any 
other — that  excellence  or  deficiency  on  either  side  can  never 
exist,  and  is  never  found  alone,  among  all  the  civilized  nations 
of  the  earth. 

The  association  of  our  citizens,  in  regularly  organized  bands, 
teaches  each  individual  to  rely  upon  himself,  and  to  be  true  to 
his  part;  and  to  rely  on  his  neighbors,  confident  that  they  will 
not  fail  in  their  support  of  him,  and  of  the  common  object. 
This  principle  is  the  secret  and  soul  of  all  power,  moral,  polit- 
ical, or  military.  It  is  the  strength  of  society ;  and  it  should 
be  properly  developed  in  all  its  forms,  to  give  to  society  perma- 
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nence  and  security.  It  is  as  needful  to  the  due  organization  of 
the  physical  resources  of  the  community,  as  to  its  religious  or 
governmental  policy.  As  the  recognized  strength  of  parties 
and  the  mutual  sympathies  of  the  virtuous  and  upright  are  the 
guaranty  of  the  character  of  our  institutions ;  so  is  the  confi- 
dent reliance  upon  military  organization  the  guaranty  of  their 
security.  The  former  define  and  establish  our  rights  and  du- 
ties, the  latter  protects  and  enforces  them. 

The  tables  appended  hereto,  marked  7  to  12,  show  the  mili- 
tary stores,  at  present,  in  the  arsenals.  The  only  material  va- 
riations from  the  accounts  of  last  year,  are  found  in  two  items. 
One  is  the  annual  quota  received  from  the  United  States,  in  the 
following  articles,  viz : — 
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The  Quota  of  Supplies  from  the  United  States,  tinder  the  law 
of  1808,  was  received  in  Artillery  Equipage,  and  in  Rifles 
and  Equipments,  and  Non-commissioned  Officers''  Swords 
and  Equipments,  as  is  exhibited  in

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The  other  is  the  omission  of  most  of  the  heavy  siege  Guns, 
that  have  been  so  long  lying  in  the  yard.  These  cannon  are 
all  very  old  and  untrustworthy.  Some  of  them  are  of  date 
prior  to  the  Revolution;  and  all  of  them  entirely  unfit,  at  the 
present  day,  for  any  service.  They  have,  therefore,  been  sold, 
by  order  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  to  the  South  Boston  Iron 
Company,  with  the  exception  of  four  to  be  reserved,  as  possess- 
ing an  historical  interest,  rendering  them  worthy  of  preserva- 
tion, on  account  of  the  associations  connected  with  them  ;  they 
being  part  of  the  armament  of  the  Forts  in  the  Harbor  of  Boston, 
previous  to  the  separation  from  the  Mother  country.  The  guns 
sold  have  not,  as  yet,  been  delivered,  and  the  proceeds  will  be 
stated  in  connection  with  the  annual  estimates  for  the  expendi- 
tures of  the  department  for  the  year  1849. 

A  considerable  quantity  of  Muskets  and  Rifles,  that  had  been 
accumulating  for  want  of  means  to  put  them  in  order  as  fast 
as  they  were  returned  from  the  Yolunteer  Companies,  have  been 
thoroughly  cleaned  and  repaired. 

The  number  thus  restored  to  serviceable  condition  during  the 
year,  is,  of  Muskets,  1866. 

Number  of  Rifles,  1125. 

This  number  includes  such  as  have  been  received  back,  in 
exchange  for  others,  or  from  disbanded  Companies,  in  course  of 
the  year ;  all  of  which  have  been  repaired  and  placed  in  the 
racks,  as  fast  as  they  came  in.  There  are  now  in  the  Arsenal, 
in  perfect  order  : — 

Muskets,  -  -  7,724 

Rifles,  -  -  1,356 

There  are  still  left  on  hand,  a  great  many  packed  away  in 
boxes,  that  require  to  be  examined  and  assorted.  Some  of 
them  may  be  easily  restored  to  a  condition  of  serviceableness ; 
but  others  are  entirely  valueless  to  the  State,  and  should  be  sold 
for  such  price  as  can  be  obtained. 
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Since  the  1st  of  January  last,  have  been  issued,  besides  the  cus- 
tomary small  stores  for  Artillery,  the  supplies  exhibited  in

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There  are  two  wooden  sheds  on  the  Arsenal  grounds,  being 
the  two  parts  of  one,  sawn  in  halves,  in  course  of  new  arrange- 
ments made  in  consequence  of  an  exchange  of  Land  with  Mrs. 
Waterhouse,  by  which  the  common  boundaries  were  varied  to 
the  mutual  advantage  of  both  parties.  These  sheds  are  in  want 
of  repair ;  and  are  also  unsuitable  as  Arsenal  buildings,  on  the 
score  of  danger  from  fire.  They  should  either  be  both  sold, 
and  a  proper  building  erected  in  their  stead  ;  or,  one  of  them 
may,  perhaps,  be  retained  and  rendered  safe  by  slating  the  roof 
and  sides.  One,  or  the  other  course,  should  be  immediately 
pursued;  as,  at  present,  they  serve  little  purpose,  but  to  dis- 
figure the  yard,  and  put  at  risk  the  valuable  property  of  the 
State.  In  other  respects,  the  grounds,  building,  and  contents, 
will  be  found  to  be  in  excellent  order,  under  the  faithful  and 
efficient  care  of  Mr.  Rayne,  to  whose  superintendence  the  Ar- 
senal has,  for  many  years,  been  chiefly  confide  1.

ADJUTANT  GENERAL'S  REPORT. 


[Jan. 


To  His  Excellency  George  N.  Briggs,   Governor  and  Com- 
mander in  Chief : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  your  Excellency  the  annual 
report  from  the  Department  under  my  charge. 

The  following  Table  numbered  1,  gives  the  annual  return  of 
the  Enrolled  Militia.  It  shows  a  decrease  from  last  year,  of 
877  men.  Enquiries  made  of  the  local  authorities  in  regard  to 
this  falling  off,  met  with  two  unvarying  explanations,  viz.:  1st. 
The  extensive  emigration  to  California.  2d.  The  great  reduc- 
tion, in  all  manufacturing  towns,  of  the  floating  population  de- 
pendent upon  that  branch  of  industry  for  employment ;  which  was 
lost  to  them,  in  consequence  of  the  great  depression  of  business. 
From  these  causes,  we  find  the  decrease  above  named,  in  place 
of  the  moderate  increase,  which,  under  common  circumstances, 
might  have  been  expected  : —

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Active  Militia. 

The  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  Volunteer  Militia,  has  been  productive,  so  far,  of  the 
desired  results.  It  is  not  possible,  of  course,  that  a  first  experi- 
ment in  a  matter  requiring  preparation,  organization  and  ar- 
rangement, should  effect  the  full  amount  of  good  of  which  the  sys- 
tem is  capable.  Its  effects  upon  the  militia  have  been,  never- 
theless, as  favorable  as  were  anticipated  by  the  friends  of  the 
measure.  From  the  very  nature  of  the  case,  its  beneficial  ten- 
dencies must  develope  themselves  gradually  ;  and  each  year  of 
successful  operation  will  add  to  the  good  and  diminish  any  un- 
desirable consequences  that  may  be  found  to  exist. 

The  new  system  has,  in  the  first  place,  proved  popular  among 
the  soldiery.  Whether  it  be  the  interest  excited  by  the  novel 
duties,  or  a  combination  of  that  with  other  causes,  the  down- 
ward course  in  point  of  numbers,  has,  for  this  year  at  least,  been 
arrested.  The  accompanying  Tables, — numbered  2  and  3, — 
show  the  force  on  duty  at  the  May  inspection,  and  at  the  Fall 
encampments,  respectively ;  giving  a  total  about  the  same  as  that 
of  last  year.  These  figures  do  not,  however,  give  a  fair  repre- 
sentation of  the  full  results.  There  are  several  newly  organ- 
ized companies  which  did  no  duty  at  the  May  inspection,  and 
some  which  were  not  returned  at  either  period ;  owing  to  want 
of  sufficient  time  for  preparation.  Were  all  the  newly  raised 
corps  included  in  the  returns,  a  considerable  increase  over  last 
year  would  be  apparent.  This  resuft  is  all  the  more  decisive 
and  encouraging,  from  the  fact,  that  the  active  militia  has  felt 
the  effects  of  the  emigration  to  California  far  more,  proportiona- 
bly,  than  the  enrolled  militia.  The  class  of  young  men,  active 
and  energetic,  that  enters  so  largely  into  the  composition  of  our 
military  companies,  is,  of  course,  especially  liable  to  be  drawn 
into  a  bold  and  romantic  adventure,  congenial  to  such  charac- 
ter. There  are  cases  where  from  one  third  to  one  half  of  the 
active  members  of  a  company  have  removed ;  and  two  compa- 
nies, at  least,  have  been  entirely  reduced  and  disbanded,  from 
the  operation  of  this  single  cause.  Moreover,  all  those  corps, 
with  one  or  two  peculiar  exceptions,  which  have  been  for 
some  time  in  a  dwindling  condition,  have  been  done  away  with. 
It  has  been  thought  a  profitless  expense  of  time  and  money  to 
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keep  on  foot  such  as  evidently  lacked3  from  whatever  reason, 
the  elements  of  a  healthy  existence. 

These  causes,— had  they  not  been  met  and  overbalanced  by 
some  of  a  contrary  tendency, — would  have  made  the  diminu- 
tion in  our  ranks,  which  every  successive  year  has  hitherto 
shown,  far  greater  than  ever.  Notwithstanding  the  great  losses 
thus  occasioned,  the  sum  total,  as  we  have  stated,  gives  an  in- 
crease ;  which,  if  several  projected  companies  shall  be  organized 
during  the  winter,  will  be  further  augmented  next  season. 

The  following  Table, — number  2,— is  the  return  from  the 
May  Inspections,  by  Divisions. 
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Table  numbered  3,  is  compiled  from  the  returns  of  the  Brig- 
ade-Majors at  the  camp  duty  in  the  Fall,  and  exhibits  the  troops 
in  brigades. 
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The  following  companies  have  been  disbanded  during  the 
year,  viz : —

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The  operation  of  the  system  of  encampments,  in  regard  to 
discipline  and  effective  improvement  in  the  militia  system,  will 
from  present  appearances,  be  satisfactory  in  its  character ;  and 
in  its  degree  and  extent,  as  productive  of  good  as  any  measure 
that  can  probably  be  adopted  at  the  present  time.  It  cannot 
answer  every  desirable  purpose,  for  its  scope  is  too  limited  and 
narrow.  If  it  had  been  allowed  to  retain  the  additional  day  of 
camp  duty,  provided  for  in  the  original  draft,  its  results  would 
have  been  still  better.  There  would  have  been  afforded,  in  such 
case,  one  unbroken  and  uninterrupted  day  of  drill.  The  two 
days,  as  the  law  now  stands,  are  partially  consumed, — the  first, 
in  establishing  the  camp;  the  second  in  inspection,  review,  &c. 

Notwithstanding  the  unwise  economy,  which  thus  materially 
impaired  the  purpose  and  efficiency  of  the  law,  it  does  far  more 
than  any  other  system  yet  tried,  has  done,  or  can  do  towards 
establishing  our  militia  force  upon  a  basis  of  respectable  dis- 
cipline. 

In  the  first  place,  it  affords  some  tolerable  opportunity  for 
battalion  drill,  which,  under  the  old  systems,  has  been  a  mere 
absurdity,  for  want  of  any  sufficient  time  to  be  devoted  to  it. 

Secondly, — It  stimulates  to  the  utmost,  the  ambition  and  in- 
dividual pride  of  the  several  companies,  upon  which  feelings 
our  whole  militia  system  has  long  depended,  and,  at  present, 
must  still  depend.  It  leads  them  to  make  great  exertions  to  se- 
cure to  themselves  favorable  comparison  with  the  numerous 
corps  with  which  they  are  paraded;  and  to  discover  and  reme- 
dy their  deficiencies  by  such  comparison,  and  by  adoption  of 
good  examples.  It  affords  a  test  of  the  actual  condition  of  com- 
panies, and  the  accomplishments  of  their  officers,  to  an  extent 
altogether  unattainable  in  mere  company  parades,  or  at  fall  re- 
views. 

Officers  are  brought  together,  under  circumstances  that  render 
them  all  highly  desirous  to  discharge  their  duties,  in  a  manner 
creditable  to  themselves,  and  acceptable  to  their  commands ;  for 
there  is  a  publicity,  and  a  degree  of  actual  experimental  drill, 
to  be  encountered  in  camp,  which  will  not  admit  of  evasion,  or 
of  indifference.  On  the  contrary,  questions  of  etiquette,  regu- 
lations of  various  sorts,  tactics,  and  strategy,  are  constantly 
brought  up,  and  discussed;  and,  if  means  of  immediate  adjust- 
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ment  are  not  at  hand,  reference  is  had,  immediately,  to  the 
highest  accessible  authority, — whether  in  shape  of  a  book,  or 
of  a  superior  officer  present.  In  this  way,  military  knowledge, 
and  familiarity  with  necessary  details,  will  be  promulgated 
through  the  whole  body  of  officers;  and  those  individuals, 
whose  taste,  pride,  and  diligence,  have  led  them  to  elaborate  and 
careful  study  of  their  profession. — and  some  such  there  are, — 
diffuse  their  correct  system,  accuracy  of  drill,  and  wide  notions 
of  the  philosophy  of  tactics,  over  the  whole.  A  generous  and 
active  emulation  is  also  awakened  ;  and  that  pride,  which  alone 
has  supported  our  system  in  its  hitherto  precarious  existence,  is 
roused,  extended  and  informed, — in  a  word,  placed  under  influ- 
ences thoroughly  adapted  to  draw  it  forth,  and  give  it  proper 
direction. 

Thus,  not  only  the  actual  and  positive  discipline  of  the  mili- 
tia will  be  greatly  raised,  but  the  prevalent  tone  of  feeling,  the 
general  character  of  internal  regulation,  its  spirit,  its  habits,  its 
notions  of  every  kind,  will  become  the  result  of  intimate  and 
friendly  association,  and  mature  deliberation,  of  its  best  officers, 
its  most  generous  spirits,  and  its  truest  and  wisest  friends. 

Already,  we  find  a  disposition  to  discard  gold  lace,  and  push 
discipline  to  a  higher  point;  to  place  the  credit  of  "  crack  com- 
panies," not  in  gorgeous  dress,  or  expensive  parades,  but  to 
make  it  depend  upon  the  true  elements  of  real  soldiership. 
There  are  inherent  difficulties  in  our  system,  which  it  is  not 
probable  we  shall  ever  obviate.  More  time  for  drill,  more  rigid- 
ity of  regulation,  more  study  of  manoeuvre,  more  of  almost  ev- 
erything, are  requisite,  to  change  the  militia-man  to  a  thorough 
soldier.  But  all  this  is  by  no  means  necessary  ;  and  it  may  be 
doubted,-  whether,  on  the  whole,  it  would  be  very  desirable. 
The  militia-man  is  not,  and  cannot,  and,  indeed,  ought1  not,  to 
be  the  mere  machine  into  which  discipline  transforms  the  regu- 
lar soldier.  With  the  latter,  physical  constraint  is  made  to 
supersede  individual  volition,  and  all  personal  motive  is  merged 
in  an  unquestioning  obedience.  The  regular  soldier  must  be, 
for  the  most  part,  a  mere  machine ;  and  it  is  highly  necessary 
he  should  be  a  perfect  one,  else  his  results  will  be  doubtful,  and 
his  efficiency  uncertain. 

The  member  of  our  volunteer  service  is  no  machine.  He  is 
a  man,  and  a  citizen,  and,  generally,  an  intelligent  and  high- 
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spirited  one.  He  has  qualities  of  a  higher  order,  that  are  a 
substitute  for  the  petty  detail  of  discipline,  and,  probably,  more 
valuable  of  the  two.  Therefore,  although  it  is  of  the  greatest 
importance  to  attain  a  high  degree  of  accuracy,  and  absolutely 
necessary  to  secure  a  respectable  proficiency,  yet  we  can  very 
well  get  along  without  mechanical  perfection  ;  and,  in  case  of 
the  militia-man,  it  may  sometimes  be  unprofitable  and  unwise 
to  make  the  expenditure  necessary  to  acquire  it.  Under  our 
present  system,  it  is  very  difficult,  almost  impossible ;  but  the 
imperfection,  at  its  minimum,  in  a  well  organized  and  efficient 
corps,  is  not  very  essential,  and  maybe  spared,  better  than  could 
be  the  personal  interest,  manly  pride,  and  high  tone,  of  the 
armed  citizen. 

All  the  encampments,  under  the  new  law,  have  been  marked, 
as  far  as  the  troops  were  concerned,  with  praiseworthy  quiet 
and  order.  Judicious  regulations,  and  careful  arrangements, 
were  made  by  the  officers;  and  the  alacrity  and  cheerfulness 
with  which  they  were  complied  wjth,  were  worthy  of  the  char- 
acter, and  in  keeping  with  the  honorable  pride,  of  the  militia. 
In  no  instance  was  any  restlessness  or  disorder  exhibited.  With- 
in the  line  of  sentries,  everything  was  uniformly  correct.  The 
novelty  of  the  occasion  drew  together  large  numbers  of  specta- 
tors. 

A  crew  of  dissolute  men, — the  gamblers  and  sharpers,  that 
habitually  haunt  the  vicious  quarters  of  the  metropolis, — under- 
took to  transfer  their  scene  of  operations  to  the  encampments. 
This  annoyance  had  not  been  anticipated,  and  no  provision  had 
been  made  against  it.  Upon  its  recurrence,  the  civil  authorities 
were  called  upon  to  repress  the  violation  of  the  laws.  From 
some  causes  or  other,  which  I  shall  not  undertake  to  explain  or 
specify,  this  duty  was  not  done,  and  even,  in  one  instance,  at 
least,  not  attempted.  Emboldened  by  the  reluctance  of  the  au- 
thorities, these  violators  of  public  decorum,  were  encouraged  to 
hold  out  threats  of  a  determined  resistance  to  the  laws  of  the 
land.  The  civil  power  was  earnestly  appealed  to,  by  the  offi- 
cers in  command  of  the  encampments,  and  all  assistance  prof- 
fered that  might  be  needed,  to  sustain  public  order;  and  the 
troops  prepared  for  the  emergency,  in  a  manner  that  rendered 
any  idea  of  permanent  resistance  hopeless. 

At  last,  this  very  obvious  and  necessary  vindication  of  the 
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public  peace  and  decorum  was  effected,  at  Leominster, — and 
that,  too,  without  the  smallest  difficulty.  The  energetic  and 
manly  promptitude  of  the  High  Sheriff  of  Middlesex,  routed  at 
once  the  band  of  profligates;  and  the  ball  cartridges  were  hap- 
pily found  entirely  unneeded.  No  further  trouble  was  experi- 
enced, and  perfect  quiet  reigned  at  all  the  remaining  encamp- 
ments. 

It  is  probably  a  hopeless  endeavor,  to  extirpate,  from  a  large 
and  wealthy  community,  these  vices.  They  always  have  ex- 
isted, and  always  will  exist,  until  the  nature  or  the  habits  of 
men  undergo  great  change.  Legislation  against  merely  person- 
al vices  and  excesses,  can  seldom  prove  a  radical  remedy.  It 
only  varies  a  little  the  place  and  manner  of  their  exhibition. 
The  disease  requires  a  moral  cure,  not  a  violent  one.  But  de- 
corum and  order  must  be  sustained,  and  the  folly  and  wrong  we 
cannot  check,  must,  at  least,  be  schooled  into  a  decent  unobtru- 
siveness.  This  unsought  appendage  was  a  source  of  deep  dis- 
gust and  indignation  to  the  soldiery,  both  officers  and  men.  The 
vexation  was  the  greater,  from  the  apparent  danger,  that  the 
inconsiderate  and  ill-informed  might  possibly  impute  to  them 
and  their  arrangements,  a  disgraceful  stain,  that  belongs  entire- 
ly elsewhere.  An  eager  and  determined  purpose  was  univer- 
sally entertained,  to  get  rid  of  it  at  all  hazards  ;  but  it  was  not 
practicable,  in  the  earlier  instances,  to  obtain  the  sanction  of  the 
civic  power.  The  troops  were,  in  those  cases,  compelled  to 
bear,  in  angry  silence,  the  insult  to  themselves  and  the  State. 

I  have  had  occasion  to  remark  upon  the  perfect  order  and  dis- 
cipline maintained  in  all  the  encampments,  by  the  careful  ar- 
rangements of  the  officers,  and  the  cheerful  acquiescence,  and 
disposition  to  good  order  and  regularity,  among  the  privates.  I 
considered  it  my  duty,  on  the  introduction  of  a  new  system,  to 
give  to  it  a  personal  supervision  and  attention.  In  pursuance 
of  this  view,  I  have  been  present  in  every  encampment  through- 
out the  State.  My  observations  have  led  me  to  a  very  favora- 
ble estimate  of  the  present  condition  of  the  militia.  In  equip- 
ment, and  arms,  they  are  abundantly  efficient.  They  need 
nothing  but  the  conviction,  that  their  capacity  and  readiness  to 
fulfil  their  duties  are  properly  appreciated  by  their  fellow  citi- 
zens, and  an  opportunity  for  a  little  more  drill,  to  place  them  in 
a  position  that  would  leave  nothing  of  moment  to  be  desired, — 
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on  the  footing  of  a  peace  establishment.  They  would  thus  form 
a  sufficient  force  to  sustain  the  internal  quiet  of  the  Common- 
wealth, to  meet  extraordinary  temporary  emergencies,  and  to 
form  a  nucleus  of  good  officers  and  soldiers,  around  whose  or- 
ganization, a  larger  strength  might  be  rapidly  gathered,  in  time 
of  need.  If  the  Legislature  could  be  induced  to  grant  the 
very  moderate  allowance  of  ten  dollars  per  man,  requiring,  at 
the  same  time,  a  week's  duty,  instead  of  two  and  a  half  days, 
in  each  year,  the  system  might  be  carried  to  a  very  high  and 
sufficient  degree  of  vigor  and  excellence. 

The  First  Brigade  encamped  at  Neponset.  The  troops  of 
which  it  is  composed,  amply  sustained  their  good  reputation. 
The  capital  corps  of  Lancers  display  always  in  their  ranks,  a 
full  complement  of  stout,  able,  and  beautifully  equipped  men. 
In  the  Artillery  Regiment,  Company  A,  Capt.  Bullock,  made  an 
appearance  highly  creditable  to  the  spirit  of  the  men,  and  the 
well  known  energy  and  good  discipline  of  their  commander. 
The  Roxbury  corps,  also,  (Company  D,)  under  Lieut.  Chase, 
was  in  fine  order.  The  other  two  companies  are  in  the  way  of 
improving  their  condition,  in  some  respects,  and  will,  probably, 
soon  be  able  to  bear  a  favorable  comparison  with  their  comrades. 

In  the  Light  Infantry  Regiment,  under  Colonel  Andrews,  are 
a  number  of  very  fine  companies.  The  City  Guards,  Capt. 
Thompson,  the  New  England  Guards,  Capt.  Bradlee,  and  the 
Boston  Light  Guard,  Capt.  Clark,  attracted  especial  attention. 
Few  companies  in  the  Union  can  equal  them,  in  beauty  of  uni- 
form, or  exactitude  of  drill.  It  may  be  proper  to  remark  here, 
once  for  all,  that  it  is  impossible  to  mention  every  separate  corps 
in  detail ;  and  that  the  omission  so  to  do  is  by  no  means  to  be 
considered  in  the  light  of  censure  or  neglect.  There  are  very 
few  companies  in  the  State,  obnoxious  to  severe  criticism;  but 
there  must  always  be  some,  which,  from  peculiar  advantages, 
for  a  time  outshine,  in  a  degree,  their  neighbors.  It  is  proper 
that  their  exertions  and  spirit  should  receive  the  praise  to  which 
they  are  entitled;  and  there  will,  undoubtedly,  be  too  much 
generosity,  in  the  emulation  existing  among  the  companies,  to 
make  an  occasion  of  offence,  from  what  should  operate  simply 
as  a  good  example,  and  a  stimulus  to  like  activity. 

The  Second  Brigade,  under  Colonel  Ward,  mustered  at  Mid- 
dleborough.     Unfavorable  circumstances,  of  late,  have  tended 
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to  disorganize  this  brigade,  to  some  extent,  and  leave  it  behind 
others,  in  the  rapid  course  of  improvement  that  has  been  gen- 
erally taking  place.  It  has  many  spirited  and  intelligent  offi- 
cers, and  very  good  companies.  Their  exertions  will,  probably, 
soon  bring  it  np  to  a  good  condition.  There  is  an  abundance 
of  good  material,  that  requires  only  a  little  recomposition,  and 
drill,  under  energetic  officers,  to  place  everything  upon  an  equal- 
ity with  the  other  brigades.  The  two  companies  from  Abing- 
ton,  two  from  Middleborough,  and  the  fine  rifle  corps  belonging 
in  Plyrnpton,  distinguished  themselves  particularly.  A  newly 
raised  company,  from  Rochester,  under  Capt.  Look,  also  prom- 
ises, after  a  little  more  practice,  to  become  an  ornament  to  its 
regiment.  One  of  the  leading  companies  in  this  brigade, — the 
New  Bedford  Guards, — has  been  disbanded,  in  consequence  of 
the  loss  of  most  of  its  officers  and  men,  by  emigration  to  Cali- 
fornia. It  is  to  be  hoped,  that  this  populous  and  wealthy  city 
will  do  its  duty  to  itself  and  the  State,  by  raising,  immediately, 
another  corps,  worthy  to  succeed  that  which  has  been  so  unfor- 
tunately reduced. 

The  Third  Brigade,  under  General  Wilson,  unluckily  lost  one 
day,  on  account  of  a  rain  storm,  so  violent  as  to  preclude  all 
exercise.  Its  remaining  time  was  well  employed,  and  sufficient 
to  prove,  that  it  contains  many  companies  capable  of  being 
made  into  first  rate  corps,  and  some  that  already  are  so.  Among 
the  latter,  the  Guards,  and  Phalanx,  from  Lowell,  were  espe- 
cially conspicuous,  and  very  closely  contested  for  the  palm  of 
preeminence.  The  Woburn  Phalanx  also  attracted  much  at- 
tention, by  its  neatness  of  appearance,  and  full  ranks.  A  very 
orderly  company,  and  very  handsomely  equipped,  was  present 
from  Reading;  and  the  Brooks  Phalanx,  of  Medford,  showed  a 
soldierly  bearing,  that  earned  for  it  the  approbation  of  the  offi- 
cers. The  Artillery  Regiment,  in  this  brigade,  is  also  in  good 
order ;  and  the  four  companies  constituting  it,  are  all  in  good 
condition. 

The  Fourth  Brigade  assembled  at  Danvers,  under  Colonel 
Joseph  Andrews.  The  Artillery  Regiment, — the  second, — be- 
ing reduced,  by  the  disbandment  of  the  Lynn  company,  (C,) 
was  temporarily  annexed  to  Col.  Andrews's  command.  This 
brigade  is  more  uniform,  in  its  composition,  than  any  other  in 
the  State.     Made  up  of  companies  from  our  large  towns  in 
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Essex  County,  though  it  boasts  no  splendid  corps,  in  uniforms 
equal  to  the  leading  companies  of  the  metropolis,  it  has  none  of 
an  ordinary  stamp.  In  drill,  and  perfectness  of  equipment,  and 
especially  in  its  superb  camp  equipage,  the  Gth  Regiment  may 
challenge  comparison  with  any.  It  has  been  lately  increased  by 
two  new  companies  from  Lawrence;  one  of  which,  under  Capt. 
S.  C.  Oliver,  received  the  first  award.  It  is,  however,  a  very 
difficult  thing  to  discriminate  among  the  companies  of  this  regi- 
ment; for  they  all  are  in  excellent  order.  The  Marblehead 
Guards  received  the  second  award ;  but  the  Marblehead  Light 
Infantry,  the  Salem  Mechanic  Light  Infantry,  and  the  Salem 
Light  Infantry,  (Company  A,  Capt.  Peabody,)  were,  probably, 
each  equally  deserving  of  either  compliment.  The  beautiful 
execution  of  the  manual,  by  the  latter  corps,  could  not  be  sur- 
passed anywhere.  The  Salem  City  Guards,  Beverly  Light  In- 
fantry, and  the  artillery  companies,  also  appeared  well.  Brig. 
Gen.  Sutton  assisted  at  the  review  and  inspection  of  the  second 
day. 

The  Fifth  Brigade  went  into  camp,  at  Leominster,  under 
Col.  Morse,  of  the  9th  Regiment,  as  Brig.  Gen.  Hobbs  is  in 
temporary  command  of  the  division.  The  9th  Regiment  has 
established  for  itself  a  high  and  well  deserved  reputation.  In 
numbers,  its  companies  excel  any  others,  generally;  and  it  has 
some  well  drilled  corps,  that  would  rank  high  anywhere.  The 
Gardner  Greys,  and  Fitchburg  Light  Infantry,  received,  respect- 
ively, the  first  and  second  awards.  In  the  other  regiment,  the 
two  companies  from  Worcester  made  a  very  fine  appearance. 
The  dress  of  the  Light  Infantry  is  exceedingly  neat  and  hand- 
some, and,  in  numbers,  it  was  superior;  but  the  superb  drill  of 
the  Guards  carried  away  the  prize,  though  not  without  a  hand- 
some competition. 

The  Sixth  Brigade  was  assembled  at  Northampton,  under 
command  of  Brig.  Gen.  Cook.  This  brigade  is  strong  in  num- 
bers, and  its  companies  are  all  in  respectable,  some  of  them  in 
fine,  order.  The  Battalion  of  Artillery,  attached  to  it,  is  a  cap- 
ital corps.  Three  of  its  companies  are  full,  well  uniformed,  and 
disciplined.  The  fourth  is  not  so  large  as  the  others;  and  it 
would  be  gratifying,  if  the  exertions  of  its  officers,  and  the  in- 
terest of  its  members,  could  be  made  availing,  to  recruit  it  tc 
the  standard  of  the  others.  A  very  fine  company,  newly 
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raised,  under  command  of  Capt.  Con  key,  is  a  valuable  addition 
to  the  battalion,  and  necessitates  its  organization  into  a  regi- 
ment. A  general  order  has  been  issued,  for  this  purpose.  The 
two  regiments  of  Light  Infantry,  under  Col.  Hawkes,  and  Col. 
Walkley,  have  made  great  improvement  in  discipline,  and  are 
both  in  good  order.  In  the  10th,  the  Westfield  Guards,  under 
Capt.  Monroe,  received  the  second,  and  the  Springfield  corps, 
(Company  E,)  the  first,  award.  It  was  a  point  of  extreme  dif- 
ficulty, to  decide  between  them  ;  both  showing  a  high  and  cred- 
itable degree  of  promptness  and  accurary.  In  the  11th,  the 
Deerfield,  Company  A,  under  Capt.  Wells,  and  the  Shutesbury, 
Company  D,  under  Capt.  Haskins,  obtained,  respectively,  the 
first  and  second  place  in  honor. 

It  may  be  said,  in  general,  that  a  very  decided  advance  has 
been  made,  and  is  still  going  on,  in  the  militia,  in  correct  drill, 
thorough  system,  and  perfection  of  equipment.  If  the  numbers 
of  some  companies  could  be  increased,  their  condition  would  be 
highly  satisfactory.  This  object  will  be  promoted,  by  the  adop- 
tion of  simple  uniforms,  and  the  avoidance  of  unnecessary  ex- 
pense, in  every  form.  If  the  charge  of  doing  duty  in  the  mili- 
tia, were  less  burdensome  in  this  respect,  a  larger  number  of 
men  would  join  the  ranks. 

The  militia  system  has  been  passing  through  a  period  of  tran- 
sition, which  has,  for  a  time,  depressed  its  character.     The  pe- 
culiar spirit,  produced  by  circumstances,  which  formerly  brought 
nearly  our  whole  male  population  into  its  ranks,  abated  and 
died  out,  with  the  changing  character  of  the  times.     The  old 
system  survived  its  adaptation  to  the  state  and  temper  of  the 
community,  long  enough  to  bequeath,  to  its  successor,  a  very 
undesirable  inheritance,  of  confusion,   disorder,  and  absurdity. 
But  this  load  has  been  thrown  off,  and  the  new  organization  be- 
gun to  assume  its  proper  character,  of  a  select,  neat,  and  re- 
spectable force, — composed  of  men,  who  are  inclined  to  the  du- 
ty, and  both  able  and  willing  to  do  it  well.     A  decent  liberality 
on  the  part  of  the  public,  evinced  by  a  fair  and  honorable  con- 
sideration, as  well  as  by  a  very  small  compensation,  will  satisfy 
all  its  demands,  and  inspire  it  with  a  becoming  pride,  and  a 
sufficient  energy.     The  grotesque  incongruities   of  past  days, 
and  the  jumble  of  unmeaning  evolutions,  with  a  great  ignorance 
of  tactics,  have  given  way  to  a  systematic  and  regulated  instruc- 
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tion,  according  to  the  army  standard.  Officers  begin  to  feel  their 
responsibility,  and  aim  at  something  better  than  empty  show; 
and  men  are  learning  to  make  the  discipline  and  efficiency  of 
their  respective  corps,  a  matter  of  pride  and  emulation.  I  would 
here,  however,  take  the  liberty  to  suggest,  to  company  officers, 
to  dispense  with  the  uncouth  figures  still  seen,  on  some  parades, 
under  the  name  of  pioneers.  Such  appendages  are  unnecessary, 
in  our  peace  establishment:  and  the  same  men,  properly  uni- 
formed, and  armed  with  the  musket,  should  be  placed  in  the 
ranks,  where  they  would  add  alike  to  efficiency  and  appearance. 
The  great  predominance  of  liberal  political  principles,  and 
the  active  philanthropic  movements,  that  characterize  our  times, 
have  given  rise,  as  an  inevitable  consequence,  to  many  exag- 
gerated and  impracticable  theories,  in  the  social  and  moral 
questions  that  occupy  all  thinking  minds.  There  is  so  much  of 
pure  and  elevated  enthusiasm,  as  well  as  of  self-evident  and 
palpable  right,  that  allies  itself  at  once,  in  all  generous  natures, 
to  the  great  cause  of  human  progress,  that  excessive  and  pre- 
mature conclusions  are  not  only  readily,  but  eagerly,  adopted, — 
wherever  expanded  thought  and  free  speech  are  found, — by 
those,  whose  temperament,  habits,  and  position,  place  them  in 
the  front  ranks  of  improvement,  And  all  this  is  well,  or  it 
would  not  be  as  it  is.  It  is  the  native  tendency  towards  better 
things,  that  is  impressed  upon  humanity  by  the  author  of  all 
good, — the  influence  that  has  brought  civilization  out  of  bar- 
barism, and  redeemed  man  from  slavery  to  himself  and  his 
neighbors.  It  is  the  instinctive  and  glorious  impulse  to  which 
we  must  look,  for  future  advancement  in  the  great  course  of 
events,  that  will  find  no  limits  to  its  career,  perhaps,  but  which 
is  not,  probably,  destined  ever  to  merge  that  struggle,  which  is 
our  birth-right  as  men,  in  absolute  success,  or  relieve  us  from 
the  necessity  of  foresight  and  exertion,  by  the  attainment  of  a 
perfect  social  state.  Indeed,  it  is  a  mortifying  but  indisputable 
truth,  that,  while  the  masses  of  all  civilized  countries  are  ele- 
vating themselves,  with  greater  or  less  rapidity,  in  the  scale, 
there  are  classes,  upon  whose  lot  the  ennobling  influence  does 
not,  and,  for  the  present,  cannot,  operate.  It  is  also  true,  that, 
the  higher  the  degree  of  national  preeminence,  the  deeper  and 
darker  becomes  the  obscurity  and  degradation,  that  still  enwrap 
the  lowest  orders  of  the  people.    It  would  seem,  in  truth,  hardly  a 
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violent  assumption,  that  the  real  average  of  intellectual,  moral, 
and  political  development,  is  not  very  sensibly  changed,  after  all. 
Every  great  and  abiding  cause,  that  raises  the  general  character 
of  communities,  and  promotes  the  welfare  of  its  better  portions, 
tends  inevitably  to  exert  a  heavier  pressure  than  ever,  upon  the 
prostrate  mass  of  ignorance  and  destitution.  As  the  fair  struc- 
tures of  science  and  art,  rise  higher  and  higher  from  the  common 
surface,  so  must  the  foundations,  that  bear  them  up,  become 
wider  and  wider,  and  be  driven,  by  the  increasing  pressure,  still 
deeper  into  the  soil.  And  it  is  a  painful  but  indisputable  truth, 
that  these  foundations  are,  as  yet,  based  upon  the  hard-worked 
limbs  and  crushed  hearts  of  human  beings.  Even  religion,  in 
days  past,  has  made  itself  known,  to  its  humblest  subjects, 
chiefly  in  its  burdens,  its  frauds,  and  its  oppressions.  As  wealth 
accumulates  its  comforts  and  luxuries  around  us,  the  vice  that 
it  tempts  by  its  plunder,  the  follies  it  sustains  by  its  resources, 
and  the  crimes  that  it  stimulates,  by  hollow  hopes  of  deceptive 
gains,  increase  also,  and  in  a  still  augmented  ratio,  among  the 
weak,  and  the  over  audacious,  the  ignorant,  and  the  despairing. 
The  larger  and  the  richer  the  city,  the  viler,  the  more  insolent 
and  reckless,  is  its  lowest  populace.  The  elevation  of  prosper- 
ity, only  serves  to  widen,  and  render  more  hopeless,  the  distance 
between  itself  and  adversity.  That  these  things  are  so,  no  one 
can  doubt.  We  may  lament,  but  we  have  no  reason  to  com- 
plain of  them.  They  are  unavoidable  consequences  of  an 
imperfectly  developed  condition,  that  must,  of  necessity,  bring  in 
its  train  curses  as  well  as  blessings.  The  only  remedy  is  to  be 
found  in  universal  education.  When  all  men  can  appreciate 
their  positions,  understand  their  rights,  know  their  true  inter- 
ests, and  recognize  all  their  duties,  then  will  every  man  find  and 
maintain  his  proper  place,  and  under  the  stimulus  of  a  well 
directed  ambition  and  the  guardianship  of  a  modest  self  respect, 
assume  his  just  relations  to  the  whole  community. — neither  suf- 
fering nor  doing  wrong.  And  this  desirable  result  can  be  ob- 
tained on  no  other  conditions,  within  the  scope  of  human  experi- 
ence. 

It  may  be  well  that  philosophers  and  enthusiasts  should  carry 
their  prospective  schemes  of  good  to  the  utmost  limits  of  truth 
and  reason  :  and  such  is  their  allotted  and  proper  part — to  pre- 
cede, by  a  long  interval,  the  body  of  their  kind,  the  voluntary 
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and  often  martyred  pioneers  of  the  great  army,  and  doomed  not 
unfrequently  to  the  duty  of  a  forlorn  hope  in  the  crusade  against 
error  and  vice,  misery  and  oppression.  Their  golden  dreams 
serve  to  light  with  a  brighter  ray  the  kindling  glories  of  the 
dawn  of  improvement :  but  a  long  and  weary  day,  with  its  heats 
and  its  storms,  its  choking  dusts  and  its  vulgar  and  arduous 
toils,  must  achieve  the  great  work  that  lies  before  mankind.  It 
will  not  answer  for  the  practical  statesman  to  base  his  measures 
upon  the  seductive  beauties  of  this  gorgeous  cloud-land.  He 
may  look  to  it  for  inspiration  and  for  hope ;  but  he  must  look 
behind  him  for  the  true  theatre  of  his  operations.  It  is  with  the 
labors  and  the  dust  of  the  world  that  he  has  to  deal — and  of  a 
world  as  it  is,  not  as  it  might,  or  ought  to  be.  His  true  wisdom 
is  to  watch  prudently,  and  repress  vigorously  the  existing  evil, 
while  he  cherishes  the  struggling  good.  He  must  protect  society, 
even  against  itself,  till  it  needs  protection  no  longer.  When 
that  time  shall  come,  there  will  be  no  longer  question  left  of 
policy  or  law.  But  till  then,  there  is  need  of  government ;  and 
all  government  is,  of  necessity,  force.  Upon  these  principles 
rest  our  systems  of  jurisprudence,  of  laws  and  courts,  of  police 
and  armaments.  While  there  are  men  disposal  to  wrong  and 
violence,  society  is  compelled  to  assert  its  rights  by  laws  and  to 
maintain  its  laws  and  its  rights  against  aggression,  external  or 
internal,  by  armed  force,  civic  or  military.  While  the  spirit  of 
power  and  conquest,  or  of  pride  and  revenge  shall  animate  na- 
tions, while  vice  and  ignorance  shall  lead  individuals  to  dis- 
order and  crime,  there  must  be  laws  to  vindicate  the  claims  and 
liberties  of  all  men.  While  laws  are  needed  to  curb  an  antag- 
onist power,  force  must  be  at  hand  to  overawe,  and  if  need  be, 
to  crush  resistance.  Experience  shows,  most  fully,  that  policy 
and  humanity  both  require  that  such  corrective  force  shall  be 
prompt,  energetic  and  abundantly  sufficient. 

The  character  of  communities  changes  but  slowly  :  the  great 
elements  of  individual  character  do  not  change  at  all.  The 
same  selfishness,  acting  through  the  same  means,  and  with 
small  circumstantial  variation,  for  the  same  ends,  pervades,  and 
always  will  pervade  human  character  through  all  ages.  The 
progress  of  information  and  morals  will  modify  it  somewhat  in 
detail;  and  will  undoubtedly  control  it  more  still  in  the  general 
organization  of  society.    It  will,  however,  at  least  for  an  indefi- 
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nite  future,  always  be  true,  that  men  will  be  slow  to  postpone 
their  private  interests  and  passions,  prejudices  or  even  whims,  to 
the  claims  of  others.  Nothing  but  the  pressure  of  the  public  au- 
thority can  repress  private  encroachment ;  and  individual  rights 
must  seek  support  against  individual  aggression,  in  the  disinter- 
ested and  impartial,  or  rather,  in  the  interested  but  impartial 
decision  of  the  general  voice.  Thus,  however  we  may  improve, 
by  enlightened  and  Christianized  principles,  the  laws  and  max- 
ims by  which  public  opinion  is  constituted;  the  inherent  imper- 
fections of  humanity,  as  developed  in  individuals,  render  the 
power  of  the  community  requisite  to  sustain  and  enforce  them. 
In  other  words,  physical  force  is  necessary  to  compel  men  to 
submit  their  private  and  peculiar  interests  and  purposes,  espe- 
cially in  moments  of  temptation  and  excitement,  to  the  general 
good.  An  instance  of  this  may  be  found  in  our  license  laws- 
A  vast  majority  of  our  citizens  condemns  unhesitatingly  the 
abuse  of  ardent  spirits,  to  the  disturbance  of  the  peace  and  welfare 
of  the  public.  Stringent  laws  have  long  forbidden  it.  Yet,  so 
utterly  impossible  has  it  proved,  to  restrain  individual  conduct, 
that  the  best  friends  of  the  cause  have,  in  some  instances,  asked 
for  the  repeal  of  enactments  that  have  produced  little  but  studied 
and  elaborate  evasion,  or  open  defiance,  and  flooded  our  courts 
with  the  most  disgusting  perjury. 

Opinions  may  differ  as  to  the  political  expediency  of  such  a 
case.  But  the  selfsame  difficulties  arise,  in  matters  vital  to  the 
very  existence  of  society,  which  admit  of  no  compromise.  And, 
in  such  cases,  there  must  be  vested  somewhere  in  the  commu- 
nity, a  power  that  defies  resistance.  Nothing  but  the  certainty 
of  a  physical  force  sufficient,  in  any  emergency,  to  sustain  the 
law,  can  protect  our  property  from  the  robber,  our  lives  from  the 
assassin,  or  both  from  the  blind  and  headlong  fury  of  an  excited 
mob. 

The  only  question  then  left,  is — where  we  shall  place  this 
power  that  must  be  the  ultimate  arbiter  of  our  welfare.  Public 
opinion  and  moral  conviction  do  not  reach  the  ignorant ;  and  if 
they  reach,  do  not  affect  the  depraved.  War  may  be  decried  as 
the  "  ultima  ratio  regum," — but  where  other  reasons  fail,  it  must 
be  the  ultimate  argument  of  Republics,  as  well  as  of  Despots, 
against  pertinacious  outrage,  either  from  within  or  without.  It 
is  a  painful  and  sad  alternative ;  but  it  leaves  no  other  choice, 
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than  the  dissolution  of  all  civilized  society.  And  it  never  can  be 
otherwise,  however  mortifying  the  fact,  until  we  bring  to  a  state 
approximating  to  perfection,  not  only  the  standard  of  public 
opinion,  but  also  the  detail  of  private  practice.  The  first  result 
may,  at  some  remote  period,  be  attained.  The  last  never  can ; 
for  the  laws  of  nature,  for  wise  purpose  undoubtedly,  have  for- 
bidden it. 

Thus  there  must  be  stringent  law  for  crime  and  folly;  and 
there  must  also  be  a  power  adequate  to  enforce  it,  at  all  times 
and  at  all  hazards. 

The  course  of  events  throughout  the  civilized  world,  for  the 
past  few  years,  demonstrates  plainly  this  truth.  A  large  num- 
ber of  Christian  nations, — our  own  among  the  rest, — have  been 
engaged  in  bloody  contests  for  asserted  rights  or  alleged  wrongs. 

One  of  the  first  historians  of  our  times  has  thus  proclaimed  the 
lesson,  which  all  history  has  ever  taught:  "Unfortunately  for 
man,  it  is  the  sword  which  decides  the  fate  of  nations,  secures 
their  tranquility  and  promotes  their  aggrandizement ; — it  is  the 
sword  alone  which  is  the  guardian  of  national  honor,  and  the  pro- 
tector of  public  and  private  happiness.  Commerce  may  enrich, 
the  arts  may  civilize,  science  may  illuminate  a  people;  but 
these  blessings  can  only  owe  their  safety  and  stability  to  mili- 
tary force.  War,  therefore,  to  the  regret  of  every  milder  virtue, 
must  form  the  principal  subject  of  history."* 

It  may  be  considered  as  a  settled  point,  in  this  country,  that 
a  standing  army  will  never  be  tolerated,  sufficient  to  effect  these 
objects.  You  may  travel  in  any  direction  for  hundreds  of  miles, 
and  not  find  a  single  soldier  of  our  national  army.  A  substitute 
of  some  sort  must  be  found.  What  better  can  be  proposed  than 
to  teach  an  adequate  proportion  of  our  young  men  to  bear  the 
arms,  which  may  be  needed  to  defend  their  country  and  their 
homes  ? 

In  a  recent  number  of  an  able  periodical,  are  the  following 
remarks,  which  are  worthy  of  attention  in  this  connection, — es- 
pecially to  those  who  entertain  strong  views  in  relation  to  the 
probability  of  extending  rapidly  among  the  nations,  the  policy 
of  Peace. 

u  As  to  War,  the  most  aggrandizing  and  fearful  of  all  the  ex-

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pedients  of  ambition,  when  successful,  and  which,  if  it  could  be 
entered  upon  at  pleasure  by  the  Federal  Government,  might 
truly  make  that  Government  every  thing,  and  the  States  noth- 
ing, the  original  policy  of  our  institutions  was  clear  and  une- 
quivocal against  it.  We  were,  for  example,  to  have  no  consider- 
able standing  army.  The  early  records  are  full  of  this  axiom. 
We  were  to  depend,  in  ordinary,  for  our  military  operations,  on 
the  citizen  militia ;  another  primitive  axiom,  or  rather  another 
form  of  the  same.  And  then  the  specified  conditions  on  which 
alone,  according  to  the  federal  charter  itself,  the  militia  might 
be  called  into  service,  shut  out  altogether  the  notion  of  an  ag- 
gressive foreign  war.  Citizens  cannot  be  sent  abroad  against 
their  will,  though  it  were  to  fight  their  country's  battles.  More 
than  all,  a  war  of  aggression  is  one  which,  as  a  Christian  peo- 
ple— (constitutionally  such  in  profession)  we  may  not,  cannot 
urge."* 

There  may  be  a  few  who  will  undertake  to  oppose  this  argu- 
ment by  the  assertion,  that  no  force  of  any  kind  can  be  either 
desirable  or  necessary.  All  will  be  reacly  to  admit,  that  its  em- 
ployment is  not  desirable,  but  experience  proves,  beyond  any  le- 
gitimate doubt,  that  it  is  clearly  necessary.  Notwithstanding  all 
the  moral  power  of  kindness  and  the  commanding  dignity  of  right, 
emergencies  often  arise  in  which  their  purer  influences  have  no 
room  to  operate,  and  where  coarser,  prompter,  and  more  practi- 
cal arguments  must  be  used ;  or  mercy  and  beneficence,  left  under 
the  feet  of  brutality,  and  right,  be,  at  least  temporarily,  prostrate 
before  violence. 

A  lecture  upon  the  true  dignity  of  human  nature  has  never  yet 
been  successfully  employed  to  repress  a  mob;  nor  would  the 
sweetest  smile  of  the  victim  be  a  shield  against  the  ferocity  of 
the  robber  and  cut-throat  Physical  power  must  do  what  moral 
influences  leave  undone.  The  bayonet  and  sword  must  cope 
with  the  bludgeon  and  the  knife.  What  then  can  the  strenuous 
advocate  of  Peace  and  Charity  do  better — what  else  can  he  do, 
than  to  entrust  this  element  of  force,  absolutely  necessary,  to  the 
very  existence  of  his  cherished  objects,  to  the  quarter  where  it 
will  be  least  liable  to  abuse,  and  surest  only  for  its  legitimate 
use — to  the  militia.     The  citizen  soldier,  little  exposed  to  being

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made  the  tool  of  a  systematic  ambition,  or  the  dupe  of  unreason- 
able and  unwarrantable  enterprises,  has  no  motive  to  misuse  the 
arms  society  puts  into  his  hands.  In  no  wise  severed  from  the 
rest  of  the  community,  in  his  daily  occupations,  habits,  or  modes 
of  thought, — he  participates  in  all  its  ideas  and  shares  all  its  in- 
fluences. He  does  not  cease  to  be  a  citizen  in  becoming  a  sol- 
dier ;  and  therefore,  is  neither  ignorant  or  regardless  of  rights 
and  duties,  which  are  as  apparent,  as  dear,  and  as  imposing  to 
him  as  to  any  other.  His  intellect  is  not  cramped  by  a  narrow 
and  mechanical  vocation,  nor  his  heart  deadened  by  habitual 
warfare,  or  paralyzed  by  the  stern  mandates  of  an  involuntary 
and  imperative  submission.  None  of  the  dangers  and  demoral- 
izing tendencies  of  standing  armies  are  found  with  him.  In  his 
hands,  the  bayonet  and  sword  are  employed  under  the  same  con- 
ditions, as  his  civic  powers;  in  conformity  with  law,  and  under 
the  control  of  the  general  influences  that  pervade  society.  They 
are,  in  the  physical  theory  of  the  government,  what  his  bal- 
lot is  in  the  moral, — the  ultimate  sanction  of  the  rights  and  the 
will  of  himself  and  his  fellow  citizens.  Powerless  then  for  evil, 
— for  all  good  and  needful  purposes,  this  institution  may  be 
made  abundantly  sufficient.  It  would  seem  then,  it  should  have 
the  earnest  support  of  all  lovers  of  peace,  of  freedom,  and  of 
truth :  because  it  places  the  element  of  force  in  its  truest  and 
safest  position.  It  entrusts  it  to  those  who  have  the  claim  to  use 
it,  and  who  will,  as  far  as  human  nature  can  be  relied  upon  at 
all,  use  it  well.  We  have  three  alternatives  to  choose  from, — 
anarchy,  a  standing  army,  and  the  militia.  True  philanthropy 
and  genuine  humanity,  can  surely  have  little  room  for  hesitation. 
If  this  be  a  fair  argument,  the  only  wise  and  prudent  course,  for 
those  who  profess  to  desire  the  speediest  advancement  of  the 
real  and  great  interests  of  humanity,  is  to  encourage,  to  the  utter- 
most, the  citizen  soldiery, — to  respect,  honor,  and  cherish  it,  as 
an  integral  and  essential  part  of  that  noble  system  of  political 
and  social  ordinances  handed  down  to  us  by  our  ancestors.  No 
clearer,  more  comprehensive,  and  more  statesmanlike  exposition 
of  this  system  was  ever,  or  perhaps  can  be  given,  than  the  re- 
mark of  John  Adams  to  the  foreigner  designing  to  write  our 
history,  as  lately  quoted  by  one  of  our  most  intelligent  and  able 
writers:  "The  town,  the  parish,  and  the  militia,  are  the  foun- 
dations of  our  American  policy." 
4 
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The  Arsenal  will  be  found  to  be  in  good  order,  in  all  respects. 
The  accompanying  tables  show  its  contents  at  this  time,  and 
the  articles  received  from  the  United  States,  during  the  year. 
Under  the  Resolve  of  April  28,  1849,  a  lot  of  unserviceable 
guns,  and  munitions  of  various  sorts,  that  had  been  accumula- 
ting for  some  time,  were  sold  off,  together  with  the  old  wooden 
sheds  in  the  Arsenal  yard.  A  neat  and  excellent  building  has 
been  erected,  according  to  the  resolve  above  named,  from  the 
proceeds  thereof.  It  is  one  and  a  half  stories  in  height,  one 
hundred  feet  long,  and  twenty-five  feet  wide ;  with  a  slated 
roof,  and  a  finished  attic.  The  work  and  material,  in  every 
respect,  are  of  the  best  quality.  The  whole  cost  of  the  build- 
ing is  $2,728  78. 

There  are  no  other  matters  connected  with  the  Arsenal, 
worthy  of  note ;  and  all  details  are  given  at  length,  as  usual,  in 
the  tables  which  follow.

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  annual  report  upon  the  affairs 
of  this  Department, 

In  Table  No.  1,  immediately  subjoined,  are  the  returns  of 
the  Enrolled  Militia.  They  show  an  increase  of  J  2,850  men 
over  last  year.  I  cannot  think  so  great  a  difference,  being  thir- 
teen per  cent.,  to  be  attributable  to  actual  growth  of  population. 
It  is,  unquestionably,  mainly  due  to  the  pains  taken  to  attain  a 
greater  accuracy,  and  the  improvements  that  have  been  intro- 
duced into  the  system  of  returns.

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I  have  the  satisfaction  of  reporting,  that  the  active  military 
force  of  the  Commonwealth,  is  in  a  condition  highly  improved, 
and  still  rapidly  advancing.     This  result  was  hoped  for,  from 
the  operation  of  the  late   law,  rather  than  expected  with  any 
great  degree  of  confidence;  so  futile  have  been  all  the  schemes 
hitherto  adopted  to  raise  its  character  and  standing,  under  vari- 
ous unfavorable  circumstances.     In  my  last  report,  I  was  able 
to  state  the  encouraging  fact  that  its  previous  continuous  dwind- 
ling had  been  checked,   and  to  predict  the  favorable  change 
which  has  been  developed  during  the  past  year.     The  issue 
seems  to  prove,  conclusively,  that  the  principles  and  calculations 
upon  which  the  law  is  founded  are  correct  and  efficient.     The 
mode  of  its  operation,  and  its  leading  influences,  I  have  else- 
where commented  upon.     Much  of  its  success  is  also  due,  inde- 
pendently of  the  system  itself,   to  the  faithful  and  strenuous 
efforts  of  officers  of  every  grade,  to  promote  and  forward  the 
experiment.     Much  remains  to  be  done  by  those  in  command, 
but  as  much  has  been  achieved  as  could  be  reasonably  expected, 
with  such  limited  means,  and  in  a  time  so  brief.     The  State 
owes  very  much   to  the  generous  exertions  of  the  gentlemen 
holding  her  military  commissions.     She  will  always  find  intelli- 
gent, influential,  and  energetic  men  ready  to  do  this  duty,  so 
long  as  she  holds  out  to  them  the  inducements  of  a  reasonable 
prospect  of  successful   endeavor,  and  of  a  fair  and  respectful 
consideration  of  their  efforts.     Without  such  inducements,  it 
cannot  be  expected  that  these  offices  will  be  properly  filled. 
They  are  no  sinecures, — they  require  great  sacrifices  of  time, 
money,  and  attention.     Study,  reflection,  practical  skill  in  tac- 
tics, a  character  to  deserve  and  command  respect,  are  all  requi- 
site to  the  accomplished  and  successful  officer.     None  other  can. 
maintain  their  commands  in  spirit,  order,  and  efficiency.     Such 
men  make  their  own  terms.      Mercenary  considerations  will 
have  little  or  no  weight  with  them;  moral  and  social  ones  will 
exercise  very  great  influence  over  them.   The  only  class  of  men 
who  can  profitably  serve  the  State,  in  this  capacity,  are  those 
who  can  and  will  be  respectable  and  respected. 

I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  give  all  possible  attention  to  the 
encampments  of  troops  holden  under  the  new  law.  With  a 
single  exception — and  that  from  bad  weather,  that  precluded 
any  profitable  employment  of  the  time — I  have  been  present  irt 
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every  camp.  The  Adjutant  General  of  the  Commonwealth  is, 
in  some  respects,  of  necessity  the  practical  head  of  the  militia 
system.  Higher  duties  seldom  allow  the  theoretic  commander- 
in-chief  to  exercise  much  active  interference.  The  chief  officer 
of  his  staff  must  employ  a  vigilant  and  zealous  supervision,  or 
the  interests  of  the  department  must  languish.  His  in-door  du- 
ties— essential  as  they  may  be — are.  for  the  real  and  efficient 
prosperity  of  the  militia,  secondary  to  the  influence  he  may 
exert  by  his  presence  with  troops  on  duty,  his  counsel,  his  au- 
thority, and  his  active  assistance  and  countenance  upon  all 
proper  occasions.  I  venture  here  to  express  my  hope,  that  I 
have  been  able  to  discharge  my  duty  in  this  office,  whose  re- 
sponsibilities I  have  deeply  felt  and  conscientiously  endeavored 
fully  to  discharge,  to  the  acceptance  of  your  excellency,  and  to 
the  justification  of  the  trust  reposed  in  me.  I  would  also  em- 
brace an  opportunity,  peculiarly  appropriate,  to  express  the 
general  feeling  of  all  the  officers  connected  with  the  volunteer 
service  towards  yourself,  as  the  discreet,  steady,  and  unswerving 
advocate  of  our  civic  soldiery.  For  my  individual  self,  entrust- 
ed with  a  confidential  duty  and  a  personal  relation,  I  cannot 
refrain  from  the  public  expression  of  my  deep  sense  of  the 
courtesy,  frankness,  and  kind  consideration  which  I  have  ever 
experienced  at  your  hands.  If  I  have  succeeded,  in  any  rea- 
sonable degree,  in  my  efforts  to  warrant  the  confidence  reposed 
in  me,  and  in  discharging  to  your  satisfaction  my  delegated  du- 
ties, I  shall  be  abundantly  content.  I  feel  a  sincere  pleasure  in 
being  able  to  show  to  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth,  that  in 
my  own  peculiar  province,  the  beneficial  results  of  your  admin- 
istration have  been  apparent,  as  well  as  in  the  other  varied  in- 
terests that  have  redounded  so  much  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
community,  and  to  your  own  honor  and  high  consideration, 
during  the  long  period  for  which  you  have  presided,  happily  for 
yourself  and  the  State,  over  its  affairs.  No  class  of  our  citizens 
will  follow  you,  when  you  shall  retire  from  the  executive  chair, 
with  a  more  sincere  regard  and  respect  than  the  volunteer  mili- 
tia ;  and  I  feel  myself  most  fortunate  in  being  the  medium 
of  conveying  to  you  the  assurance  of  their  grateful  remem- 
brance.

The  various  corps  performed  their  camp  duty,  according  to 
law. 

The  cadets  of  the  second  division  encamped  in  July,  at  Dun- 
stable Springs.  This  company  is  in  Very  good  order,  and  flour- 
ishing, under  the  care  of  Capt.  Foster,  a  good  and  diligent 
officer. 

The  cadets  of  the  first  division  went  into  camp  at  Nahant. 
This  corps  has  lost,  by  the  resignation  of  Lieut.  Col.  Sever,  one 
of  the  most  accomplished  and  thorough  officers  in  the  State. 
Fortunately  his  place  is  supplied  by  an  experienced  commander, 
in  the  person  of  Lieut.  Col.  Amory,  under  whom  they  maintain 
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the  good  order  by  which  they  have  been  distinguished  since  I 
have  had  occasion  to  know  their  condition. 

The  First  Brigade  did  their  duty,  this  season,  by  regiments. 
The  Fifth  Artillery,  under  Col.  Cowdin,  encamped  at  Medford; 
the  First  Infantry,  under  Col.  Holbrook,  at  Newton.  Both  of 
these  officers  are  recent  promotions,  and  both  promise  to  do  full 
justice  to  their  positions  at  the  head  of  two  of  the  finest  regi- 
ments in  the  State.  The  artillery  regiment  especially  deserve 
honorable  mention,  for  their  neat  and  orderly  and  well  con- 
ducted encampment,  their  full  ranks,  and  good  discipline.  There 
has  been  a  very  marked  improvement  in  this  corps,  alike  in  its 
numbers,  discipline,  and  dress.  Company  A.  several  years 
since,  aspired  to  take  a  high  rank  with  eminent  success,  under 
the  faithful  supervision  of  its  active  and  thorough  commander, 
Capt.  Bullock.  The  three  other  companies  have  been  laudably 
assimilating  themselves,  in  uniform  and  in  more  important  par- 
ticulars, to  the  example  set  them  by  Company  A.  The  Rox- 
bury  Artillery,  especially,  has  attained  a  high  degree  of  excel- 
lence, and  had  the  honor  of  bearing  away  the  first  award. 
Capt.  Bullock's  corps  received  the  second.  Both  were  in  such 
accurate  drill,  that  it  was  a  matter  of  difficulty  to  decide  be- 
tween them.  The  remaining  companies  also  made  an  appear- 
ance, that  was  highly  creditable  to  them.  If  their  future  pro- 
gress equals  that  of  the  past  year,  the  "high  places"  in  the 
regiment  will  be  the  reward  of  a  keen  contest  in  future.  The 
recent  changes  of  dress  in  this  corps  have  given  it  a  near  ap- 
proach to  a  uniformity  throughout.  I  would  call  the  attention 
of  the  militia  generally  to  the  great  advantages  to  be  gained, 
both  in  appearance  and  in  tactical  points,  by  such  an  assimila- 
tion. Every  regiment  should  have  a  general  uniform ;  permit- 
ting, perhaps,  sufficient  variations  of  detail  to  distinguish  the 
several  companies  from  each  other,  without  destroying  the  har- 
mony of  the  whole. 

The  encampment  of  the  first  Infantry  lacked  little  but  num- 
bers. But  this  is  a  very  important  deficiency.  The  noble  troop 
of  National  Lancers,  annexed,  were  in  good  numbers  and  high 
order,  as  usual.  But  the  infantry  companies  were  chiefly  small ; 
some  of  them  a  mere  handful.  It  is  a  serious  disappointment 
to  inspecting  and  reviewing  officers,  and  to  all  who  have  occa- 
sion to  feel  interest  in  the  matter,  to  see  such  fine  companies  as 
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this  regiment  can  boast,  represented  by  a  corporal's  guard, 
scarcely  adequate  to  posting  a  chain  of  sentries  round  their 
tents.  Companies  that  can  and  do  turn  out  fifty  or  sixty  pri- 
vates on  other  occasions,  superbly  uniformed  and  equipped, 
highly  drilled,  and  commanded  by  gentlemen  of  the  highest 
military  accomplishment  and  proficiency,  present  for  inspection 
and  review  a  muster-roll  of  17,  18,  or  20  men  in  their  ranks. 
This  is  not  as  it  should  be.  The  present  system  of  camp  duty 
has  not  been  popular  in  this  corps,  although  it  has  been  eagerly 
entered  into,  and  sustained  with  the  utmost  spirit  and  satisfac- 
tion, in  every  other  quarter  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 
This  is  much  to  be  regretted.  The  reasons  I  presume  are  to  be 
found  in  the  peculiar  position  of  the  metropolitan  companies. 
Ably  commanded,  and  composed  of  young,  highly  informed, 
and  spirited  men, — able,  from  their  situation,  to  procure  at  all 
times  all  requisite  instruction,  either  in  theory  or  practice — they 
do  not  feel,  in  a  great  degree,  the  general  utility  of  the  system. 
The  concentration  of  their  members  within  a  narrow  compass 
affords  them  abundant  opportunity  for  drill ;  and  the  numerous 
occasions  of  parade,  combining  festive  pleasure  and  public  dis- 
play with  military  duties,  render  the  camp  less  agreeable  as 
well  as  less  profitable  to  them  than  to  many  others. 

Without  entering  into  any  prolix  discussions,  I  take  the  liberty 
to  suggest,  that  such  a  course  is  unwise  as  regards  themselves, 
and  in  some  degree  unwarrantable,  in  regard  to  others.  As  to 
their  own  welfare,  they  would  unquestionably  derive  profit  from 
a  thorough  and  faithful  performance  of  the  camp  duty,  notwith- 
standing the  respectability  of  their  discipline  without  it.  They 
would  there  practice  much  that  cannot  be  taught  in  the  armory, 
and  besides  adding  the  whole  school  of  the  battalion  to  their 
acquisitions,  would  undoubtedly  improve  upon  the  unquestion- 
ably good  drill  in  the  manual  and  school  of  the  company,  which 
they  exhibit  as  the  fruit  of  their  isolated  exertions.  High  as 
their  reputation  and  real  merit  may  be,  comparison,  observa- 
tion, and  association  with  other  corps,  would  still  give  them  an 
additional  finish,  and  also  furnish  the  best  source  of  pride  and 
emulation,  and  the  best  occasion  for  the  display  of  skill  and 
accuracy. 

Moreover,  it  is  not  well  that  their  interest  should  be  too  ex- 
clusively confined  to  the  company ;  it  should  extend  undimin-

ished  to  the  regiment.  This  is  essential,  in  the  highest  degree, 
to  the  well-being  of  both  organizations.  The  regiment  cannot 
flourish  without  it;  and  when  the  regiment  loses  its  character 
and  tone,  the  several  companies  will  soon  find  themselves  losing 
ground,  failing  of  real  efficiency,  and  depending  for  their  very 
existence  upon  fluctuating  motives  and  circumstances.  Neither 
does  it  seem  to  be  just  to  their  regimental  officers,  who  spare  no 
pains  nor  expense  to  perform  their  duties  in  the  most  liberal  and 
unexceptionable  manner.  The  companies  should  feel  the  obli- 
gation to  do  their  own  part,  and  endeavor  to  sustain  their  offi- 
cers, and  reward  their  honorable  zeal  and  exertion,  by  a  com- 
mand worthy  of  them,  and  satisfactory  to  their  honest  pride. 
They  would  speedily  discover  and  keenly  feel  any  deficiency 
on  the  part  of  the  field  officers  ;  they  ought  not  to  indulge  them- 
selves in  a  slack  performance  of  their  own  share  of  the  routine. 
Every  man  who  attends  the  company  parade,  on  occasions  of 
greater  personal  enjoyment,  should  feel  bound  in  honor  to  do 
the  duty  of  the  camp  and  drill-room  cheerfully.  Those  who 
are  familiar  with  the  full  and  well  dressed  ranks,  beautiful  uni- 
forms, and  high  bearing  of  such  companies  as  these,  in  the 
streets  of  the  city,  are  impressed  with  a  feeling  very  near  akin 
to  mortification  and  vexation,  to  view  them  in  a  regimental 
line,  with  a  front  scarcely  sufficient  to  mark  their  presence. 
The  militia  is  robbed  of  its  brightest  ornaments,  and  its  best 
examples,  just  when  they  are  most  needed.  I  have  felt  it  my 
duty  thus  to  urge  a  fair  and  full  trial  of  this  system  upon  the 
companies  to  whom  my  remarks  apply.  I  hope  they  may  see 
the  justice  and  propriety  of  the  suggestions. 

The  first  award  in  the  First  Light  Infantry  Regiment  was 
given  to  the  Boston  Light  Guard,  Company  D,  under  Capt. 
Clark ;  the  second,  to  the  New  England  Guards,  Company  B, 
Capt.  Bradlee.  In  the  opinions  of  some,  the  City  Guards,  Capt. 
Thompson,  Company  E,  were  considered  equally  meritorious. 
The  drill  of  all  three  companies  was  very  excellent,  and  so  near 
to  the  standard,  in  all  of  them,  as  to  render  the  shades  of  differ- 
ence very  slight. 

The  Warren  Light  Infantry,  of  Roxbury,  Company  M,  under 
Capt.  Williams,  also  gave  strong  assurance  of  the  excellence 
which  they  will  undoubtedly  successfully  challenge,  when  they 
shall  have  had  time  to  perfect  their  discipline. 
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The  Massachusetts  Volunteers,  Company  L,  Capt.  Poore,  ex- 
hibited the  veteran-like  steadiness  that  might  have  been  expected 
of  them,  and  the  business-like  economy  of  their  camp  arrange- 
ments deserves  commendation. 

The  other  corps  of  the  regiment  also  presented  a  generally 
good  appearance. 

The  Second  Brigade,  commanded  by  General  Ward,  encamped 
at  East  Bridgevvater.  The  weather  was  unfortunately  bad  on 
both  days,  so  that  I  was  deterred  from  going  into  their  camp, 
thinking  all  drill  would  be  out  of  the  question.  There  was, 
however,  less  rain  than  in  this  vicinity,  and  I  am  informed  that 
the  troops  contrived  to  spend  some  time  in  exercise.  This 
brigade  is  improving  in  an  encouraging  degree.  The  Norton 
Company,  (D,)  in  the  Artillery  Regiment,  has  been  resusci- 
tated, and  put  in  the  way  of  becoming  efficient.  The  corps  at 
Plymouth  has  been  disbanded,  and  a  new  one  formed  at  Fall 
River,  which  has  not  yet  reported  for  duty.  The  Hanover 
Company  has  been  much  improved  in  condition  and  numbers ; 
and  the  regiment,  which  was,  two  years  ago,  on  the  verge  of 
extinction,  will  soon  be  on  an  excellent  footing.  The  award 
was  given,  in  the  first  instance,  to  the  Abington  Artillery,  Com- 
pany A  ;  in  the  second,  to  the  Hanover  Artillery,  Company  C. 

In  the  Third  Light  Infantry  Regiment,  included  in  the  brig- 
ade, the  general  spirit  of  improvement  is  also  manifest.  A  new 
corps  has  been  organized  at  Freetown,  under  Capt.  E.  W. 
Pierce,  and  the  old  ones  are  making  laudable  efforts  to  raise  the 
standard  of  discipline  and  equipment.  They  have  now  in  the 
brigade  some  excellent  and  zealous  officers.  If  pains  are  taken 
in  the  proper  direction,  the  brigade  may  be  expected,  in  another 
year,  to  make  a  handsome  appearance.  The  award  was  given, 
in  the  Light  Infantry  Regiment,  to  Company  E,  of  Middlebor- 
ough,  Capt.  Thomas,  as  the  first  in  discipline;  and  to  the  As- 
sonet  Light  Infantry,  Capt.  Pierce,  as  second.  It  is  highly 
creditable  to  the  latter  corps,  that,  although  the  youngest,  they 
have  assumed  so  high  a  rank  in  the  regiment. 

The  Third  Brigade,  under  General  Wilson,  encamped  at 
Groton.  It  has  improved  greatly  in  strength,  appearance,  and 
discipline.  Several  new  and  excellent  companies  have  been 
added  to  the  Light  Infantry  Regiment,  as  appears  by  the  list  of 
those  raised  during  the  year.     The  First  Artillery  Regiment, 
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under  the  command  of  active  and  intelligent  officers,  has  been 
altogether  remodelled.  The  Charlestown,  Concord,  and  Wal- 
tham  companies  have  equipped  themselves  with  neat  and  ele- 
gant uniforms,  and  are  all  in  excellent  order.  The  Groton 
Company  will,  I  hope,  in  course  of  another  season,  bring  itself 
up  to  the  improved  standard  of  its  regiment.  Col.  Jones  will 
then  have  a  command  worthy  of  his  activity  and  zeal.  The 
honorary  distinctions  were  adjudicated,  the  first  to  the  Concord 
Artillery,  Company  A;  the  second,  to  the  Charlestown,  Com- 
pany i).  The  Waltham,  Company  C,  was  also  in  excellent 
order,  and  received  some  votes  for  the  second  place. 

The  Fourth  Light  Infantry  Regiment,  Col.  Winn,  has  many 
favorable  changes  to  boast  of  The  Framingham  Light  In- 
fantry, a  staunch  old  corps,  has  re-equipped  itself  with  a  very 
neat  new  dress,  and  made  an  excellent  appearance ;  and  there 
is  reason  to  believe  it  will  at  least  maintain,  if  not  raise,  its  old 
reputation.  The  Woburn  Phalanx  has  recruited  its  ranks  up  to 
the  limits  of  the  law;  and,  with  its  new  and  beautiful  dress 
and  steady  movements,  does  great  credit  to  its  liberal  and  ener- 
getic commander,  and  to  the  diligence  of  its  members.  All 
things  considered,  it  will  bear  favorable  comparison  with  any 
company  in  the  State.  It  is  difficult  to  give  to  a  very  full  com- 
pany the  perfect  accuracy  of  movement  and  exactitude  of  drill, 
in  every  man,  that  may  be  more  readily  attained  by  smaller 
numbers.  The  experienced  will  be  at  no  loss  to  make  the 
necessary  allowance  for  imperfections  inseparable,  under  such 
circumstances,  from  any  drill  short  of  perfect ;  and  a  military 
eye  rests  with  high  pleasure  on  the  solid  column,  or  long, 
sweeping  front  of  such  a  corps.  If  every  company  could  pre- 
sent such  ranks,  the  beauty  and  efficiency  of  our  regiments 
would  be  greatly  increased. 

The  Cambridge  Guards,  under  their  excellent  commander, 
Capt.  Greene,  amply  redeemed  the  promise  of  their  debut  last 
season.  They  evinced  a  discipline  almost  perfect,  as  far  as  they 
undertook  ;  and  no  corps  could  surpass  them  in  the  manual,  either 
in  or  out  of  regular  armies.  This  system  is  the  only  one  on 
which  our  volunteer  companies  can  safely  proceed.  Perfect 
accuracy  should  be  endeavored  after,  in  every  manoeuvre  prac- 
tised :  and  no  more  attempted  than  can  be  well  performed. 
With  such  time  and  opportunity  as  are  at  the  disposal  of  the 
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militia,  it  is  not  possible  to  exhaust  the  tactics.  But  all  that  is 
essential  may  be  learned,  and  learned  well ;  and,  if  it  be  learned 
thoroughly,  it  will  be  easy  to  extend  it,  as  occasion  may  require, 
in  actual  service.  Good  habits  acquired,  the  school  of  the  sol- 
dier mastered,  and  company  evolutions  well  comprehended, 
regiments  may  very  speedily  be  brought  to  manoeuvre  accurately 
by  practice,  in  the  field. 

A  company  has  been  organized  in  Charlestown.  and  incorpo- 
rated in  tiiis  regiment,  which  will  be  an  active  rival  of  the  fine 
corps  alluded  to.  Well  officered,  and  mustering  its  full  comple- 
ment of  men,  it  will  make  a  welcome  addition  to  the  volunteer 
service.  It  is  now  equipped,  but  has  as  yet  done  no  active 
duty. 

The  first  place  of  honor  was  given,  in  this  regiment,  to  the 
Cambridge  City  Guards,  Company  C ;  and  the  second  to  the 
Woburn  Phalanx,  Company  G. 

The  Fourth  Brigade,  composed  at  present  of  two  annexed 
companies  of  artillery,  and  the  Sixth  Light  Infantry  Regiment, 
encamped  on  the  beautiful  parade  ground  in  Salem,  under  com- 
mand of  Col.  Andrews,  of  the  6th. 

The  Newburyport  Artillery,  Company  A,  Capt.  Coffin,  ex- 
hibited its  usual  good  appearance,  but  being  composed,  in  large 
measure,  of  recent  recruits,  was  hardly  up  to  its  usual  drill. 

The  Salem  Artillery,  Company  D,  under  Capt.  Rhodes,  showed 
a  decided  improvement  over  last  year;  but  they  lack  a  careful 
drill.   The  preference  in  the  battalion  was  given  to  Company  A. 

The  Infantry  Regiment  appeared,  in  the  main,  about  as  last 
year  ;  but  some  decided  improvements  were  manifest.  The 
Lawrence  Light  Infantry,  under  Capt.  Oliver,  wore  a  new  and 
very  handsome  uniform,  that  of  the  French  line,  with  the  addi- 
tion of  a  bearskin  cap.  The  Beverly  Light  Infantry,  Capt. 
Hildreth,  also  showed  itself  in  a  much  improved  condition,  in 
dress,  numbers  and  discipline,  and  vindicated  handsomely  its 
old  standing.  The  Salem  Light  Infantry  were  also  in  good 
drill,  and  looked  exceedingly  well.  That  fine,  staunch  corps, 
the  Salem  Mechanic  Infantry,  from  some  cause  did  not  quite 
sustain  their  usual  high  character  in  the  matter  of  drill,  but  in 
numbers  and  general  appearance  were  unsurpassed.  The  other 
companies  were  about  in  their  usual  order,  and  appeared  well. 
The   rifles  are  now  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Bartlett,  an 
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active  and  ambitious  officer.  They  have  taken  muskets  in  lieu 
of  rifles,  and,  under  their  new  organization,  will  probably  soon 
rank  themselves  with  the  other  companies  of  this  excellent  regi- 
ment. 

The  first  award  was  given,  this  year,  again  to  Company  I, 
Capt.  Oliver;  the  second,  to  the  Salem  Light  Infantry,  Capt. 
Endicott.  Some  votes  were  given  in  favor  of  the  Beverly  Light 
Infantry. 

The  Fifth  Brigade  mustered  at  Worcester,  under  Gen.  Morse. 
The  brigade  consists  of  the  8th  and  9th  Light  Infantry  Regi- 
ments, with  the  artillery  companies  of  Hopkinton  and  Leomin- 
ster attached  respectively  to  each. 

The  Hopkinton  Artillery,  under  Capt.  Ellis,  is  a  new  and 
very  fine  company,  handsomely  uniformed,  full  and  orderly.  It 
made  a  very  handsome  appearance.  The  Eighth  Regiment,  in- 
deed, is  almost  wholly  a  creation  of  the  past  year.  It  was 
represented,  last  season,  solely  by  the  two  Worcester  companies. 
It  now  contains  eight  thriving  companies,  and  its  annexed  artil- 
lery corps  above  mentioned;  all  admirably  equipped,  numerous 
and  well  regulated;  and,  commanded  by  its  young  and  intelli- 
gent head,  Col.  Longley,  of  Worcester,  will,  when  thoroughly 
consolidated  and  broken  in,  furnish  the  9th  a  worthy  competi- 
tor, and  need  be  second  to  none  in  the  State. 

Its  new  companies  are  enumerated  in  the  schedule  on  page  6. 
They  are  all  excellent  in  equipment,  full  of  spirit,  with  full 
ranks  and  good  officers;  leaving  nothing  to  be  desired  but  the 
thorough  discipline  which  time  only  can  give,  and  which  their 
ambition  will  undoubtedly  aspire  to  attain. 

The  struggle  for  preeminence,  under  these  circumstances, 
could  only  be  between  the  Worcester  companies,  B  and  C. 
After  a  sharp  contest,  it  was  decided,  by  the  officers,  in  favor  of 
Company  C,  the  Worcester  Guards,  Capt.  Goodhue  ;  leaving  the 
second  post  to  the  Worcester  Light  Infantry,  Capt.  Lamb. 
Both  companies  were  in  admirable  order,  and  have  reason  to  be 
proud  of  their  discipline.  Both  are  ably  commanded,  but  Capt. 
Goodhue  has  the  advantage  of  great  experience  in  service,  and 
has  imparted  to  his  men  that  almost  magical  dexterity  and  ac- 
curacy, which  is  so  difficult  to  attain,  except  by  daily  practice. 
Nothing  short  of  this  perfection  of  detail  could  have  eclipsed 
the  beautiful  drill  of  Capt.  Lamb's  corps,  which  would  do  hon- 
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or  to  any  volunteer  company  in  the  Commonwealth.  In  num- 
bers and  general  appearance,  too,  the  Light  Infantry  was  de- 
serving of  all  praise. 

The  9th  presented,  in  general,  its  usual  excellent  order.  It 
has  the  good  fortune  of  possessing,  in  Col.  Coolidge  and  Lieut. 
Col.  Upton,  two  of  the  most  thorough  tacticians  in  the  State ; 
and  it  maintains  under  them  its  long  established  reputation. 
The  companies  appeared  to  be  in  about  the  same  condition  as 
last  year.  The  handsome  and  excellent  corps,  the  Fitchburg, 
Company  B,  was  not  quite  equal  to  its  high  standing  in  past 
years.  A  little  more  drill  must  be  practised,  to  preserve  their 
laurels.  The  absence  of  the  Royalston  Company,  last  year  so 
strong,  was  noticed  with  regret.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  they 
will  not  desert  their  colors ;  they  would  be  a  serious  loss  to  the 
regiment.  The  Hubbardston,  Company  E,  is  transferred  to  the 
8th  Regiment.  The  honorary  award  was  given  to  the  Gardner 
Greys,  Company  H,  in  the  first,  and  to  the  Winchendon  Light 
Infantry,  Company  K,  in  the  second  place.  The  Templeton 
and  Westminster  companies  were  also  remarked  on,  as  making 
a  good  appearance. 

The  Sixth  Brigade,  under  General  Cook,  encamped  again  at 
Northampton.  In  all  material  points,  it  remains  much  as  it  was 
last  year.  An  improvement  in  general  appearance  and  disci- 
pline was  nevertheless  quite  discernable. 

A  cavalry  corps  from  Springfield,  commanded  by  Capt.  E.  D. 
Beach,  made  their  first  tour  of  duty  this  season.  It  is  a  very 
brilliantly  uniformed,  thoroughly  equipped,  and  handsomely 
mounted  company.  As  far  as  it  has  had  opportunity  for  prac- 
tice, it  is  in  admirable  order.  There  is  much,  of  course,  to  be 
done  in  the  way  of  drill.  From  the  very  evident  spirit,  energy, 
and  abundance  of  resources  of  all  sorts,  characterizing  them, 
there  is  little  doubt  they  will  do  all  that  is  requisite,  to  take  and 
maintain  a  high  position.  They  are  a  great  acqusition  and 
ornament  to  the  brigade. 

The  3d  Artillery  Regiment  has  continued  to  improve  rapidly  ; 
it  is  now  one  of  the  best  equipped  and  most  orderly  in  the  State. 
One  of  its  companies  is  yet  a  little  behind-hand,  but  coming  up. 
The  three  others  are  in  very  fine  order. 

The  Northampton  Company  gave  some  specimens  of  drill, 
that  would  not  be  unworthy  of  the  best  corps  we  have.     The 
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battalion  movements,  under  direction  of  Col.  Smith,  were  gen- 
erally good. 

The  10th  Regiment  has  been  reduced,  by  the  disbandment  of 
the  Springfield  and  Chicopee  companies,  to  a  battalion,  under 
Major  Bush.  The  two  Westfield  companies,  of  which  it  now 
consists,  are  both  fine  corps,  and  their  combined  movements  in 
battalion  were  accurate. 

The  11th  Regiment,  under  Col.  Hawkes,  evinced  a  decided 
gain  since  last  year.  The  individual  companies  varied  little 
from  their  former  appearance,  but  the  general  discipline  was 
better,  and  the  battalion  movements  more  accurate  and  prompt. 
The  companies  from  Deerfield  and  Shutesbury  seemed  to  be 
rather  in  advance  of  the  remainder.  A  little  exertion  is  needed 
to  bring  up  the  other  corps  to  the  standing  they  should  main- 
tain. 

No  awards  were  made  in  this  brigade,  it  being  the  expressed 
wish  of  the  officers  to  omit  that  ceremony.  A  minute  inspec- 
tion of  the  line  was  had,  as  usual,  especially  in  the  manual. 

The  tables,  compiled  according  to  the  usual  form,  from  the 
various  returns,  are  here  subjoined,  showing  minutely  the  con- 
dition of  the  active  force. 
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ABSTRACT  OF  THE  "ANNUAL  RETURNS"  OF  THE  MASSACHUSETTS  MILITIA. 
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The  foregoing  tables  establish  conclusively  some  interesting 
results.  Before  considering  them,  I  desire  to  remark,  that  the 
system  of  returns  has  been  brought  to  perfect  accuracy  by  the 
requirement  of  a  duplicate  return,  in  all  instances,  to  be  made 
by  each  company  directly  to  this  office.  These  are  registered, 
and  afford  the  means  of  correcting  an}'  errors  that  may,  from 
any  cause,  creep  into  the  brigade  and  division  returns.  This 
register  furnishes  of  course  a  complete  exhibit  of  the  militia 
force ;  and  the  statistics  of  the  department  are  as  certain  as  it  is 
possible  to  obtain.  We  can  therefore  rely  with  perfect  confi- 
dence on  their  results. 

From  an  inspection  of  the  division  returns,  in  table  No.  2, — 
which  are  based  upon  the  company  returns  at  the  May  inspec- 
tion,— it  appears : 

1st.  That  there  is  a  net  increase  of  numbers,  over  last  year, 
of  103  men,  in  these  spring  returns. 

2dly.     That  the  grand  total  is  .  .  4,373 

Of  this  number  it  appears  by  the  check  returns, 
as  shown  in  table  No.  4,  that  there  were  pres- 
ent ....

By  the  brigade  returns,  in  table  No.  3, — based  upon  the  re- 
turns of  the  companies  at  the  fall  encampments, — we  have  a 
grand  total  of  ....  4,791 

Of  which,  as  appears  in  table  No.  5,  were  present,  3,495 
Absent,  ...  865

The  balance  of  the  grand  total  is  composed  of  superior  officers 
and  bands, — not  reported  on  the  company  returns. 
The  increase,  over  the  fall  return  of  last  year,  is  244. 
These  facts  prove  conclusively  the  following  propositions: 
1st.     That  the  volunteer  service  has  recovered  from  its  past 
depression,  and  is  increasing  instead  of  constantly  falling  off, — 
as  hitherto.     Nor  is  the  number  given  above,  a  fair  estimate  of 
its  increase.     Out  of  the  ten  new  companies,  six  were  not  fully 
organized  and  disciplined  to  active  duty:  and  their  strength 
consequently  is  not  reported  this  year— but  may  be  estimated  at 
350  men,  giving  us  a  total  of  increase  of,-— say, — nearly  six 
hundred  men. 
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Secondly.  The  proportion  of  absentees  is  greatly  smaller 
than  in  past  years ;  and  much  smaller  in  the  fall  encampments 
than  at  the  May  inspection.  It  is  proved,  therefore,  that  a 
greater  interest  has  been  awakened ;  and  that  the  present  sys- 
tem of  camp  duty  is  acceptable  and  of  favorable  influence. 

On  this  point  it  should  also  be  noted,  that  out  of  the  men  ab- 
sent from  duty,  viz.,  865,  are  to  be  found  in  the  first  Light  In- 
fantry regiment  alone,  249,  or  very  much  more  than  one  fourth 
of  the  whole.  I  have  commented  elsewhere,  at  large,  upon  this 
fact.  Among  all  the  other  corps,  we  find,  present,  3,072;  ab- 
sent, 616  ;  being  not  three  times  as  many  as  in  the  Boston  regi- 
ment alone;  and  amounting  to  only  20  per  cent.  It  may  also 
be  added,  that  in  this  very  regiment,  the  total  strength  has  in- 
creased by  83  men,  while  the  absences  have  diminished  by  20 
men  in  comparison  with  last  year. 

Moreover,  the  policy,  adopted  last  year,  of  disbanding  dwind- 
ling companies,  has  been  carried  out,  and  a  number  swept  from 
the  roster,  that  have  hitherto  contributed  to  swell,  to  a  certain 
extent,  the  grand  total. 

It  seems  to  be  an  inevitable  conclusion  that  the  law  of  1849 
has  produced  a  great  and  favorable  change.  Military  men 
also  see  that  the  improvement  it  is  bringing  about  in  discipline 
is,  by  no  means,  its  least  valuable  effect.  If  the  Legisla- 
ture consider  the  militia  system  as  deserving  of  encouragement 
and  support,  they  should  be  willing  to  finish  the  good  work  by 
extending  the  camp  duty  to  four  days,  and  increasing  the  pay 
to  eight  or  ten  dollars  per  annum.  Under  such  a  system,  we 
might  have  an  efficient,  well  disciplined  and  reliable  force,  at 
very  little  additional  expense.  We  might  thus  maintain  a  body 
of  five  thousand  active  men,  constantly  ready  and  fit  for  ser- 
vice, at  just  about  the  cost  of  a  battalion  of  300  regulars  under 
pay.  We  think  no  one  can  justly  consider  this,  as  either  an 
unnecessary  or  an  extravagant  measure  of  precaution. 

Recent  events  must  certainly  have  produced  upon  all  rational 
minds  a  conviction  that  such  precautionary  measures  are  be- 
coming more  and  more  requisite.  Whatever  may  be  the  issue 
of  matters  that  are  hanging  portentously  in  the  political  sky, 
certain  general  truths  are  very  clearly  indicated.  We  cannot 
reasonably  expect,  whatever  we  may  hope,  to  enjoy  in  future 
the  uninterrupted  peace  and  quietude  that  have  characterized, 
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in  the  main,  our  past  national  existence.     No  matter  how  disin- 
terested and  unambitious  our  policy  may  be,  no  matter  how- 
much  we  may  trust,  with  or  without  reason,  to  moral  influences  ; 
our  political  position  and  national  character  have  altered  very 
much  and  are  altering  still  more.     We  are  now,  one  of  the  first 
rate  powers  of  the  earth — in  some  points,  the  most  powerful  of 
the  nations.     We  are  also  the  most  prominent  of  all,  in  moral 
attitude,  and  the  foremost  representative  of  principles  of  infinite 
moment  and  immeasurable  activity.     We  cannot  be  unpretend- 
ing and  insignificant,  if  we  would.     We  are  allied  to  Europe, 
and  its  interests  and   changes,  by  innumerable  cords  and  by 
almost  daily  intercourse.     No  event  can  take  place  there,  which 
does  not,  in  a  fortnight's  space,  prolong  its  echoes  from  the  At- 
lantic coast  to  the  Rocky  Mountains,  and  quicken  every  pulse 
that  beats  within  our  wide  domains.     We  are  absorbing  within 
our  bosom  whole  nations,   and  reducing  empires  under  our  flag. 
New  interests,  new  principles,  new  policies,  new  influences  of 
every  sort  are  springing  into  prolific  life  among  us ;  each  and 
all  bringing  with  itself  and  evolving  from  itself  consequences 
that  cannot  be  estimated  or  foreseen.     Unless  all  history  is  a  lie 
and  all  human  experience  delusion,  we   cannot  abide  in  our 
former  placid  state   of  unruffled  prosperity — unmeddling  and 
unmeddled  with — either  in  our  external  relations  or  our  inter- 
nal condition.     As  well  may  the  grown  man  of  active  life  ex- 
pect, in  the  struggles  and  the  fitful  excitements  of  the  broad 
world,  the  careless  glee  and  the  peaceful  happiness  of  his  school- 
boy days.     A  marked  destiny  awaits  us.     It  opens  its  world- 
wide arms  to  us ;  and  the  pride,  the  energy,  the  fiery  activity 
of  our  national  character,  and  our    moral  impulsions,  spring 
eagerly  to  meet  it.     We  must  be  prepared  for  all  its  contingen- 
cies ;  and  it  will  undoubtedly,  at  times,  demand  the  arms  and 
challenge  the  courage  and  fortitude   of  men.     Such  a  state  of 
things  calls  for  actual  calculation,  at  least  as  much  as  it  affords 
topics  for  speculative  theory.     In  view  of  such  facts,  we  should, 
at  any  rate,  know  and  remember,  that  while  France  keeps  on 
foot  an  army  of  300,000  men,   England,  one  of  250,000,  and 
Russia  one  of  half  a   million,  the  United   States  maintain  a 
regular  force  of  10,000  men  only.     To  meet  this  immense  dis- 
parity of  means,  we  must  make  our  own  peculiar  system  to  fur- 
nish us  with  a  passable  substitute  and  an  ultimate  resource, 
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where  we  have  no  equivalent  preparation  for  grave  occasions 
and  necessities  that  may,  at  any  moment,  be  thrust  upon  us. 

To  be  prepared  for  danger  is  not  to  provoke  it,  but  to  dimin- 
ish its  probability  and  avert  its  greatest  mischiefs.  To  put  our- 
selves in  condition  to  sustain  our  rights,  and  to  give  weight  to 
the  great  cause  of  humanity,  of  which  we  are  the  exemplar  and 
must  be  the  protector,  unless  we  would  see  it  sink,  is  the  best 
means  to  avert  the  probability  of  war,  and  the  only  means  wor- 
thily or  wisely  to  abide  its  possibility.  If  we  neglect  the  great 
duty  of  self-defence,  we  shall  be  guilty  of  a  stupendous  folly 
and  a  grievous  wrong  to  ourselves,  our  posterity,  and  to  man- 
kind. Abstract  rights  may  rest  upon  the  conviction  of  philoso- 
phers ;  political  rights  have  no  basis,  as  yet,  but  the  strength  of 
nations.  Philanthropy  and  justice,  unarmed  and  homeless, 
may  freeze  and  starve  or  rot  in  dungeons,  while  oppression  and 
wrong,  fore-armed  and  provident,  revel  in  palaces  and  hold  the 
world  under  tribute.  Power  doles  out  meagre  justice  to  the 
weak,  and  has  no  mercy  for  the  imbecile. 

There  can  be  no  argument  opposable  to  considerations  like 
these-  for  they  involve  an  actual  necessity  which  we  cannot 
alter  or  evade.  Extravagant  supporters  of  speculative  doc- 
trines will  endeavor  to  set  them  aside,  perhaps,  by  decrying  all 
such  ideas  as  the  means  and  incentives  of  war.  They  would, 
perhaps,  cite  us  the  fable  of  the  sun  and  wind,  contending  which 
should  first  strip  the  traveller  of  his  cloak:  but  the  case  is  not 
parallel.  To  make  it  so,  we  must  first  render  all  mankind 
more  accessible  to  good  influences  than  to  bad.  This  done,  a 
generous  and  confiding  disarmament  might  be  met  with  corres- 
ponding measures  of  humanity  and  brotherhood.  But  now,  it 
would  be  simply  throwing  away  our  cloak,  upon  the  anticipa- 
tion of  an  eternal  sunshine,  and  an  unequivocating  assumption 
that  no  storm  would  ever  rudely  take  advantage  of  our  idyllic 
magnanimity. 

Reformers  are  generally  men  of  warm  and  active  impulses — 
else,  they  would  not  be  reformers.  Their  eager  sympathies 
and  energetic  aspirations — leading,  of  themselves,  almost  ne- 
cessarily to  hasty  and  exaggerated  conclusions — seldom  lack 
abundant  means  of  extraneous  excitement  from  the  spurious 
and  simulated  zeal  of  speculative  agitators.  Hence  the  true 
sources  of  the  evil  are  frequently  overlooked,  and  the  real  rem- 
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edy  lamentably  mistaken.     It  is  historic  fact  that  the  introduc- 
tion of  slavery  into  this  hemisphere  was  the  result  of  a  commis- 
eration, highly  honorable  in  itself,  but  most  unwisely  exercised, 
in  behalf  of  the  native  Indians  groaning  under  the  oppression  of 
the  Spanish  colonists.     The  humanity  of  that  day  was  aroused 
to  their  melancholy  condition  ;  and  the  result  of  its   deliberate 
action,  under  the  guidance  of  some  of  the  best  and  purest  spirits 
of  the  age,  has  been  to  curse  whole  continents  with  a  hideous 
moral,  social  and  political  evil,  to  burden  one  whole  branch  of 
the  human   family  with  an  ignominious  and  grievous  destiny, 
and  to  weave  a  black  thread  of  evil,  for  an  indefinite  duration, 
into  human  civilization ;  while  it  never  ameliorated  for  a  mo- 
ment the  sufferings  of  the  aborigines.     It  bowed  the  black  man 
under  the  foot  of  tyrannical  and  long  enduring  wrong,  in  order 
only  to  furnish  one  victim  more  to  selfishness  and  oppression. 
Nor  is  this  a  solitary  or  peculiar  instance.     Reform,  engrossed 
with  the  external  effects  of  the  evil  it  abhors,  like  an  eager 
hound,  often  over-runs,  without  seeing  it,  the  actual  and  effi- 
cient mischief.     Its  enthusiasm  runs  away  with  its  discrimina- 
tion.    It  does  not  tarry  to  investigate  or  even  recognize  those 
great  laws  of  Providence,  which  connect  causes  and  effects  by 
the  iron  chain  of  omnipotent  authority;  and  which  give  an  in- 
evitable and  no  less  wise  and  beneficent  direction  to  all  moral 
and  physical  agencies,  independent  of  human  volition,  and,  not 
unfrequently,    contradictory    to   human   sagacity — but   always 
effecting  improvement  in  the  best  and  surest  way.     The  loath- 
some and  painful  symptoms  of  disease  are  very  generally  taken 
for  the  disease  itself;   when  they  should  frequently  be  consid- 
ered as  the  effort  of  nature  to  throw  it  off;  to  repress  or  retard 
which  is  danger  and  perhaps  death.     We  must  remove  the  in- 
ternal and  less  apparent  cause ;  the  effects  will  then  disappear 
of  themselves.     If  the  cause  remain  lurking  in  feverish  corrup- 
tion within,  we  labor  in  vain  to  subdue  the  outward  manifesta- 
tions.    In  most  cases,  to  attempt  it,  can  only  add  new  strength 
to  the  original  evil,  by  accumulating  and  concentrating  its  pois- 
onous energies. 

To  no  subject  are  these  truths  more  broadly  applicable  than 
to  the  moral  relations  of  peace  and  war.     As  to  a  choice  be- 
tween the  two,  there  can  be  no  hesitation,  except  in  the  mind  of 
a  driveller  or  a  demon.     But  that  is  not  the  real  question  for 
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the  moralist  or  the  philanthropist.  If  it  were,  he  might  enjoy 
an  easy  triumph ;  for  none  can  be  so  hardy  or  so  weak  as  to 
question,  much  more  to  contradict  his  position.  The  actual  de- 
sideratum is — how  can  we  so  modify  and  regulate  the  evil  pro- 
pensities of  humanity,  as  to  render  war  undesirable  to  all,  and 
to  make  peace  possible  to  each :  and  this  is  a  question  of  far 
more  difficult  solution.  It  has  exercised  the  zeal  of  earth  and 
the  patience  of  heaven  since  the  creation ;  and  is  not  yet  vouch- 
safed in  any  tangible  shape  to  the  aspirations  of  philanthropy. 
The  plough  and  the  pruning  hook  have  been  vastly  improved  ; 
but  the  sword  and  spear  have  kept  even  pace  with  them  in 
keenness  of  edge  and  temper,  and  show  no  probability  yet  of 
yielding  up  their  place  in  the  catalogue  of  man's  implements. 
We  may  venture  a  doubtful  hope,  that  the  pacific  intercourse  of 
nations  is  somewhat  less  liable  to  disturbance  than  formerly — 
thanks  to  the  selfish  interests  of  commerce,  in  great  degree,  and 
to  advancing  civilization  we  trust,  somewhat.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  is  not  to  be  denied,  that  offences  against  the  internal 
laws  of  the  communities  are  multiplied  and  multiplying,  under 
the  stimulus  of  artificial  wants  and  the  rapid  and  contempora- 
neous development  of  misery  and  opportunity,  the  two  great 
elements  of  temptation. 

A  state  of  war  is  a  dreadful  evil;  but,  under  given  circum- 
stances, a  state  of  peace  might  be  a  worse  one.  Warfare  is 
only  the  result  of  some  antecedent  and  causative  wrong:  not 
necessarily  a  wrong  in  itself,  but  frequently  an  act  of  the  high- 
est expediency,  and  a  duty  of  the  noblest  class  ;  not  the  disease, 
but  the  symptom  merely,  which  can  be  checked  only  by  the 
removal  of  the  cause.  To  abolish  our  fleets  and  armies,  and  to 
break  up  our  cannon,  will  no  more  put  an  end  to  war,  than  to 
hang  our  physicians  and  to  pour  their  medicines  into  the  street 
will  put  an  end  to  sickness.  We  have  all  these  things,  not  for 
pleasure  or  profit,  but  because  we  need  them ;  when  we  need 
them  no  longer,  no  act  of  legislation  will  be  required  to 
disband  the  army,  no  discovery  of  deep  philosophy  to  nullify 
the  diploma,  or  to  render  ipecac  and  calomel  unpopular.  It  is 
not  conformable  to  sound  philosophy  nor  to  fact,  to  consider  war 
in  all  cases  a  pure  and  unmitigated  evil.  It  may  be,  and  in  all 
past  states  of  the  world  often  has  been,  the  better  of  two  im- 
perative  alternatives — the  only  refuge  from   slavery  or  other 
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wrong  too  grievous  to  be  borne.  War  then  becomes  the  source 
of  great  good ;  for  which  indeed  a  high  price  may  be  paid,  but 
still  of  good  on  the  whole — possibly  of  good  invaluable  and  in- 
dispensable. It  cannot  very  well  be,  that  a  war  should  be  un- 
just on  both  sides  at  once.  On  the  one  or  the  other,  it  is  com- 
monly a  contest  for  rights  denied,  or  resistance  of  wrongs  in- 
flicted or  threatened.  Not  un frequently,  in  the  conviction  of 
the  combatants  at  least,  the  struggle  has  been  elevated  and 
sanctified,  on  both  sides,  by  the  loftiest  considerations  of  duty 
and  the  highest  devotion  for  principle.  In  such  case — self-delu- 
sion, excited  passion,  perhaps  imposture  and  selfish  ambition, 
may,  it  is  true,  be  largely  involved.  Notwithstanding  all  the 
vices  of  individual  intrigue  and  wicked  purpose,  all  the  weak- 
ness and  hallucination  of  cheated  and  betrayed  simplicity,  the 
well-read  student  of  history,  if  he  contemplates  seriously  the 
inevitable  deductions  from  facts,  and  the  indisputable  conclu- 
sions of  the  science  of  human  nature,  may  not  find  occasion  to 
deplore  such  a  result,  as  being,  however  melancholy,  prefera- 
ble to  any  other  issue  possible  under  the  given  circumstances. 
A  people,  suffering  in  a  generous  struggle  for  what  they  hold 
as  sacred  and  precious,  is  a  nobler  and  a  less  sorrowful  specta- 
cle, than  it  would  be,  suffering  from  the  unresisted  desecration 
of  the  one  and  the  disgraceful  surrender  of  the  other.  Let  re- 
sults be  as  unfortunate  as  they  may — the  spirit  of  human  dig- 
nity and  the  hopes  of  noble  aims  may  survive  the  wreck,  to 
bear  in  the  day  of  recovered  prosperity  the  glorious  and  price- 
less harvest  of  freedom  and  of  triumphant  principle.  In  the 
other  case,  the  degraded  and  unmanned  community  must  have 
already  lost  nearly  all  that  could  be  blighted  by  war,  or  im- 
proved and  enjoyed  in  peace;  and  that,  too,  beyond  recovery. 
A  warlike  spirit  is  not  to  be  considered  as  necessarily  one  of 
bloodshed  and  unscrupulous  aggression.  In  the  past  history  of 
the  world,  the  ambition  of  individuals,  among  civilized  nations, 
and  the  promptings  of  untamed  ferocity,  among  barbarous  ones; 
have  been  fruitful  sources  of  warfare.  The  results  of  such  pur- 
poses and  impulses  can  be  viewed  with  no  other  feeling  than  of 
pain  and  abhorrence.  But  these  days  are  mainly  past,  never 
to  return.  Savages  no  longer  contend  in  armies  with  civiliza- 
tion, and  civilized  communities  have  become  much  enlightened 
as  to  their  true  interests ;  and  take  their  national  policy,  directly 
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or  indirectly,  much  more  under  their  own  guidance.     Monarchs 
may  make  Avar  for  empire,  and  generals  for  glory — but  a  people 
seldom  will,  without  a  substantial  reason.     They  must  pay  the 
cost ;  and  they  will  not  pay  it,  except  to  secure  what  they  be- 
lieve to  be  worthy  of  the  cost  and  more.     But  we  need  not  go 
into  speculation,  in  our  own  case.     A  civic  militia  avoids  every 
reasonable  objection,  and  obviates  every  well-grounded  fear  that 
can  attach  to  a  military  organization.     It  is  not  an  army,  but 
an  armed  people;  not  a  dangerous  extraneous  force,  but  a  com- 
ponent element  of  a  self  governing  and  self  protecting  commu- 
nity.    It  cannot  be  deluded  nor  constrained  by  a  leader,  it  can- 
not be  infected  by  unprincipled  desires  or  rapacious  passions, 
until  the  whole  community  itself  is  so,  likewise.     Hence  it  can 
originate  no  aggressive  tendencies  and  nurse  no  evil  propensi- 
ties; but,  like  every  other  institution  of  the  State,  must  obey 
the  influences  of  the  public  convictions,  and  simply  do  its  duty, 
to  the  fulfilment  of  the  ends  and  objects  of  its  country  and  its 
time.     Eminently  fitted  to  sustain  the  internal  regulations  and 
to  uphold  the  order  and  the  permanency  of  its  own  government, 
it  can  neither  desire  to  dictate,  as  an  usurping,  or  to  urge  to 
conquest,  as  an  aggressive  and  naturally  belligerent  force.     To 
repress  civil  atrocities,  to  secure  civil  rights,  to  render  oppression 
impossible,  and  just  and  equal  protection  sure,  we  have  com- 
mitted our  government  and  our  laws  to  the  care  of  the  people 
themselves.     They  discharge  the  task,  if  not  always  with  con- 
summate wisdom,  with  a  general  fairness,  candor  and  honesty. 
It  can  be  no  otherwise ;  for  what  each  does  for  his  neighbor,  he 
must  abide  by  for  himself.     We  all  feel  secure  in  this  guaranty, 
and  we  are  safe  as  human  institutions  can  make  us. 

The  moral  and  intellectual  power  of  society  we  have  thus 
entrusted  mutually  to  ourselves  and  our  neighbors,  confident 
that  the  enlightened  interest  and  sound  principles  of  the  great 
majority  will  guide  it  aright,  in  the  shape  of  legislation  and  law. 
Thus  far,  our  expectations  have  been  fully  realized.  Should 
-the  future  disappoint  our  hopes,  the  conclusion  must  be,  that  the 
,  mass  of  mankind  are  not  yet  fitted  to  be  anything  but  the  sport 
of  accident  or  the  subjects  of  superior  power,  intelligence  and 
energy.  Should  such  a  melancholy  issue  betide  our  political 
experiment,  it  will  be  likely  to  be  due  to  no  cause  more  than  to 
the  lack  of  a  proper  physical  organization  of  the  community,  a 
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want  of  the  means  of  self-protection,  or,  in  other  words,  of  an 
effective  militia.  When  right  yields  to  constraint ;  when  order 
bows  to  intestine  confusion,  or  the  privileges  of  a  people  are 
swallowed  up  by  the  prerogative  of  a  ruler,  or  the  usurpation 
of  an  able  and  daring  adventurer;  it  must  be  because  the  mass 
of  intelligent  freemen  have  not  arms  and  discipline,  or  are  defi- 
cient in  the  habit  or  spirit  to  use  them, — one  or  both.  Who  can 
doubt  that  the  successful  result  of  our  revolutionary  contest 
depended  mainly  upon  the  confidence,  the  ready  courage,  and 
the  experience  earned  by  our  fathers  in  the  provincial  wars,  and 
in  Indian  skirmishes  ?  Most  of  the  officers  in  our  armies  were 
educated  in  these  schools,  and  the  soldiers  were  men  who  had 
long  labored,  in  their  cornfields,  with  the  musket  in  their  hand, 
and  slept  their  lives  long  with  it  at  their  bedside.  Had  it  not 
been  so,  the  hardly  contested  struggle  must  have  eventually 
inclined  to  the  side  of  discipline  and  power.  The  history  of 
the  world  has  uniformly  shown,  that  no  people  has  ever  pre- 
served its  liberty  long  after  it  had  lost  the  spirit  or  surrendered 
the  power  to  protect  its  liberty. 

When  Greece  yielded  herself  to  the  tutelage  of  Philip  of 
Macedon,  her  genius  faltered,  her  glory  waned,  her  nationality 
was  lost.  When  the  citizen  of  Rome  no  longer  filled  up  her 
legions,  but  left  them  to  be  recruited  from  foreigners,  her  re- 
public became  a  despotism,  whose  very  master  was  the  slave 
of  faction  and  force ;  and  she  fell  a  prey  to  the  still,  uncorrupted 
energies  that  she  had  called  to  sustain  her  own  tottering  power. 
All  the  magnificent  empires  that  have  swept,  like  gorgeous 
fables,  over  the  records  of  time,  have  presented  one  unvarying 
sequence  of  early  manliness  and  conquering  hardihood,  merg- 
ing, by  sure  degrees,  into  luxury,  effiminacy,  recklessness  and 
ruin.  Again  and  again  has  the  lesson  been  repeated  in  modern 
days.  On  our  own  continent,  our  sister  republics  of  the  south 
have  most  lamentably  failed  in  their  attempts  at  self-govern- 
ment Liberty  with  them  has  invariably  been  overborne  by 
license;  and  the  will  of  furious  factions,  and  of  unprincipled 
leaders,  constituted  itself  a  law  above  the  constitution,  and 
exercised  an  absolutism  cursed  with  every  attribute  of  anarchy 
and  without  the  sole  merit  of  despotism, — its  safe  stagnation  of 
repose.  To  no  cause,  among  many  others,  is  this  protracted 
misery  of  disorganization  more  due,  than  to  the  utter  want  of

the  means  of  self-protection  on  the  part  of  the  people.  Arms, 
revenues,  fleets,  armies,  are  all  in  the  hands  of  military  bandits. 
The  people  have  no  weapons,  no  concentration,  no  nucleus  of 
defence,  no  communal  force.  From  the  time  when  our  ances- 
try roamed  the  German  forests,  the  Anglo-Saxon  race,  wherever 
planted,  however  governed,  and  whether  savage  or  civilized,  has 
never  relinquished  the  right  of  bearing  arms  ;  and  it  has  never 
lacked  the  spirit  to  use  them  in  time  of  need,  nor,  we  may 
add,  the  discretion  to  use  them  wisely.  It  is  the  only  race  on 
the  face  of  earth  that  has  never  been  systematically  enslaved. 
The  free  sword,  in  the  free  hand,  has  ever  made  and  protected 
the  free  law.  The  tyrant  has  always  found  a  free  people  in  his 
path,  that  would  not  be*  cajoled  and  could  not  be  permanently 
broken  down.  The  spiiit  that  burst  forth  in  the  wild  wood, 
in  the  clash  of  sword  and  buckler,  struggled  gloriously,  if 
vainly,  at  Hastings,  then  dictated  the  fundamental  decrees  of 
freedom  at  Runnymede,  even  to  its  conquerors;  robbed  abso- 
lutism of  its  prerogative  by  the  hands  of  Cromwell's  iron  troop- 
ers ;  and  at  last  dedicated  a  continent  to  liberty  in  this  trans- 
atlantic world.  Let  short-sighted  sympathy  weep  as  it  may 
over  deeds  of  violence  and  bursts  of  rude,  untamable  and 
reckless  mastery,  the  Anglo-Saxon  race  have  been  the  glory 
and  the  soul  of  human  progress.  Iron-handed  and  unflinching, 
in  iron  times,  they  have  carried  forward,  in  defiance  of  all  ob- 
stacles, sometimes  in  temporary  contempt  of  abstract  right, 
their  power,  and  with  it  their  principles.  Not  always  just  and 
not  seldom  imperious,  their  free,  proud  instincts  have  pushed 
ever  forward  on  the  path  of  knowledge,  truth  and  power. 
Ever  sure  to  secure  their  ends,  their  success  has  been  to  the 
world  its  best  lesson,  their  example  its  best  guide.  Nine  tenths 
of  the  practical  science,  the  social  wisdom,  and  the  political 
truth,  have  come  from  them.  First  in  arts  and  arms,  foremost 
in  genuine  intelligence  and  discriminating  sagacity,  it  is  still 
leading  on,  without  pause  or  hesitation,  the  great  march  of 
improvement. 

All  the  wrongs  it  has  done  in  its  hot  career,  all  the  crimes  it 
has  committed  in  days  of  ignorance  and  darkness,  or  under 
the  stimulus  of  irrepressible  aspirations,  have  been  repaid  a 
thousand  fold  to  the  nations  of  the  earth.  We  could  wish  the 
escutcheon   of  our  fathers  were   without  a  stain ;  we  should 
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acknowledge  and  duly  appreciate  their  mistakes  and  their  mis- 
deeds;  they  can  afford  to  abide  the  award  of  justice.  Ger- 
many, the  old  fatherland,  the  ancient  home  of  the  Anglo-Saxon 
blood,  the  birthplace  of  the  conquerors  of  Rome,  has  passed 
whole  centuries  in  philosophic  revery,  and  her  liberties,  her 
rights,  her  capacities,  are  still  but  a  dream.  France  has  alter- 
nately moped  and  maddened ;  devised  elaborate  theories  to  be 
mocked  by  daily  experience ;  framed  classic  constitutions  to 
figure  in  a  procession  and  a  theatric  pageant  and  then  die ; 
chosen  consuls,  and  triumvirs,  and  tribunes  of  the  people,  of 
which  to  make  despots  and  emperors;  worshipped  liberty  in 
the  person  of  a  prostitute,  and  disowned  the  Deity  under  the 
formulas  of  philosophy.  The  sum  of  her  national  career,  as 
yet,  has  been  to  drape  political  harlequinism  in  the  Roman 
toga,  and  infidelity  in  the  Grecian  stole;  to  declaim,  in  rhetori- 
cal eloquence,  of  good  which  it  has  invariable  sought  in  crime 
and  yielded  up  to  folly.  The  other  nations  of  Europe  have 
revolved  mostly  in  placid  obedience  to  the  laws  of  temporary 
necessity,  as  satellites  round  the  great  political  centres.  Portu- 
gal, Holland  and  Spain,  in  brilliant  and  short  intervals  of  pros- 
perity, have,  each  in  turn,  proved  the  advantages  of  an  inde- 
pendent, self-reliant  national  energy, — acquired  in  each  case  in 
a  desperate  struggle  for  existence, — and  lost  these  honorable 
advantages  as  they  lost  the  virtues  from  which  they  sprang. 
The  Anglo-Saxon  alone  has  steadily  maintained  his  preemi- 
nence through  all  chance  and  change.  Wherever  he  is  found, 
in  Asia,  Africa,  Europe  or  America,  he  is  found  as  master, — 
master  of  himself  and  his  neighbors  too, — master  of  all  the 
developed  wealth  of  science,  of  all  the  known  resources  of 
nature.  In  the  tropics  or  at  the  pole,- — in  the  east,  the  west,  the 
north,  the  south, — he  is  everywhere;  and  everywhere  free,  in- 
telligent and  happy.  Nowhere  can  the  humblest  individual  be 
wronged,  contrary  to  his  law,  where  his  law  has  power.  No- 
where can  the  meanest  of  his  race  be  mulcted  in  life  or  limb, 
be  injured  in  person  or  property,  except  by  the  decision  of  his 
fellow-citizens  and  by  the  rule  of  established  precedent. 

It  would  be  but  shallow  speculation  to  attribute  these  impor- 
tant and  far-reaching  consequences  of  good  and  evil,  entirely 
or  chiefly  to  the  direct  and  material  results  of  this  national 
tone,  nor  would  it  be  correct  to  consider  it  simply  as  a  tech- 
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nically,  so  called,  military  spirit  alone.  The  consequences 
follow  from  deep  and  complex  laws  of  human  nature,  called 
forth  and  sustained  in  action  by  the  principles  of  a  self-reliant 
hardihood,  a  practical,  considerate,  but  unhesitating  confidence, 
based,  not  upon  temerity  or  evanescent  enthusiasm,  but  upon 
a  glorious  experience  and  a  thorough  and  free  adaptation  of 
means,  an  habitual  promptitude  and  preparation.  It  is  not, 
simply,  that  military  organization  and  temperament  afford  pro- 
tection from  aggression  and  security  from  disorder.  Without 
these,  no  society  can  exist  in  peace  and  prosperity,  but  with 
them,  it  acquires  much  more  than  safety  and  repose.  Enter- 
prise, sagacity,  activity  and  perseverance,  are  its  moral  fruits  ; 
individual  integrity,  self-respect,  comfort,  and  independent  pros- 
perity, its  social  results. 

The  military  spirit  of  a  nation  is  not  one  of  atrocity  and 
bloodshed.  It  has  no  analogy  to  vindictiveness  or  pugnacity  in 
the  individual.  Destruction  and  carnage  are  not  the  attributes 
or  concomitants  of  a  military  spirit,  in  nations  or  individuals. 
Consciousness  of  power  and  promptitude  of  action  in  emer- 
gency are  magnanimous  and  generous.  Throughout  all  nature, 
from  the  reptile  and  the  cur  to  man,  it  is  weakness,  fear  and 
suspicion,  that  are  quarrelsome,  spiteful  and  cruel.  Military 
leaders  have  furnished  far  fewer  instances  of  wanton  wrong 
and  remorseless  cruelty  than  civilian  rulers,  popular  dema- 
gogues, or  even  than  the  dignitaries  of  the  church.  The  Hay- 
naus  and  the  Alvas  are  far  less  frequent  in  history,  and  far  less 
sanguinary  too,  than  the  Domitians,  Neros,  Robespierres  and 
Borgias.  The  contrary  idea  has  very  generally  obtained,  from 
a  superficial  consideration  of  facts.  The  mediaeval  and  imme- 
diately subsequent  eras  were  iron  ages;  their  spirit  and  whole 
character  were  of  unrelenting  force.  The  mailed  hand  and 
the  keen  blade,  that  were  but  the  instruments  and  the  expo- 
nents of  the  temper  of  the  times,  have  been  loaded  with  the 
curses  of  philanthropists,  while  the  fierce  sovereigns,  the  flinty- 
souled  statesmen,  the  crafty  prelates,  the  monster  popes  have 
been  passed  upon,  as  repulsive  abominations  indeed,  but  as 
burdened  with  no  special  responsibility  and  furnishing  no  gen- 
eral moral.  The  dagger  and  the  lance  have  personated,  to  the 
eye  of  modern  sympathy,  that  fierce  and  barbarous  age,  whose 
ferocity  and  real  blood-thirstiness  were  far  more  typically  and 
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deeply  developed  in  the  inquisition,  the  rack,  the  unquestioned 
prison-house,  and  the  irresponsibility  of  all  temporal  and  relig- 
ious authority.  Men  wore  plate  armor  and  rode  with  battle 
axe  and  spear,  because  the  times  necessitated  such  a  life.  The 
warrior  did  not  create  the  time,  the  time  created  the  warrior. 
When  called  into  his  steeled  being,  he  was  oftener  the  agent  of 
priestcraft  or  tyranny,  of  civic  oppression  and  iniquity,  or  of 
fanaticism,  than  of  mere  rude  license  and  freebooting.  Even 
for  their  individual  sins,  they  might  have  pleaded,  in  their  de- 
fence, that  they  only  did  for  themselves,  in  their  worst  ex- 
cesses, what  they  had  done,  a  thousand  times,  at  the  command 
of  their  monarch,  their  bishop,  and  even,  according  to  the  as- 
sumptions of  the  Churchmen,  of  their  God. 

But  these  things  have  passed  away,  and  have  left  no  traces 
and  no  analogies  behind  them.  They  cannot  be  again,  until  all 
the  world  is  again  barbarous.  Where  the  military  spirit  has 
been  most  thoroughly  extinguished,  in  change  of  circumstances, 
the  most  unfavorable  traits  mark  the  national  career.  The 
descendant  of  the  free  and  warlike  Roman,  the  successors  of 
the  bold  chivalry  of  Spain  and  Portugal,  have  become  either 
drones  or  robbers,  and  the  soldier's  sword  has  been  exchanged 
for  the  stiletto  of  the  assassin.  All  the  evil  spirit  is  still  left  ; 
the  proverbial  proneness  to  suspicion  and  vindictiveness  of 
malice  is  there ;  but  manliness,  courage,  hardihood,  enterprise 
and  honor,  are  gone;  and,  with  them,  intelligence,  virtue,  self- 
respect,  happiness  and  prosperity. 

Such  views  as  these  are  not  to  be  taken  as  any  advocacy  of 
war.  War  must  ever  be  an  extreme  evil,  and,  weighed  in  the 
balance  of  philosophical  abstraction,  a  stupendous  folly.  Still, 
men  will  and  must  fight,  if  need  be,  for  what  they  truly  value 
and  cannot  otherwise  save ;  and  when  they  will  no  longer  de- 
fend, they  will  be  found  to  have  become  incapable  of  appre- 
ciating and  unworthy  of  possessing  their  social  blessings,  in 
freedom  and  in  peace.  Let  us  then  admit  the  unvarnished  truth, 
and  learn  to  be  discriminating  and  just.  A  military  establish- 
ment should  be  respected  as  necessary  and  useful,  not  abused 
as  simply  destructive  and  burdensome.  The  sin  lies  with 
human  selfishness,  arrogance  and  folly.  The  soldier  brings  the 
remedy,  not  the  curse.  He  is  the  physician,  not  the  disease. 
There  may  be  neither  pleasure  nor  profit  in  the  medicine,  ab- 
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stractly  considered ;  but  it  must  be  at  hand,  until  the  pestilence 
is  expelled  from  human  society — that  is,  until  there  shall  be 
none  too  ignorant  and  low  to  disregard  the  law,  none  too  ad- 
venturous, energetic  and  powerful  to  despise  it.  It  may,  there- 
fore, well  be  urged  upon  all  prudent,  far-seeing  and  conserva- 
tive citizens — and  upon  none  more  emphatically  than  upon  pro- 
fessed and  special  advocates  of  peace — to  support  and  counte- 
nance the  civic  militia.  It  is  the  safest  form  of  embodiment  in 
which  the  physical  power  of  the  community  can  be  arrayed  ; 
whether  in  regard  to  the  danger  of  domestic  usurpation,  or  of 
rash  and  unnecessary  embroilments  with  foreign  powers.  It 
can  lead  to  neither  of  these  results.  It  is  the  cheapest  possible 
form  of  armed  protection.  Its  whole  cost  to  the  State  is  only 
about  one-third  of  the  expense  of  sustaining  a  regiment  of  five 
hundred  regular  infantry  soldiers.  If  allowed  to  fall  through 
and  become  disorganized,  it  would  be  a  matter  of  exceeding  dif- 
ficulty to  restore  it ;  as  the  neighboring  state  of  Maine  is  at  this 
moment  experiencing.  Its  present  footing  is  maintained,  but  to 
a  very  small  extent,  by  the  puMie  expenditure  devoted  to  that 
purpose.  It  depends,  almost  entirely,  upon  the  honorable  pride 
and  personal  interests  of  its  members,  who  make  great  sacrifices, 
both  of  time  and  money,  in  its  behalf. 

I  have  already  given  statistics  and  comparisons  that  show 
that  the  system  of  encampments,  established  by  the  law  of 
1849,  has,  upon  further  trial,  fully  answered  the  anticipations 
of  its  advocates.  It  is  unquestionable  that  its  provisions  are 
too  limited  in  their  scope,  to  give  to  the  system  the  full  efficiency 
of  which  it  is  capable.  Still,  it  is  equally  apparent  that  its  re- 
sults are,  so  far  as  they  go,  corresponding  to  the  hopes  and  ex- 
pectations upon  which  it  was  suggested.  It  has  established, 
beyond  reasonable  doubt,  its  great  superiority  over  the  system 
it  has  replaced ;  and  it  has  already  produced  a  very  marked 
and  a  progressive  improvement  in  the  militia  of  the  State ;  the 
ultimate  limits  of  which  are,  by  no  means,  yet  reached.  This 
leading  fact  is  proved,  both  by  a  great  and  very  general  revival 
of  interest,  and  a  very  decided  advance  of  discipline  and  effi- 
ciency. The  Commonwealth  has  always  boasted  some  corps, 
highly  respectable  for  their  spirit,  order  and  general  appear- 
ance. But  it  may  be  now  said,  without  hesitation,  that  never 
were  its  leading  companies  so  highly  disciplined  or  the  general 
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mass  in  so  good  condition,  as  at  this  moment.  I  take  pleasure 
in  recording  the  opinion  of  a  highly  intelligent  young  officer  of 
the  regular  army,  expressed  to  me,  after  the  inspection  of  sev- 
eral brigades  at  their  successive  encampments — "  that  he  knew 
no  State  troops  that  could,  as  a  whole,  be  compared  with  those 
of  Massachusetts."  The  good  effects  of  this  law  are  to  be 
traced  to  the  following  influences. 

1st.  It  brings  together  the  troops,  in  considerable  numbers, 
in  a  manner  at  once  pleasant  and  profitable  both  to  officers  and 
men.  The  natural  desire  of  mutual  observation  and  inspection 
is  gratified,  under  circumstances  that  strongly  excite  emulation 
among  the  different  companies ;  while,  at  the  same  time,  they 
raise  an  honorable  pride  and  interest  in  the  general  reputation 
and  standing  of  the  corps  in  which  they  are  all  comprehended. 

2dly.  The  system  affords  means  of  testing  the  skill  and  profi- 
ciency of  officers  and  soldiers,  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest. 
No  officer,  of  any  rank,  can  permit  himself  to  be  ignorant  of  his 
duty,  without  the  mortifying  fact  being  detected  and  commented 
upon.  No  company  can  come  into  camp,  in  defective  drill, 
without  the  truth  being  made  apparent.  A  generous  rivalry 
and  competition  is  thus  everywhere  developed.  The  soldier 
and  the  officer  are  subject  to  a  common  scrutiny  and  compari- 
son with  all  others ;  inducing  an  eager  effort  to  excel,  or  to 
avoid,  at  least,  the  imputation  of  marked  inferiority. 

3dly.  An  opportunity  is  afforded  for  discussion  of  all  mat- 
ters imperfectly  understood,  for  the  establishing  of  correct  prin- 
ciples, the  enforcing  of  regular  practice,  and  the  acquisition  of 
points  of  detail  which  cannot  be  attained  conveniently,  in  any 
other  practicable  mode.  The  best  officers  in  the  State  are, 
more  or  less  of  them,  present — either  on  duty,  or  as  curious  and 
interested  visitors.  All  faults  are,  in  consequence,  seen  and  re- 
marked ;  correctness  and  proficiency  are  sure  to  receive  their 
just  praise,  from  qualified  judges;  all  doubts  are  brought  for- 
ward, argued  and  solved  ;  and  every  means  of  declaring,  ex- 
plaining, enforcing  and  permanently  fixing  elementary  and  tac- 
tical theory  and  practice  brought  into  play.  Scott  and  Cooper 
are  on  the  table  of  every  tent;  and  question  and  reply,  investi- 
gation, suggestion  and  elucidation  are  constantly  operating,  to 
an  extent  not  attainable  under  any  other  circumstances ;  and 
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not  attainable  in  any  degree,  in  the  case  of  isolated  companies 
or  officers,  by  any  other  means  at  their  command. 

4thly.  An  opportunity — far  from  sufficient  indeed,  but  vastly 
superior  to  any  before  afforded,  is  given  for  battalion  drill. 
Under  the  old  system,  we  might  have  and  did  have  tolerably 
drilled  companies ;  but  the  regimental  drill  was,  of  sheer  ne- 
cessity, an  utter  farce.  The  idea  of  bringing  together  compa- 
nies that  never  acted  in  unison,  for  more  than  three  or  four 
hours  at  the  utmost  during  the  whole  year,  under  officers  whose 
experience  of  command  was  limited  to  the  same  brief  time,  to 
display  their  skill  in  field  manoeuvres,  is  absurd,  in  the  highest 
degree,  to  the  military  man  ;  indeed,  its  futility  must  be  obvious 
to  any  mind.  It  was  requiring  an  attempt  at  practising  com- 
plicated evolutions,  requiring  thorough  comprehension  and  an 
experienced  judgment,  a  clear  understanding  and  an  accurate 
execution ;  when  not  the  smallest  opportunity  had  ever  been 
enjoyed,  of  either  learning  their  principles,  as  matter  of  theory, 
or  their  details  as  matter  of  accomplishment.  Of  course,  it 
could  not  be  otherwise  than  that,  as  a  general  truth,  the  old 
fall  muster  was  a  farce,  degrading  and  disgusting  to  the  actors, 
and  tending  to  little  result,  except  to  make  the  militia  ridiculous. 
Enough  were  found  ready  and  anxious  to  make  the  most  un- 
generous and  unfriendly  observations  of  all  defects ;  and  the 
obloquy  and  disgrace  that  belonged  properly  only  to  the  legisla- 
tion, was  assiduously  and  unsparingly  poured  out  upon  the  sol- 
diery; till  many  were  almost  convinced  that  the  defence  of 
country,  home  and  order  was  a  crime,  whose  enormity  was  par- 
alleled only  by  the  ridiculous  mockery  of  the  means  employed 
to  effect  it.  Under  the  present  law,  military  organization  can  be 
made  to  assume  a  respectable  appearance,  and  a  tolerable  thor- 
oughness, under  the  guidance  of  zealous  and  well  informed  offi- 
cers ;  and  all  others  will  soon  be  fairly  driven  from  posts  which 
they  do  not  properly  fill.  Neglect,  ignorance  and  incapacity 
must  henceforth  entail  a  want  of  respect  and  consideration,  that 
will  render  any  post  of  command  a  burden  to  every  man  of  sen- 
sibility or  discretion;  while  intelligence,  industry,  and  the  able 
and  thorough  discharge  of  duty  will  add  honor  and  esteem  to 
military  rank.  The  want  of  the  necessary  qualifications  and 
purpose  will  inevitably  be  recognized,  and  as  inevitably  bring 
with  it  disrepute  and  mortification.

These  good  results  are,  however,  but  partial.  They  require 
still  farther  means  for  their  full  and  proper  development.  The 
militia  ought  to  be  encamped  for  a  week,  or  even  several  weeks, 
in  every  year.  Considerations  of  expense  and  inconvenience 
will  probably  prevent  such  an  extension  of  the  system.  A  term 
of  four  days'  drill  and  a  compensation  therefor  of  ten  dollars  per 
annum,  for  each  individual,  would  not  be  an  immoderate  or  un- 
reasonable measure  ;  and  would  develope  the  capacities  and  im- 
prove the  condition  of  the  troops,  to  a  degree,  well  worth  the 
additional  time  and  expense.  I  would  respectfully  commend 
these  facts  and  arguments  to  the  consideration  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, in  the  hope,  that  they  may  receive  a  fair  and  candid  ap- 
preciation; and  lead  to  the  adoption  of  adequate  and  rational 
measures  to  effect  all  valuable  and  essential  improvements. 

Our  State  is  eminently  distinguished  for  its  practical  sagacity 
and  discriminating  liberality,  in  the  pursuit  and  protection  of 
all  social  interests.  Industry,  enterprise  and  skill  are  encour- 
aged to  work  out  their  proper  ends  for  the  comfort  and  prosper- 
ity of  our  citizens.  Refinement,  intelligence,  morality,  and 
mental  activity  follow,  by  a  natural  law,  the  pecuniary  inde- 
pendence and  thriving  ease  of  our  people.  Let  us  not  be  guilty 
of  the  folly,  of  overlooking  any  necessary  precaution  for  the 
maintenance  and  perpetual  security  of  a  social  condition  so  de- 
sirable and  elevated.  It  is  idle  to  deny  that  emergencies  and 
contingencies  do  now,  and  always  will  exist,  that  require  the 
intervention  of  a  power  in  the  community,  capable  of  repressing 
disorganizing  tendencies,  and  of  consolidating  our  physical  force 
against  external  aggression.  We  can  safely  rely  much  upon 
our  superior  moral  and  intellectual  position.  We  do  well  to  ap- 
peal constantly  to  influences  of  a  higher  order  than  compulsion. 
But  human  nature  has  been  impressed  with  the  same  great  laws 
and  limited  by  the  same  conditions  as  the  material  world.  The 
sunshine,  the  dew,  and  the  gentle  rain  are  the  genial  instru- 
ments of  natural  production  and  peaceful  abundance.  But  the 
tornado  and  the  thunderbolt  have  their  prescribed  and  necessary 
office  also — to  restore,  at  need,  the  lost  equilibrium  of  the  nat- 
ural forces.  And  so,  in  society,  the  active  elements  of  human 
life  have,  in  their  very  nature,  dangerous  tendencies  and  perni- 
cious excesses.  These  must  be  restrained  and  the  due  balance 
preserved,  by  superior  and  incontestable  strength,   controlled 
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and  directed  by  the  sovereign  authority  of  society  in  its  or- 
ganized operation. .

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  Excellency,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  the  law,  the  annual  report  from 
this  department,  for  the  year  1851,  containing  the  abstracts 
from  the  returns  of  the  commanding  officers  of  divisions,  brig- 
ades, and  divisionary  corps  of  the  Active  Militia;  together  with 
abstracts  from  the  returns  of  the  clerks  of  the  several  cities  and 
towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  exhibiting  the  numerical  strength 
of  the  Enrolled  Militia;  also  tabular  statements  of  the  amount 
of  ordnance,  ordnance  stores,  arms,  equipments,  &c,  deposited 
in  the  arsenal  at  Cambridge,  under  my  care,  as  quarter-master 
general. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  Enrolled  or  Inactive  Militia, 
by  counties  and  divisions,  for  the  year  1851;  also,  a  compar- 
ison with  the  year  1850,  showing  an  increase  of  4,419  over  the

Returns  were  received  from  every  city  and  town  in  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  generally  within  the  time  specified  by  law. 
Observing  in  the  returns  made  from  many  towns,  material  dis- 
crepancies from  the  numbers  returned  in  the  year  1850, 1  wrote  to 
the  clerks  of  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  cities  and  towns, 
requesting  information  as  to  the  cause  of  the  diminution  from 
the  number  returned  the  previous  year ;  and  in  most  cases  the 
returns  were  revised  so  as  to  show  an  increased  number.  The 
abstract  of  the  returns  show  an  increase  of  more  than  forty-four 
hundred,  although  had  I  made  it  up  from  the  returns  as  first 
received,  instead  of  exhibiting  an  increase  of  upwards  of  four 
thousand,  the  tables  would  have  shown  a  decrease  of  five  thou- 
sand, making  a  difference  of  upwards  of  nine  thousand.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  assessors  will  be  more  particular  hereafter 
in  making  their  lists  of  all  persons  liable  to  be  enrolled,  as  the 
State  receives  a  large  amount  of  arms  from  the  United  States, 
apportioned  on  these  returns. 
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The  following  table  contains  a  condensed  synopsis  of  the  sev- 
eral returns  from  the  major  generals,  received  in  July  last,  and 
derived  from  company  returns,  made  from  the  annual  inspec- 
tion in  May  last;  by  which  there  appears  an  increase  of  the 
active  militia  of  604  over  the  year  1850 1 — 
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The  following  table  exhibits  the  numbers  present  and  absent, 
in  each  command,  arranged  by  brigades,  with  the  divisionary- 
corps  of  cadets  at  the  foot  of  each  division,  at  the  last  May  in- 
spection : —

Making  14  new  companies,  and  all  in  a  flourishing  condition, 
with  the  exception  of  K,  of  the  1st,  E,  of  the  4th,  and  A,  of  the 
10th  Regiments  of  Light  Infantry.  Company  D,  Marblehead, 
6th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  by  an  order  of  the  Gover- 
nor and  Council,  July  2d,  was  organized  as  an  Artillery  Com- 
pany, and  incorporated  with  the  1st  Battalion  of  Artillery,  and 
is  known  as  Company  B. 

Ten  of  the  above  companies  have  an  aggregate  of  upwards 
of  five  hundred  men  borne  upon  their  rolls,  only  two  of  which, 
E,  of  the  5th,  and  A,  of  the  7th,  appear  in  the  returns  of  the 
"  Annual  Abstract  of  the  Militia,"  the  others  having  been  or- 
ganized since  the  prescribed  time  for  making  returns  to  the 
office  of  the  Adjutant  General.

Most  of  the  above  companies  have  done  no  duty  for  from  one 
to  four  years  past,  and  had  they  been  disbanded  when  they  first 
ceased  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  third  section  of  the 
one  hundred  and  sixth  chapter  of  the  acts  of  1841,  (Digest,  sec. 
183,)  others  would  have  been  organized  in  their  stead,  where 
some  of  these  have  been  disbanded.  Already  two  good  compa- 
nies, B  and  E,  of  the  3d  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  have  been 
organized,  and  others  have  been  proposed. 

Since  the  time  I  assumed  the  duties  of  this  office,  (sixth  of 
May  last)  I  have  transmitted  three  hundred  and  forty-four  (344) 
commissions  for  various  grades  of  office  ;  and  during  the  same 
time,  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  (124)  commissioned  officers 
have  been  discharged.

I  have  attended  the  encampments  of  all  the  troops  in  the 
State,  the  past  season,  and  have  personally  inspected  every 
company.  At  some  of  the  encampments  I  personally  instructed 
the  troops  on  the  first  day. 

The  encampments  were  as  follows  : — 

The  Independent  Corps  of  Cadets,  of  the  First  Division, 
under  the  command  of  Lieut.  Col.  Thomas  C.  Amory,  en- 
camped at  Nahant  on  the  18th  and  19th  days  of  July.  The 
general  appearance,  drill  and  discipline  of  this  corps  does  much 
credit  to  the  officer-like  and  gentlemanly  commander.  There  is 
more  room  for  increasing  their  numbers,  than  there  is  need  for 
improving  in  drill. 
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The  Independent  Cadets,  of  the  2d  Division,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Capt.  Samuel  B.  Foster,  encamped  at  Ipswich,  on 
the  1st  and  2d  days  of  August.  The  drill  of  this  corps  shows 
that  its  commander  has  spent  much  time  in  instructing  his  men 
in  the  first  principles  and  duties  of  a  soldier,  although  in  num- 
bers it  is  not  what  it  is  desirable  it  should  be.  The  commander 
is  a  thorough  soldier,  as  well  as  a  good  officer. 

The  1st  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brig.  Gen.  Samuel 
Andrews,  encamped  at  Neponset,  on  the  7th  and  8th  days  of 
August.  I  was  present  on  the  first  day  but  a  short  time  in  the 
afternoon.  The  brigade  mustered  in  very  good  numbers.  On 
the  second  day,  the  troops  were  inspected  and  reviewed  in  the 
forenoon  ;  in  the  afternoon  but  little  was  done,  as  a  brigade,  in 
evolutions.  The  5th  Regiment  of  Artillery,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Col.  Robert  Cowdin,  performed  various  evolutions  very 
correctly,  and  its  commander  is  entitled  to  much  credit  for  the 
interest  he  takes  to  elevate  the  regiment,  and  make  it  not  sec- 
ond in  point  of  drill  and  discipline  to  the  Light  Infantry  Regi- 
ment. As  regards  the  individual  companies,  three  of  them 
were  in  so  good  drill  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  decide  which 
should  receive  the  palm  of  distinction,  and  I  would  not  attempt 
to  bestow  it.  Company  A,  Capt.  Evans,  received  the  vote  of 
distinction,  as  the  best  disciplined  company  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  law;  but  when  the  excellent  appearance  and 
drill  of  Company  D,  Capt.  Webber,  is  considered,  and  there  is 
also  taken  into  consideration  that  Company  C  had,  last  March, 
as  I  am  informed,  but  about  twenty  men,  and  that  having  since 
then  elected  Capt.  Wm.  W.  Bullock  as  its  commander,  it  pre- 
sented 68  rank  and  file  at  the  encampment,  very  proficient  in 
drill  and  discipline,  it  would  be  difficult  under  these  circum- 
stances to  decide  which  is  deserving  of  the  most  credit. 

The  First  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Col.  Charles  L.  Holbrook,  did  not  attempt  to  do  much  in  evo- 
lutions, as  a  regiment,  or  in  the  manual  of  arms  by  companies. 
Company  D,  Capt.  Clark,  and  Company  A,  Capt.  Ashley,  I 
was  informed  by  the  Maj.  General  of  the  Division,  that  he  and 
his  staff,  decided  as  they  appeared  in  review,  were  respectively 
considered  No.  1  and  2,  of  the  regiment.  Company  A  ap- 
peared (for  the  first  time,  for  a  number  of  years)  in  full  ranks 
and  well  uniformed.  This  regiment  has  too  many  companies, — 
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having  11,  besides  the  Rifles  annexed.*  The  commander  is  enti- 
tled to  much  credit  for  the  pains  he  has  taken  to  qualify  him- 
self, for  the  duties  of  his  office,  in  the  short  time  he  has  been 
in  command.  He  has  in  his  regiment  some  of  the  best  drilled 
and  uniformed  companies  in  the  State,  which,  as  companies, 
cannot  be  excelled;  but  they  do  not  seem  to  take  that  pride 
which  is  necessary  to  the  consolidation  of  the  regiment.  They 
ought,  when  parading  as  such,  discard  all  feelings  of  a  com- 
pany character,  and  concentrate  their  energies  for  the  harmoni- 
ous action  of  the  regiment. 

The  National  Lancers,  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Peirce, 
paraded  with  full  ranks,  and  I  never  saw  the  corps  perform 
their  evolutions  so  well  as  they  did  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
review. 

The  Sixth  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brig.  Gen.  Cook, 
encamped  at  Northampton,  on  the  28th  and  29th  of  August. 
This  brigade  consists  of  the  3d  Regiment  of  Artillery,  under 
the  command  of  Col.  Charles  K.  Hawks;  the  10th  Regiment  of 
Light  Infantry,  commanded  by  Maj.  Bush,  and  the  11th  Regi- 
ment of  Light  Infantry,  Col.  Horatio  Hawks,  commanding. 

I  had  not  before  seen  any  of  this  command,  and  was  very 
agreeably  disappointed  to  find  troops  which  have  so  little  oppor- 
tunity to  assemble,  or  to  see  others  do  military  duty,  make  so 
good  a  military  appearance.  The  brigade  extends  over  a  large 
tract  of  country.  Three  of  the  Artillery  companies  A,  of  Am- 
herst, C,  of  Northampton  and  D,  of  Belchertovvn,  would  do 
credit,  as  citizen  soldiers,  to  any  command.  They  were  in  good 
drill  and  were  uniformed  nearly  alike,  and  they  add  much  to 
the  appearance  of  the  regiment. 

The  Tenth  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Major  Bush,  is  reduced  to  one  company  of  Light  Infantry 
and  the  company  of  Cavalry,  of  Springfield  annexed.  Major 
Bush  is  too  good  an  officer  to  have  so  small  a  command. 
Though  the  Westfield  Light  Infantry  is  one  of  the  best  compa- 
nies, in  drill  and  good  appearance,  in  the  western  part  of  the 
State,  yet,  it  cannot  do  what  a  regiment  ought  to  do.  At  the 
request  of  Gen.  Cook,  I  have  delayed  transmitting  the  order 
for  disbanding  the  regiment  and  organizing  the  battalion,  hop- 

*  An  order  was  transmitted  Nov.  24th,  1851,  organizing  a  Battalion  of  Rifles,  of  Com- 
panies A  and  B,  two  annexed  corps  of  the  1st  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry. 
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ing  that  three  or  four  new  companies  will  be  raised  in  that 
vicinity  ere  long.  The  Cavalry  company  is  quite  respectable 
in  appearance,  in  numbers-  and  uniform,  though  it  is  not  in 
drill,  as  the  commander  informed  me  that  they  had  been  unfor- 
tunate in  losing  their  late  popular  commander  Capt.  Beach. 

The  Eleventh  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Col.  Horatio  Hawks,  has  five  full  and  well  uniformed 
companies.  They  manifested  a  desire  to  obey  with  great  alacrity 
all  orders  in  the  performance  of  their  military  duties,  but  ap- 
peared to  require  instruction  in  evolutions,  and  more  particularly 
in  the  posting  of  guides.  I  spent  a  number  of  hours  in  in- 
structing them  in  this  particular,  and  that  they  profited  thereby, 
was  apparent  the  next  day,  when  they  passed  in  review.  A 
large  concourse  of  spectators  assembled,  the  second  day,  to 
witness  the  review.  Perfect  order  was  observed  inside,  as  well 
as  outside  of  the  encampment.  The  next  day  after  the  en- 
campment, I  visited  the  gun-house  of  the  Amherst  Artillery 
company,  and  found  every  thing  in  good  order  and  condition. 

The  Second  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brig.  Gen. 
Ward,  encamped  at  Middleborough,  on  the  4th  and  5th  days  of 
September.  This  brigade,  consists  of  the  4th  Regiment  of  Ar- 
tillery, under  the  command  of  Col.  Daniel  Gloyd;  and  the  3d 
Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Col.  E. 
W.  Wilbur.  Companies  A,  C,  and  D,  of  the  Artillery,  have 
not  improved  so  much  as  they  ought  to  have  done.  Company 
B,  of  Fall  River,  a  new  company  organized  last  spring,  shew 
great  proficiency  in  the  drill.  They  have  adopted  the  old  United 
States  uniform,  and  they  made  a  very  creditable  appearance. 
The  3d  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry  made  a  very  reputable  ap- 
pearance in  drill  as  well  as  in  uniform.  There  was  a  marked 
difference  in  its  favor,  on  the  second  day,  from  the  first.  Since 
the  encampment,  there  has  been  three  new  companies  organ- 
ized in  this  regiment,  making  nine  good  companies  in  all. 

The  Fifth  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brig.  Gen.  Morse, 
encamped  at  Fitchburg,  on  the  9th  and  10th  days  of  Septem- 
ber. This  brigade  consists  of  the  8th  Regiment  of  Light  Infan- 
try, under  the  command  of  Col.  Charles  W.  Longley,  with  the  Ar- 
tillery company  of  Hopkinton  annexed ;  and  the  9th  Regiment 
of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Col.  James  Cooiidge, 
with  the  Artillery  company  of  Leominster  annexed.     The  8th 
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Regiment  appeared  well,  and  its  commander  is  entitled  to  much 
praise  for  what  he  has  accomplished  in  the  short  time  that  he 
has  had  the  command.  The  Hopkinton  Artillery  company, 
under  the  command  of  Capt.  Abijah  Ellis,  formerly  a  Colonel 
of  Infantry,  under  the  old  organization,  is  deserving  of  thanks 
for  his  assistance  in  organizing  so  efficient  a  corps.  Company 
A,  Capt.  Edward  Lamb,  and  Company  B,  Capt.  John  M.  Good- 
hue, are  as  proficient  in  the  manual  of  arms  as  the  best.  Com- 
pany E,  Capt.  E.  M.  Hosmer,  (late  a  Major  General)  and  Com- 
pany G,  Capt.  Maynard  King,  (formerly  Brigade  Major)  both 
of  West  Boylston,  paraded  respectively  with  52  and  53  men 
each. 

The  Ninth  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Col.  James  Coolidge,  is  entitled  to  the  high  honor  of  being  the 
best  drilled  and  most  correct  in  the  evolutions  of  any  regiment 
in  the  State.  It  is  my  painful  duty  to  report,  that  I  was  yester- 
day informed  that  Col.  Coolidge  died  on  the  27th  inst.,  and 
was  buried  with  military  honors  by  his  regiment  on  the  29th,  at 
Fitchburg.  By  the  death  of  Col.  Coolidge,  the  Volunteer  Mi- 
litia has  lost  one  of  the  best  drilled  and  most  popular  officers  in 
the  State.  Lt.  Col.  Edwin  Upton,  upon  whom  the  command  of 
the  regiment  devolves,  is  an  efficient  and  well  drilled  officer. 
The  evolutions  of  the  brigade,  under  Gen.  Morse,  received  much 
commendation. 

The  Third  Brigade,  commanded  by  Brig.  Gen.  Henry  Wil- 
son, encamped  at  Lowell,  on  the  11th  and  12th  days  of  Au- 
gust. It  consists  of  the  1st  Regiment  of  Artillery,  commanded 
by  Col.  James  Jones,  Jr.,  the  4th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry, 
under  command  of  Col.  J.  Durell  Greene,  and  the  5th  Regiment 
of  Light  Infantry,  under  command  of  Col.  Abijah  Watson. 
The  1st  Regiment  is  improving  in  drill  as  well  as  in  num- 
bers, under  the  instruction  of  its  commander,  Colonel  Jones. 
Company  A,  of  Concord,  is  the  best  in  drill,  though  D,  of 
Charlestown  is  fair.  There  is  a  good  chance  for  improvement 
in  companies  B,  of  Groton,  and  C,  of  Waltham.  The  4th 
Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Col.  J. 
Durell  Greene,  consists  of  four  Light  Infantry  companies,  with 
the  Sudbury  Rifles  annexed.  Capt.  Sanger,  of  Company  D, 
of  Charlestown,  and  Capt.  Grammar,  of  Company  G,  of  Wo- 
burn,  have  the  honor  of  commanding  two  of  the  best  compa- 
nies.    They  were  so  perfect  in  the  manual,  that  they  were  both 
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pronounced  good.  Col.  Greene  is  a  young  officer,  and  has  the 
credit  of  performing  every  evolution  for  a  regiment  laid  down 
in  the  book.  Col.  Watson,  of  the  5th  Regiment  of  Light  In- 
fantry, is  a  good  and  efficient  officer,  and  has  some  fine  compa- 
nies under  his  command.  Companies  C,  and  D,  of  Lowell, 
drilled  the  best.  Company  E,  of  Acton,  Capt.  Faulkner,  (late  a 
Colonel)  is  a  new  company,  and  very  full.  Company  B,  of  Pep- 
perell,  and  the  Marlborough  Rifles  annexed,  appeared  well  uni- 
formed and  with  full  ranks.  Gen.  Wilson  has  the  credit  of 
drilling  his  brigade,  while  in  camp,  more  than  either  of  the 
other  brigades  were  drilled  by  their  respective  commanders. 
The  weather  was  so  oppressively  warm  on  the  second  day,  that 
the  brigade  drilled  upwards  of  two  hours,  appearing  on  parade 
by  consent  of  their  officers,  without  coats.  After  the  brigade 
was  dismissed,  the  several  regiments  went  through  an  undress 
parade,  which  was  very  handsomely  performed,  though  not 
considered  strictly  military. 

The   Fourth   Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brig.   Gen. 
Joseph  Andrews,  encamped  at  Salem,  on  the  23d  and  24th  days 
of  September.     It  consists  of  the  1st   Battalion  of  Artillery, 
commanded  by  Maj.  Samuel  Brown,  3d.,  the  6th  Regiment  of 
Light  Infantry,  commanded  by  Lt.  Col.  Benjamin  Brown,  and 
the  7th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  commanded  by  Col.  Na- 
than P.  Colburn.     The  1st  Battalion  of  Artillery  is  a  new  or- 
ganization, and  Major  Brown  has  got  a  fine  field  before  him,  to 
show  his  friends  what  he  can  do.     Company  A,  of  Newbury- 
port,  appeared  to  be  the  best  drilled  company  of  the  battalion. 
The  6th  Regiment  of   Light  Infantry  has  lost  much  of  its 
former  celebrated  reputation,  as  one  of  the  best  drilled  regi- 
ments  in  the  State.     In  numbers  it  was  quite  small.     This 
ought  not  to  be  so ;  the  young  men  of  Salem,  Lynn,  Danvers, 
Marblehead  and  Beverly,  ought  to  put  the  matter  right,  and 
make  the  "Old  Sixth"  what  it  was  informer  days.     Company 
A,  appeared  with  a  mere  section.     This  company  has  had  en- 
rolled some  of  the  best  officers  in  the  militia,  including,  I  be- 
lieve, my  two  past  predecessors  in  the  office  of  Adjutant  General. 
The  7th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  is  a  new  regiment,  and 
all  the  companies  have  been  organized  the  past  season,  with 
the  exception  of  Company  I,  of  Lawrence.     Company  C,  of 
Stoneham,  organized  since  July,  appeared  in  full  ranks,  and  in 
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good  drill,  and,  when  the  brief  time  since  it  has  been  or- 
ganized, is  taken  into  consideration,  it  is  entitled  to  be  consid- 
ered one  of  the  best  corps  in  the  brigade.  Gen.  Andrews  exe- 
cuted several  brigade  evolutions  on  the  second  day  of  the  en- 
campment ;  and,  as  he  is  a  good  drill  officer,  all  that  is  required, 
to  make  this  brigade  take  a  high  stand,  is  the  elevation  of  the 
6th  regiment.  This  encampment  closed  the  Inspection  and  Re- 
view of  the  troops  for  the  year. 

Ihave  endeavored  to  give  as  detailed  an  account  of  the  sev- 
eral encampments,  as  is  expedient  in  a  report  of  this  character. 
There  are  many  excellent  appearing,  and  well  drilled  com- 
panies, that  1  have  omitted  to  notice  in  this  report.  I  beg  all 
such  not  to  think  that  they  are  not  deserving  of  being  particu- 
larly mentioned.  I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  speak  in  gen- 
eral terms,  rather  than  to  mention  each  and  every  company. 
1  take  this  opportunity  to  return  my  personal  thanks  to  all  com- 
manding and  other  officers  of  the  several  encampments,  for  the 
very  kind  and  complimentary  manner  in  which  they  at  all 
times  have  been  pleased  to  receive  me.  The  law  imposes  upon 
the  Adjutant  General  the  duty  of  Inspector  General,  &c.  At 
the  several  encampments,  I  have  endeavored  to  perform  this 
delicate  duty  without  intentionally  depriving  any  of  their  rights. 

A  resolve  was  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature, 
appointing  a  committee  to  make  all  the  necessary  arrangements, 
should  the  President  of  the  United  States  visit  the  Common- 
wealth. This  committee  met  on  the  15th  day  of  September,  at 
one  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  requested  your  Excellency  to  order  out 
a  Division  of  the  Volunteers  to  receive  and  escort  the  President 
on  the  17th  of  the  same  month.  As  soon  as  possible  after  I  re- 
ceived the  order,  the  detail  was  made,  but  not  in  season  to  be 
published  in  the  evening  papers  of  the  same  day.  The  earliest 
it  could  be  promulgated  was  in  the  morning  papers  of  the  16th. 
The  troops  were  ordered  to  report  for  duty  on  the  17th,  on  Bos- 
ton Common,  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M.  The  following  detail  was 
made  : — 

The  First  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brig.  Gen.  Samuel 
Andrews.  And  another  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brig. 
Gen.  Joseph  Andrews,  detailed  as  follows: — Companies  C,  D, 
and  G,  of  the  4th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  Companies  C, 
D,  and  E,  5th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry;  and  Companies  B, 
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and  C,  of  the  8th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  constituted  a 
Regiment  under  the  command  of  Col.  J.  Durell  Greene.  Com- 
panies A,  B,  C,  and  E,  of  the  6th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry, 
Companies  A,  C,  and  I,  of  the  7th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry, 
and  Company  B,  of  the  5th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  con- 
stituted a  Regiment  under  the  command  of  Col.  Nathan  P.  Col- 
burn. 

Company  of  Rifles,  annexed  to  the  1st  Regiment  of  Infantry, 
and  company  of  Rifles  G,  annexed  to  the  5th  Regiment  of  Light 
Infantry,  constituted  a  Battalion  under  the  command  of  Major 
William  Saunders.  The  whole  constituted  a  Division  under  the 
command  of  Maj.  Gen.  B.  F.  Edmands.  The  Divisionary 
Corps  of  Cadets,  of  the  1st  and  2d  Divisions,  were  ordered  out 
for  special  duty,  and  formed  a  Battalion  under  the  command  of 
Lt.  Col.  Thomas  C.  Amory. 

The  Division  was  reviewed  in  the  afternoon  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  accompanied  by  the  Governor  and  his 
suite.  The  President  expressed  himself  highly  pleased  with 
the  soldier-like  and  correct  military  appearance  of  the  troops, 
and  that  the  review  must  not  only  be  acknowledged  as  highly 
creditable  to  the  Division,  but  it  would  tend  to  elevate  the  char- 
acter of  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia. 

The  promptness  with  which  the  troops  responded  to  the  or- 
der, notwithstanding  the  distance  some  of  them  had  to  come, 
shows  what  the  volunteers  can  do,  should  their  services  be  re- 
quired in  a  case  of  emergency,  to  defend  the  State  from  inva- 
sion, or  aid  the  civil  authorities  in  the  execution  of  the  laws. 
The  time  was  so  limited,  that  it  was  necessary  that  officers 
should  be  detailed  to  command  the  second  Brigade  and  the  sev- 
eral regiments  composing  it,  so  conveniently  located  in  this  vi- 
cinity, that  I  could  depend  upon  them  to  be  present,  and  also 
to  notify  the  companies  that  were  to  compose  the  several  regi- 
ments. Had  it  been  otherwise,  some  other  officers  older  in  rank 
would  have  been  detailed  in  some  cases  to  command.  The 
universal  approbation  which  has  been  bestowed  upon  the  gen- 
eral appearance  of  the  troops  on  that  occasion,  I  trust  will  not 
be  without  its  effect.  At  my  suggestion,  the  committee  of  the 
Legislature,  unanimously  allowed  the  troops  one  dollar  per  day, 
rations,  and  their  expenses  to  and  from  Boston. 
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The  necessity  of  a  republication  of  the  Militia  Laws,  had 
become  so  urgent,  that  as  soon  as  the  encampments  were  over, 
I  commenced  preparing  a  digest  of  the  numerous  enactments 
concerning  the  militia.  I  have  codified  and  had  the  same  pub- 
lished and  distributed  to  the  officers. 

There  has  been,  since  the  revision  of  the  statutes  in  the  year 
1836,  some  legislation  relative  to  the  militia  at  nearly  every 
session  of  the  Legislature.  Several  of  these  enactments  have 
made  very  material  changes,  from  time  to  time,  in  the  organiz- 
ation, and  in  the  duties  required  to  be  performed  by  officers  and 
soldiers,  and,  it  is  exceedingly  difficult  upon  many  points  to 
reconcile  discrepancies  between  the  provisions  of  successive 
acts  and  the  previous  unrepealed  laws.  In  many  particulars, 
there  is  much  uncertainty  as  to  the  requirements  of  the  law,  as 
all  these  amendatory  enactments  now  leave  it,  which  nothing 
short  of  final  judicial  construction  or  additional  legislation  can 
determine.  Especially  in  the  act  of  1849.  there  are  various 
provisions  difficult  to  understand.  They  do  not  harmonize  with 
the  previous  laws,  nor  do  they  repeal  them.  The  correspond- 
ence with  the  Attorney  General,  hereto  annexed,  exhibits  one  of 
the  many  instances  in  which  further  legislation  seems  to  be  ne- 
cessary. If  the  provisions  of  the  existing  laws,  with  such  slight 
amendments  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  supply  the  defi- 
ciencies and  harmonize  the  inconsistencies  of  the  several  enact- 
ments, should  be  consolidated  and  embodied  in  one  act,  it  would 
be  of  great  utility  as  settling  many  points,  upon  which  there  is 
now  ground  for  differences  of  opinion,  as  to  the  correct  con- 
struction of  apparently  conflicting  statutes.  Should  this  be 
done,  and  the  cbranges  as  to  duty  in  encampments,  and  pay  of 
officers  and  soldiers  hereinafter  recommended,  be  adopted,  it  is 
believed  that  the  militia  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  would 
then  be  so  perfectly  adapted  to  the  exigencies  which  require  a 
military  organization,  and  so  satisfactory  to  the  people,  that  they 
would  require  no  material  amendment  for  many  years. 

I  would  suggest  to  your  Excellency,  the  propriety  of  adopt- 
ing a  State  uniform  for  the  volunteers,  and  requring  all  new 
companies,  hereafter  organized,  to  procure  the  same,  and  all  the 
existing  companies  to  adopt  it  when  they  choose  to  procure  a 
new  uniform.  It  must  be  admitted  by  all  officers,  that  nothing 
adds  so  much  to  the  good  appearance  of  a  regiment,  as  to  have 
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the  whole  regiment  uniformed  alike.  It  is  strictly  military,  and 
a  regiment  ought  not  to  parade  with  a  different  dress  in  each 
company.  I  would  recommend  that  a  good,  but  not  expen- 
sive uniform  be  adopted,  as  a  State  uniform,  for  the  several 
corps  of  each  of  the  different  arms.  Expensive  uniforms  are 
ruinous  to  most  companies.  It  should  be  the  drill  and  good  dis- 
cipline, and  not  dress,  in  which  companies  should  try  to  excel. 
The  best  soldier  is  not  always  able  to  procure  a  costly  dress, 
and  he  is  consequently  obliged  to  obtain  his  discharge  from  the 
company.  If  the  companies  should  be  uniformed  alike,  another 
advantage  would  be  obtained  by  obviating  the  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  a  more  correct  formation  of  the  regiments  than  is  gen- 
erally practiced.  When  the  regiment  is  formed  of  companies 
unequal  in  numbers,  it  ought  to  be  the  duty  of  the  adjutant  to 
equalize  the  several  companies.  This  cannot  now  be  generally 
done,  because  the  regiment  would  not  appear  well  with  a  diver- 
sity of  uniforms  mingled  in  the  companies.  The  improvement 
which  would  be  the  result  of  this,  every  officer  will  perceive. 

The  encampment  law  meets  the  general  favor  of  the  troops, 
but  there  exists  an  extensive  desire  to  have  the  law  amended,  so 
far  as  to  require  an  additional  days'  service  in  encampment, 
with  the  pay  proportionably  increased.  The  pay  of  the  Gen- 
eral and  field  officers  is  not  adequate  to  compensate  them  for 
the  time,  and  the  expenses  necessarily  required  of  them,  while 
on  duty.  They  are  required  to  attend  two  days  in  encamp- 
ment, and  also  the  election  of  officers,  frequently  at  considera- 
ble distance  from  their  residences  ;  for  all  which  duties  they  re- 
ceive but  six  dollars,  while  the  privates  receive  six  dollars  and 
fifty  cents ;  and  a  non-commissioned  staff  officer  receives  the 
same  pay  as  his  commanding  officer,  without  being  to  any  of 
the  necessary  expenses  that  are  required  of  the  field  officer. 

If  it  is  deemed  necessary,  in  order  to  enforce  due  observance 
of  the  laws,  to  keep  up  an  efficient  organization  of  the  militia, 
there  is  no  good  reason  why  the  officers  and  soldiers  should  not 
be  compensated  for  their  time  and  expenses,  while  in  the  per- 
formance of  military  duties,  as  well  as  officers  are,  for  perform- 
ing duties  in  connection  with  the  execution  of  the  laws  in  civil 
service.  • 

During  the  past  season,  I  have  visited  a  few  towns  in  the 
Commonwealth  where  Artillery  gun-houses  are  situated.    My 
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time  has  been  so  much  occupied  by  other  public  duties  that  I 
have  not  been  able  to  visit  all  the  gun-houses  that  I  have  been 
requested  to  examine,  and  which  it  is  represented  need  some 
repairs. 

The  Artillery  company  of  Plymouth,  having  been  disbanded, 
and  the  land  on  which  the  gun-house  stood,  being  owned  by  the 
town,  and  having  been  leased  to  the  State  so  long  as  an  Artil- 
lery company  should  occupy  it,  I  sold  the  building,  which  was 
owned  by  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  proceeds  are  credited  in 
my  annual  account.  I  secured  upwards  of  twenty-five  hun- 
dred dollars  worth  of  public  property,  which  had  been  entirely 
neglected  for  upwards  of  two  years.  The  field-guns,  with  the 
carriages  and  harnesses,  I  caused  to  be  put  in  good  order  and 
sent  them  to  Fall  River,  for  Company  B,  4th  Regiment  of  Ar- 
tillery. I  have  made  an  arragement  with  the  town  authorities 
of  the  latter  town,  for  the  appropriation  of  a  suitable  place  in 
the  new  Town  Hall  building,  for  the  field  guns  for  the  present, 
without  any  charge  to  the  Commonwealth.  The  gun-house  in 
Charlestown  was  located  in  a  very  hazardous  place  as  regards 
fire,  on  land  leased  by  the  city.  The  building  is  owned  by  the 
State,  and  has  been  removed  to  land  owned  by  the  city  on 
Bunker  Hill.  In  conjunction  with  the  city,  I  have  had  it  put 
in  good  repair,  the  city  having  executed  a  lease  of  the  land  to 
the  Commonwealth. 

Trusting  that  the  discharge  of  my  duties  may  have  met  your 
approval,  and  those  with  whom  I  have  had  official  intercourse,

25,  act  approved  March  24th, 
1840,  in  force  under  the  act  approved  2d  May,  1849,  chap.  218?

Adjutant  General  E.  W.  Stone  : 

Dear  Sir, — I  have  examined  the  question  submitted  to  me  in 
your  communication  of  the  20th  inst.,  viz. :  Whether  the  pro- 
visions of  the  25th  sect,  of  the  92d  chapter  of  the  act  of  1840, 
prescribing  certain  penalties  for  the  neglect  of  certain  military 
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duties,  are  in  force  under  the  act  of  1849,  chap.  218?  and  the 
conclusion  to  which  I  have  arrived  is,  that  they  are  not. 

It  is  a  general  principle,  that  penal  statutes  are  subject  to  a 
strict  construction,  and  that  penalties  cannot  be  extended  to 
other  cases  than  those  for  which  they  are  expressly  prescribed. 
Applying  these  principles  to  the  question  under  consideration,  it 
will  be  found  that  the  specific  duties,  for  a  violation  of  which 
the  penalties  prescribed  in  the  act  of  1840,  attach,  by  the  ex- 
press terms  of  the  statute,  are  repealed  by  the  act  of  1849,  and 
other  and  different  duties  are  substituted  in  lieu  of  them. 

Beside,  the  penalties  themselves  are  of  a  nature  not  applica- 
ble to  the  existing  duties  under  the  last  mentioned  act.  They 
are  1st,  "  a  forfeiture  of  the  delinquent 's  annual  pay"  But  by 
the  provisions  of  the  act  of  1849,  there  is  no  such  thing  as 
"  annual  pay  ;"  the  bounty  of  $5  00  annually  to  each  non-com- 
missioned officer  and  soldier  having  been  repealed,  and  a  differ- 
ent mode  of  compensation  substituted  by  that  act.  And  2dly, 
a  forfeiture  of  $4  00  "  for  each  and  every  day  for  such  neg- 
lect" What  neglect  ?  Mainly,  as  expressed  in  the  previous 
part  of  the  section,  an  "  unnecessary  neglect  to  appear  on  the 
days,  and  at  the  time  and  place,  appointed  for  such  duty,  agree- 
ably to  the  provisions  of  this  act"  By  the  act  of  1849,  those 
"days,"  and  the  "times  and  places,"  designated  in  the  mode 
therein  prescribed,  are  no  longer  the  days,  times  and  places 
"appointed  for  such  duty,"  but  other  days  and  other  modes  for 
the  performance  of  the  required  military  service,  have  been 
substituted  therefor. 

As  there  are  no  other  specific  penalties  prescribed  in  the  act 
of  1849,  for  a  violation  of  ihe  duties  imposed  by  the  act,  it  may 
be  argued,  that  it  was  the  intention  doubtless  of  theframers  of 
the  law,  to  make  the  penalties  which  the  old  law  affixed  to  such 
violation,  apply  to  the  neglect  to  perform  the  duties  required 
under  the  new  statute.  But  the  intention  of  the  Legislature 
can  only  be  judicially  inferred,  from  a  just  construction  of  the 
language  it  has  used  in  its  enactments,  according  to  well  set- 
tled and  long  established  rules  of  construction ;  and  to  make 
parties  liable  for  penalties,  for  the  neglect  of  newly  prescribed 
duties,  upon  the  ground  that  such  penalties  attached  to  the  vio- 
lation of  other  duties,  which  have  been  repealed  and  annulled, 
would  be  doing  violence  to  every  principle  applicable  to  the 
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construction  of  legislative  enactments,  and  to  the  general  princi- 
ples of  the  Common  Law.

Dear  Sir, — The  question  propounded  in  your  communication 
of  yesterday,  "whether  the  penalties  prescribed  for  "absence  at 
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any  company  training  "  or  "  inspection  and  review,"  in  the  98th 
sect,  of  the  12th  chap.  Rev.  Stats.,  or  for  certain  "  deficiencies 
and  neglects"  enumerated  in  the  99th  sect,  of  the  same  chap- 
ter, can  be  enforced  under  the  act  of  1849,  ch.  218,  is  not  easy 
of  solution.  I  have  examined,  and  compared,  with  great  care, 
the  various  statutes  which  bear  upon  it;  and  it  is  not  without 
some  doubt  and  hesitation  that,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion, 
that  the  penalties  prescribed  in  the  sections  cited  may  be  enforced 
for  a  neglect  of  like  duties  imposed  by  the  law  of  1849. 

The  legislation  upon  this  subject  is  peculiar.  By  the  provis- 
ions of  the  12th  chapter  of  the  Rev.  Stats.,  certain  duties  were 
prescribed  and  certain  penalties  attached  to  their  neglect  or  vio- 
lation. 

By  the  act  of  1840,  there  was  a  general  revision  of,  and  very 
important  changes  introduced  into,  the  militia  system  of  this 
Commonwealth.  An  essential  distinction  with  respect  to  mili- 
tary duty  was  established  between  the  enrolled  and  the  volun- 
teer militia,  and  a  new  enactment,  upon  the  subject  of  penalties, 
incurred  by  the  latter  class,  took  the  place  of  that  contained  in 
the  Revised  Statutes,  but  limited  the  penalties  in  express  terms 
to  a  violation  of  the  specific  duties  prescribed  in  that  act. 

By  the  act  of  1849,  the  specific  duties  provided  for  in  that  of 
1840  were  repealed,  and  the  penalties  which  attached  to  their 
violation  of  course  were  repealed  with  them.  For  a  non-per- 
formance of  the  new  duties  substituted  in  lieu  of  those  specified 
in  the  act  of  1840,  no  new  penalties  were  enacted  in  the  law  of 
1849.  But  by  that  law,  provision  was  made  for  "company 
trainings"  and  for  "inspections  and  reviews  :"  and  in  the  first 
section,  it  is  expressly  made  the  duty  of  the  commanding  officer 
of  each  company,  among  other  things,  "  to  enforce  the  regula- 
tions and  penalties  by  law  provided,  for  any  neglect  or  deficien- 
cies" in  his  company. 

Turning  then  to  the  Rev.  Stats.,  we  find  it  provided,  ch.  12  § 
98,  that  "  for  any  neglect  to  appear  at  the  time  and  place  ap- 
pointed for  military  duty,"  "every  non-commissioned  officer  and 
private  shall  forfeit  and  pay,"  as  is  therein  prescribed.  And  the 
prescribed  penalties  are  attached  expressly  to  a  neglect  to  ap- 
pear "  at  any  company  training,"  and  also  "  at  inspection  and 
review."  The  99th  sect,  provides  for  penalties  incurred  for  cer- 
tain "deficiencies"  therein  expressed. 
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In  the  absence  of  any  other  provisions  of  this  nature  in  the 
act  of  1849,  I  think  it  must  have  been  a  revival  of  these,  con- 
templated by  the  Legislature,  in  their  repeal  of  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  1840,  which  is  referred  to  in  the  first  section  of  the 
act  of  1849,  before  cited.  And  I  give  you  this,  as  the  best  opin- 
ion I  can  form,  upon  this  somewhat  imperfect  legislation,  in  re- 
lation to  which  all  doubt  and  difficulty  might  have  been  easily 
removed  by  the  addition  of  a  brief  section,  stating  that  u  the  pen- 
alties prescribed  in  the  Rev.  Stats,  for  all  neglect  of  military 
duty  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to  apply  to  the  duties  pre- 
scribed in  this  act." 

I  think  the  view  I  have  taken  would  be  sustained  by  the  Su- 
preme Court,  if  the  question  should  arise  and  be  brought  before 
that  tribunal.  At  the  same  time  I  have  not  overlooked  another 
class  of  considerations  applicable  to  the  question  which  might 
lead  the  court  to  the  conclusion  that  new  legislation  is  required 
to  supply  an  existing  omission  in  the  law.  Until,  however, 
such  a  case  arises,  and  results  in  such  a  decision,  my  opinion  is 
that  the  penalties  prescribed  in  the  Revised  Statutes  may  be  en- 
forced under  the  law  of  1849.

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During  the  past  season,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following 
tables,  there  have  been  received  <at  the  arsenal,  from  disbanded, 
and  companies  in  exchange,  the  following  flint-lock  arms  : — 
4,360  muskets,  251  rifles,  and  31  8pistols.  There  have  been 
issued  from  the  arsenal  the  following  percussioned  lock  arms, 
4,746  muskets,  259  rifles,  and  318  pistols. 

Beside  the  ordinary  work  at  the  arsenal,  such  as  packing 
muskets,  equipments,  tents,  &c,  to  be  delivered  to  companies ; 
receiving  muskets  and  equipments,  and  cleaning  them,  keep- 
ing the  buildings  and  the  contents  clean  and  in  good  order, 
there  have  been  cleaned  on  emery  wheels,  4,200  muskets 
and  bayonets,  and  340  rifles.  The  muskets  that  have  been 
cleaned,  (with  the  exception  of  about  2,000  new  muskets, 
with  brown  barrels)  were  returned  in  exchange,  and  received 
from  disbanded  companies.  The  browing  or  lacker,  was  taken 
off  the  above  2,000  muskets  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  bar- 
rels and  mountings  bright.  This  process  required  more  time 
and  labor  than  the  ordinary  cleaning  of  the  same.  There  re- 
mains about  1500  muskets  to  be  cleaned. 

By  the  following  tables,  there  are  at  the  arsenal  2,174  per- 
cussioned muskets,  263  rifles,  and  194  pistols;  and  6,109  mus- 
kets with  flint-locks,  and  601  rifles  with  do. 

About  800  of  the  flint-lock  muskets  are  in  an  unserviceable 
condition.  They  were  made  in  1814,  have  iron  pans  attached 
to  the  lock-plates  ;  vary  in  length  from  one  to  four  inches,  and 
are  the  same  pattern  of  those  that  were  sold  by  order  of  the 
Governor  and  Council  in  1843  and  '49.  There  are  also,  about 
200  rifles,  60  (copper)  rifle-flasks,  70  rifle  pouch  and  flask- 
belts,  320  (iron)  bill-hooks,  4,000  screw-drivers,  for  flint-lock 
muskets,  800  priming-wires  and  brushes.  200  artillery  sword- 
belts,  400  infantry  cartridge  boxes  and  belts,  and  2,500  pounds 
of  iron,  being  different  parts  of  musket  locks;  all  of  which  are 
either  unserviceable,  or  are  no  longer  used  from  the  adoption  of 
the  percussion  arm.  A  number  of  lead  harness,  which  have 
not  been  oiled  since  1843,  are  in  a  condition  that  would  render 
their  use  unsafe,  and  the  longer  they  remain  on  hand  the  more 
they  depreciate  in  value  ;  besides  they  are  not  the  description 
that  are  issued  to  the  companies  at  the  present  time. 
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I  would  recommend  all  of  the  above  articles,  that  are  unser- 
viceable, to  be  sold,  as  they  serve  only  to  lumber  up  the  build- 
ings. The  same  kind  of  arms  and  equipments  would  not  be 
issued  to  the  army,  and  I  see  no  reason  why  all  arms  and  im- 
plements of  war,  should  not  be  as  good  and  safe  for  the  troops  of 
the  State,  as  for  those  of  the  United  States. 

As  the  duties  of  the  armorer,  in  charge  of  the  arsenal,  at 
Cambridge,  have  considerably  increased  the  few  past  years, 
and  will  doubtless  still  further  increase,  it  is  quite  desirable,  for 
the  purpose  of  enabling  him  to  discharge  his  duties  without  any 
waste  of  time,  as  well  as  for  the  better  security  of  the  property 
under  his  charge,  that  he  should  reside,  in  nearer  proximity  to 
the  buildings  than  he  is  enabled  to  at  present.  And  as  there  is  a 
suitable  piece  of  land  in  the  yard,  for  a  small  dwelling  house, 
and  would  be  far  enough  from  the  buildings  as  not  to  endanger 
them  from  fire,  I  would  recommend  that  one  be  erected  for  his 
use,  the  expense  to  be  defrayed  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
unserviceable  arms,  &c. 

Since  January  last,  there  have  been  sent  from  the  State,  to 
the  United  States  arsenal,  at  Watertown,  6,280  muskets,  502 
rifles,  and  512  pistols,  all  of  which  have  been  altered  from  flint 
to  percussion  locks.  There  are  4,000  muskets  to  be  altered, 
now  remaining  in  the  arsenal. 

There  are  in  the  magazine  at  Captain's  Island,  as  per  return 
herewith  made,  274,458  ball-cartridges,  which  I  am  informed 
were  purchased  by  the  State  during  the  last  war  with  England, 
consequently  they  have  been  on  hand  about  forty  years.  Al- 
though the  packages  appear  to  be  in  good  order,  it  is  quite 
doubtful  if  they  would  be  considered  serviceable  to  issue  to  troops 
for  use.  I  would  recommend  that  the  same  be  sold,  and  if  it  is 
desirable,  to  purchase  a  quantity  of  a  serviceable  character. 
The  wharf,  at  the  island  was  somewhat  injured  by  the  high 
tide  of  last  spring,  and  should  be  repaired  immediately.

In  the  returns  from  many  cities  and  towns  there  were 
material  discrepancies  from  the  numbers  returned  in  the  year 
1851,  and  consequently  the  clerks  of  seventy-seven  cities  and 
towns  were  written  to,  requesting  information  as  to  the  cause 
of  the  diminution  from  the  number  returned  the  previous  year. 
Replies,  giving  explanations  of,  or  amendments  to  their  returns, 
were  received  from  most  of  them.  The  following  table  ex- 
hibits the  decrease  in  the  original  returns  from  the  number 
returned  last  year,  together  with  the  number  added  by  the 
amended  returns.  There  seems  to  be  a  prevailing  opinion 
with  many  of  the  assessors  in  the  several  towns,  that  the  re- 
turns of  the  enrolled  militia  to  this  office,  is  a  mere  matter  of 
form.  This  opinion  is  a  mistaken  one,  the  returns  being  of 
practical  importance.     The  State  has  a  pecuniary  interest  in 
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the  faithful  manner  in  which  this  duty  is  performed  by  the  as- 
sessors, as  for  each  person  so  returned,  it  receives  about  nine 
cents ;  the  sum  to  which  it  is  so  entitled,  amounting  for  the 
last  year  to  upwards  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  (payable  in  arms). 
Engine  men  should  be  enrolled  :  and  no  person  should  be 
omitted  on  account  of  any  supposed  physical  or  temporary  ina- 
bility. The  question  of  inability  is  to  be  determined  by  a 
surgeon  when  the  party  is  required  to  perform  duty.  The 
table  exhibits  an  addition  of  2,261  men,  which,  at  nine  cents 
each,  gives  a  clear  gain  to  the  State  of  two  hundred  and 
twenty-three  dollars  and  fifty-nine  cents,  by  the  revision  of  the 
returns.  There  can  hardly  be  a  doubt,  that  had  revised  re- 
turns been  received  from  all  the  towns  to  which  the  circular 
was  sent,  the  sum  would  have  been  much  increased.

I  have  attended  the  encampments  of  all  the  troops  in  the 
State  the  past  season,  with  the  exception  of  the  sixth  regiment 
of  light  infantry. 

The  encampments  were  as  follows  : — 

The  Independent  Corps  of  Cadets  of  the  first  division, 
under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Thomas  C.  Amory, 
encamped  at  Nahant  on  the  16th  and  17th  days  of  July. 
Their  drill  and  discipline  reflect  the  highest  credit  on  their 
commander  and  other  officers.     The  returns  of  this  corps  do 
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not  present  its  actual  numbers,  which  performed  duty  at  the 
encampment  ;  for  quite  a  number  of  its  members  have  been 
chosen  or  appointed  officers  in  other  commands,  and  therefore 
cannot  be  legally  included  in  the  return  of  the  active  force  of 
the  cadets.  This  is  certainly  very  creditable  to  its  drill  and 
discipline,  although  it  deprives  the  commander  of  the  satisfac- 
tion of  showing  by  his  returns  the  real  strength  of  his  com- 
mand as  exhibited  at  their  voluntary  parades. 

The  First  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Col.  Charles  L.  Holbrook,  encamped  at  Newton  on  the  28th 
and  29th  days  of  July.  The  encampment  law  is  not  popular 
with  this  regiment,  which  unfortunately  is  not  actuated  by 
that  regimental  sympathy  which  marks  every  other  regiment, 
as  appears  by  the  field  returns,  which  show  a  lower  average 
number  of  men  per  company  than  is  shown  of  any  infantry 
regiment  in  the  State,  with  the  exception  of  one.  This  ought 
not  to  be  so,  as  the  regimental  duty  comprises  four-fifths  of  all 
that  is  required  by  law.  There  are  some  of  the  best  uniformed 
and  drilled  companies  in  this  regiment  that  are  in  the  State, 
and  when  they  parade  as  companies  they  turn  out  with  full 
ranks.  If  they  would  imitate  the  7th  Regiment  of  New  York 
(National  Guards,)  the  1st  regiment  would  be  the  pride  of  the 
city  of  Boston.  The  full  and  well-equipped  cavalry  company, 
which,  under  the  command  of  Captain  J.  C.  Gipson,  encamped 
with  this  regiment,  has  since  been  detached,  and  this,  and  a  new- 
ly-formed corps,  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Isaac  H.  Wright, 
have  been  organized  as  a  battalion,  and  have  elected  Thomas 
J.  Pierce  Major.  This  regiment  has  eleven  companies,  being 
three  more  than  a  regiment  ought  to  have.  I  would  recom- 
mend that  hereafter  no  regiment  be  allowed  to  have  more  than 
eight  companies,  unless  acting  as  flank  companies. 

The  Independent  Cadets,  of  the  2d  division,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Capt.  Samuel  B.  Poster,  encamped  at  Haverhill  on 
the  30th  and  31st  days  of  July.  This  corps  is  thoroughly 
drilled  by  its  popular  commander,  who  does  great  credit  to  the 
service  by  the  interest  he  takes  in  the  militia. 

The  5th  Regiment  of  Artillery,  under  the  command  of  Col. 
Robert  Cowdin,  encamped  on  Boston  Common  the  4th  and  5th 
days  of  August.     This  regiment   takes  a  high  position  in  the 
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Volunteer  Militia.  Its  commander  has  done  much  to  elevate 
this  arm  of  the  service  ;  arid  he  is  entitled  to  favorable  consid- 
eration for  his  devoted  efforts  and  sacrifice  of  time  in  his 
endeavors  to  carry  out  the  object  of  an  organized  militia — the 
protection  of  the  city  and  State.  Two  new  companies  have  been 
added  to  this  regiment,  so  that  it  is  now  composed  of  six  in  all. 

The  7th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Col.  Nathan  P.  Colburn,  encamped  at  South  Reading  on 
the  19th  and  20th  days  of  August.  This  regiment  appealed 
well  and  reflected  much  credit  on  its  commander,  and  its 
several  companies.  Companies  A  and  B,  of  the  6th  Regiment 
of  Light  Infantry,  have  been  transferred  to  this.  Another  Light 
Infantry  company  has  recently  been  organized  in  Lawrence, 

under  the  command   of  Capt. ,  and  incorporated  into  this 

regiment.  It  is  now  one  of  the  best  regiments  in  the  State,  in 
point  of  numbers  as  well  as  in  drill. 

The  2d  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brig.  General  Eliab 
Ward,  encamped  at  East  Bridgewater  on  the  25th  and  26th 
days  of  August.  This  brigade  consists  of  the  4th  Regiment 
of  Artillery,  under  the  command  of  Col.  Daniel  Gloyd,  and  the 
3d  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Col.  E. 
W.  Wilber.  The  artillery  regiment  has  not  improved  as  much 
as  it  was  expected  it  would  have  done,  particularly  as  it  is  in 
the  neighborhood  of  so  many  flourishing  light  infantry  compa- 
nies. The  light  infantry  regiment  has  much  improved,  both 
in  numbers  and  in  drill.  Col.  Wilber  had  more  men  on  parade 
than  appeared  in  any  other  regiment  in  the  State.  A  newly 
organized  light  infantry  company  from  Carver,  with  seventy- 
two,  rank  and  file,  in  the  new  regulation  uniform,  was  present, 
under  the  command  of  Capt.  Mathias  Ellis.  It  was  only  thirty- 
five  days  from  the  day  the  officers  received  their  commissions, 
and  so  much  interest  had  the  commander  taken  to  discipline  his 
company,  that  to  a  question  put  to  Capt.  Ellis,  if  his  company 
understood  a  certain  part  of  the  manual,  his  reply  was,  "  That 
there  was  not  anything  in  the  manual  which  his  company 
could  not  execute."  I  merely  make  mention  of  this,  to  show 
that  much  may  be  accomplished,  when  the  proper  effort  is  made 
with  the  right  spirit.  Companies  B,  of  Plymouth,  and  I,  of 
Freetown,  also  appeared  for  the  first  time,  and  are  entitled  to 
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much  credit  for  their  soldierlike  appearance.  The  practice 
pursued  by  many  of  the  field  officers,  of  leaving  their  camps  at 
night,  should  be  discontinued.  If  they  expect  their  men  to  do 
their  duty,  they  should  set  the  example. 

The  4th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Col.  J.  Durell  Greene,  were  ordered  to  encamp  on  the  30th 
and  31st  days  of  August.  The  regiment  volunteered,  and  went 
into  camp  at  Nahant,  on  Saturday,  the  28th.  Shortly  after  ar- 
riving there  a  severe  rain  storm  commenced,  and  continued 
during  nearly  the  entire  time  of  the  encampment  of  the  regi- 
ment. All  the  inspection  that  could  be  had  was  an  examina- 
tion of  the  arms  in  the  tents.  This  was  intended  to  have  been 
the  model  encampment ;  but  owing  to  the  storm  it  was  very 
unpleasant  for  all  parties  interested.  The  experiment  of  going 
into  camp  to  remain  over  the  Sabbath,  is  not  generally  ap- 
proved. Had  the  weather  been  favorable,  however,  there  is 
no  doubt  that  the  stated  duties  of  the  camp  would  have  been 
properly  conducted.  This  is  the  smallest  of  the  infantry  regi- 
ments ;  but  its  excellence  in  drill  fully  compensates  for  its  lack 
in  numbers. 

The  3d  Regiment  of  Artillery,  under  the  command  of  Col. 
Charles  K.  Hawks,  encamped  at  "  Camp  Mattoon,"  in  Amherst, 
on  the  31st  day  of  August,  and  the  1st  day  of  September. 
Being  engaged  with  the  4th  Infantry,  I  was  not  present  at  this 
encampment  until  the  second  day  ;  was  then  much  pleased  with 
the  improvement  the  regiment  had  made  since  last  year.  The 
companies  all  appeared  well,  and  in  good  numbers.  The  battery 
of  the  Amherst  artillery  was  in  perfect  order.  The  Westfield 
company  of  light  infantry,  temporarily  attached  to,  and  which 
encamped  with  this  regiment,  and  a  newly-formed  light  in- 
fantry company  of  Springfield,  have  since  been  organized  into 
a  battalion,  and  Capt.  William  A.  Johnson  elected  Major. 

The  tlth  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Col.  Horatio  Hawks,  encamped  at  South  Deerfield,  on  the 
2d  and  3d  days  of  September.  After  the  regiment  was  form- 
ed, they  marched  to  the  monument  erected  to  the  memory  of 
Capt.  Lathrop  and  his  men,  who  fell  at  Bloody  Brook,  in  1675, 
where  prayers  were  offered.  Thence  they  marched  a  short 
distance  to  the  camp  ground,  named  "  Camp  Pocomptuck."

This  regiment  has  improved  much  in  its  drill,  and  has  increased 
upwards  of  70  in  numbers  since  last  year.  Its  companies 
average  65  men,  being  a  larger  average  number  per  company, 
than  there  is  in  any  other  infantry  regiment  in  the  State.  A 
new  company  has  been  organized  in  Warwick  since  the  en- 
campment, which,  added  to  this,  will  make  it  one  of  the 
largest  regiments  in  the  State.  The  company  of  cavalry,  in 
Springfield,  under  the  command  of  Capt.  T.  M.  Walker,  en- 
camped with  this  regiment.  The  sword  manual  was  well  exe- 
cuted by  them,  and  they  are  entitled  to  much  credit  for  the 
exertions  they  make  to  keep  up  so  good  a  corps. 

The  6th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Col.  Benjamin  Brown,  encamped  at  Lynn,  on  the  2d  and  3d 
days  of  September.  Being  engaged  with  the  11th  at  Deer- 
field,  I  was  deprived  of  the  pleasure  of  being  present.  I  am 
informed  that  the  regiment  made  a  very  good  appearance.  The 
returns  show  an  increase  of  seventy  men  in  camp  since  last 
year.  Two  new  companies,  one  in  Lynn,  under  the  command 
of  Capt.  Timothy  Munroe,  and  the  other  in  Marblehead,  under 
the  command  of  Capt.  Wm.  H.  Hooper,  have  been  organized, 
and  companies  A  and  B,  have  been  transferred  from  this  regi- 
ment to  the  7th.  These  changes  have  been  mutually  advan- 
tageous to  both  regiments. 

The  5th  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brig.  General 
Augustus  Morse,  encamped  at  West  Boylston  on  the  7th  and 
8th  days  of  September.  This  brigade  consists  of  the  8th  and 
9th  Regiments  of  Light  Infantry,  respectively  under  the  com- 
mand of  Col.  Abijah  Ellis  and  Col.  Edwin  Upton.  In  its 
evolutions,  it  is,  probably,  not  excelled  by  any  citizen  troops 
in  the  United  States;  and  it  is  certainly  entitled  to  the  palm 
among  the  several  brigades  in  this  State.  There  are  some  of 
the  best  drilled  companies  in  this  command,  that  are  in  the 
State.  The  proficiency  of  the  several  companies  in  drill,  and 
their  uniformity  of  dress,  reflect  the  highest  credit  on  both  of- 
ficers and  men.  The  regiments  are  not  large,  (the  8th  had 
upwards  of  fifty  men  more  than  the  9th,)  but,  for  their  evolu- 
tions, and  general  appearance,  they  received  the  merited  ap- 
proval and  thanks  of  the  highest  officer  in  the  State.  A  newly 
organized  company  of  light  infantry,   from   Berlin,   under  the 
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command  of  Capt.  Lewis  Sawyer,  appeared  in  the  8th  Regi- 
ment for  the  first  time,  and  in  the  new  regulation  uniform. 
The  Leominster  artillery  company,  annexed  to  the  9th,  after 
resting  about  a  year  without  doing  any  duty,  appeared  with 
full  ranks,  and  in  the  new  regulation  uniform,  under  the  com- 
mand of  that  veteran  officer,  Col.  Darling.  The  light  infantry 
company  of  Sterling,  which  also  appeared  with  the  new  regu- 
lation uniform,  having  made  the  change  of  dress  in  a  few  days, 
deserve  thanks  for  the  promptness  with  which  they  adopted 
the  alteration.  A  light  infantry  company  has  been  recently 
organized  in  Worcester, — company  D,  8th  Regiment, — under 
the  command  of  Capt.  M.  Driscoll ;  and  another  is  being  re- 
cruited in  the  town  of  Southbridge.  When  the  latter  shall 
be  organized,  there  will  be  eight  good  companies  in  the  8th 
Regiment  of  Light  Infantry. 

The  1st  Regiment  of  Artillery,  under  the  command  of  Col. 
John  S.  Keyes,  encamped  at  Lincoln,  on  the  9th  and  10th  days 
of  September.  This  regiment  appeared  well,  though  it  has 
not  increased  in  numbers;  but  it  is  very  likely  to  do  so  under 
its  present  popular  commander.  Col.  Keyes  appeared  as  a 
commander  for  the  first  time.  From  the  generally  good  ar- 
rangements made  on  this  occasion,  it  may  be  expected  that 
hereafter  this  regiment  will  be  one  of  the  best. 

The  5th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Col.  Abijah  Watson,  encamped  at  Groton,  on  the  13th  and 
14th  days  of  September.  This  regiment  has  much  improved 
in  appearance  and  in  numbers  since  last  year.  The  companies 
each  averaged  nearly  sixty  men  present,  being  the  second  in 
point  of  numbers  among  the  several  infantry  regiments  in 
the  State.     Another  light  infantry  company  has  recently  been 

organized   in    Lowell,  under   the    command  of  Capt. , 

and  incorporated  into  this  regiment.  Col.  Watson,  its  late 
commander,  has  removed  to  the  West,  and  obtained  his  dis- 
charge. 

The  2d  Regiment  of  Artillery,  under  the  command  of  Col. 
Samuel  Brown,  3d,  encamped  at  New  bury  port,  on  the  22d  and 
23d  days  of  September.  This  regiment  was  recently  formed 
of  a  battalion,  (consisting  of  two  companies,  A,  of  Newbury- 
port,  and  D,  of  Salem,  and  B,  of  Marblehead,  transferred  from 
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the  6th  Infantry  last  year,)  and  companies  C,  of  Lynn,  and  E, 
of  Gloucester,  both  organized  this  year.  Both  the  new  com- 
panies appeared  with  full  ranks,  in  the  new  regulation  uniform, 
and  in  good  drill.  This  regiment,  all  things  considered,  has 
made  the  most  improvement  in  drill  and  numbers,  of  any  in 
the  State  during  the  past  year.  The  commander  deserves  the 
thanks  of  his  superior  officers,  and  the  friends  of  the  militia, 
for  his  untiring  exertions  to  elevate  the  character  of  his  com- 
mand. The  companies  averaged  sixty-seven  men  present, 
being  the  largest  number  to  a  company,  that  there  is  in  any 
regiment  in  the  State. 

The  new  company  of  light  dragoons,  company  B,  under  the 
command  of  Capt.  Isaac  H.  Wright,  encamped  at  Cambridge,  on 
the  7th  and  8th  days  of  October.  This  corps  has  been  organized 
since  last  spring.  The  expense  of  the  equipment  of  a  cavalry 
corps,  is  much  more  than  is  incurred  in  one  of  any  other  arm. 
It  appeared  in  the  new  regulation  uniform,  and  with  eighty- 
five  members  present,  being  the  highest  number  for  which  any 
new  company  is  allowed  to  draw  pay.  On  the  second  day, 
the  company  was  reviewed  by  the  commander-in-chief,  on 
Boston  Common.  The  review  and  the  execution  of  the  evolu- 
tions, have  been  equalled  by  few,  and  probably  never  excelled 
by  any  volunteer  cavalry  in  the  United  States.  The  comman- 
der and  his  officers  deserve  much  credit  for  the  time  and  ex- 
pense of  recruiting  so  efficient  a  corps  in  this  city.  This 
corps,  and  company  A,  (late  Lancers,)  have  been  organized  as 
a  Battalion  of  Light  Dragoons.  Two  more  efficient  and  bet- 
ter equipped  and  uniformed  corps  of  cavalry,  probably,  are  not 
organized  in  the  Union. 

A  light  infantry  company,  in  Springfield,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Capt.  John  B.  Wyrnan,  has  been  organized  since  last 
August,  and  encamped  at  Springfield,  on  the  15th  and  16th 
days  of  October.  This  company  made  a  fine  appearance  in 
the  new  regulation  uniform.  The  drill  of  the  company,  con- 
sidering the  short  time  it  had  for  practice  before  the  encamp- 
ment, warrants  the  belief,  that  Capt.  Wyman  intends  to  have 
the  best  drilled  corps  in  the  western  part  of  the  State.  The  citi- 
zens of  Springfield  may  well  feel  a  security  in  their  protection 
against  lawless  men,  by  their  two  military  companies.     This 
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encampment  was  the  sixteenth  in  number,  and  closed  the  in- 
spection and  review  of  troops  for  the  year. 

It  is  generally  admitted  that  the  encampment  law  has  been 
of  much  benefit  towards  improving  the  drill  and  discipline  of 
the  troops.  It  is  also  the  general  desire  to  have  the  time  of 
encampment  increased  one,  if  not  two  days.  The  expense  of 
going  and  returning  would  be  no  more,  and  there  would  be 
but  little  additional  expense  for  rations.  The  time  of  the  first 
day  is  consumed  in  getting  into  camp,  mounting  guard,  and 
being  inspected.  The  next  day  the  troops  are  reviewed  j  and 
what  with  this,  and  guard  mounting,  &c,  but  little  time  re- 
mains for  them  to  drill,  for  just  as  they  begin  to  le  interested 
in  being  instructed  they  are  obliged  to  make  preparations  to 
strike  their  tents  and  return  home  If  one  entire  additional 
day  were  allowed  for  drill,  it  would  be  of  great  advantage. 
Many  of  the  troops  have  this  year  volunteered  an  additional 
day  at  their  own  expense.  If  another  day's  pay  were  added 
to  the  present  allowance  probably  no  tax  payer  would  feel  the 
effect  of  it,  and  the  amount  might  be  a  good  investment  for 
the  security  and  protection  of  life  and  property  against  vio- 
lence and  disorder.  As,  under  our  present  militia  system,  a 
large  number  of  organized  troops  are  deemed  unnecessary,  and 
reliance  is  placed  upon  the  readiness  and  efficiency  of  a  small 
body,  may  it  not  be  the  part  of  wisdom  to  provide  that  our 
volunteer  militia  be  so  disciplined,  that  in  case  their  services 
should  be  required,  they  would  be  at  all  times  ready  to  meet 
any  emergency.  When  such  is  their  condition,  the  public  will 
feel  a  security  which  otherwise  they  could  not.  It  may  be 
considered  good  economy  to  be  always  ready. 

The  returns  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  of  1852,  herewith 
annexed,  show  a  total  active  force  of  fifty-eight  hundred 
and  nine  men.  Since  the  encampments  thirteen  new  com- 
panies have  been  organized  with  an  aggregate  of  above  seven 
hundred  men,  making  the  total  at  the  present  time  sixty-five 
hundred  and  twenty-six,  being  within  four  hundred  and 
seventy-four  of  the  whole  number  that  were  allowed  by  the 
1st  section  of  chapter  106  of  the  acts  of  1841,  to  draw  pay. 
Should  more  than  six  additional  companies  be  organized  before 
some  of  the  present  ones  be  disbanded,  the  number  of  volun- 
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teers  would  probably  exceed  the  limit  to  the  pay  roll  which 
the  legislature  by  that  act  intended.  There  are  now  ninety- 
seven  companies.  Should  each  enlist  the  number  to  which  it 
is  now  entitled  by  law  (being  eighty-two)  there  total  number 
would  exceed  by  nine  hundred  and  fifty-four  men,  the  number 
to  which  the  act  of  1841  contemplated  payment  for  military 
services. 

In  1851  the  several  companies  averaged  forty-six  and  six- 
tenths  men  per  company.  In  1852  they  averaged  fifty-five 
men,  showing  an  increase  of  eight  and  four-tenths  per  com- 
pany. By  the  returns  of  1851  there  were  five  thousand  two 
hundred  and  thirty-seven  men  returned,  (5,237.)  By  the  re- 
turns of  1852  it  appears  there  were  fifty-eight  hundred  and 
nine,  (5,809,)  showing  an  increase  of  five  hundred  and  seventy- 
two,  (572.)  There  have  been  organized  since  the  encamp- 
ments upwards  of  seven  hundred,  (717.)  Thus  there  is  shown 
an  actual  increase  for  the  year  1852  of  twelve  hundred  and 
eighty-nine,  (1,289.)  The  number  of  active  men  enrolled  is 
larger,  and  the  increase  during  the  last  year  has  been  greater, 
than  during  any  other  year  since  the  present  system  of  militia 
organization  was  adopted. 

I  have  endeavored  to  present  as  full  an  account  of  the  Active 
Militia  as  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  give  in  a  communication 
like  this.  I  could  say  much  to  the  credit  of  many  individual 
companies,  not  herein  particularly  noticed,  but  I  have  thought 
it  my  duty  to  speak  in  general  terms,  except  in  cases  of  newly 
organized  corps.     In  justice  less  could  not  be  said. 

If  authority  were  given  to  commanding  officers  of  regiments 
and  battalions  to  order  a  detachment,  or  the  whole  of  each 
company,  to  attend  one  or  two  half  days  during  the  season  for 
battalion  drill,  it  would  be  of  great  advantage  in  improving  the 
discipline  of  the  troops.  The  drills  might  be  held  without  any 
expense  to  the  State  except  for  the  music.  Many  of  the  regi- 
ments have  had  voluntary  drills  the  past  season.  But  on  such 
occasions  the  commander  cannot  depend  upon  each  company 
being  present. 

By  the  12th  section  of  chap.  218  of  the  Acts  of  1846,  (65th 
sect,  of  the  Digest,)  the  Adjutant  General  is  required  to  per- 
form all  the  duties  of  Inspector  General.     In  pursuance  of  this 
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provision  he  is  obliged  to  inspect  the  troops  on  the  same  day 
that  the  Brigade  Majors  are  required  by  law  to  perform  the 
same  duty.  Again,  by  the  3d  section  of  chap.  218  of  the  Acts 
of  1849,  (74th  section  of  the  Digest,)  the  Adjutant  General  is 
authorized  to  assume  the  superintendance  and  command  of  the 
troops  when  in  camp,  without  regard  to  the  rank  of  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  body  encamped;  and  also  to  represent 
the  person  of  the  commander-in-chief,  and  be  respected  and 
obeyed  accordingly.  If  the  latter  provision  is  not  unconstitu- 
tional it  may  at  least  be  considered  of  doubtful  expediency,  as 
it  places  the  Adjutant  General  in  a  false  position.  I  would 
suggest,  as  worthy  of  consideration,  whether  some  further 
legislation  relative  to  these  points  be  not  desirable. 

A  resolve  was  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  legislature, 
appointing  a  committee  to  make  all  the  necessary  arrangements 
for  the  reception  of  Kossuth  on  his  visit  to  the  capital  of  the 
State.  This  committee  requested  your  Excellency  to  order 
out  a  Division  of  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia  to  receive 
and  escort  the  State's  distinguished  guest,  and  accordingly  the 
following  detail  was  made  : — 

The  1st  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brig.  Gen 'I  Samuel 
Andrews,  and  another  brigade  under  the  command  of  Brig.  Gen. 
Augustus   Morse,  of  the   5th  Brigade,   detailed  as  follows: — 
Companies  C,  D,  and  G,  of  the  4th  Regiment  of  Light  Infant- 
ry ;  companies  C,  D,  E  and  H,  of  the  5th  Regiment  of  Light 
Infantry  ;  companies  B  and  C  of  the  8th  Regiment  of  Light  In- 
fantry ;    and  company   B,  of  the  9th   Regiment  of  Light  In- 
fantry, constituted  a  regiment,  under  the  command  of  Colonel 
Abijah   Watson.     Company  A  of  the  3d   Regiment  of  Light 
Infantry ;  companies  B  and  C,  of  the  6th  Regiment   of  Light 
Infantry;  companies  A,  C,  D,  and  I,  of  the   7th   Regiment  of 
Light  Infantry  ;  company  E  of  the  8th  Regiment  of  Light  In- 
fantry, and  D,  of  the  9th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  consti- 
tuted a  regiment,  under   the  command  of  Col.  Nathan  P.  Col- 
burn.     The  whole  constituted  a  division,  under  the  command 
of  Maj.  Gen.  B.  F.  Edmands.     The  divisionary  corps  of  Cadets 
of  the  1st  Division,  under  the  command  of  Lieut.  Col.  Thomas 
C.  Amory,  was  detailed  for   special   duty.     The  division  was 
reviewed  in   the  afternoon  by  Kossuth,  accompanied   by  the

governor  and  his  suite.  Kossuth  expressed  himself  much 
pleased  with  the  soldierlike  and  military  appearance  of  the 
troops,  and  gave  them  credit  for  appearing  better  as  a  body  of 
troops  than  any  volunteer  militia  that  he  had  seen  in  this 
country.  This  was  certainly  a  high  compliment,  when  it  is 
known  that  he  had  had  the  opportunity  of  seeing  most  of  the 
troops  in  all  the  large  cities,  and  many  other  places  in  the 
United  States.  The  whole  number  of  officers,  non-commis- 
sioned officers,  musicians,  and  privates  on  duty,  was  nineteen 
hundred  and  fifty  men. 

The  adoption  of  the  new  regulation  uniform,  as  worn  by 
the  army,  has  become  quite  popular.  Many  of  the  old  compa- 
nies have  already  adopted  it,  particularly  the  cap  and  pompon, 
as  well  as  all  the  new  ones,  which  are  obliged  to  wear 
it.  Neatness,  economy,  and  durability,  combine  to  recom- 
mend this  uniform  for  all  to  adopt  when  making  a  change. 
Officers,  and  all  others,  should  be  particular  to  wear  such  uni- 
form, and  such  only,  as  belongs  to  their  respective  rank  and 
corps,  which  may  then  be  known  by  their  distinctive  badge, 
or  color  of  pompon. 

There  are  occasions  when  a  brigade  is  ordered  on  duty,  that 
an  acMitional  staff  officer  may  be  required,  and  would  be  of 
much  assistance  to  the  commander.  As  now  organized,  a 
Brigadier  General  is  entitled  to  but  three  staff  officers,  being  in 
fact  a  less  number  than  a  commander  of  a  regiment  has.  In 
New  York,  and  some  other  States,  I  understand  there  is  an 
engineer  attached  to  the  staff  of  each  general  officer.  There 
are  times  when  such  an  officer  would  be  useful,  particularly  in 
arranging  encampments,  &c.  The  expense  would  be  but  trifl- 
ing, and  1  recommend  that  an  alteration  be  made,  so  that  there 
may  be  attached  to  the  staff  of  each  division  and  brigade  an 
engineer,  to  rank  respectively  as  major  and  captain. 

During  the  last  summer  a  corps  of  light  artillery,  under  the 
command  of  Col.  J.  P.  Balch,  of  Providence,  R.  L,  visited  Bos- 
ton, and  were  reviewed  by  the  commander-in-chief,  accompa- 
nied by  Maj.  Gen'l  Edmands  and  suite.  Those  who  had  an 
opportunity  of  witnessing  their  parade,  bestow  much  praise  for 
the  very  correct  manner  in  which  they  executed  the  rapid 
changes,  and  various  evolutions,  particularly  in  firing. 
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The  artillery  in  Massachusetts,  as  at  present  organized,  are 
required  to  drill  exclusively  as  infantry,  and  consequently  they 
have  no  opportunity  to  learn  or  practice  with  field-pieces. 
This  ought  not  so  to  be.  From  the  past  experience  the  artil- 
lery has  been  proved  to  be  the  arm  most  to  be  r?lied  on  in 
active  service.  There  are  at  the  present  time  twenty-five 
artillery  companies  organized  in  the  State,  and  not  one  is  re- 
quired to  drill  as  artillery.  All  that  they  can  do  under  the  pre- 
sent law  is  simply  to  fire  salutes  at  reviews,  &c.  Were  it  not 
for  the  red  trimmings  on  their  uniforms  there  would  be  noth- 
ing to  distinguish  them  from  infantry.  I  would  recommend 
that  authority  be  given  to  organize  one  or  more  light  batteries, 
to  be  drilled  as  such.  The  only  additional  expense  to  the 
State  would  be  that  incurred  for  the  use  of  horses.  All  the 
equipments  that  would  be  required  in  the  battery,  can  be  re- 
ceived from  the  general  government.  I  notice  that  the  Hon. 
C.  M.  Conrad,  Secretary  of  War,  in  his  last  annual  report, 
recommended  that  the  artillery  tactics  be  furnished  to  the  sev- 
eral States  by  the  general  government  for  the  use  of  the 
militia. 

By  a  resolve,  approved  April  16th,  1852,  the  Adjutant 
General  was  authorized  to  furnish  Scott's  Infantry  Tactics  to 
certain  officers  of  the  Volunteer  Militia.  The  work  has  been 
furnished  agreeably  to  the  resolve  ;  and  the  wisdom  of  the  act 
has  already  been  proved  by  the  advantage  the  troops  have  de- 
rived ;  and,  doubtless,  still  more  favorable  results  will  follow. 

By  a  resolve,  approved  March  18th,  1852,  the  Adjutant 
General  was  authorized  to  compile  a  manual  of  instruction  for 
arms  with  percussion  locks,  according  to  the  system  of  the 
government  of  the  Army.  This  duty  has  been  done,  and  the 
work  furnished  to  the  commissioned  officers  of  the  Volunteer 
Militia. 

The  wharf  at,  and  the  causeway  leading  to,  "  Captain's 
Island,"  have  been  put  in  good  order,  agreeable  to  a  resolve  of 
the  legislature,  approved  March  30th,  1852.  The  magazine 
has  been  leased  to  a  careful  and  responsible  person,  who  has 
had  the  care  of  it  for  many  years ;  but  who  has  not  paid  the 
State  any  of  the  income  for  the  storage  of  powder  there.  Per- 
sons living  in  the  vicinity  have,  within  a  few  years,  committed 
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depredations,  by  cutting  many  trees  on  the  island.  Should  the 
offence  be  repeated,  it  would  be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  this 
department  to  make  a  more  formal  complaint. 

A  resolve  of  the  legislature,  approved  March  30th,  1852, 
authorized  the  Adjutant  General  to  erect  a  brick  dwelling- 
house,  for  the  residence  of  the  keeper  of  the  arsenal.  A  house 
accordingly,  has  been  completed  in  the  most  thorough  and 
substantial  manner,  within  the  amount  appropriated,  ($2,500,) 
and  leased  to  the  keeper  at  6  per  cent.,  per  annum,  on  its  cost. 
The  other  buildings  have  been  repaired  and  put  in  good  con- 
dition. It  would  be  advisable  to  have  all  the  buildings  paint- 
ed in  the  spring.  The  new  one  not  being  in  a  condition  to 
paint  this  season,  it  was  thought  best  to  defer  painting  it  till 
spring. 

The  ball  cartridges  at  "  Captain's  Island,"  (purchased  in 
1812,)  which  were  supposed  to  have  become  inert,  and  for  the 
sale  of  which  authority  was  given  by  the  governor  and  coun- 
cil, were  tested  by  a  powder  manufacturer,  and  the  powder 
found  to  be  stronger  than  what  is  termed  "  navy  proof."  Con- 
sequently, it  was  deemed  not  advisable  to  sell  them.  Although 
the  balls  are  a  little  corroded  on  the  side  next  to  the  powder, 
they  are  still  in  good  condition  for  use. 

There  had  accumulated  at  the  arsenal,  a  number  of  old 
bronze  cannon  and  howitzers,  together  with  a  lot  of  muskets, 
rifles,  equipments,  &c, — having  become  unserviceable  for  the 
use  of  the  State.  They  were,  by  order  of  the  Governor  and 
Council,  sold.  The  cannon  and  howitzers  were  sold  at  private 
sale,  for  22c.  per  lb.,  cash,  being  more  than  similar  guns  had 
been  sold  for  before,  when  payment  was  made  in  new  guns  at 
40c.  per  lb.  The  other  articles  were  sold  at  auction.  The 
sale  was  considered  quite  satisfactory,  realizing  upwards  of 
sixty-three  hundred  dollars.  Of  this  sum,  after  paying  for 
Scott's  Infantry  Tactics  about  eight  hundred  dollars,  erecting 
the  dwelling-house  for  the  keeper  of  the  arsenal,  repairing  the 
other  buildings,  and  making  improvements  about  the  arsenal 
by  direction  of  the  committee  of  the  council,  there  will  be 
funds  enough  remaining  to  pay  all  claims  due  for  the  year 
1852,  payable  by  the  quartermaster-general,  leaving  in  the 
treasury  undrawn,  of  the  sum  appropriated  by  the  legislature, 
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for  the  quartermaster-general's  department,  for  the  year  1852, 
a  balance  of  twenty-three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Since  July,  1851,  there  have  been  received  from  the 
United  States,  on  account  of  the  quota  of  muskets  due  the 
State,  the  following  items  :

Since  my  last  annual  report,  I  have  caused  all  the  gun  car- 
riages and  caissons  at  the  arsenal,  to  be  painted,  the  harnesses 
to  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  oiled,  and  percussion  locks  to  be 
affixed  to  the  field-pieces  and  howitzers.     There  have  been 

*  From  flint  to  percussion  locks. 
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upwards  of  8,000  muskets  cleaned  and  put  in  good  order,  be- 
sides the  ordinary  work  at  the  arsenal,  such  as  packing  muskets, 
equipments,  tents,  &c,  to  be  delivered  to  companies,  to  an 
amount  much  more  than  usual.  The  whole  has  been  done 
by  Mr.  George  Rayne,  the  keeper  of  the  arsenal,  with  the  as- 
sistance only  of  one  man  a  part  of  the  year. 

I  have  caused  a  survey  and  plan  of  "  Captain's  Island  "  to 
be  made,  which  shows  that  it  contains  four  and  a  quarter  acres 
twenty-nine  poles  of  land ;  also,  a  survey  and  plan  of  the  land 
and  buildings  at  the  arsenal,  where,  as  shown  by  the  survey, 
the  State  owns  44,093  feet  of  land. 

During  the  past  season  I  have  examined  the  gun  houses  in 
the  towns  of  Norton,  Abington,  and  Hanover,  all  of  which  re- 
quire extensive  repairs.  May  it  not  be  worthy  of  consideration 
whether  it  is  for  the  interest  of  the  State  to  be  at  the  expense 
of  erecting  and  keeping  in  repair  houses  for  the  storage  of 
guns,  while  little  or  no  artillery  duty  is  required  to  be  perform- 
ed. The  guns,  harnesses,  and  other  equipments  could  be  taken 
care  of  much  better,  and  at  less  expense,  at  the  arsenal.  It  is 
many  years  since  some  of  the  artillery  companies  have  been 
ordered  to  bring  their  batteries  into  the  field,  or  even  to  fire  a 
salute.  In  some  instances  the  property  has  suffered  for  the 
want  of  proper  care.  In  other  cases  there  is  a  pride  to  have 
every  thing  in  good  condition.  If  it  should  be  thought  ad- 
visable not  to  rebuild  or  make  extensive  repairs,  which  it  will 
be  necessary  to  do  if  the  guns  are  to  remain  in  certain  towns, 
I  would  suggest  that  the  guns  be  suffered  to  remain  only  on 
the  condition  that  the  authorities  of  the  towns- where  the  guns 
are,  furnish  a  suitable  building  and  keep  the  property  in  good 
order. 

In  addition  to  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  office,  during  the 
last  year,  the  several  resolves  of  the  legislature,  and  the  or- 
ders of  the  governor  and  council  have  imposed  upon  the 
Adjutant  General,  various  special  duties,  which  have  required 
much  time  and  attention  at  the  office,  and  elsewhere.  It  is 
hoped,  that  the  duties,  which  have  devolved  upon  this  office, 
have  been  executed  in  a  manner  that  may  receive  the  ap- 
proval of  your  Excellency,  and  promote  the  public  interest. 
Having  been  recommended  for  appointment  to  my  official  posi- 
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tion  by  a  large  number  of  the  officers  of  the  Militia,  that  I 
might  not  disappoint  their  reasonable  expectations  as  to  im- 
provement in  the  character  and  condition  of  an  institution  in 
which  they  take  so  great  an  interest,  I  have  ever  felt  it  incumbent 
on  me  to  devote  my  whole  time  and  undivided  attention  to  its 
duties.  If  my  endeavors  have  been  instrumental  in  promoting 
the  public  welfare,  as  connected  with  a  military  organization, 
and  introducing  any  useful  reforms,  which  will  elevate  the 
Militia, — and  if  my  efforts  to  perform  faithfully  my  official  du- 
ties, shall  meet  the  approval  of  the  officers  of  the  Yolunteer 
Militia,  and  of  the  public,  I  shall  possess  an  abundant  source 
of  continual  gratification. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity,  in  behalf  of  the  Militia, 
to  express,  what  I  believe  to  be  the  sincere  conviction  of  every 
officer  connected  with  this  branch  of  the  public  service,  that 
your  Excellency,  by  personal  attendance  in  the  field,  and  en- 
couragement otherwise,  has  done  much  to  elevate  this  institu- 
tion ;  and  to  assure  you,  that  in  retiring  from  the  Executive 
chair,  you  will  have  no  more  cordial  wishes  for  your  future 
health  and  prosperity,  tendered  by  any  class  of  your  fellow- 
citizens,  than  those,  which  are  freely  offered  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Volunteer  Militia.

Believing  that  an  erroneous  opinion  had  been  entertained  by 
many  of  the  Assessors  in  the  several  towns,  that  the  returns  of 
the  Enrolled  Militia  to  this  office  were  a  faiere  matter  of  form, 
the  following  Circular  was  addressed  to  the  Assessors  of  each 
city  and  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  large  increase  of 
numbers  returned  over  that  of  1852,  as  shown  in  Table  No.  1, 
is  believed  to  have  been  produced  by  said  Circular : —

Adjutant-  General s  Office,  Boston,  March,  1853.. 
To  the  Assessors  of  the  several  Cities  and  Towns  : 

There  seems  to  be  a  prevailing  opinion  with  many  of  the 
Assessors  in  the  several  towns,  that  the  returns  of  the  Enrolled 
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Militia  to  this  office,  are  a  mere  matter  of  form.  This  opinion 
is  a  mistaken  one,  the  returns  being  of  practical  importance. 
The  State  has  a  pecuniary  interest  in  the  faithful  manner'  in 
which  this  duty  is  performed  by  the  Assessors,  as  for  each  per- 
son so  returned  it  receives  about  nine  cents  ;  the  sum  to  which 
it  is  so  entitled,  for  the  last  year,  amounted  to  about  ten  thou- 
sand dollars..  No  person  should  be  omitted  on  account  of  any 
supposed  physical  or  temporary  inability.  The  question  of 
inability  is  to  be  determined  by  a  surgeon  when  the  party  is 
required  to  perform  duty.     Enginemen  should  be  enrolled.

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I  have  attended  the  encampments  of  all  the  troops  in  the 
State,  the  past  season,  which  were  as  follow  : — 

The  First  Division,  under  the  command  of  Major-General  B. 
F.  Edmands,  encamped  at  North  Abington  on  the  16th,  17th, 
and  18th  days  of  August.  This  being  the  first  encampment  of 
a  Division  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  of  this  Commonwealth, 
the  Major-General  commanding  intended  to  have  made  it  a 
model  encampment.  After  much  time  spent  in  finding  a 
suitable  field,  which  would  accommodate  the  troops,  he 
selected  one  at  North  Abington,  and  made  all  suitable 
arrangements.  A  severe  rain  storm,  which  commenced  about 
noon  on  the  second  day,  and  continued  during  the  remain- 
der of  the  time  the  troops  were  in  camp,  made  it  very  un- 
pleasant for  all  parties  interested.  Notwithstanding  the  un- 
pleasant weather,  the  troops  remained  in  camp,  and  were 
reviewed  by  the  Governor,  accompanied  by  Major-General  San- 
ford,  of  New  York. 

The  important  duty  of  mounting  guard  was  performed  in  a 
manner  that  reflects  much  credit  upon  Lieut.  Colonel  Boyd,  the 
senior  staff  officer  of  the  division. 

If  the  weather  had  been  pleasant,  General  Edmands  would 
have  had  the  various  duties  in  camp  performed  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  have  exhibited  the  most  perfect  camp,  in  all  its  de- 
tails, that  had  ever  been  held  in  Massachusetts.  After  the 
review,  certain  evolutions  were  excuted,  without  any  orders 
being  previously  promulgated  to  the  several  commanders  until 
the  movements  were  required  to  be  performed,  for  the  prompt 
execution  of  which,  General  Edmands  and  his  command,  de- 
serve the  highest  commendation. 

I  shall  not  attempt  to  give  an  account  of  the  many  excellent 
and  well-drilled  companies,  in  detail,  in  this  Report,  but  only 
of  such  as  appeared  for  the  first  time.  The  several  regiments 
and  battalions  will  be  noticed  in  the  order  in  which  they  passed 
in  review. 

The  First  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
Samuel  Andrews,  consists  of  the  following  commands,  viz.  : — 
First  Battalion  of  Light  Dragoons,  Fifth  Regiment  of  Artillery, 
First  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  and  the  Third  Battalion  of 
Light  Infantry. 
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The  Battalion  of  Light  Dragoons,  under  Major  T.  J.  Pierce, 
(Companies  A  and  B,  Captains  Gipson  and  Wright,)  is  probably 
the  most  efficient  and  best  equipped  corps  of  volunteer  Cavalry 
in  the  United  States. 

The  Fifth  Regiment  of  Artillery,  under  the  command  of 
Col.  Robert  Cowdin,  appeared  with  eight  companies,  for  the 
first  time.  The  three  new  companies,  F,  G,  and  H,  respect- 
ively under  the  command  of  Captains  Hinks,  McCafferty,  and 
Young,  and  most  of  the  others,  appeared  in  the  new  regulation 
dress,  as  adopted  for  the  army.  The  regiment  appeared  in 
good  numbers  and  drill,  and  its  popular  commander  is  unceasing 
in  his  endeavors  to  have  his  command  second  to  none  in  the 
State. 

The  First  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Col.  Charles  L.  Holbrook,  appeared  greatly  improved  in 
drill,  and  in  uniformity  of  dress.  Its  commander,  and  the  other 
officers,  deserve  commendation  for  the  time  they  have  devoted, 
during  the  last  year,  in  improving  the  drill  and  appearance  of 
the  regiment. 

On  the  14th  day  of  September,  this  regiment  tendered  a 
complimentary  parade  to  its  commander,  and  His  Excellency 
the  Governor  reviewed  the  regiment  onr  the  occasion.  The 
companies  were  quite  full,  and  had  it  not  been  for  a  very 
severe  shower  at  the  time  of  the  review,  it  would  have  been 
one  of  the  best  parades  the  regiment  has  ever  made. 

The  Third  Battalion  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Major  R.  I.  Burbank,  is  a  new  organization,  consisting  of 
Company  A,  (formerly  Company  L  of  the  first  regiment,)  and 
Companies  B  and  C,  both  of  which  have  recently  been  char- 
tered. This  command,  though  small,  gave  evidence  that  it 
only  requires  more  of  the  same  kind  of  material  as  that  of 
which  it  is  composed,  to  compete  with  older  commands. 
Major  Burbank  and  his  officers  are  entitled  to  many  thanks  for 
the  very  creditable  appearance  his  command  made,  this  being 
its  first  parade. 

The  First  Brigade  consists  of  two  companies  of  Cavalry, 
eleven  of  Infantry,  and  eight  of  Artillery,  making  twenty-one 
in  all. 

The    Second    Brigade,  under   the    command  of  Brigadier-

General  Eliab  Ward,  consists  of  the  following  commands :  the 
Fourth  Regiment  of  Artillery,  Third  Regiment  of  Light  In- 
fantry, and  the  Second  Battalion  of  Light  Infantry.  The 
company  of  Light  Dragoons  of  North  Bridgewater  is  attached 
to  this  brigade. 

The  Fourth  Regiment  of  Artillery,  under  the  command  of 
Col.  Daniel  Gloyd,  appeared  better  in  drill  than  it  did  last  year, 
though  it  has  decreased  in  numbers.  Company  C  has  been 
disbanded,  and  unless  very  strong  reasons  can  be  urged  for  the 
organization  of  another  company  in  that  part  of  the  State,  it 
may  be  well  to  unite  the  remaining  companies  of  this  regi- 
ment with  the  2d  battalion  of  Light  Infantry. 

The  Third  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Col.  Stephen  Thomas,  made  a  very  creditable  appearance, 
both  in  drill  and  numbers.  This  is  the  largest  regiment  in  the 
State,  having  returned  the  largest  number  present,  and  under 
its  new  and  efficient  commander,  bids  fair  to  be  one  of  the  first 
in  drill.  Two  or  three  of  the  companies  require  new  uniforms 
to  make  the  regiment  appear  as  it  should,  at  the  present  time. 

The  Second  Battalion  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Major  Chas.  H.  French,  is  a  new  organization  consist- 
ing of  Companies  A  and  B,  Captains  C.  F.  Cushman,.and  W.  E. 
Bump.  Both  companies  appeared  for  the  first  time,  and  in  the 
new  regulation  uniform.  Their  drill  and  general  appearance 
was  good. 

Major  French  deserves  great  credit  for  the  interest  he  has 
taken  in  the  organization  of  this  battalion.  Since  the  en- 
campment, a  new  Company  has  been  organized  in  Braintree, 
under  the  command  of  Captain  Edward  Potter.  It  has  been 
incorporated  into  Major  French's  command,  and  will  be  known 
as  Company  C.  I  recommend  that  the  4th  regiment  of  Artil- 
lery be  disbanded,  and  that  the  companies  belonging  to 
the  same,  together  with  those  under  Major  French,  be 
organized  as  a  regiment.  It  is  much  better  to  have  one 
command  of  six  companies,  than  to  have  two  commands  of 
three  each  ;  and  it  will  be  much  less  expense  to  the  Common- 
wealth. A  company  of  Light  Dragoons,  under  the  command 
of  Lieut.  R.  A.  Stoddard,  appeared  in  the  new  regulation  dress. 
This  company  was  chartered  only  a  few  weeks  previous  to  the 
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encampment.  The  very  correct  execution  of  the  sabre  manual, 
and  the  performance  of  the  various  changes  of  drill  with  the 
horse,  merited,  and  the  officers  and  members  received,  the 
general  commendation  of  all  present.  Heretofore  it  has  been 
supposed  to  be  almost  impossible  to  have  horses  so  well  drilled 
in  so  short  a  time  as  it  was  accomplished  in  this  case.  This 
company  of  Dragoons  is  attached  to  the  2d  brigade,  which 
consist  of  one  company  of  Cavalry,  three  of  Artillery,  and  thir- 
teen of  Infantry, — in  all  seventeen  companies. 

The  Divisionary  Company  of  Cadets,  under  the  command 
Lieut.  Colonel  Thomas  C.  Amory,  was  present,  and  performed 
all  the  duties  in  camp  in  the  most  correct  and  soldier-like  man- 
ner. In  numbers  it  was  not  so  full  as  usual ;  but  a  revival  has 
taken  place,  and  its  popular  commander  is  assured  that  he  shall 
have  more  men  present  at  the  coming  January  parade,  than 
have  paraded  with  the  company  before  for  many  years.

The  Second  Division,  under  the  command  of  Major-General 
William  Sutton,  encamped  on  the  24th,  25th,  and  26th  days  of 
August,  at  Winter  Island,  Salem.  This  place  was  the  most 
interesting  and  picturesque  that  could  have  been  selected  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Division,  for  an  encampment  at  this  season 
of  the  year.  The  ground  was  not  all  suitable  for  drilling  in 
the  various  evolutions  in  Division  ;  still,  owing  to  the  uneven- 
ness  of  the  ground,  the  appearance  of  the  troops,  when  march- 
ing in  review  presented  one  of  the  most  beautiful  military  spec- 
tacles ever  witnessed  in  this  State.  General  Sutton  made 
every  arrangement  in  his  power  for  the  transportation  and 
comfort  of  the  troops ;  and  although  some  of  the  troops  had  to 
come  many  miles,  they  were  much  pleased  with  the  place  se-

lected  for  the  encampment.     The  weather  was  as  pleasant  as 
could  be  desired. 

This  Division  is  the  largest  one  in  the  State,  and  consists  of 
the  3d  and  4th  Brigades. 

The  Third  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
James  Jones,  Jr.,  consists  of  the  following  commands,  viz.  : — 
First  Regiment  of  Artillery,  with  the  Light  Dragoons  of  Wal- 
tham  annexed,  Fourth  and  Fifth  Regiments  of  Light  Infantry, 
and  Second  Battalion  of  Rifles. 

The  First  Regiment  of  Artillery,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  William  Gibbs,  has  improved  much  in  its  general  ap- 
pearance and  drill  since  last  year.  Three  of  the  companies 
appeared  well.  The  other,  Company  B,  was  in  good  numbers, 
but  it  must  procure  a  new  uniform,  and  make  some  other 
changes  and  improvements,  or  else  it  will  be  advisable  to  allow 
another  company  to  take  its  place  in  the  line.  A  company  of 
Light  Dragoons,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Gideon 
Haynes,  was  organized  in  Waltham,  and  went  into  camp  in 
twenty-one  days  after  the  officers  received  their  commissions. 
The  very  great  proficiency  this  company  made  before  the  en- 
campment, probably  excels  that  made  in  so  short  a  time  by  any 
cavalry  corps  in  the  United  States. 

The  Fourth  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Colonel  J.  D.  Greene,  retains  its  well  deserved  reputa- 
tion for  correct  drill  and  discipline.  Though  it  is  not  so  large 
as  some  other  regiments,  it  has  some  of  the  largest  and  best 
drilled  companies  of  any  in  the  State.  A  company  of  Light 
Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Captain  George  O.  Brastow, 
has  been  organized  in  Somerville  since  the  encampment,  and 
incorporated  into  the  4th  Regiment. 

The  Fifth  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Colonel  Benjamin  F.  Butler,  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
State.  It  has  made  great  improvement  in  its  drill  and  general' 
appearance  within  the  last  two  years.  Two  companies — A, 
Captain  P.  S.  Proctor,  of  Lowell,  and  F,  Captain  Wm.  Taggart, 
of  Haverhill — have  been  organized  during  the  last  year,  and 
appeared  for  the  first  time  in  camp,  in  full  numbers,  well 
drilled,  and  in  the  new  regulation  uniform.  ' 
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The  Third  Brigade  consists  of  the  following  companies  : —

Since  the  encampment,  the  Rifle  companies  that  were  an- 
nexed to  the  4th  and  5th  Infantry  regiments,  have  been  de- 
tached and  organized  as  a  Battalion. 

The  Fourth  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier- 
General  Joseph  Andrews,  consists  of  the  following  commands  : 
the  2d  Regiment  of  Artillery,  6th  and  7th  Regiments  of  Light 
Infantry,  and  1st  Battalion  of  Rifles. 

The  Second  Regiment  of  Artillery,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Samuel  Brown,  3d,  retains  the  reputation  it  so  well 
merited  last  year,  and  exhibits  an  increase  in  its  numbers  since 
its  last  returns. 

The  Sixth  Regiment,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Ben- 
jamin Brown,  appeared  well,  and  with  more  men  than  were 
returned  last  year. 

I  did  not  see  the  regiment  last  year,  and  therefore  cannot 
speak  of  its  drill  this  year  as  compared  with  that  of  the  last. 
Some  of  the  companies  appeared  full,  and  in  good  drill. 

The  Seventh  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Colonel  N.  P.  Colburn,  is  a  full  regiment,  and  in  good 
drill.  Two  companies — F,  of  Chels3a,  Captain  John  F.  Fel- 
lows, and  G,  of  Lawrence,  Captain  Linehan — have  been  or- 
ganized, and  incorporated  into  this  regiment.  They  appeared 
for  the  first  time  in  camp,  in  the  new  regulation  dress,  and 
both  exhibited  evidence  that  much  attention  had  been  paid  to 
the  first  principles  of  the  soldier.  The  resignation  of  Colonel 
Colburn,  which,  it  is  said,  is  intended,  will  be  a  loss  to  the 
regiment. 

The  Battalion  of  Rifles,  under  the  command  of  Major  Ben: 
Perley  Poore,  appeared  in  camp  for  the  first  time.  These  two 
companies  have  been  organized  through  the  personal  exertions 
of  Major  Poore.  The  companies  are  respectively  under  the 
command  of  Captains  E.  S.  Rogers  and  Amos  Poore,  Jr.,  and 
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were  recruited  in  the  towns  of  Newbury  and  West  Newbury. 
Their  drill  gave  evidence  that  they  have  given  considerable  at- 
tention to  the  Rifle  Manual. 

The  Fourth  Brigade  consists  of  the  following  : —

The  Divisionary  Company  of  Cadets,  under  the  command  of

The  Third  Division,  under  the  command  of  Major-General 
George  Hobbs,  encamped  at  Springfield,  on  the  7th,  8th  and 
9th  days  of  September.  Their  execution  of  the  evolutions  by 
Division,  was  probably  never  excelled  by  any  volunteer  troops. 
Gen.  Hobbs  deserves  much  credit  for  the  correct  manner  in 
which  he  drilled  his  command.  The  place  selected  was  a  fine 
level  plain,  the  weather  was  pleasant,  and  the  encampment 
was  satisfactory  to  the  troops  in  general. 

The  Fifth  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brig.  Gen.  Augus- 
tus Morse,  consists  of  the  8th  and  9th  Regiments  of  Light 
Tnfantry. 

The  Eighth  Regiment,  under  the  command  of  Col.  A.  H. 
Foster,  retains  its  former  high  position,  both  as  regards  its 
drill  and  discipline  ;  most  of  the  companies  appeared  in  a  uni- 
form dress. 

Two  newly  organized  companies  of  Light  Infantry,  one  from 
4 
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• 
Worcester,  Company  D,  Capt.  M.  O.  Driscoll ;  and  the  other 
from  Milford,  Company  A,  Capt.  N.  W.  Heath,  appeared  in  the 
new  regulation  dress  and  exhibited  good  drill. 

The  Ninth  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Col.  Edwin  Upton,  like  the  Eighth,  retains  its  high  state 
of  discipline  and  drill.  A  Light  Infantry  company,  C,  Capt. 
Giiman  Palmer,  newly  organized  at  Clinton,  appeared  for  the 
first  time,  and  in  the  new  regulation  dress.  This  company 
also  drilled  well.  Gen.  Morse  may  well  feel  a  pride  in  having 
the  command  of  two  as  well-drilled  regiments  of  citizen  troops 
as  there  are  in  the  State,  if  not  in  the  United  States.  This 
Brigade,  as  a  whole,  is  better  officered  than  any  other  in  the 
State.     The  Brigade  consists  of 

2  companies  of  Artillery, 
11         "  "  Light  Infantry. 

13  companies  in  all. 

The  Sixth  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brig.  Gen.  B.  E. 
Cooke,  consists  of  the  3d  Regiment  of  Artillery,  with  the 
Company  of  Light  Infantry  in  Springfield  annexed,  11th  Regi- 
ment of  Light  Infantry,  and  1st  Battalion  of  Light  Infantry. 

The  Third  Regiment  of  Artillery,  under  the  command  of 
Col.  Charles  K.  Hawks,  has  improved  much  in  its  general  ap- 
pearance since  last  year.  Company  E,  of  Plainfield,  was 
disbanded  in  August.  A  new  company,  which  was  organized 
in  Greenfield  last  July,  appeared  in  the  new  regulation  dress, 
in  full  numbers  and  good  drill,  and  added  much  to  the  appear- 
ance and  efficiency  of  the  regimeut.  The  company  is»under 
the  command  of  Capt.  C.  H.  Munn. 

The  Eleventh  Regiment  Light  Infantry,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Colonel  Horatio  Hawks,  has  improved  much  in 
its  drill  within  the  last  two  years.  Company  F,  a  newly 
organized  company  of  Light  Infantry  from  Warwick,  under 
the  command  of  Capt.  J.  Stockwell,  made  its  first  appearance 
in  camp,  in  good  numbers  and  fair  drill,  with  the  new  regula- 
tion dress  in  part.  Most  of  the  other  companies  of  this  regi- 
ment require  the  new  dress.'  Two,  at  least,  Companies  B  and  E, 
should  be  required  to  procure  a  new  uniform,  or  other  companies

who  will,  should  be  organized.  While  there  are  many  appli- 
cations to  organize  new  companies,  which  cannot  at  present  be 
granted,  companies  ought  not  to  be  permitted  to  appear  with 
rusty  uniforms,  which  do  not  conform  to  the  established  regu- 
lations. 

The  company  of  Cavalry  in  Springfield  is  attached  to  this 
Brigade.  This  company  should  follow  the  example  of  the 
newly  organized  corps  of  Cavalry,  in  the  manual  of  the  sabre, 
and  drill  of  the  horse. 

The  new  Cavalry  Tactics  having  been  furnished  the  officers, 
it  is  hoped  that  they  will  improve  in  that  respect. 

A  company  of  Light  Infantry  was  organized  in  Pittsfield 
last  August,  under  the  command  of  Capt.  George  R.  Groot,  and 
having  been  unable  to  procure  a  uniform  in  season  to  en- 
camp with  the  Division,  it  was  permitted  to  go  into  camp  in 
September.  It  encamped  at  Pittsfield,  on  the  15th,  16th  and 
17th  days  of  September.  Capt.  Groot  and  his  officers  are 
entitled  to  much  credit  for  the  very  beautiful  appearance  of  this 
company. 

Its  organization  has  produced  quite  a  new  era  in  that  part  of 
the  State.  The  company  has  received,  as  it  well  deserves,  the 
approbation  and  aid  of  some  of  the  first  citizens  of  Pittsfield. 

Since  the  encampment,  a  company  of  Light  Infantry  has 
been  organized  in  North  Adams,  under  the  command  of  Capt. 
A.  A.  Richmond.  The  Pittsfield  company  and  this  have  been 
organized  as  a  Battalion,  and  are  known  respectively  as  Com- 
panies A  and  B,  1st  Battalion  of  Light  Infantry.  The  Brigade 
consists  of

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There  are  in  the  State  one  hundred  and  five  Companies  of 
Volunteer  Militia,  as  appears  by  the  following  recapitulation  : — 

Cavalry, 

Artillery,    ....

Total, 

Forty-four  of  the  above,  besides  the  Light  Artillery  compa- 
ny, have  been  organized  since  the  year  1851. 

These  are  arranged  into  three  Divisions,  six  Brigades,  four- 
teen Regiments,  and  six  Battalions. 

It  is  generally  admitted,  that  the  alteration  in  the  law  re- 
quiring three  days  instead  of  two  for  the  troops  to  be  in  camp 
each  year,  is  of  great  practical  benefit. 

The  encampments  the  past  season,  were  by  Divisions.  This 
mode  is  quite  popular  with  the  troops  generally.  It  is  practi- 
cally a  decided  benefit  to  the  troops  to  encamp  in  large 
bodies,  at  least,  as  large  as  a  division.  Being  no  disadvantage 
to  those  commands  which  are  well  drilled,  it  is  of  much  advan- 
tage to  those  that  are  otherwise,  as  they  thus  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  improve  much  more  than  they  would  by  being  in  the 
field  by  themselves. 

The  facilities  of  transportation  are  such  at  the  present  time, 
that  it  makes  no  practical  difference,  whether  the  troops  go  ten 
or  twenty  miles  to  perform  duty  in  camp,  arrangements  being 
generally  made  for  the  transportation  of  the  troops  free  of 
charge. 

All  the  Major-Generals  commanding,  and  most  of  the  Briga- 
diers and  Field  Officers,  remained  in  camp  with  their  troops 
during  the  entire  time  of  the  encampments.  This  is  as  it 
should  be.  If  the  officers  remain  in  camp,  their  men  will  be 
induced  to  follow  their  example,  and  have  less  desire  to  leave 
the  camp  contrary  to  orders. 

Commanders  of  companies  are  not  cautious  enough  in  mak- 
ing their  returns  correctly.  More  than  four-fifths  of  the  com- 
pany pay  rolls  were  found  to  be  erroneous,  and  in  most  cases, 
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it  was  necessary  to  return  them  for  correction.  The  law  pro- 
vides for  imposing  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  on  any 
commanding  officer  of  a  company,  who  shall  make  and  certify 
«'  falsely  an  alphabetical  roll  of  the  persons  who  shall  have  ap- 
peared armed,  uniformed,  and  equipped,  and  performed  duty  in 
his  company  ;  or  who  shall  include  on  such  roll  the  name  of 
any  person  who  has  not  personally  appeared  armed,  uniformed 
and  equipped,  and  performed  duty  as  required  by  law  ;  and  such 
roll  shall  not  contain  thejname  of  any  private,  who  has  per- 
formed duty  as  a  musician." 

Erroneous  returns  have  been  made  during  the  past  year, 
which  contained  the  names  of  persons,  who  could  not  legally 
be  included  in  the  rolls.  There  were  two  of  these  cases,  in 
each  of  which,  the  sum  thus  wrongfully  claimed  amounted  to 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars.  The  aggregate  of  the  sums 
saved  by  the  correction  of  these  errors,  amounts  to  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars. 

The  practice  has  been,  in  some  cases,  to  have  certain  persons 
perform  duty  as  a  Band,  and,  when  in  camp,  to  do  guard  duty 
for  the  members  of  the  company. 

The  commander  of  the  company  in  this  way  commits  two 
wrongs  ;  first,  by  depriving  his  men  of  learning  the  most  im- 
portant duty  that  a  soldier  should  know  ;  and  second,  by  re- 
turning men  for  pay  who  are  neither  non-commissioned  officers, 
musicians,  or  privates.  Mounting  guard  and  doing  sentry  duty 
correctly,  has  not  generally  heretofore  been  attended  to  properly. 
Guard  mounting,  when  correctly  performed,  is  one  of  the  most 
interesting  and  important  duties  which  are  taught  in  camp.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  hereafter  commanding  officers  will  be  more 
particular  in  having  this  duty  properly  performed.  • 

The  General  Regulations  require  that  all  officers  and  soldiers 
shall  be  in  uniform  and  fully  equipped  for  service  while  on 
guard.  This  regulation  has  not  heretofore  been  sufficiently  re- 
garded. 

If  the  law  which  requires  commanding  officers  of  companies  to 
parade  and  inspect  their  respective  commands  on  thejast  Wed- 
nesday of  May  in  each  year,  were  altered,  and  authority  given  to 
commanding  officers  of  regiments  and  battalions  to  order  their 
commands  to  assemble  for  battalion  drill,  the  companies  to  be

inspected  by  the  Adjutant  or  some  other  officer  of  the  regiment, 
it  would  be  of  more  practical  benefit  to  the  troops  in  improving 
the  drill  and  discipline.  When  the  law  was  adopted  requiring  the 
captain  or  commanding  officer  of  the  company  to  inspect  his 
command,  the  members  of  the  company  were  required  to  fur- 
nish their  arms  and  equipments.  The  commanding  officer 
then  had  some  pecuniary  interest  in  carefully. inspecting  the 
arms  and  equipments,  as  he  received  a  moiety  of  the  fines  for 
deficiencies  and  for  arms  in  bad  order.  At  the  present  time, 
arms  and  equipments  are  furnished  by  the  State,  and  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  company  is  responsible  by  law  for  the 
same  being  kept  in  good  order.  For  this  reason  it  would 
seem  to  be  most  proper  for  some  other  officer  to  inspect  the 
arms,  &c,  and  report  as  to  their  condition. 

By  a  Resolve  approved  April  23d,  1853,  the  Adjutant- 
General  was  authorized  and  directed  to  remove  to  the  State 
Arsenal,  all  the  field-pieces  and  artillery  equipments  which 
were  then  in  the  several  gun-houses,  in  the  various  cities 
and  towns  of  the 'Commonwealth ;  but  was  permitted  to  allow 
the  field-pieces  to  remain  in  towns  and  cities,  the  authorities 
of  which  would  furnish  suitable  buildings  for  their  deposit, 
and  undertake  to  keep  them  in  good  and  complete  order, 
without  any  expense  to  the  Commonwealth.  I  have  visited 
every  city  and  town  where  field-pieces  belonging  to  the  Com- 
monwealth were  deposited.  Arrangements  have  been  com- 
pleted with  the  authorities  of  many  of  the  towns,  to  retain  the 
field-guns.  In  the  other  cases,  the  authorities  have  not  yet 
laid  the  matter  before  their  respective  towns  for  action.  The 
towns  which  do  not  retain  the  guns,  are  Abington,  Belcher- 
town,  and  Hopkinton. 

The  interest  that  the  Commonwealth  had  in  the  gun-houses, 
in  Newburyport,  Salem,  Charlestovvn,  Hanover,  Abington, 
Norton,  Roxbury,  Waltham,  Concord,  Groton,  Belchertown, 
Plainfield,  Leominster  and  Northampton,  has  been  sold.  The 
proceeds  are  exhibited  in  my  annual  account.  In  only  three 
of  the  cases,  Concord,  Abington  and  Norton,  did  the  Com- 
monwealth own  the  land  occupied  by  the  buildings ;  and  in 
order  to  give  to  the  purchasers  of  these  lands  a  clear  title,  it 
will    be   necessary    to    authorize    some    person    to    execute   a

release  of  the  same  in  proper  form.  The  caissons,  and  im- 
plements belonging  to  the  same,  together  with  the  harnesses, 
have  been  ordered  to  be  returned  to  the  Arsenal.  The  bad 
condition  in  which  much  of  the  public  property  was  found, 
when  returned,  proves  the  wisdom  of  the  Resolve  requiring 
the  field-pieces,  &c,  to  be  returned,  or  making  the  town  au- 
thorities responsible  for  keeping  the  same  in  good  and  complete 
order. 

There  had  accumulated  at  the  Arsenal,  a  lot  of  rifles,  mus- 
kets, and  articles  of  equipments,  which  had  become  unservice- 
able for  the  use  of  the  State.  They  were  sold  by  order  of 
the  Governor  and  Council.  The  proceeds  were  applied  for  the 
purchase  of  new  tents,  &c. 

The  buildings  at  the  Arsenal  have  been  put  in  thorough 
repair.  All  the  buildings  have  been  painted  with  two  coats  of 
zinc  paint.  The  drain  through  the  grounds  having  become 
filled  up,  at  certain  seasons  of  the  year  water  flowed  into  the 
cellars.  The  city  of  Cambridge  having  relaid  the  drain 
belonging  to  the  city,  I  caused  the  drain  in  the  yard  to  be  re- 
laid,  and  lowered  some  eighteen  inches,  and  it  is  now  supposed 
to  be  in  a  condition  to  JjKoroughly  drain  the  grounds. 

Under  the  provision  of  the  Act  passed  last  April,  authorizing 
the  Commander-in-Chief,  with  advice  of  the  Council,  to  organ- 
ize one  or  more  foot  or  light  artillery  companies,  a  company 
has  recently  been  organized  in  the  city  of  Boston.  It  has 
elected  for  its  commander,  Major  Moses  G.  Cobb,  a  gentleman 
whose  reputation  as  an  officer  and  soldier,  warrant  the  opinion, 
that  a  better  selection  of  a  person  to  take  the  command  of  and 
drill  this  arm,  novel,  in  our  service,  could  not  have  been  made. 
This  company  will  be,  in  fact,  the  only  Artillery  company  act- 
ing as  such,  in  the  State,  as  all  the  companies  formerly  organ- 
ized as  Artillery,  are  required  to  drill  as  Infantry. 

The  two  companies  of  Cadets  attached  to  the  first  and  sec- 
ond Divisions,  are  peculiar  in  their  organization.  They  were 
chartered  under  a  Resolve  passed  in  1785,  authorizing  the 
raising  of  Cadet  companies.  At  that  time,  each  company  of 
Artillery  and  Infantry  had  but  three  commissioned  officers ; 
Cadet  companies  have,  since  1803,  been  entitled  to  five. 
Within   a  few   years,  every  company  has  been   allowed  that 
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, number.  The  commissioned  officers  of  the  company  in  the 
first  Division,  organized  Oct.  18th,  1786,  are  as  follows : — One 
Captain,  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-Colonel,  one  Lieutenant 
and  one  Ensign,  each  with  the  rank  of  Major,  one  Adjutant 
with  the  rank  of  Captain,  and  one  Surgeon.  The  commis- 
sioned officers  in  the  company  attached  to  the  Second  Division, 
organized  July  10th,  1786,  are  one  Captain,  one  Captain-Lieu- 
tenant, one  first  and  one  second  Lieutenant,  and  one  Ensign. 
In  the  former  company,  there  are  not  so  many  commissioned 
officers  for  drill,  as  other  companies  are  now  allowed,  although 
the  officers  have  extra  rank.  The  latter  company  has  one  com- 
missioned officer  of  a  lower  grade  than  any  other  company. 
Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  passed  by  Congress,  May  8th, 
1792,  these  companies  are  permitted  to  retain  their  accustomed 
privileges.  Being  Divisionary  Companies,  not  connected 
with  any  Brigade  or  Regiment,  each  of  them  is,  to  all  intents 
and  purposes,  a  Battalion,  manoeuvering  and  drilling  as  such. 
Under  this  peculiar  organization,  both  of  these  companies  have 
attained  a  high  degree  of  efficiency,  and  are  animated  by  the 
determination  to  maintain  their  drill  and  discipline.  Should 
there  be  some  further  legislation  in  their  behalf,  it  would 
greatly  conduce  to  their  benefit. 

By  the  58th  Section  of  Chapter  12,  Revised  Statutes,  it  is 
provided,  that  "No  officer  below  the  rank  of  a  field-officer, 
shall  preside  at  any  election  of  any  officer  above  the  rank  of  a 
subaltern  officer."  If  the  law  was  so  amended,  as  to  allow 
other  than  field-officers  to  preside  at  elections,  in  certain  cases, 
no  disadvantage  to  the  service  would  result,  and  expense  would 
be  saved  to  the  Commonwealth.  I  would  therefore  recom- 
mend such  amendment. 

The  returns  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  of  1853,  herewith  an- 
nexed, Table  No.  7,  show  a  total  active  force  of  seven  thousand 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five,  (7,125,)  being  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  more  than  the  number  to  which  the  1st  Section  of 
Chapter  106,  of  the  Acts  of  IS41,  limits  the  Volunteer  Mi- 
litia. 

By  the  returns  of  1852,  there  were  returned  five  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  nine,  (5,809,)  showing  an  actual  increase 
for   the   year   1853,  of  thirteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  (1,316). 
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The  number  of  active  men  is  larger,  and  the  increase  of  the 
active  and  enrolled  is  greater  than  in  any  other  year  since  the 
present  system  of  the  Militia  organization  was  adopted.  (See 
Table  No.  8.) 

In  1851,  the  several  companies  averaged  forty-six  and  six- 
tenths  men  per  company.  Iu  1852,  they  averaged  fifty- five 
men  per  company.  In  1853,  they  averaged  about  sixty-three 
men  per  company.  This  is  an  increase,  each  year,  of  about 
eight  men  per  company. 

The  number  of  men  returned  for  pay,  for  military  duty  per-t 
formed  for  the  year  1852,  as  exhibited  by  the  company  rolls, 
was  four  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety- five,  (4,195,)  and 
the  number  returned  for  the  year  1853,  is  five  thousand  one 
hundred  and  one,  (5,101,)  being  an  increase  of  nine  hundred 
and  six. 

The  above  does  not  include  the  General,  Field,  and  Staff 
Officers,  and  Bands  j  these,  added  to  the  company  rolls,  make 
the  whole  number  that  were  present,  and  are  to  be  paid  for 
their  services  for  the  year  1853,  five  thousand  five  hundred  and 
eighty-nine.  (5,589.) 

Since  the  encampments,  the  companies  in  Somerville,  Brain- 
tree  and  North  Adams,  have  been  chartered,  thus  increasing 
still  further  the  number  of  men  which  the  State  will  be  liable 
to  pay.  Should  the  increase  for  the  next  year,  be  as  large  as 
the  average  increase  of  the  last  two  years,  the  whole  number 
to  be  paid  will  be  nearly  seven  thousand,  which  is  the  largest 
number  allowed  to  be  enlisted  in  the  Volunteer  Militia,  by  the 
law  of  1841. 

There  have  been  some  fifteen  applications,  during  the  present 
year,  for  permission  to  organize  new  companies,  which  have 
not  been  granted.  It  is  thought  to  be  best,  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Militia,  not  to  increase  the  number  of  companies 
in  cities  and  towns  where  an  organization  now  exists,  but  to 
fill  up  those  now  organized  in  preference  to  granting  new  char- 
ters. Nor  is  it  desirable  to  increase  the  whole  number  beyond 
that  to  which  it  was  limited,  in  the  Act  passed  April,  1841, 
chapter  106.  Since  that  time,  the  facilities  for  transportation 
of  troops  have  been  so  much  increased,  as  to  obviate  the  ne- 
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cessity  for  organizing  an   additional  force   to  assist   the   civil 
authorities  in  the  execution  and  support  of  the  laws. 

By  the  provisions  of  sections  12  and  13,  chapter  92,  passed 
in  1840,  the  Commander-in-Chief  was  authorized  to  grant  pe- 
titions for  raising  companies  at  large,  to  be  apportioned  in  each 
county  throughout  the  Commonwealth,  according  to  popula- 
tion. By  the  30th  section  of  the  same  chapter,  it  is  provided, 
that  "if  any  county  neglects  to  raise,  at  large,  their  quota  of 
volunteers,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  13th  section  of 
said  Act,  the  Commander-in-Chief  may  grant  petitions  to 
citizens  of  any  other  county  to  raise,  at  large,  the  pre- 
scribed number  of  volunteers."  This  number,  by  the  1st 
section,  chapter  106,  passed  in  1841,  was  limited  to  seven 
thousand. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  number  to  which  each 
county  is  entitled,  the  number  returned,  and  the  number 
which  could  be  returned,  provided  each  company  should  return 
the  number  to  which  it  is  entitled  ;  Cavalry  companies  being 
entitled  to  one  hundred,  and  the  other  companies  to  eighty- 
two  men,  each  :— - 
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The  following  statement  shows  the  number  of  men  which 
the  Commonwealth  is  liable  to  pay  for  military  services  under 
the  present  organization,  if  each  company  should  have  the 
number  of  men  allowed  by  law : —

The  Militia  never  enjoyed  a  higher  reputation,  was  never 
better  organized,  and  never  more  free  from  the  objections 
which  were  formerly  made  on  account  of  its  tendencies  to 
cause  a  gathering  of  persons  of  immoral  habits  at  its  places  of 
parade.  Within  the  last  few  years,  some  of  the  best  citizens 
in  the  State  have  felt  it  a  duty  and  a  pleasure  to  join  an  insti- 
tution, the  object  of  which  is,  to  preserve  order  and  support 
the  laws. 

The  Volunteer  Militia,  in  the  present  state  of  society  in  our 
large  cities  and  towns,  is  liable,  at  any  moment,  to  be  called 
upon  to  sacrifice  health,  and  even  life  itself,  in  the  defence  of 
the  laws,  whose  strong  arm  it  is,  and  without  which  the  laws 
could  not  be  executed.  A  well  organized  militia  is  all 
the  military  force  that  freemen  need,  to  support  the  laws  and 
keep  down  insubordination ;  and  this  we  must  have,  or  a 
standing  army.  As  a  peace  measure,  may  it  not  be  considered 
the  best  policy,  to  be  well  organized  and  prepared  ? 

I  have  endeavored  to  present  as  full  an  account  of  this 
branch  of  the  public  service,  and  as  much  in  detail  as  it  was 
thought  to  be  desirable. 

If  my  constant  application  to  the  increasing  duties  of  this 
office,  with  a  desire  faithfully  to  administer  its  affairs,  and  to 
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introduce  useful  reforms,  have  met  the  approval  of  your  Excel- 
lency, of  the  Officers  of  the  Volunteer  Militia,  and  of  the 
public,  the  result  will  be  an  abundant  source  of  gratification 
to  me.

All  the  Volunteer  troops  of  the  State  encamped  the  past 
season,  in  the  following  manner : — 

The  F  Division,  under  the  command  of  Major-Gen  era! 

B.  F.  Edmands.  encamped  at  Quincy  on  the  8th,  9th,  and  10th 
dav  This  is  said  to   have  been  one  of  the  most 

successful  and  best  conducted  encampments,  in  all  the  various 
duties  required  to  be  performed  in  camp,  that  wa3  ever  held  in 
busetts.  The  ceremony  of  guard  mounting,  for  which 
a  detail  had  been  made  from  each  arm  of  troops  in  camp, 
equalled  in   mar.  s  the  performance  of  the  same  duty 

in  the  regular  service  :   this,  one  of  the  most  important  duties 
to  be  performed  in  camp,  which  has  been,  generally,  too  much 
neglected  heretofore,  has  received  much  attention  by  the  un- 
zned  at  all  the  encampments  the  past  season. 

Toe  troops  were  thoroughly  drilled  by  companies,  regiments, 
brigades  and  division.  Aiter  the  review  by  the  Commander- 
in-Chief,  General  Edmands  caused  various  evolutions  to  be 
executed,  which  were  performed  in  a  manner  for  which  he  and 
his  command  deserve  the  highest  commendation. 

The  several  regiments  and  battalions  will  be  noticed  in  the 
order  as  they  passed  in  re

The  battalion  of  Light  Dragoons,  under  the  command  of 
Major  Thomas  J.  Pierce,  is  equal,  if  not  superior,  to  any  yoI- 
unteer  cavalry  in  the  United  S 

The  Fifth  Regiment  of  Artillery,  under  the  command  of 
Col.  Robert  Cowdin,  appeared  with  full  ranks  and  in  good 
drill,  and  most  of  the  companies  in  the  new  regulation  uni- 
form. 
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The  First  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Lieut.  Col.  Thomas  E.  Chickering,  (since  elected  Colonel,) 
appeared  for  the  first  time  in  a  new  regimental  uniform.  Its 
appearance  and  drill  were  better  than  on  any  previous  occasion 
since  its  organization.  % 

The  Third  Battalion  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Major  R.  I.  Burbank,  consisting  of  only  three  companies, 
appeared  well  and  in  good  drill.  The  reputation  of  the  Major 
as  a  good  officer  has  caused  him  to  be  promoted  to  the  Lieut. 
Colonelcy  of  the  FJrst  Regiment,  and  Adjutant  John  H.  Brad- 
ley of  the  battalion  has  been  elected  his  successor. 

The  Second  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Eliab  Ward,  consists  of  the  following  commands  : — 

The  company  of  Light  Dragoons,  under  the  command  of 
Capt.  Joel  F.  Ellis,  fully  retains  the  reputation  it  acquired  last 
year  for  its  drill  and  discipline. 

The  Third  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Col.  Stephen  Thomas,  has  much  improved  in  its  drill.  In 
numbers  it  was  not  quite  so  large  as  last  year.  Two  or  three 
of  the  companies  should  procure  new  uniforms.  The  Colonel 
has  the  reputation  of  being  one  of  the  best  drill  officers  in  the 
State. 

The  Second  Battalion  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Major  Charles  H.  French,  appeared  well  and  in  fair  drill. 
This  command,  which  consisted  at  the  previous  encampment 
of  only  Companies  A  and  B,  of  Canton  and  Easton,  has  been 
increased  to  six,  by  the  transfer  of  Companies  A,  of  Abington, 
and  D,  of  Norton,  late  of  the  4th  Artillery,  (which  has  been 
disbanded,)*  and  D,  of  Abington,  of  the  3d  Infantry,  and  the  or- 
ganization of  Company  C,  of  Braintree,  Capt.  Edward  Potter, 
which  appeared  in  camp  for  the  first  time.  Orders  have  been 
issued  to  have  the  above  six  companies  organized  as  a  Regi- 
ment, to  be  known  as  the  Second  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry. 

The  Divisionary  Company  of  Cadets,  under  the  command 
of  Lieut.  Col.  Thomas  C.  Amory,  was  present,  and  performed 
all  the  various  duties  assigned  them  in  a  correct  and  soldier- 
like manner.  The  resolve  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature,  increasing  the  number  of  officers  in  said  corps,  has 
had  a  very  beneficial  influence  in  increasing  the  number  of  its 

*  Company  B,  (Fall  River,)  late  of  the  4th  Artillery,  is  annexed  to  the  3d  Infantry. 
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members,  as  will  appear  by  the  camp  returns.  There  were  re- 
turned present  in  1853,  respectively  for  each  day,  39,  40,  and 
43  men ;  and  in  1854,  85,  87,  and  96  men.  The  company, 
probably,  was  never  in  better  condition  as  regards  numbers, 
drill,  and  discipline. 

The  Second  Division,  under  the  command  of  Major- General 
William  Sutton,  encamped  on  the  23d,  (24th,  and  25th  days  of 
August,  at  Winter  Island,  Salem,  being  the  same  place  upon 
which  the  division  encamped  last  year.  There  being  a  severe 
drought  at  that  time,  and  a  portion  of  the  ground  having  been 
recently  tilled,  the  troops  were  made  very  uncomfortable  by 
the  clouds  of  dust  raised  by  the  high  winds  which  prevailed 
during  most  of  the  time  of  the  encampment. 

Shortly  after  General  Sutton  took  command  of  the  troops, 
he  was  obliged,  in  consequence  of  serious  illness,  to  resign  the 
command  to  Brigadier-General  Joseph  Andrews  of  the  4th 
Brigade,  the  command  of  the  Brigade  thereby  devolving  upon 
Colonel  N.  P.  Colburn  of  the  Seventh  Light  Infantry. 

The  troops  were  drilled  the  first  and  second  days  mostly  by 
regiments.  On  the  third  day  the  Commander-in-Chief  re- 
viewed the  division,  which  made  a  beautiful  appearance,  ancf 
received  the  commendation  of  His  Excellency  and  of  many 
other  distinguished  officers  and  civilians  who  were  present. 

The  Third  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-Gen- 
eral James  Jones,  Jr.,  consists  of  the  following  commands  : — 

The  First  Regiment  of  Artillery,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  William  Gibbs,  has  continued  to  improve  in  its  drill 
and  general  appearance.  All  the  companies  were  uniformed 
nearly  alike. 

The  Company  of  Light  Dragoons,  under  the  command  of 
Captain  Gideon  Haynes,  which  is  annexed  to  this  regiment, 
has  lost  none  of  the  high  reputation  it  so  deservedly  gained 
last  year. 

The  Fourth  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Colonel  J.  D.  Greene,  retains  its  well-deserved  refuta- 
tion for  good  drill  and  soldier-like  appearance.  Company  A, 
of  Somerville,  Captain  Tufts,  belonging  to  this  regiment,  aP" 
deared  for  the  first  time  in  camp,  and  in  fair  numbers  and  drill. 

The  Fifth  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Colonel  Benjamin  F.  Butler,  appeared  in  full  ranks,  and  in 
3 
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the  execution  of  battalion  movements  was  not  excelled  by  any 
regiment  in  the  Division. 

The  Second  Battalion  of  Rifles,  under  the  command  of  Ma- 
jor Ephraim  Moore,  consisting  of  companies  A  and  B,  appeared 
for  the  first  time  at  camp  as  a  battalion,  its  companies  having 
been  severally  detached  from  the  4th  and  5th  regiments  of 
Light  Infantry.     They  were  in  good  numbers  and  fair  drill. 

The  Fourth  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier- Gen- 
eral Joseph  Andrews,  consists  of  the  second  regiment  of  Artil- 
lery, the  6th  and  7th  regiments  of  Light  Infantry,  and  the  1st 
battalion  of  Rifles. 

The  Second  Regiment  of  Artillery,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Samuel  Brown,  3d,  retains  its  numbers,  and  preserves 
its  former  excellent  reputation.  Company  C  has  changed  its 
original  designation  as  Artillery,  and  is  known  as  Light 
Infantry. 

The  Sixth  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Colonel  Benjamin  Brown,  made  a  very  good  appearance, 
both  in  drill  and  uniform. 

The  Seventh  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Colonel  N.  P.  Colburn,  is  the  largest  and  best  drilled 
regiment  In  the  brigade.  It  was  fortunate  for  this  regiment 
that  its  colonel  was  induced  to  withdraw  his  application  for  a 
discharge  from  his  command. 

The  First  Battalion  of  Rifles,  under  the  command  of  Major 
Ben :  Perley  Poore,  is  proficient  in  the  drill  of  the  new  Rifle 
Manual. 

The  Divisionary  Company  of  Cadets,  commanded  by. Cap- 
tain Samuel  B.  Foster,  is  in  excellent  drill  and  under  good  dis- 
cipline. This  company,  like  the  one  in  the  first  division,  was 
allowed  by  a  resolve  of  the  last  legislature  some  increase  in  the 
number  of  its  officers.  In  numbers  last  year,  there  were  in 
camp  63,  64,  and  65  respectively  for  the  several  days ;  and  in 
1854,  97  men  for  each  day  were  returned  ;  showing  an  increase 
for  the  year  1854,  of  about  50  per  cent,  over  the  previous 
year. 

The  Fifth  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Augustus  Morse,  encamped  at  Leominster  on  the  29thr 
30th,  and  31st  days  of  August.  This  brigade  retains  its  well- 
deserved  reputation  as  being  one  of  the  best  drilled  and  best 
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officered  in  the  State.  The  Commander-in-Chief,  accompa- 
nied by  Major- Generals  Hobbs  and  Edmands,  reviewed  the 
troops  on  the  last  day  of  the  encampment,  and  complimented 
them  for  their  general  good  appearance.  The  brigade  consists 
of  the  8th  and  9th  regiments  of  Light  Infantry,  respectively 
under  the  command  of  Colonels  A.  H.  Foster  and  Edwin 
Upton.  Every  company  but  one  in  the  brigade  appeared  with 
the  new  regulation  cap,  and  all  otherwise  similarly  uniformed* 

The  Third  Regiment  of  Artillery,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  J.  W.  Boyden,  encamped  at  Amherst  on  the  5th,  6th,  and 
7th  days  of  September.  The  general  appearance  of  this  com- 
mand has  much  improved  since  last  year.  All  the  companies 
have  adopted  the  new  regulation  dress,  with  the  exception  of 
company  A,  of  Amherst;  and  this  will  be  expected  to  do  so 
the  coming  season.  Of  the  older  companies  in  the  regiment, 
company  C,  of  Northampton,  is  entitled  to  much  credit  for  the 
decided  improvement  in  drill  and  general  appearance  since 
last  year. 

The  Cavalry  Company  annexed  to  the  6th  brigade,  under 
the  command  of  Captain  John  S.  Robinson,  encamped  with 
the  above  regiment.  It  appeared  with  full  ranks  and  in  better 
drill  than  last  year,  though  not  equal  to  the  other  cavalry 
corps  in  the  State.  This  ought  not  so  to  be,  for  the  Common- 
wealth has  a  right  to  expect  strict  attention  to  drill  and  disci- 
pline to  result  from  the  liberal  encouragement  which  it  grants.* 

The  Eleventh  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Colonel  Samuel  F.  Dudley,  encamped  at  Montague 
on  the  12th,  13th,  and  14th  days  of  September. 

This  regiment,  for  the  first  time,  appeared  in  the  new  regu- 
lation dress.  It  is  entitled  to  the  credit  of  having  made  the 
greatest  improvement  in  drill  and  in  its  general  appearance 
the  present  year,  all  things  considered,  of  any  regiment  in  the 
State.  Colonel  Dudley  and  his  command  deserve  many  thanks 
for  their  assiduous  attention  to  learn  the  various  duties  re- 
quired to  be  performed  in  camp.  Company  B,  of  the  3d  Artil- 
lery, Captain  W.  T.  Davis,  volunteered,  and  were  present  on 
the  last  day,  adding  much  to  the  interest  of  the  occasion. 

*  The  bounty  allowed  to  mounted  troops  is  eighteen  dollars,  and  to  those  on  foot 
nine  dollars,  per  annum,  to  each  man. 
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The  First  Battalion  of  Light  Infantry,  under  the  command 
of  Major  Andrew  A.  Richmond,  encamped  at  Pittsfield  on  the 
19th,  20th,  and  21st  days  of  September.  This  is  a  new  com- 
mand, and  encamped  this  year  as  a  battalion  for  the  first  time. 
It  consisted  of  Company  A,  of  Pittsfield,  Captain  George  R. 
Groot,  and  Company  B,  of  Adams,  Captain  Josiah  Q.  Robinson, 
2d.  Company  A  did  duty  last  year.  Company  B  appeared  in 
camp  for  the  first  time.  Both  companies  were  in  the  new  reg- 
ulation dress.  All  the  duties  required  to  be  performed  while 
in  camp  were  executed  in  a  manner  that  reflects  great  credit 
on  Major  Richmond  and  the  officers  and  members  of  his  com- 
mand. 

Brigadier- General  Benjamin  E.  Cook,  commander  of  the 
sixth  brigade,  was  present  and  reviewed  the  troops  of  the 
last  three  encampments,  and  expressed  himself  much  gratified 
at  the  great  improvement  which  they  had  made  during  the  year. 

The  encampment  of  Major  Richmond's  battalion  closed  the 
inspection  and  review  of  the  .troops  for  the  year.  There  has 
been  great  improvement  in  regard  to  the  uniform  the  present 
season.  I  have  inspected  nearly  five  thousand  men  who 
appeared  in  the  new  regulation  cap. 

Believing  that  it  would  have  a  beneficial  influence  on  the 
troops,  I  have  encamped  at  each  of  the  several  encampments 
with  them.  There  has  been  no  Complaint  the  past  year  that 
the  general  and  field  officers  have  not  remained  in  camp  at 
night.  This  is  as  it  should  be.  If  officers  remain  in  camp, 
their  men  will  be  induced  to  follow  their  example,  and  have 
less  desire  to  leave  the  camp  contrary  to  orders. 

Unusual  attention  has,  the  past  season,  been  given  to  the 
duty  of  "  guard  mounting."  It  has  been  practised  at  each 
of  the  encampments,  and  by  those  troops  which  encamped  by 
regiments,  for  the  first  time.  This  duty  has  heretofore  been 
too  much  neglected.  Guard  mounting,  when  correctly  per- 
formed, combines  the  ceremonies  of  dress  parade,  inspection 
of  arms,  and  marching  in  review,  and  is  one  of  the  most  inter- 
esting and  important  duties  taught  in  the  camp.  It  requires 
good  officers  and  intelligent  and  sober  men  to  perform  guard 
duty.  The  practice  of  having  men  go  into  camp  to  do 
guard  duty  only,  and  not  all  the  other  duties  required  of  the 
members  of  a  company,  is  wrong  ;    and  the  commander  of  a 
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company  who  returns  such  persons  for  pay  is  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Care  and  attention  should  be  given  by  commanding  officers 
of  companies  in  making  their  returns.  The  directions  on  the 
blanks  for  the  May  returns  which  are  furnished,  require 
that  all  the  public  property  in  possession  of  the  company 
should  be  expressed  in  the  return.  The  difference  between 
the  number  of  muskets  returned  at  the  last  May  Inspection, 
and  the  number  charged  on  the  books  of  this  department  to 
the  several  companies,  amounts  to  about  four  hundred. 

The  pay-rolls  were  found  to  be  very  much  more  correct  for 
the  year  1854  than  those  of  1853. 

There  have  been  upwards  of  thirty  applications  for  liberty  to 
organize  new  companies  since  January,  1853 ;  which  could 
not  be  granted,  in  consequence  of  the  existing  number. 

It  would  seem  to  be  just,  that  the  standard  for  drill,  disci- 
pline, and  numbers  to  be  required  of  a  company,  should  be 
raised.  There  are  a  few  companies,  which,  although  they  re- 
turn the  number  now  required  by  law, — being  not  less  than 
twenty  privates, — should  increase  their  numbers  and  improve 
their  drill,  or  others  should  be  allowed  to  take  their  places  in 
the  line. 

I  know  of  no  reason  why  a  company  should  be  continued  in 
existence  after  it  has  fallen  below  the  number  (forty-eight) 
which  is  required  before  liberty  is  granted  by  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  for  an  organization.  There  are  a  few  companies 
which  now  do  not  return  forty  men  each,  present  and  absent, 
while  their  continuance  prevents  the  organization  of  others 
which  would  appear  with  full  ranks. 

The  Volunteer  Militia  of  the  Commonwealth  has  the  repu- 
tation, in  point  of  numbers,  discipline,  and  efficiency,  of  being 
at  the  present  time  in  a  state  of  prosperity  unsurpassed  at  any 
former  period  of  its  history.  There  is  an  increasing  and  just 
appreciation  in  the  community  of  the  value  and  importance  of 
a  well-regulated  citizen  soldiery,  the  object  of  which  is  to  pre- 
serve order  and  support  the  laws.  Many  of  our  best  citizens 
have  within  a  few  years  felt  it  a  duty  and  a  pleasure  to  join 
the  institution — an  institution  duly  appreciated  by  the  found- 
ers of  the  State  and  Nation,  and  through  whose  influence  our 
liberties  were  secured.     If  it  be  kept  well  organized,  and  in  a 
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constant  state  of  preparation  to  act  in  obedience  to  the  laws, 
it  will  be  a  most  useful  instrument  for  the  protection  of  our 
persons  and  property,  and  for  the  perpetuation  of  the  institu- 
tions which  it  assisted  our  fathers  to  establish.  It  was  emi- 
nently American  in  its  origin  ;  and  its  character,  as  such,  should 
be  preserved  inviolate.  As  an  evidence  of  the  healthful  condi- 
tion of  the  present  organization  of  the  Volunteer  Militia,  there 
has  been  but  one  company  disbanded  since  October,  1853* — a 
period  of  fifteen  months,  a  circumstance  unparalleled  for  more 
than  thirty-five  years.  The  payment  of  Bounty  by  the  Com- 
monwealth to  Volunteer  Companies  commenced  in  the  year 
1834.  From  that  period,  up  to  1840,  one  hundred  and  thir- 
teen companies  raised  at  large  were  disbanded. 

It  has  been  generally  understood  that  the  number  of  the 
Volunteer  Militia  could  not  exceed  seven  thousand  men,  that 
could  be  returned  for  pay,  as  is  provided  in  section  1st,  chapter 
106,  of  the  Acts  of  1841.  According  to  the  opinion  of  the 
Attorney-General,  the  several  subsequent  Acts  of  the  Legisla- 
ture have  so  modified  the  law  that  the  number  may  be  in- 
creased to  nine  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety-six  men, 
besides  the  general  officers,  the  field  and  staff  officers,  and  the 
regimental  bands,  which  together  would  make  a  total  of  about 
ten  thousand  five  hundred  and  ninety-six  men.

Sir: — Your  opinion  is  respectfully  asked  as  to  what  num- 
ber of  Volunteer  Militia  may  be  raised  under  the  following 
provisions  of  law: — 

Section  13  of  chapter  92  of  the  Acts  of  1840  provides  that 
"  the  whole  number  of  Volunteers  shall  not  exceed  ten  thou- 
sand men,  to  be  apportioned,"  &c. 

Section  30  of  the  same  Act  provides  that  if  any  county 
shall  neglect  to  raise  at  large  its  quota,  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  may  grant  petitions  of  citizens  of  any  other  county,"  &c. 

It  is  provided  in  section  1,  chapter  106,  of  the  Acts  of  1841, 

*The  exception  was  the  disbanding  of  Company  G,  5th  Artillery,  which  was  a  case 
pi"  discipline,  and  not  on  account  of  reduction  of  numbers  or  inefficiency. 
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that  "the  whole   number  of  the  Volunteer   Militia  shall  not 
exceed  seven  thousand  men." 

The  9th  section  of  the  same  Act  repeals  the  30th  section  of 
chapter  92  of  Acts  of  1840,  and  the  3d  section  of  chapter  84 
of  Acts  of  1843  revives  the  said  30th  section. 

Section  4  of  said  chapter  84  authorizes  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  to  "grant  petitions  for  raising  companies  at  large,  pro- 
vided the  whole  number  of  companies  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  and  twenty,"  at  which  time  the  law  allowed  sixty-four 
men  to  each  company,  inclusive  of  officers  and  musicians. 

By  section  5,  chapter  104,  of  the  Acts  of  1852,  it  is  provided 
that  each  company  may  consist  of  eighty-two  men,  inclusive, 
&c. ;  and  section  5,  chapter  174,  of  the  Acts  of  1853,  provides 
that  each  cavalry  company  may  consist  of  one  hundred  men, 
inclusive  of  officers  and  musicians. 

Another  inquiry  I  wish  to  make  is,  Does  the  expression, 
"  the  whole  number  of  Volunteers,"  used  in  section  13,  chap- 
ter 92,  of  Acts  of  1840,  and  in  section  1,  chapter  106,  of  Acts  of 
1841,  include  general  officers,  and  field  and  staff  officers,  and 
regimental  bands,  which,  together,  now  amount  to  about  six 
hundred  men  ?

Dear  Sir: — I  have  examined  the  several  statutory  enactments 
respecting  the  Volunteer  Militia  of  the  Commonwealth  re- 
ferred to  in  your  communication  of  yesterday's  date.  The 
opinion  to  which  I  have  arrived  from  that  examination  may 
be  more  briefly  and  intelligibly  stated  in  a  general  answer  to 
your  first  interrogatory  than  by  an  extended  comparison  of  the 
several  statutes. 
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My  opinion,  then,  is,  upon  a  careful  review  of  all  the  Acts  to 
which  you  refer,  that  the  Legislature  has  repealed  the  limita- 
tion contained  in  the  respective  statutes  of  1840  and  1841,  by 
which  the  whole  number  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  was  restrict- 
ed, in  the  first  of  those  statutes,  to  ten  thousand,  and  in  the 
last  to  seven  thousand  men.  Instead  of  this  limitation,  they 
have  adopted  another  mode  of  determining  the  number,  by  au- 
thorizing the  Commander-in-Chief  to  grant  petitions  for  rais- 
ing a  certain  number  of  companies,  and  prescribing  the  num- 
ber of  men  to  be  attached  to  companies  thus  raised. 

The  result  of  this  legislation,  in  my  opinion,  is,  to  place  the 
Volunteer  Militia  system  upon  the  following  basis,  which  may 
foe  taken  as  a  brief  statement  of  the  view  I  entertain  of  the 
existing  law  of  the  Commonwealth  upon  this  subject. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  may  grant  petitions  for  raising 
one  hundred  and  twenty  companies,  to  be  divided  and  appor- 
tioned among  the  different  counties,  according  to  the  provis- 
ions of  the  13th  and  30th  sections  of  the  92d  chapter  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  1840  ;  each  company  to  consist  of  sixty-four 
men,  exclusive  of  officers  and  musicians,  except  cavalry  com- 
panies, which  may  consist  of  eighty  men  each,  exclusive  of 
officers,  musicians,  saddlers,  and  farriers. 

Thus,  if  the  Commander-in-Chief  should  exercise  the  au- 
thority conferred  upon  him  to  the  full  extent,  and  the  appor- 
tionment between  the  cavalry  and  foot  companies  should  be 
six  of  the  former,  entitled,  with  their  officers,  musicians,  &c, 
to  one  hundred  men  each,  and  one  hundred  and  fourteen 
of  the  latter,  entitled,  with  their  officers,  &c,  to  eighty-two 
men  each,  the  volunteer  force  would  consist,  if  all  the  com- 
panies were  filled  up,  to  nine  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty- 
eight  men,  besides  the  general  officers,  field  and  staff  officers, 
and  regimental  bands,  which,  in  the  view  I  have  taken  of  these 
statutes,  are  not  included  in  the  foregoing  estimate.

By  a  resolve  approved  April  23,  1853,  the  Adjutant-General 
was  authorized  and  directed  to  remove  to  the  State  arsenal 
all  the  field-pieces  and  artillery  equipments,  which  were  then 
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in  the  several  gun-houses  in  the  various  cities  and  towns  of 
the  Commonwealth,  but  was  permitted  to  allow  the  field-pieces 
to  remain  in  towns  and  cities,  the  authorities  of  which  would 
furnish  suitable  buildings  for  their  deposit,  and  undertake  to 
keep  them  in  good  and  complete  order,  without  any  expense 
to  the  Commonwealth. 

Bonds  have  been  received,  executed  by  the  authorities  of 
the  following  cities  and  towns,  to  wit :  Charlestown,  Roxbury, 
Northampton,  Leominster,  Newburyport,  Salem,  Waltham, 
Marblehead,  Groton,  Lynn,  Amherst,  Worcester,  Greenfield, 
Concord  and  Fall  River. 

The  interest  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  gun-houses  in 
Salem,  Charlestown,  Leominster,  Groton,  Concord,  Norton, 
Northampton,  Plainfield,  Belchertown,  Abington,  Newbury- 
port, Hanover,  Roxbury,  and  Waltham,  has  been  sold.  In 
only  three  of  the  cases,  Concord,  Norton,  and  Abington,  did 
the  Commonwealth  have  an  interest  in  the  land  occupied  by 
the  buildings. 

The  proceeds  are  exhibited  in  my  annual  account.  All  the 
caissons,  with  the  harnesses,  have  been  returned  to  the  arsenal. 

By  the  13th  section,  chapter  218,  of  the  Acts  of  1849,  artil- 
lery companies  are  required  to  be  drilled  as  Light  Infantry 
companies.     They  are  armed  and  equipped  as  Infantry. 

By  an  order  of  the  War  Department,  March  6,  1845,  accom- 
panying a  system  of  instruction  for  Field  Artillery,  prepared  by 
a  board  of  army  officers,  pursuant  to  orders  from  the  General- 
in-Chief,  and  approved  by  the  President,  and  published  for  the 
information  and  government  of  the  army,  and  for  the  obser- 
vance of  the  militia  of  the  United  States,  it  is  provided,  that 
all  exercises  and  manoeuvres  not  embraced  in  said  system  are 
prohibited.  The  Artillery  companies  in  this  Commonwealth 
not  being  armed  and  organized  agreeably  to  the  above  sys- 
tem, but  as  Infantry,  the  distinction  between  them  and  the 
light  infantry  companies  (except  the  red  trimming  to  the  uni- 
form) is  merely  nominal.  The  term  Light  Infantry,  applied 
to  the  companies  so  called,  appears  to  be  quite  as  improper. 
The  companies  thus  organized  are  furnished  with  [nfantry  tac- 
tics, and  required  to  drill  as  Infantry.  There  are  no  companies 
or  regiments  in  the  regular  service  of  the  United  States  which 
are  organized  as  Light  Infantry. 
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I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  use  of  the  terms 
"  Artillery"  and  "  Light  Infantry,"  as  at  present  applied  to  these 
companies,  be  abolished,  and  the  concentration  of  the  organi- 
zation of  the  present  regiments  and  battalions  into  regiments 
and  battalions  of  Infantry.  The  oldest  organized  company  in 
the  Commonwealth,  (Norton,)  by  petition,  has  had  its  designa- 
tion changed  from  Artillery  to  Light  Infantry  during  the  present 
season.  No  pecuniary  inconvenience  need  occur  on  account  of 
a  difference  in  the  trimmings  of  the  uniforms,  for  companies 
might  be  permitted  to  wear  the  present  uniform  until  a  new 
one  should  be  required. 

v  Many  persons  connected  with  this  branch  of  the  public  ser- 
vice have  frequently  expressed  a  desire  to  learn  the  date  of  the 
organization  of  companies,  particularly  those  which  have  been 
organized  the  longest. 

The  following  account  has  been  prepared  with  care  and 
great  labor,  exhibiting  the  manner  in  which  some  of  the  oldest 
companies  were  organized,  together  with  the  date  of  the  order 
for  organizing  each  of  the  existing  companies,  with  the  name 
of  the  first  captain,  as  appears  by  the  roster : — 

By  the  provisions  of  an  Act  passed  by  the  General  Court, 
January  22,  1776,  section  23,  it  is  provided  "  that  each  Brig- 
adier-General of  the  Colony  shall  provide,  at  the  expense  of 
the  same,  two  good  Field  pieces,  *  *  *  *  and  likewise 
cause  a  company  of  Matrosses  to  be  enlisted  in  his  Brig- 
ade for  each  Field  piece ;  which  companies  shall  consist 
of  thirty-six  men,  including  officers,  and  to  be  chosen  from 
two  separate  Regiments,  and  in  one  Town  in  each  Regiment, 
as  the  Brigadier  shall  direct,  and  shall  respectively  choose 
Captains,  and  other  proper  officers,  and  be  subject  to  the  Field 
officers  of  their  respective  Regiments,  and  to  the  same  Laws 
and  Regulations  as  are  provided  in  this  Act  for  the  other  Com- 
panies of  the  Train-Band  ;  any  thing  in  this  act  notwithstand- 
ing." 

Under  the  above  authority  many  companies  were  organized, 
not  one  of  which  is  in  existence  now,  with  the  exception  of  the 
company  in  the  town  of  Norton,  under  the  command  of  Capt. 
Benjamin  F.  Rounds.  This  company  has  kept  up  its  organi- 
zation from  the  date  of  the  first  commissions  issued  to  the 
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commissioned  officers  by  the  major  part  of  the  Council,  dated 
October  31,  1776.  The  commission  issued  on  that  day  to 
Ephraim  Lane,  as  2d  Lieutenant,  and  also  that  issued  to  him 
on  the  30th  day  of  July,  1778,  as  1st  Lieutenant,  and  the  one 
issued  blank  day  and  month,  1787,  as  Captain,  are  now  in  the 
charge  of  the  captain  of  the  company,  and  read  as  follows : — 

State  of  the  )  The  Major  Part  of  the  COUNCIL  of  the 
Massachusetts-Bay.  j  Massachusetts-Bay,  in  New-England, 
To  Ephreaim  Lane,  Gentleman,         Greeting. 

YOU  being  appointed  Second  Lieutenant  of  a  Company 
of  Mattrosses,  in  the  County  of  Bristol,  whereof  George  Make- 
peace is  Captain,  and  in  the  Brigade  whereof  Godfrey,  Esq., 
is  Brig'r-General,  By  Virtue  of  the  Power  vested  in  us,  WE 
do  by  these  Presents,  (reposing  special  Trust  and  Confidence 
in  your  Loyalty,  Courage,  and  good   Conduct,)    Commission 

you  accordingly. You  are  therefore  carefully  and  diligently 

to  discharge  the  Duty  of  a  Second  Lieutenant,  in  leading,  or- 
dering, and  exercising  said  Company  in  Arms  both  Inferior 
Officers  and  Soldiers  ;•  and  to  keep  them  in  good  Order  and 
Discipline :  And  they  are  hereby  commanded  to  obey  you  as 
their  Second  Lieutenant,  and  you  are  yourself,  to  observe  and 
follow  such  Orders  and  Instructions  as  you  shall  from  Time 
to  Time  receive  from  the  major  part  of  the  Council  or  your 
superior  Officers. 

GIVEN  under  our  Hands  and  the   Seal  of  the  said  State, 

at  Watertown,  the  thirty-first  Day  of  October,  in  the  Year  of 

our  Lord,  1776.

Second. — The  commission  of  the  same  Ephraim  Lane,  as 
1st  Lieutenant,  dated  "  July  30,  1778,"  and  which  is  also  given 
by  the  Council,  bears  the  following  signatures  : — 
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Jer.  Powell,  Artemas  Ward,  Jedediah  Preble,  Moses  Gill, 
H.  Gardner,  Benj.  Austin,  Jabez  Fisher,  B.  White,  D.  Hop- 
kins, N.  Cushing,  Oliver  Prescott,  Josiah  Stone,  A.  Fuller, 
Sam'l  Danielson,  Sam'l  Niles. 

Third. — The  commission  "by  His  Excellency  John  Han- 
cock, Esq.,  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,' y 
to  Ephraim  Lane  as  Captain,  dated  blank  day  and  month, 
1787,  bears  the  signature  of  the  first  Governor  of  the  State 
of  Massachusetts. 

Cadet  companies,  known  as  divisionary  corps,  were  organ- 
ized under  the  authority  of  the  following  provisions  of  an  Act 
of  the  Legislature,  passed  November  29,  1785  : — 

"  Sect.  4.  And  whereas  it  hath  been  found  to  be  promotive 
of  military  knowledge  to  encourage  the  formation  of  cadet 
companies,  and  other  military  corps. 

"  Sect.  5.  That  when  any  Major- General,  commander  of  a 
division  of  militia  in  this  Commonwealth,  shall  certify  to  the 
Governor,  that  in  his  opinion  it  will  be  expedient,  and  for  the 
good  of  the  Commonwealth,  that  one  or  more  companies  of 
cadets,  or  other  corps,  should  be  raised  in  his  division,  the 
Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  be,  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  (if  he  judge  expedient) 
to  raise  such  cadet  company,  companies,  or  corps ;  and  when 
any  such  company  or  corps  shall  be  raised,  they  shall  elect 
their  officers  in  the  same  manner,  and  in  the  same  proportion, 
as  is  provided  for  the  election  of  officers  of  other  companies 
and  corps  of  militia  in  this  Commonwealth  ;  and  the  officers 
so  elected  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor. 

"  Sect.  6.  That  the  said  companies  or  corps,  when  raised  and 
organized,  shall  be  under  the  command  of  the  Major-General 
of  the  division  in  which  they  shall  be  respectively  formed, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  that  are 
already  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  by  the  Legislature,  or 
the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  militia  of  this  Commonwealth, 
for  the  general  government  of  the  militia." 

Under  the  above  authority,  there  were  organized  several 
companies  of  Cavalry,  Artillery,  and  Infantry,  in  different  parts 
of  the  State  ;  but  long  since  they  were  disbanded,  with  the 
exception  of  the  companies  in  the  first  and  second  divisions. 
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The  order  for  organizing  these  two  companies,  copied  from  the 
records  of  the  Executive  Council,  is  as  follows : — 

"1786,  July  10.  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  lay  before 
the  Council  a  certificate  from  Major-General  Titcomb,  com- 
mander of  the  2d  division  of  militia,  comprehending  the  county 
of  Essex,  that  in  his  opinion  it  will  be  expedient  that  a  cadet 
company  be  raised  in  Salem.     Advised  accordingly. 

"  Second. — 1786,  August  9.  His  Excellency  informed  the 
Council  that  he  had  been  applied  to  by  a  number  of  young 
gentlemen  in  the  town  of  Boston,  who  were  desirous  of  being 
formed  into  a  cadet  company,  and  that  the  Hon.  Benj.  Lincoln, 
Esq.,  Major-General  of  the  division  of  the  militia  in  the  county 
of  Suffolk,  had  been  informed  of  the  measure,  and  recom- 
mended an  establishment  of  the  said  company.  Advised  ac- 
cordingly." 

The  rank  of  the  officers  of  the  Boston  Cadets,  which  is  pe- 
culiar to  that  corps,  is  derived  from  the  authority  of  a  Resolve 
of  the  Legislature  passed  October  18,  1786,  which  is  as 
follows : — 

"  Resolve  on  the  petition  of  Samuel  Bradford  and  others, 
officers  of  the  company  of  Cadets  in  Boston,  determining  their 
rank,  and  entitling  the  said  company  to  an  Adjutant,  with  the 
rank  of  Captain : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Governor  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  commissionate  the  officers  of  the  Inde- 
pendent Company  of  Cadets  in  Boston  with  the  following 
rank,  viz. : — 

"  The  Captain  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant- Colonel,  and  the 
Lieutenant  and  Ensign  each  with  the  rank  of  Major. 

"  Resolved,  That  the  said  company  of  Cadets  be,  and  hereby 
are,  entitled  to  an  Adjutant,  and  that  the  Governor  be,  and  he 
is,  authorized  and  empowered  to  commissionate  the  said  Adju- 
tant with  the  rank  of  Captain." 

The  SalerruCadet  company  has  an  officer  known  as  Captain- 
Lieutenant,  a  rank  among  its  commissioned  officers  which  was 
held,  at  the  date  of  its  organization,  in  common  with  the  Artil- 
lery companies.  This  rank,  still  retained  by  this  company, 
ceased  to  exist  in  all  the  other  companies  when  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Massachusetts  militia  was  conformed  to  the  law  of 
Congress  of  May  8,  1792. 
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Statement  of  the  Population  of  each  County  in  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  together  with  an  apportionment 
of  the  Active  Militia  to  each  County,  agreeably  to  Section  13, 
Chapter  92,  of  Acts  of  1840.

This  statement  has  been  prepared  by  taking  the  State  cen- 
sus of  1850  as  the  basis  of  population  for  each  county. 

The  whole  number  of  companies,  of  all  arms,  authorized  by 
law  to  be  organized,  is  one  hundred  and  twenty.  The  present 
apportionment  between  the  different  arms  is  as  follows  :  Five 
companies  of  cavalry,  of  one  hundred  men  each  ;  one  company 
of  light  artillery,  ninety-five  men ;  two  cadet  companies,  one 
consisting  of  one  hundred  and  twelve  men,  and  the  other  of 
one  hundred  and  five  men ;  with  ninety-seven  other  foot  com- 
panies, of  eighty-two  men  each,  including,  in  them  all,  officers, 
non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and  privates,  making  a 
total  of  eight  thousand  seven  hundred  andsixty-six  men,  (8.766.) 
Should  the  fifteen  additional  companies  allowed  by  law  be 
organized  as  foot  companies  of  eighty-two  men  each,  the  total 
number  in  the  one  hundred  and  twenty  companies  would  be 
n-ine  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety-six  men,  (9.996.) 
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It  will  be  observed  that  the  counties  of  Worcester,  Hamp- 
shire, Hatmpden,  Berkshire,  Norfolk,  Bristol,  Barnstable,  Dukes 
and  Nantucket,  are  deficient  of  their  quota  two  thousand  four 
hundred  and  four,  (2,404.)  But  the  counties  of  Suffolk,  Essex, 
Jdlesex.  Franklin  and  Plymouth  have  an  excess, — under  the 
provisions  of  the  law,  Chap.  92,  Sect.  30,  Acts  of  1840, — above 
their  quota  of  eleven  hundred  and  seventy-four,  which,  de- 
ducted from  the  former  counties,  reduces  the  number  to  which 
they  are  entitled,  besides  those  now  enlisted,  to  twelve  hundred 
and  thirty  men,  (1,23 


The  present  organization  of  the  Militia  was  arranged  by  an 
Order  of  Council,  dated  April  17,  1840.  At  that  time  there 
were  one  hundred  and  forty-two  companies.  From  this  date 
to  18*54,  one  hundred  and  five  were  organized,  (fifty-eight  of 
which  have  been  organized  since  1850.)

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No  company  has  been  organized  during  the  past  year, 
although  there  had  been  some  eighteen  applications  for  per- 
mission to  that  effect  previous  to  the  decision  of  the  Attorney- 
General  upon  the  question  concerning  the  number  that  could 
be  legally  organized.  Since  his  opinion  has  been  received, 
that  the  number  may  be  increased,  the  Commander-in-chief 
has  given  instructions  to  grant  applications  for  liberty  to  organ- 
ize companies  in  those  counties  that  have  not  their  quota.

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The  Volunteer  troops  of  the  State  encamped  the  past  season 
in  the  following  manner : — 

The  First  Division,  under  the  command  of  Major-General 
B.  F.  Edmands,  encamped  at  Quincy  on  the  25th,  26th  and  27th 
days  of  July. 

In  consequence  of  the  extreme  heat  of  the  weather  of  the  first 
day,  and  a  severe  shower  on  the  afternoon  of  the  second,  at  the 
time  intended  by  the  General  to  drill  the  troops,  and  execute 
various  evolutions,  he  was  not  able  to  take  command  in  person, 
until  the  third  day,  just  previous  to  the  time  assigned  for  the 
review  by  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

After  the  review,  General  Edmands  caused  various  evolutions 
to  be  executed  in  a  manner  for  which  he  and  his  command  re- 
ceived, as  they  well  deserved,  the  highest  commendation. 

The  Division  consists  of  the  1st  and  2d  Brigades,  and  one 
company  of  Cadets. 

The  several  regiments  and  battalions  will  be  noticed  in  the 
order  as  they  passed  in  review. 

The  First  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
Samuel  Andrews,  consists  of  the  company  of  Light  Artillery, 
the  first  battalion  of  Light  Dragoons,  and  the  1st  and  2d  regi- 
ments of  Infantry. 

The  Light  Artillery,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Moses 
G.  Cobb,  retains  its  well  deserved  reputation,  as  being  one  of 
the  best  Volunteer  Light  Batteries  (if  not  the  very  best)  in  the 
United  States. 

The  results  of  the  experimental  gunnery,  with  the  Field  guns 
and  Howitzers,  on  the  day  assigned  for  that  duty  last  October, 
furnish  evidence  that  it  was  time  and  money  well  appropri- 
ated ;  and  it  is  important  that  similar  duty  should  be  annually 
performed. 

The  battalion  of  Light  Dragoons,  under  the  commaud  of 
Major  Thomas  J.  Pierce,  is  a  well  mounted,  equipped  and  officered 
body  of  men,  only  excelled  in  drill  by  regular  troops. 

The  First  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Thomas  E.  Chickering,  appeared  with  fair  numbers  and 
drill.  The  encampment  law  has  not  been  popular  with  this 
Regiment,  and  the  returns  in  the  table*  of  present  and  absent 

*  See  page  11. 
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exhibit  a  larger  number  of  absentees  than  in  any  other  regiment 
in  the  State.  The  contrast  is  very  striking  between  the  num- 
ber absent  at  the  May  inspection,*  when  the  parade  is  by  com- 
panies, and  that  on  the  day  of  inspection  in  camp  by  regiment. 
This  is  not  as  it  should  be.  The  militia  are  required  by  law  to 
perform  but  one-seventh  of  their  annual  duty,  when  they  parade 
as  companies,  their  other  duties  requiring  parades  by  regiments 
or  battalions.  Most  of  the  companies  of  this  regiment  are  well 
officered,  and,  when  they  parade  as  companies,  appear  well  and 
in  full  ranks ;  but  their  interest  should  not  be  too  exclusively 
confined  to  company  parades.  Such  a  course  is  ^iot  just  to 
their  regimental  officers.  One  serious  difficulty  with  this  regi- 
ment is  the  too  frequent  changes  of  the  company  officers,  both 
commissioned  and  non-commissioned.  The  practice  which  pre- 
vails to  some  extent  in  the  Volunteer  Militia,  .of  an  annual 
change  of  non-commissioned  officers,  is  contrary  to  law,  and  sub- 
versive of  good  discipline.  The  concentration  of  the  companies 
composing  this  regiment,  being  within  a  short  distance  of  each 
other,  affords  them  advantages  for  drill  which  no  regiment  out 
of  the  city  of  Boston  possesses. 

The  Second  Regiment  of  Infantry  appeared  under  the  com- 
mand of  Colonel  Moses  H.  Webber.  This  regiment  is  a  new 
organization,  and  consists  of  six  companies,  four  of  which  were 
of  the  late  Fifth  Artillery,  and  two  of  the  3d  Battalion  of  Light 
Infantry.  Its  drill  was  fair;  in  numbers  it  was  not  so  large  per 
company  as  the  First  Regiment.  Their  uniform  is.  like  that  of 
the  First  Regiment.  It  may  be  questionable  if  two  regiments 
of  Infantry  can  properly  be  sustained  in  Boston. 

The  Second  Brigade  appeared  under  the  command  of  Briga- 
dier-General Eliab  Ward,  and  consists  of  the  Third  and  Fourth 
Regiments  of  Infantry,  and  one  company  of  Cavalry  annexed. 

The  Third  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Stephen  Thomas,  made  a  very  good  appearance,  both 
in  numbers  and  in  drill.  In  evolutions  it  is  one  of  the  best  in 
the  State.  The  late  Artillery  company  in  Fall  River  has  been 
incorporated  into  this  regiment,  and  is  known  as  Company  E. 

The  Fourth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  oi 
Colonel  Charles  H.  French,  is  a  recent  organization,  and  ap*

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peared  as  a  regiment  for  the  first  time.  It  consists  of  the  In- 
fantry companies  in  the  towns  of  Canton,  Easton,  Braintree, 
Abington,  Norton,  Quincy  and  Hingham.  This  regiment  ap- 
peared well,  and  in  fair  drill.     The  companies  were  quite  full. 

Companies  H  and  I,  respectively,  of  Quincy  and  Hingham, 
appeared  for  the  first  time,  and  with  the  new  army  regulation 
dress.  Since  the  encampment,  a  company  has  been  organized 
in  the  town  of  Randolph.  Six  of  the  eight  companies  have 
been .  organized  within  little  more  than  two  years.  There  is 
incorporated  in  this  regiment  the  oldest  company  in  the  State, 
(that  of  Norton,  organized  October  31,  1776,)  and  also  the 
company  organized  in  Randolph,  October  19,  1855. 

The  company  of  Light  Dragoons,  under  the  command  of 
Captain  Joel  F.  Ellis,  annexed  to  the  2d  Brigade,  appeared 
well,  and  in  good  drill.  The  company  encamped  and  operated 
with  the  Cavalry' of  the  1st  Brigade. 

The  Divisionary  Company  of  Cadets,  under  the  command 
of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Thomas  C.  Amory,  appeared  in  good 
numbers  and  in  most  excellent  drill,  and  performed  all  the 
various  duties  of  the  camp  in  a  correct  and  soldier-like  manner. 

The  First  Division,  composed  as  it  is  of  the  above  different 
corps  .and  arms,  makes  one  of  the  most  beautiful  military  dis- 
plays, when  on  parade,  and  marching  in  review,  that  can  be 
presented  by  any  Volunteer  Troops  in  the  United  States.  The 
Division  is  fortunate  in  having  so  able  and  efficient  an  officer 
for  a  commander. 

The  Second  Division,  under  the  command  of  Major-General 
William  Sutton,  encamped  on  the  22d,  23d  and  24th  days  of 
August,  at  Winter  Island,  being  the  same  place  upon  which  the 
division  encamped  last  year.  The  weather  was  all  that  could 
be  desired.  The  troops  were  drilled  by  companies  and  regi- 
ments the  first  day,  and  by  regiments,  brigades  and  division 
on  the  second  and  third  days.  On  the  third  day  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief reviewed  the  division  in  the  presence  of  thou- 
sands of  ladies  and  gentlemen,  who  were  spectators  of  this  fine 
military  display,  which  was  pronounced  to  be  the  most  beautiful 
ever  exhibited  in  that  part  of  the  State.  The  correct  manner 
in  which  the  duty  was  performed  by  the  troops,  while  being 
reviewed,  and  in  the  execution  of  the  various  evolutions  of  the 
line  in  the  afternoon  of  the  third  day,  as  well  as  the  general

discipline  of  the  camp,  reflects  the  highest  credit  on  General 
Sutton,  as  a  commanding  officer. 

The  Division  consists  of  the  3d  and  4th  Brigades,  and  one 
company  of  Cadets. 

The  Third  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
James  Jones,  Jr.,  consists  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  regiments  of 
Infantry,  the  second  battalion  of  Rifles,  and  a  company  of  Cav- 
alry annexed. 

The  Fifth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Charles  B.  Rogers,  is  a  recent  organization,  and  is 
composed  of  the  Infantry  companies  of  Concord,  Somerville, 
Waltham,  Charlestown,  Medford,  "Cambridge  and  Woburn. 
Colonel  Rogers  was  elected  but  a  few  days  previous  to  the  en- 
campment, and,  being  without  any  Lieutenant-Colonel  or  Major, 
acquitted  himself  with  high  honors ;  and  his  command  appeared 
in  good  numbers  and  drill,  averaging  fifty-five  men  per  com- 
pany. The  Medford  Company  appeared  for  the  first  time,  in 
the  new  regulation  uniform. 

The  Sixth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  George  F.  Sawtell,  is  also  a  new  organization,  and  con- 
sists of  the  Infantry  companies  of  Pepperell,  Groton,  Acton, 
Lowell  and  Lawrence.  This  regiment  appeared  well,  and  in 
good  numbers.  Colonel  Sawtell  deserves  much  credit  for  the 
interest  he  has  taken  in  having  his  command  in  so  good  disci- 
pline. Companies  F  and  G,  respectively,  of  Lawrence  and 
Lowell,  appeared  for  the  first  time,  and  in  the  new  regulation 
dress. 

The  Second  Battalion  of  Rifles,  under  the  command  of  Major 
Ephraim  Moore,  were  present,  and  drilled  as  Skirmishers,  in  I 
connection  with  the  Infantry  regiments,  when  the  latter  were 
executing  evolutions  of  the  line. 

The  company  of  Light  Dragoons,  under  the  command  of 
Captain  Gideon  Haynes,  which  is  annexed  to  the  Third  Brigade, 
was  present,  and  appeared  well,  though  not  quite  so  full  in 
numbers  as  last  year. 

The  Fourth  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-Gen^ 
eral  Joseph  Andrews,  consists  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  regi- 
ments of  Infantry,  and  the  first  battalion  of  Rifles. 

The  Seventh  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  N.  P.  Colburn,  is  a  new  organization,  consisting  of  the 
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Infantry  companies  A,  B,  D  and  H,  of  the  city  of  Salem,  and 
companies  C,  E,  F  and  G,  respectively,  of  Stoneham,  South 
Reading,  Chelsea  and  Haverhill.  This  regiment  made  a  very 
excellent  appearance,  averaging  upwards  of  fifty  men  per  com- 
pany. It  has  some  of  the  most  spirited  and  best  drilled  com- 
panies in  the  State.  The  regiment  has  met  with  quite  a  loss  in 
the  resignation  of  Colonel  Colburn,  whose  discharge  has  been 
granted  upon  his  request,  made  in  consequence  of  his  removal 
to  the  West. 

The  Eighth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  F.  J.  Coffin,  is  also  a  new  organization,  consisting  of 
the  Infantry  Companies  B,  C  and  H,  of  Marblehead,  D  and  F 
of  Lynn,  and  A,  E  and  G,  respectively,  of  Newburyport,  Beverly 
and  Gloucester.  It  appeared  with  the  largest  number  of  men 
of  any  regiment  in  the  State.  The  companies  averaged  sixty- 
four  men  each,  and,  like  most  of  the  companies  out  of  Boston, 
had  a  larger  number  of  men  in  camp  than  they  returned  for 
May  inspection. 

The  First  Battalion  of  Riflemen,  under  the  command  of  Ma- 
jor Ben:  Perley  Poore,  made  a  very  handsome  exhibition  in  the 
new  Rifle  drill,  performing  the  duty  as  Skirmishers,  &c. 

Company  C,  under  the  command  of  Captain  J.  S.  Todd,  of 
Rowley,  appeared  for  the  first  time.  The  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  company  are  entitled  to  much  praise  for  the  very 
prompt  manner  in  which  they  organized,  and  appeared  in  the 
new  regulation  dress. 

The  Divisionary  Company  of  Cadets,  under  the  command  of 
Captain  ^Samuel  B.  Foster,  appeared  with  full  ranks.  It  is  one 
of  the  most  thoroughly  drilled  and  best  disciplined  companies 
in  the  Volunteer  Militia. 

The  Third  Division,  under  the  command  of  Major-General 
George  Hobbs,  encamped  at  West  Brookfield,  on  the  12th,  13th 
and  14th  days  of  September.  This  encampment  was  conducted 
in  all  the  details  required  to  be  performed  in  a  camp,  in  a  man- 
ner that  has  not  been  excelled  by  any  body  of  troops  in  the 
State,  since  the  encampment  law  was  enacted,  for  which  Gen- 
eral Hobbs  deserves  much  credit.  The  troops  were  thoroughly 
drilled  by  Company,  Regiment,  Brigade  and  Division. 

The  duty  of  guard  mounting  was  well  performed,  and  reflects 
the  highest  credit  upon  Lieutenant-Colonel  J.  M.  Goodhue,  the 
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senior  staff  officer  of  the  division.     The  division  consists  of  the 
5th  and  6th  Brigades. 

The  Fifth  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
Augustus  Morse,  retains  its  well-deserved  reputation,  as  being 
one  of  the  best  drilled  and  best  officered  in  the  State.  The 
brigade  consists  of  the  9th  regiment,  and  the_  10th  (late  8th) 
regiment  of  Infantry,  respectively  under  the  command  of 
Colonels  Edwin  Upton  and  A.  H.  Foster. 

Company  E,  of  Fitchburg,  under  the  command  of  Captain 
J.  B.  Proctor,  and  Company  G,  of  Ashburnham,  under  the 
command  of  Captain  Joseph  P.  Rice,  l^oth  of  the  9th  regiment, 
appeared  for  the  first  time,  in  the  new  regulation  dress,  and  re- 
spectively, with  sixty-two  and  sixty-five  men,  each  day  of  the 
encampment. 

Company  D,  of  Grafton,  under  the  command  of  Captain  L. 
P.  Bigelow,  appeared  with  the  10th  regiment,  for  the  first  time, 
in  the  new  regulation  dress,  and  with  fair  numbers. 

The  Sixth  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier- General 
A.  A.  Richmond,  has  improved  in  its  general  appearance  much 
since  last  year.  The  General,  and  every  one  of  his  staff,  ap^ 
peared  in  their  respective  capacities  for  the  first  time.  They 
deserve  much  credit  for  the  interest  they  took  to  be  present ; 
the  General  and  most  of  his  staff  having  to  travel  upwards  of 
one  hundred  miles  from  their  residences  to  the  place  of  the 
encampment. 

The  Brigade  consists  of  the  Eleventh  and  Twelfth  Regiments, 
and  first  battalion  of  Infantry,  with  a  company  of  Cavalry  an- 
nexed. . 

The  Eleventh  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Samuel  F.  Dudley,  retains  the  well-deserved  reputation 
which  was  accorded  to  it  in  the  report  of  last  year. 

Company  G,  of  Greenfield,  under  the  command  of  Captain 
W.  T.  Davis,  has  been  incorporated  into  this  regiment.  Com- 
pany A,  of  Deerfield,  has  failed  to  perform  any  duty,  for  up- 
wards of  one  year,  and  orders  have  been  given  to  have  the 
arms  and  other  public  property,  which  were  in  the  possession  of 
the  company,  returned  to  the  State  Arsenal. 

The  Twelfth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Horace  C.  Lee,  is  a  new  organization,  consisting  of 
Companies  A,  B,  C,  D  and  E,  respectively,  of  the  towns  of 
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Amherst,  Springfield,  Northampton,  Bclchertown  and  Ware. 
This  is  the  smallest  regiment  in  the  State.  Fortunately,  it  has 
a  good  set  of  field  officers,  and,  under  its  able  Colonel,  there 
can  be  but  little  doubt  that  in  a  short  time  its  number  of  com- 
panies will  be  increased  to  that  of  a  full  regiment. 

The  First  Battalion  of  Infantry,  under  the  'command  of  Ma- 
jor Henry  S.  Briggs,  consists  of  Companies  A,  B  and  C,  respec- 
tively, of  the  towns  of  Pittsfield,  Adams  and  Great  Barrington. 
The  companies  composing  this  command,  have  all  been  organ- 
ized within  two  years.  Situated  as  the  several  companies  are, 
far  from  any  other  military  organization,  the  officers  and  men 
are  entitled  to  much  credit  for  their  personal  exertions,  and  the 
interest  they  have  taken  to  organize  so  respectable  a  command. 
To  be  present  at  the  encampment,  two  of  the  companies  were 
obliged  to  travel  upwards  of  one  hundred  miles,  and  to  be  absent 
from  their  homes  five  days. 

Company  C,  from  Great  Barrington,  under  the  command  of 
Captain  J.  Wilkinson,  appeared  for  the  first  time,  and  in  the 
new  regulation  dress. 

The  Company  of  Cavalry  in  Springfield  is  attached  to  this 
brigade.  The  company  appeared  in  good  numbers,  but  is  far 
behind  the  other  Cavalry  in  the  State,  as  regards  drill.  It 
should  adopt  the  new  regulation  dress,  and  improve  in  disci- 
pline and  drill,  under  the  very  liberal  encouragement  which 
the  State  allows,  before  it  can  take  rank  with  other  companies 
of  its  arm. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions,  every  company  of  foot  in  the  3d 
division,  appeared  with  the  army  regulation  dress.  All  the 
general  officers,  with  most  of  their  staff  officers,  and  all  the 
field  and  staff  officers  of  the  several  regiments,  were  in  the  new 
regulation  dress.  Not  a  general,  field  or  company  officer  slept 
out  of  camp  during  the  time  of  the  encampment.  This  is  as 
it  should  be.  When  the  officers  thus  do  their  duty,  by  remain- 
ing in  camp,  the  men  are  likely  to  follow  the  example. 

Two  of  the  encampments  of  the  past  season  furnished  no 
ground  for  the  most  ultra  opponent  of  the  encampment  law  to 
raise  objections  to  them,  as  causing  an  assemblage  of  persons 
of  immoral  habits.  The  persons  assembled  at  any  of  the  large 
and  frequent  gatherings  for  other  purposes,  could  not  have  been 
more  orderly  or  better  behaved  than  were  those  at  the  encamp- 
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ments  at  Salem  and  West  Brookfield.  If  the  same  is  not  true 
of  the  encampment  at  Quincy,  the  fault  was  not  with  the 
troops. 

If  the  town  authorities  had  caused  the  law  to  be  enforced,

such  disgraceful  scenes  would  not  have  been  exhibited,  as  took 
place  day  after  day  near  the  camp.  For  similar  violations  of 
the  law,  which  have  been  too  frequently  permitted,  the  Volun- 
teer Militia  have  had  to  suffer  very  unjustly,  in  consequence 
of  the  neglect  of  those  whose  duty  it  is  to  enforce  the  law. 

The  Volunteer  Militia  at  the  present  time  is  better  organ- 
ized, and  in  a  higher  state  of  drill  and  discipline,  than  ever 
before.  It  must  be  a  gratification  to  its  friends,  and  the  public 
at  large,  to  know  that  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia,  as  a 
whole,  stands  in  better  repute  at  Washington,  than  the  Militia 
of  any  other  State. 

Some  of  the  States  have  recently  adopted  our  system  of  re- 
quiring the  troops  to  encamp  annually.  And  recently  the 
officers  of  not  less  than  four  different  States  have  requested 
copies  of  the  Militia  law  of  this  State,  with  a  view  to  the  intro- 
duction of  similar  laws  in  their  respective  States.  Such  being 
the  condition  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  of  this  State,  its  members 
must  not  cease  in  their  endeavors  to  excel.  The  standard  for 
their  drill  and  discipline  must  be  raised  still  higher,  so  that  it 
may  equal,  if  not  excel,  that  of  the  regular  soldier,  the  Volunteer 
Militia  being  stimulated  by  honor  and  patriotism,  while  the 
other  is  moved  by  mere  pecuniary  gain.  The  Volunteer,  in 
becoming  a  good  soldier,  is  thereby  a  better  citizen. 

The   elementary  drills,  as  provided  for  in  the  Act  of  1854, 
have  proved  of  much  service  to  the  troops,  in  all  cases  where 
they  have  been  properly  attended  and  conducted.     If  the  law 
which  requires  commanding  officers  of  companies  to   parade 
and  inspect  their  respective  commands  on  the  last  Wednesday 
of  May  in  each  year,  were  altered,  and  authority  given  to  com- 
manding officers  of  regiments  and  battalions,  to  cause  the  offi- 
cers and  non-commissioned  officers  to  assemble  two  days  more 
in  addition  to  those  now  provided  for  elementary  drill,  it  woul 
be  of  more  practical  benefit  to  the  troops  in  improving  the  dril 
and  discipline  ;  and,  by  the  alteration  in  the  law,  it  would  no 
cost  the  Treasurer  one-half  as  much  for  the  four  days'  servic 
of  elementary  drill  as  the  May  inspection  does. 
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When  the  law  was  adopted  requiring  the  Captain  or  com- 
manding officer  of  the  company  to  inspect  his  command,  the 
members  of  the  company  were  required  to  furnish  their  arms 
and  equipments.  The  commanding  officer  then  had  some  pe- 
cuniary interest  in  carefully  inspecting  the  arms  and  equipments, 
as  he  received  a  moiety  of  the  fines  for  deficiencies,  and  arms  in 
bad  order.  At  the  present  time,  arms  and  equipments  are  fur- 
nished by  the  State,  ^d  the  commanding  officer  of  the  company 
is  responsible  by  law  that  they  be  kept  in  good  order.  The  law 
requires  the  arms,  &c,  to  be  inspected  on  the  first  day  of  the 
encampment,  which  is  all  that  is  necessary,  for  the  good  of  the 
service.  As  a  general  practice,  the  commanding  officers  of 
companies  do  not  inspect  their  respective  companies  on  the  last 
Wednesday  of  May. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  increasing  the  number  of  days 
for  elementary  drill  provided  for  by  the  Act  of  April  25,  1854, 
and  abolishing  the  May  Inspection,  required  by  the  Act  of  May 
2, 1849. 

If  the  offices  of  3d  and  4th  lieutenants  of  the  foot  com- 
panies were  abolished,  the  organization  of  -the  Volunteer 
Militia,  of  this  State  would  conform  more  to  that  of  the  army 
than  it  does  at  present.  These  officers,  for  the  purposes  of 
drill,  are.  more  ornamental  than  useful.  In  military  matters 
especially,  utility  is  mueh  more  desirable  than  mere  ornament. 

It  is  desirable  to  have  the  organization  efficient,  without 
increasing  the  present  number.  The  facilities  for  transporta- 
tion are  such,  that  the  present  number  of  the  Volunteer  Militia 
is  deemed  sufficient:  provided  they  are,  as  they  should  be, 
well  disciplined,  and  in  a  condition  to  be  ready  at  all  times 
to  meet  any  emergency.  Within  a  few  years,  many  of  our 
best  citizens  have  felt  it  a  duty  and  a  pleasure  to  accept  com- 
missions in  the  Volunteer  Militia,  an  institution  established  to 
aid  and  assist  the  civil  authorities  to  preserve  order  and  support 
the  law. 

At  no  time,  since  its  organization,  has  the  Volunteer  Militia 
been  held,  by  the  public,  in  more  just  appreciation. 

One  of  the  first  official  acts  of  the  present  Commander-in- 
Chief,  was  to  make  the  Volunteer  Militia  of  the  State  an 
American  organization,  by  disbanding  all  the  military  compa- 
nies composed  of  persons  of  foreign  birth. 
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A  general  order,  under  date  of  the  12th  of  January  last,  was 
issued,  disbanding  companies  B,  F  and  H,  of  the  5th  Regiment 
of  Artillery,  Company  C,  of  the  3d  Battalion  of  Light  Infantry, 
Company  A,  of  the  5th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  Company 
G,  of  the  7th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry,  and  Company  D,  of 
the  8th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry. 

The  Commissioned  officers  of  said  companies  were  ordered  to 
be  discharged,  when  they  returned  the  public  property  which 
was  in  their  possession,  as  they  were  required  to  do.  None  of 
the  officers  complied  with  said  order,  with  the  exception  of 
Captain  Thomas  Cass,  of  Company  B,  of  the  5th  Regiment  of 
Artillery. 

On  the  13th  day  of  February  last,  the  undersigned  was  di- 
rected to  proceed  to  take  into  his  custody,  and  remove  to  the 
State  Arsenal,  at  Cambridge,  the  arms  and  other  property  fur- 
nished to  said  companies  by  the  State.  Said  order  was  duly 
executed. 

For  his  acts  in  execution  of  this  order,  the  undersigned  was 
sued  by  the  officers  of  Companies  A,  of  the  5th  Regiment  of 
Light  Infantry,  tH,  of  the  5th  Regiment  of  Artillery,  and  D,  of 
the  8th  Regiment  of  Light  Infantry.  On  the  suit  of  the  officers 
of  Company  D,  only,  was  the  undersigned  held  to  bail.  The 
officers  of  Company  H,  of  the  5th  Regiment  of  Artillery,  have 
recently  discontinued  their  suit.  The  other  suits  have  been 
transferred  to  the  Supreme  Court. 

For  the  purpose  of  having  the  organization  of  the  Volunteer 
Militia  more  in  accordance  with  the  Acts  of  Congress,  which 
prescribe  that  the  system  of  discipline  and  field  exercise,  which 
is  and  shall  be  ordered  to  be  observed  by  the  army  of  the  United 
States,  shall  also  be  observed  by  the  Militia  throughout  the 
United  States,  the  following  communication,  proposing  certain 
changes  in  the  organization  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  Avas  pre- 
sented to  the  Governor  and  Council,  under  date  of  February 
23, 1855. 

The  proposed  changes  were  adopted  by  the  Governor  and 
Council,  as  appears  by  General  Order,  November  4,  a  copy  of 
which  is  annexed  : — 
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Adjutant-General's  Office,  Boston', 
February  23,  1855. 

To  His  Excellency  Henry  J.  Gardner, 

Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief, 

and  to  the  Honorable  Council : — 

The  undersigned  would  respectfully  represent, — 

That  the  present  organization  and  arrangement  >of  the  Volunteer 
Militia  is  inconsistent  in  its  designation  as  "  Artillery ,"  and  "  Light 
Infantry ,"  inasmuch  as  the  troops  thus  designated,  are,  by  existing 
laws,  required  to  be  armed  and  drilled  as  Infantry, — 

That  the  numerical  order  of  the  regiments  has  become  disarranged 
by  the  changes  which  have,  from  time  to  time,  been  deemed  neces- 
sary,— 

That  the  interest  of  the  service  requires  the  disbanding  of  some  of 
the  regiments,  in  consequence  of  the  small  number  of  companies  now 
composing  said  regiments  ;  and 

That,  from  a  concentration  of  the  companies  into  a  less  number  of 
regiments,  a  great  pecuniary  saving  to  the  Commonwealth,  (say,  at 
least,  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum,)  would  result. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  designation  of  all  the  com- 
panies heretofore  known  as  "  Artillery  "  and  as  "  Light  Infantry ," 
be  changed  to  that  of  Infantry,  and  that  the  following  arrangement 
be  made,  (under  the  provisions  of  law  contained  in  section  15,  "Di- 
gest of  Militia  Laws,")  viz. : — 

First  Brigade. 

The  First  Regiment  of  "Light  Infantry"  to  be  known  as  the  First 
Regiment  of  Infantry. 

That  the  Fifth  Regiment  of  "  Artillery,  and  the  Third  Battalion  of 
"  Light  Infantry,"  be  disbanded,  and  the  companies  of  both  commands 
be  organized  as  the  Second  Regiment  of  Infantry. 

Second  Brigade. 

The  Third  Regiment  of  "  Light  Infantry  "  to  be  known  as  the  Third 
Regiment  of  Infantry. 
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The  Second  Regiment  of  "  Light  Infantry "  to  be  known  as  the 
Fourth  Regiment  of  Infantry. 

Third  Brigade. 

Disband  the  First  Regiment  of  "Artillery,"  and  the  Fourth  and 
Fifth  Regiments  of  "  Light  Infantry,"  and  organize  the  companies  of 
"Artillery"  and  "  Light  Infantry"  in  the  following  cities  and  towns, 
viz. : — Charlestown,  Cambridge,  Somerville,  Woburn,  Winchester, 
Concord  and  Waltham,  into  a  regiment,  to  be  known  as  the  Fifth 
Regiment  of  Infantry. 

And  organize  the  companies  of  "  Artillery  "  and  "  Light  Infantry  " 
in  the  following  cities  and  towns,  viz. : — Pepperell,  Groton,  Acton, 
Lowell  and  Lawrence,  into  a  Regiment,  to  be  known  as  the  Sixth 
Regiment  of  Infantry. 

The  Company  of  Light  Dragoons,  in  the  town  of  Waltham,  to  be 
attached  to  the  Third  Brigade. 

Fourth  Brigade. 

Disband  the  Second  Regiment  of  "  Artillery,"  and  the  Sixth  and 
Seventh  Regiments  of  "Light  Infantry,"  and  organize  the  companies 
of  "Artillery"  and  "Light  Infantry"  in  the  following  towns, 
viz.  : — South  Reading,  Stoneham,  Haverhill,  Chelsea,  and  in  the 
city  of  Salem,  into  a  Regiment,  to  be  known  as  the  Seventh  Regi- 
ment of  Infantry. 

Also,  organize  the  companies  of  "  Artillery  "  and  "  Light  Infantry  " 
in  the  following  cities  and  towns,  viz. : — Newburyport,  Gloucester, 
Beverly,  Lynn  and  Marblehead,  into  a  Regiment,  to  be  known  as  the 
Eighth  Regiment  of  Infantry. 

Fifth  Brigade. 

The  Eighth  Regiment  of  "  Light  Infantry "  to  be  known  as  the 
Tenth  Regiment  of  Infantry. 

The  Ninth  Regiment  of  "  Light  Infantry "  to  be  known  as  the 
Ninth  Regiment  of  Infantry. 

Sixth  Brigade. 

The  Eleventh  Regiment  of  "  Light  Infantry"  to  be  known  as  the 
Eleventh  Regiment  of  Infantry. 

The  Third  Regiment  of  "  Artillery  "  to  be  known  as  the  Twelfth 
Regiment  of  Infantry.  Company  B  to  be  transferred  to  the  Eleventh 
Regiment,  and  known  as  Company  G. 
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The  First  Battalion  of  "Light  Infantry"  to  be  known  as  the  First. 
Battalion  of  Infantry. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  officers  and  members  of  the  "  Artil- 
lery :'  companies  be  permitted  to  wear  their  present  uniforms  until 
new  ones  may  be  required. 

A  table,  exhibiting  the  present  organization,  and  also  the  proposed 
changes,  is  herewith  inclosed.

;plv  with   the  provisions  of  the  law,  as  regards  numbe 
viz.:  Company  C,  of  the  3d  Regiment,  (Rochester,)  and  Com- 
pany D,  of  the  4th  Regiment,  (Abington)'. 

Company  A.  of  I  he  11th  Regiment,  (Deerfield,)  and  Com- 
pany A,  of  the  12th  Regiment,  (Amherst,)  nut  having  complied 
with  the  provisions  of  the  law,  orders  for  the  return  of  the  arms 
and  other  public  property  furnished  them  by  the  State,  have 
been  issued.  When  these  orders  have  been  complied  with,  the 
companies  will  be  disbanded,  and  the  commissioned  officers  will 
ischarged. 

The  organization  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  was  arranged  by  an 
Order  of  Council,  dated  April  17,  1840.  At  that  time  there 
were  one  hundred  and  forty-two  companies.  From  said  date  to 
the  present  time,  one  hundred  and  seventeen  have  been  or- 
ganized, (seventy  of  them  since  1850.)  One  hundred  and  fifty- 
one  have  been  disbanded  since  1840 — leaving  at  the  present

These  supplies  amount. to  $2,485.72,  equal  to  191T2g  mus- 
kets, charged  at  $13  each. 

At  the  time  the  undersigned  assumed  the  duties  of  this  ofnc( 
(May,  1851,)  there  was  due  to  the  United  States  a  small  bal- 
ance for  supplies  which  had  been  furnished  the  State.  Besid< 
adjusting  said  balance,  there  has  been  received,  since  1851. 
from  the  United  States,  supplies  to  the  amount  of  $26,915.61, 
And   there   is   now   due   the   State,   from  the  United  States, 
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$8,410.28,  payable  in  arms.  The  quota  for  1856,  as  per  ad- 
vices received  from  the  Ordnance  Department,  will  be  594  mus- 
kets, equal  to  $7,722,  which,  added  to  the  balance  due,  makes 
a  total  of  $16,182.28  to  the  credit  of  the  State,  for  which  arms, 
<fcc,  may  be  drawn  from  the  United  States.  Having  a  sufficient 
supply  of  muskets  and  field  guns  on  hand,  for  immediate  use, 
the  rule  of  this  department,  which  has  recently  been  adopted, 
is  to  make  requisition  on  the  Ordnance  Department  for  such 
arms  and  equipments,  and  such  only,  as  are  required  for  imme- 
diate use  for  the  troops,  leaving  the  balance  to  the  credit  of  the 
State,  to  be  taken  in  the  future,  in  such  improved  arms  as  may 
be  adopted  by  the  War  Department. 

When  arms  or  other  supplies  which  have  been  furnished  the 
State  by  the  United  States,  for  the  Militia,  have  become  unser- 
viceable for  their  use,  the  same  have  been  sold,  and  the  proceeds 
applied  towards  purchasing  necessary  articles  for  the  Militia. 
Most  of  the  tents  which  are  now  at  the  Arsenal,  have  been  pur- 
chased within  the  last  three  years  in  this  manner. 

During  the  past  year  various  arms  and  equipments,  which 
had  become  unserviceable  for  the  use  of  the  State  troops,  were 
sold  at  the  Arsenal,  by  order  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  and 
the  proceeds  applied  to  purchase  new  camp  equipage  for  the 
field  officers  of  the  several  regiments.

To  His  Excellency  Henry  J.  Gardner,  Governor  and  Com- 

mander-in-  Chief: 

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  Excellency,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  law,  the  Annual  Report  from  this 
department  for  the  year  1856,  containing  abstracts  from  the  re- 
turns of  the  commanding  officers  of  divisions,  brigades,  regi- 
ments, battalions  and  companies  of  the  Active  Militia ;  together 
with  abstracts  from  the  returns  of  the  clerks  of  the  several 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  exhibiting  the  numeri- 
cal strength  of  the  Enrolled  Militia ;  also,  tabular  statements  of 
the  ordnance,  ordnance  stores,  equipments,  &c,  deposited  in 
the  State  Arsenal  at  Cambridge,  under  my  care  as  Quarter- 
master-General, and  of  the  ordnance  deposited  in  the  several 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  authorities  of  which 
have  given  bonds  for  the  care  of  the  same — accompanied  with 
statements,  suggestions  and  recommendations,  which  are  deemed 
of  importance  to  the  Active  Militia,  and  may  be  interesting  to 
the  public. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  Enrolled  or  Inactive  Militia, 
by  counties  and  divisions,  for  the  year  1856 ;  also,  a  comparison 
with  the  year  1855,  showing  an  increase  of  six  thousand  seven

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The  present  organization  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  was  ar- 
ranged by  an  Order  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  dated  April 
17,  1840.  At  that  time  there  were  organized  one  hundred  and 
forty-two  companies.  Only  forty  of  said  companies  are  now  in 
existence.  From  said  date  to  the  present  time,  one  hundred 
and  nineteen  have  been  organized,  (seventy-two  of  them  since 
1850,)  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  have  been  disbanded  since 
1840,  leaving,  at  the  present  time,  one  hundred  and  six,  which 
are  arranged  as  follows : —

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The  Volunteer  troops  of  the  State  encamped  the  past  season 
in  the  following  manner : — 

I  was  present  at  each  of  the  encampments,  with  the  exception 
of  that  of  the  Divisionary  Company  of  Cadets,  of  the  First  Di- 
vision, from  which  I  was  detained  by  indisposition,  and  that  of 
the  company  of  Dragoons,  of  Second  Brigade,  which  took 
place  on  the  same  days  on  which  the  troops  of  the  First  Brigade 
were  assembled. 

The  company  under  the  command  of  the  veteran  officer  Lieut. 
Col.  Thomas  C.  Am ory,  encamped  at  Nahant  on  the  23d,  24th 
and  25th  days  of  July.  On  the  25th,  the  Commander-in-Chief 
reviewed  the  corps.  From  representations  made  by  persons 
who  were  present  at  the  encampment,  and  from  the  returns 
to  this  Department,  it  is  evident  that  the  corps  appeared  in 
good  drill,  discipline  and  numbers. 

The  company  of  Cadets  of  the  Second  Division  encamped  at 
Woburn  on  the  30th  and  31st  days  of  July,  and  the  first  day  of 
August.  This  corps  retains  its  well-earned  reputation  of  being- 
one  of  the  best  in  the  State,  under  its  popular  commander, 
Captain  S.  B.  Foster.  On  the  last  clay  of  the  encampment, 
Major-General  William  Sutton  reviewed  the  corps,  in  presence 
of  many  spectators. 

The  First  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
Samuel  Andrews,  encamped  at  Quincy  on  the  6th,  7th  and  8th 
of  August.  In  consequence  of  the  illness  of  General  Andrews, 
the  command. of  the  camp  devolved  upon  Colonel  William  W. 
Bullock,  of  the  Second  Regiment  of  Infantry.  The  various 
duties  of  the  camp  were  well  executed  under  his  direction,  for 
which  he  deserves  much  credit. 

This  Brigade,  composed  of  the  Light  Artillery  company, 
under  the  command  of  Captain  Moses  G.  Cobb  ;  the  battalion 
of  Light  Dragoons,  under  the  command  of  Major  Thomas  J. 
Pierce ;  and  the  First  and  Second  Regiments  of  Infantry,  re- 
spectively, under  the  command  of  Colonel  Robert  I.  Burbank, 
and  Lieutenant-Colonel  T.  L.  D.  Perkins,  made  a  splendid  show, 
and  the  several  commanders  are  entitled  to  praise  for  their  un- 
wearied efforts  for  the  good  appearance  of  the  troops  under  their 
charge.  In  consequence  of  a  succession  of  showers  of  unusual 
severity  on  the  last  day  of  the  encampment,  it  became  necessary 
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to  dispense  with  a  review  of  the  Brigade,  which  was  contem- 
plated by  the  Commander-in-Chief.  If  an  opportunity  had  been 
afforded,  the  troops  would  undoubtedly  have  made  an  exhibition 
such  as  they  have  never  excelled. 

The  company  of  Light  Dragoons  of  the  Second  Brigade,  under 
the  command  of  Captain  Henry  A.  Raymond,  encamped  at 
Abington  on  the  same  days  in  which  the  First  Brigade  were  in 
camp.  From  the  representations  made  by  Captain  Raymond, 
the  encampment  appears  to  have  been  entirely  satisfactory  to 
the  corps. 

The  First  Battalion  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Major 
Henry  S.  Briggs,  encamped  at  Pittsfield  on  the  12th,  13th  and 
14th  days  of  August.  This  battalion,  although  consisting  of 
but  three  companies,  performed  the  duties  of  the  camp  very 
satisfactorily,  and  made  a  fine  appearance.  On  the  last  day  of 
the  encampment,  the  Commander-in-Chief,  accompanied  by 
Brigadier-General  A.  A.  Richmond,  reviewed  the  troops  in  pre- 
sence of  a  large  assemblage  of  ladies  and  gentlemen.  It  was 
considered  quite  a  novelty  for  a  Governor,  in  uniform,  to  review 
troops  in  old  Berkshire. 

The  Third  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Stephen  Thomas,  encamped  at  Plymouth  on  the  13th, 
14th  and  15th  days  of  August.  This  Regiment  is  in  most  ex- 
cellent drill,  and  deservedly  ranks  as  one  of  the  best  in  the 
State  in  the  execution  of  the  various  duties  required  to  be  per- 
formed in  the  camp.  On  the  15th  the  regiment  was  reviewed 
by  Brigadier-General  E.  W.  Pierce.  The  review  took  place  in 
the  forenoon,  before  I  was  enabled  to  reach  Plymouth,  having  left 
the  encampment  of  the  troops  at  Pittsfield  on  the  evening  previous. 

The  Twelfth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Horace  C.  Lee,  with  the  company  of  Cavalry  annexed 
to  the  Sixth  Brigade,  encamped  on  an  island  opposite  the  city 
of  Springfield,  on  the  19th  day  of  August,  and  was  inspected 
in  the  forenoon.  While  the  regiment  was  under  drill  in  the 
afternoon  of  the  same  day,  a  rain  storm  commenced,  which 
continued  through  the  night,  and  the  following  day  and  night, 
in  consequence  of  which  the  water  of  the  Agawam  River  rose  so 
high  that  the  camp  ground  was  entirely  submerged,  and  all 
military  operations  were  necessarily  suspended.  During  the 
night  of  the  20th,  the  troops  left  the  island  by  such  modes  of 
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conveyance  as  they  could  find,  and  dispersed  to  their  several 
homes.  Thus  the  regiment,  much  to  the  regret  of  the  Colonel 
and  all  concerned,  was  prevented  from  giving  any  exhibition  of 
its  proficiency  in  the  duties  of  the  camp.  On  the  21st,  Colonel 
Lee  procured  men  and  boats,  for  the  purpose  of  saving  the  public 
property  on  the  island,  and  succeeded  in  taking  off  the  tents,  &c. , 
although  the  water  was  then  running  three  feet  deep  over  the 
camp  ground.  For  the  expense  of  this  service  he  has  pre- 
sented a  claim  which  it  is  deemed  just  the  Commonwealth  should 
pay.  Having  no  funds  in  my  hands  to  meet  such  a  claim,  it 
will  be  presented  to  the  Legislature  for  allowance. 

The  Fourth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Charles  H.  French,  encamped  at  North  Easton  on  the 
20th,  21st  and  22d  days  of  August.  The  storm  which  com- 
menced at  Springfield  on  the  evening  of  the  19th,  did  not  begin 
at  Easton  until  the  morning  of  the  20th,  while  the  troops  were 
going  into  camp.  In  consequence  of  the  continuous  rain  during 
the  first  two  days  of  the  encampment,  the  regiment  was  unable 
to  perform  any  of  the  regular  camp  duties  until  the  forenoon 
of  the  last  day,  much  to  the  disappointment  of  Colonel  French 
and  his  command.  After  remaining  in  camp  forty-eight  hours, 
during  which  time  it  rained  almost  incessantly,  the  troops  were 
drilled  by  the  Colonel,  and  reviewed  by  Brigadier-General  Pierce, 
in  the  forenoon  of  the  22d,  and  in  the  afternoon  they  were  re- 
viewed by  the  Commander-in-Chief.  After  striking  tents,  the 
regiment  marched  out  of  camp  with  upwards  of  four  hundred 
men,  and  not  a  man  on  the  sick  report,  which  fact  reflects  much 
credit  on  Colonel  French,  for  the  very  judicious  care  he  took  of 
his  men  during  the  severity  of  the  storm. 

Company  D,  (of  Randolph,)  Captain  Hiram  C.  Alden,  and 
company  G,  (of  Taunton,)  Captain  Timothy  Gordon,  appeared 
for  the  first  time  with  this  regiment,  having  been  organized 
since  the  previous  encampment.  Both  companies  appeared 
well,  and  in  the  new  regulation  uniform. 

The  Eleventh  Regiment,  under  the  command  of  Colonel 
James  Stockwell,  encamped  at  Montague  on  the  26th,  27th  and 
28th  days  of  August.  This  regiment  has  made  great  improve- 
ment in  drill  and  general' appearance  within  the  last  three  years. 
There  is  no  regiment  in  the  State  whose  officers  and  men  give 
more  attention  to  the  duties  of  the  camp  than  was  exhibited  in 
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this  encampment.  As  an  evidence  of  the  promptness  of  the 
officers  and  men  of  the  regiment,  it  was  a  noticeable  fact,  that, 
after  the  troops  had  received  elementary  instruction  on  the  first 
day,  whenever  the  line  was  ordered  to  be  formed,  every  com- 
pany was  in  its  proper  position  within  one  minute  after  the  band 
commenced  playing  for  the  formation.  Each  company  is  pro- 
vided with  the  army  regulation  dress.  When  the  fact  is  con- 
sidered that  the  companies  composing  this  regiment  are  recruited 
in  towns  situated  many  miles  from  each  other,  and  that  even  the 
individual  members  of  most  of  the  companies  are  scattered  over 
a  large  extent  of  territory,  and  thus  debarred  from  frequent 
meetings,  its  good  appearance  is  especially  gratifying  and  com- 
mendable. The  returns  exhibit  a  feature  that  ought  to  be  ex- 
hibited at  every  encampment,  namely,  the  same  number  of  men 
present  on  each  of  the  three  days,  and  the  same  returns  also 
show  but  thirty  absentees  out  of  the  whole  number  enlisted  in 
the  five  companies  composing  the  regiment. 

An  order  has  recently  been  issued,  on  the  petition  of  sundry 
persons  in  the  town  of  Shelburne,  for  the  organization  of  a  com- 
pany of  Infantry,  to  be  incorporated  into  this  regiment,  under 
the  designation  of  Company  A. 

The  Sixth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  George  F.  Sawtell,  encamped  in  the  city  of  Lowell  on 
the  27th,  28th  and  29th  days  of  August.  I  was  not  present 
until  the  last  day  of  the  encampment,  being  with  the  Eleventh 
Regiment  on  the  first  two  days.  The  regiment  appeared  well, 
and  in  good  numbers.  Some  of  the  companies  wore  plumes, 
or  feathers,  instead  of  pompons.  This  is  in  direct  violation  of 
the  regulations,  and  seriously  mars  the  appearance  of  the  regi- 
mental* line.  It  is  hoped  that  in  future  a  desire  for  uniformity 
and  convenience  will  predominate,  in  these  companies,  over  a 
fondness  for  show.  The  troops  were  reviewed  on  the  last  day 
of  the  encampment,  in  the  forenoon,  by  Brigadier-General  Jones, 
and  in  the  afternoon  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  after  the 
review  various  evolutions  were  executed  in  a  manner  for  which 
Colonel  Sawtell  and  his  command  deserve  much  credit. 

The  Tenth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Charles  S.  Childs,  encamped  in  the  city  of  Worcester 
on  the  2d,  3d  and  4th  days  of  September.  Being  in  camp  with 
the  Fourth  Brigade,  I  was  not  enabled  to  be  present  with  this 
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regiment,  except  on  the  afternoon  of  the  4th,  when  the  troops 
were  reviewed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  having  been  reviewed 
in  the  forenoon  by  Brigadier-General  Leonard.  After  the  re- 
view, Colonel  Childs  caused  various  evolutions  to  be  performed, 
which  gave  evidence  that  much  attention  had  been  given  to  the 
drill.  Some  of  the  companies  appeared  with  a  small  number 
of  men,  and  by  the  returns  made  to  this  department,  the  average 
number  of  men  per  company  is  less  than  in  any  other  regiment 
in  the  State.  It  would  be  for  the  interest  of  the  service,  if  the 
two  companies  in  West  Boylston  were  united  and  organized  as 
one. 

A  company  of  Riflemen  has  recently  been  organized  in  the 
town  of  Holden,  and  annexed  to  this  regiment,  and  designated 
as  Company  I. 

The  Fourth  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
Joseph  Andrews,  encamped  on  Winter  Island,  Salem,  on  the 
3d,  4th,  and  5th  days  of  September.  This  Brigade  consists  of 
the  Seventh  Regiment  of  Infantry,  Colonel  William  Saunders, 
the  Eighth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  Colonel  Frederick  J.  Coffin, 
and  the  First  Battalion  of  Riflemen,  Major  Ben:  Perley  Poore. 
The  fine  appearance  which  these  regiments  might  otherwise 
make,  is  essentially  marred  by  the  departure  from  the  regulation 
as  to  uniform,  noticeable  in  several  of  the  companies  in  each  of 
them.  Bearskin  caps  are  illy  adapted  for  field  duty,  and  they 
are  especially  injurious  to  the  appearance  of  a  regiment,  when 
worn  by  only  a  part  of  the  companies.  The  army  style  of  cap 
and  pompon  is  the  neatest,  cheapest,  and  best  that  a  soldier  can 
wear.  All  the  General  officers  with  but  one  exception,  and 
all  the  Field  officers  in  the  State  have  adopted  it,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  hereafter  no  company  will  appear  in  any  other,  when  per- 
forming State  duty.  By  the  returns,  the  Eighth  Regiment  rep- 
resented sixty-six  men  per  company  as  present  in  camp,  a  larger 
number  than  is  returned  in  any  other  regiment  in  the  State. 

On  the  last  day  of  the  encampment,  the  Commander-in-Chief 
reviewed  the  troops,  in  presence  of  thousands  of  spectators, 
many  of  which  were  ladies.  This  review  was  immediately  fol- 
lowed by  another  by  Major-General  William  Sutton,  after  which 
General  Andrews  drilled  the  Brigade  in  a  series  of  evolutions 
which  were  well  performed.  This  encampment  was  considered 
by  many  as  the  best  the  Brigade,  as  such,  has  ever  held.     Major 
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Poore's  command,  which  appeared  with  full  ranks,  acted  as 
skirmishers  in  the  evolutions. 

The  Ninth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  Colonel  Edwin  Upton,  en- 
camped at  Leominster,  on  the  9th,  10th  and  11th  days  of  Sep- 
tember. The  Ninth  retains  its  well-deserved  reputation  as  the 
best  drilled  regiment  in  the  State.  All  the  various  duties  of  the 
camp  were  performed  in  a  soldier-like  manner.  On  the  last  day 
of  the  encampment  the  Commander-in-Chief  reviewed  the  troops, 
Major-General  Morse  and  Brigadier-General  Leonard,  with  their 
respective  Staffs,  being  present,  together  with  a  large  number 
of*  spectators.  The  evolutions  which  Colonel  Upton  was  re- 
quested to  execute,  without  any  previous  intimation  being  given 
to  the  troops,  were  performed  so  promptly  that  he  and  his 
command  received  from  the  Commander-in-Chief  the  highest 
commendation.  Every  company  in  this  regiment,  with  one 
exception,  appeared  with  the  army  regulation  uniform. 

Company  D  having  failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
the  law  as  regards  numbers,  has  been  disbanded,  and  the  public 
property  intrusted  to  it  has  been  returned  to  the  Arsenal. 

The  Fifth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  Colonel  Charles  B.  Rogers, 
with  the  Company  of  Light  Dragoons,  (of  the  Third  Brigade,) 
Captain  William  Gibbs,  encamped  at  Woburn,  on  the  18th, 
19th  and  20th  days  of  September.  The  regiment  appeared  in 
fair  drill  and  in  good  numbers.  The  Light  Dragoons  have 
made  a  small  increase  in  numbers,  over  their  returns  of  last 
year.  The  troops  were  reviewed  in  the  forenoon  of  the  last 
day  of  the  encampment  by  Brigadier-General  Jones,  and  in  the 
afternoon  by  the  Commander-inChief,  but  in  consequence  of  a 
shower,  commencing  shortly  after  the  review,  and  continuing 
through  the  remainder  of  the  day,  all  further  evolutions  were 
dispensed  with.  Every  company  in  this  regiment  appeared  in 
the  regulation  dress. 

Company  C.  of  this  regiment,  (Waltham,)  having  failed  to 
comply  with  the  law,  as  regards  numbers,  has  recently  been 
disbanded. 

The  Second  Battalion  of  Riflemen,  under  the  command  of 
Major  Ephraim  Moore,  encamped  in  Bolton,  on  the  24th,  25th 
and  26th  days  of  September.  This  Battalion,  consisting  of  two 
companies, — A,  with  55,  and  B,  with  58  men, — making  a  total 
of  113  men  enrolled,  had,  on  each  day  of  the  encampment,  112 
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men  in  camp.  Both  companies  appeared  in  the  regulation  dress. 
The  Battalion  was  reviewed  on  the  26th  by  Brigadier-General 
Jones.  Major  Moore  and  his  command  are  entitled  to  much 
credit  for  the  great  proficiency  they  have  made  in  the  Hardee 
Rifle  Drill,  as  well  as  for  the  manner  in  which  the  duties  of  the 
camp  were  performed. 

This  closed  the  encampments  for  the  year,  required  of  the 
troops  by  law. 

The  encampments  have  generally  been  well  conducted,  and 
the  troops  have  improved  in  the  various  duties  required.  In 
eight  of  the  fifteen  encampments  held  this  year,  the  troops  have 
been  more  or  less  interrupted  by  rain.  It  may  be  questionable 
whether  it  would  not  be  more  advantageous  to  the  service  to 
have  the  troops  encamp  in  larger  bodies  than  regiments,  gene- 
rally, and  it  would  add  to  the  comfort  of  all  concerned,  if  the 
encampments  were  held  later  in  the  season,  when  the  weather 
is  less  oppressive,  and  severe  thunder  showers  are  of  less  fre- 
quent occurrence. 

At  many  of  the  encampments,  the  past  season,  there  have 
been  large  gatherings  of  people,  but  in  only  one  instance  has 
any  difficulty  occurred  in  consequence  of  the  acts  of  persons 
violating  the  laws.  At  Plymouth,  although  some  lawless  per- 
sons actually  pitched  tents  and  commenced  gambling,  &c,  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  encampment,  they  were  almost  immediately 
expelled  by  the  energetic  action  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town, 
who  deserve  commendation  for  the  promptness  with  which  they 
performed  their  duty. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  town  officers  are  distinctly  set  forth 
in  chapter  291  of  the  Acts  of  the  legislature  for  1850,  from 
which  the  following  provisions  are  extracted  : — 

"  The  selectmen  of  any  town,  upon  complaint  made  to  them,  under 
oath,  that  the  complainant  has  reason  to  believe,  and  does  believe, 
that  any  booth,  shed,  or  other  temporary  erection,  situated  within  one 
mile  of  any  muster  field,  cattle-show  ground,  or  other  place  of  public 
gathering,  is  used  and  occupied  for  the  sale  of  spirituous  or  fermented 
liquors,  or  for  the  purpose  of  gaming  for  money,  or  other  property, 
may,  if  they  consider  the  complaint  well-founded,  order  the  owner  or 
occupant  thereof  to  vacate  and  close  the  same  immediately ;  and  if 
the  owner  or  occupant  shall  refuse  or  neglect  so  to  do,  the  said  se- 
lectmen may  forthwith  abate   such  booth,  shed,  or  other  temporary 
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erection,  as  a  nuisance,  and  pull  down  or  otherwise  destroy  the  same, 
in  any  manner  they  may  choose,  or  through  the  agency  of  any  force, 
civil  or  military,  which  they  may  see  fit  to  employ." 


It  is  to  be  hoped  that  such  disgraceful  scenes  as  were  enacted, 
day  after  day,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  town  authorities  of 
Quincy,  during  the  time  of  the  late  encampment  at  that  place, 
will  never  again  be  permitted  any  where,  but  that  the  officers 
of  all  municipalities,  wherever  any  such  violations  of  law  may 
be  attempted,  will  be  found  faithful  to  their  duties  and  obliga- 
tions. It  is  unjust  in  the  extreme  that  the  Volunteer  Militia 
should  suffer  reproach,  in  consequence  of  the  neglect  of  civil 
officers,  whose  duty  it  is  to  enforce  the  laws  in  such  cases. 

The  object  of  those  who  projected  our  present  Volunteer 
Militia  system,  was  to  preserve  an  organization  efficient  to  aid 
and  assist  the  civil  authorities  in  the  maintenance  of  law  and 
order,  and  also  to  be  prepared  at  all  times  for  any  emergency 
which  might  require  the  employment  of  military  force.  By 
this  organization,  the  great  masses  in  the  Commonwealth,  who 
are  required  by  law  to  be  enrolled,  amounting  at  the  present 
time,  according  to  the  returns  of  assessors,  to  one  hundred  and 
forth-seven  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventy-six  men, — which 
number,  upon  a  more  thorough  scrutiny,  would  probably  be  in- 
creased to  upwards  of  two  hundred  thousand, — are  entirely 
relieved  from  military  duty,  except  in  time  of  war.  Yet  there 
are  some  persons  who  complain  of  the  expense  of  the 
system. 

It  should  be  the  desire  of  all  parties  to  have  the  Volunteer 
Militia  properly  cared  for,  and  rendered  efficient  for  the  pur- 
poses for  which  it  is  instituted  ;  and  the  mere  matter  of  dollars 
and  cents  ought  by  no  means  to  be  the  governing  principle  in 
its  organization  and  support ;  yet  a  just  and  prudent  economy 
should  be  observed  in  this  as  well  as  in  every  other  department 
of  the  public  expense.  Massachusetts  has  the  credit  of  having 
the  best  Volunteer  Militia  system  of  any  of  the  States  in  the 
Union  ;  and  it  is  a  fact,  that  while  those  who  do  the  duty  are 
better  paid  than  the  Volunteers  in  any  other  Commonwealth, 
yet  the  expense  at  this  time  is  less  than  j-^-qq  of  one  per  cent,  upon 
the  amount  of  taxable  property  in  the  State,  and  only  equal  to 
about  twenty  cents  on  each  person  liable  to  be  enrolled. 
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It  is  not  desirable  to  increase  the  number  of  Volunteers  at 
present ;  for,  with  the  increased  facilities  of  communication  and 
transportation,  the  Militia  could  be  made  available  without 
delay  at  any  point,  whenever  an  occasion  requiring  their  ser- 
vices might  arise.  The  troops  are  well  prepared,  and  would  at 
any  time  promptly  respond  to  orders  in  any  emergency.  Such 
being  the  present  condition  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  of  the 
State,  the  members  of  the  several  companies  should  be  careful 
not  to  relax  their  efforts  in  drill  and  discipline,  until  they  shall 
excel  even  the  standard  of  the  regular  soldier.  Perfection  in 
their  duties  as  citizen-soldiers  will  not  fail  to  enhance  their 
appreciation  of  the  obligations  resting  upon  them  as  civilians. 

When  the  encampment  law  was  adopted,  the  object  in  view 
was,  that  the  members  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  should  become 
familiar  with  all  the  duties  required  of  soldiers  while  in  camp. 
To  effect  this  object,  all  mere  forms  of  ceremony  should  be 
dispensed  with,  as  far  as  possible.  The  troops  should,  in  all 
cases,  be  ordered  to  assemble  at  the  camp  ground,  so  that  the 
forenoon  of  the  first  day  may  be  devoted  to  useful  purposes, 
and  not  be  taken  up  in  getting  ready  to  march  into  camp.  As 
a  general  rule,  every  man  should  be  in  camp  by  nine  o'clock  at 
the  latest,  and  each  company  should  be  required  to  pitch  its 
tents,  under  the  supervision  of  its  officers,  after  its  arrival  upon 
the  camp  ground.  Practice  in  this  department  of  duty  is  par- 
ticularly needed.  There  is  no  duty  of  the  camp  more  important 
than  that  of  properly  pitching  and  striking  tents ;  and  yet  it  is 
in  a  great  measure  neglected.  There  appears  to  be  good 
ground  for  the  complaint  often  made  by  the  troops,  that  suffi- 
cient time  is  not  allowed  on  the  last  day  of  encampment  for 
properly  striking  and  packing  the  tents,  and  gathering  up  the 
poles  and  pins,  as  well  as  the  personal  baggage  of  the  officers 
and  soldiers.  This  is  a  serious  inconvenience  in  many 
instances,  and  calls  for  a  remedy  at  the  hands  of  the  officers 
having  the  superior  command  on  such  occasions. 

The  statute  provision  renders  it  imperative  that  every  person 
who  is  returned  in  a  company  pay-roll  for  bounty  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  company,  and  that  he  shall  appear,  armed,  uni- 
formed and  equipped,  and  shall  perform  all  the  duty  required 
by  law,  and  that  no  person  who  is  excused  shall  be  returned 
for  pay.     Serious  infringements  of  this  provision  have  become 
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of  so  frequent  occurrence,  that  some  more  stringent  regulations 
in  respect  to  the  rendition  of  these  rolls  are  absolutely 
necessary.  It  is,  to  say  the  least,  inconsistent  for  a  commander 
of  a  company  to  return  for  pay  some  fifty  or  sixty  men  as 
having  performed  all  the  duties  required  by  law  in  camp,  when 
the  company  has  almost  invariably  appeared  in  regimental  line 
for  drill,  during  the  encampment,  with  not  more  than  half  that 
number.  No  person  who  simply  stays  around  the  camp,  neg- 
lecting or  shirking  his  tour  of  duty,  is  even  of  the  smallest 
benefit  to  the  service.  It  is  unjust  to  the  members  of  the  com- 
pany who  faithfully  perform  their  duty,  as  well  as  a  fraud  upon 
the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  return  such  men  for 
compensation  ;  and  the  encouragement  of  such  conduct,  in  any 
degree,  is  subversive  of  discipline. 

In  some  instances,  the  pay  rolls  exhibit  a  large  increase  of 
numbers  on  the  last  day  of  encampment  over  those  present  at 
inspection  on  the  first  day..  Such  recruits  are  not  only  of  no 
use  in  carrying  out  the  objects  of  an  encampment,  but  are  a 
positive  injury,  and  are  by  no  means  worth  the  money  they 
cost,  inasmuch  as  they  gain  no  instruction  in  the  routine  of 
camp  duty,  neither  do  they  bear  any  part  of  the  burdens  of  the 
duties  incident  to  the  camp.  It  would  be  a  great  improvement 
if  a  regulation  should  be  adopted  allowing  bounty  to  those 
persons  only  who  remain  in  camp  during  the  whole  of  its  dura- 
tion, and  perform  all  the  duties  required.  A  member  of  a 
company  who  merely  makes  his  appearance  on  the  last  day  of 
the  encampment  to  marcli  in  review,  or  to  "  make  one  more  " 
in  the  ranks  when  the  company  goes  home,  certainly  cannot  be 
said  to  have  performed  any  part  of  camp  duty. 

It  would  be  much  more  advantageous  to  the  service  to  have 
even  a  less  number  of  companies  in  the  State  than  are  at 
present  organized,  and  to  require  them  to  be  kept  in  a  higher 
state  of  drill  and  discipline  than  many  now  exhibit,  although 
more  duty  were  required  and  the  pay  to  the  members  increased, 
than  to  endeavor  to  foster  and  keep  alive  weak  and  inefficient 
organizations. 

If  the  law  allowing  bounty  for  the  May  Inspection  should  be 
repealed,  and  the  elementary  drills,  as  provided  in  the  Act  of 
1854,  increased   to  four  days  instead  of  two,  it  would  be  of 
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great  advantage  to  the  service,  and  a  saving  of  upwards  of  five 
thousand  dollars  to  the  treasury.     This  I  fully  recommend. 

When  the  law  requiring  an  inspection  in  May  was  adopted, 
members  of   companies  were  required  to  furnish  themselves 
with  arms  and  equipments,  and  it  was  necessary  that  the  com- 
manding officers  should  examine  them  and  certify  as  to  their 
condition ;  and  such  commanding  officers  had  also  a  pecuniary 
interest  in   making   a   careful   inspection,   inasmuch   as   they 
received  a  large  portion  of  the  fines  for  deficiencies.     At  the 
present  time,  arms  and  equipments  are  furnished  by  the  State, 
and   the   commissioned   officers  are  made  responsible  by  law 
that  the  same  are  always  kept  in  good  order.     Therefore,  the 
May  Inspection  is  unnecessary.     Besides,  the  law  of  the  State, 
in  accordance  with  that  of  the  United  States,  makes  it  the  duty 
of  Brigade  Majors  to  inspect  the  arms  and  equipments,  at  the 
annual    regimental   parades    of   the   Militia   composing   their 
respective  brigades,  and  to  make  return  thereof  to  the  Adjutant- 
General,  who  makes  an  aggregated  return  to  the  Commander- 
in-Chief,  and  also  to  the  President  of  the  United  States.     This 
inspection  is  made  on  the  first  day  of  the  annual  encampment 
of  the  troops,  and  is  all  that  is  necessary  for  the  good  of  the 
Militia  service.     The  commanding  officers  do  not,  generally, 
inspect  their  companies  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  May,  but  the 
members  assemble  and  attend  roll-call,  in  some  instances  not 
even  putting  on  their  uniforms  ;  but  on  some  other  day,  either 
earlier  or  later,  as  may  be  most  convenient  to  obtain  music,  &c, 
they  make  a  company  parade.     It  is  not  proposed  to  deprive 
commanders  of  companies  of  the  authority  to  order  their  com- 
mands to  parade  one  day  in  a  year,  but  to  leave  the  day  of 
parade  to  their  own  selection. 

I  renew  the  recommendation,  made  in  my  last  Annual 
Report,  to  abolish  the  offices  of  Third  and  Fourth  Lieutenants 
of  the  foot  Companies.  These  officers  are  not  required  by  the 
tactics  by  which  the  troops  are  drilled,  neither  are  they  allowed 
or  recognized  in  the  organization  of  the  army  of  the  United 
States,  with  which  the  Militia  organization  should,  in  all  practi- 
cable points,  accord.  The  army  organization,  at  the  present 
time,  is  one  Captain,  two  Lieutenants,  four  Sergeants,  four 
Corporals  and  two  Musicians,  for  a  company  of  Infantry.  In 
the  organization,  under  the  present  law  of  this  State,  there  is 
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an  excess  of  two  Lieutenants,  one  Sergeant  and  two  Musicians, 
in  all  five  persons,  allowed  to  each  company ;  and  every  such 
person  is  entitled  to  nine  dollars  per  annum  for  duty  performed. 
There  being  about  one  hundred  companies  in  the  State,  a 
reduction  in  the  annual  amount  of  expenses  of  about  four 
thousand  dollars  would  be  realized  by  a  conformity  with  the 
United  States  law  and  regulation. 

If  commanders  of  companies  were  more  particular  in  making 
their  pay  rolls  correct,  it  would  facilitate  the  examination  and 
auditing  them  very  much.  Full  one-half  the  pay  rolls  returned 
to  this  Department  the  past  season  were,  in  a  greater  or  less 
degree,  incorrect.  The  instructions  printed  upon  the  blanks 
are  full  and  clear,  and  it  would  seem  that  no  reasonable  excuse 
could  be  found  for  errors  in  making  out  the  rolls.  Although 
commanders  may  deem  it  a  palliation  to  charge  the  faults  upon 
the  clerks  of  their  companies,  yet  they  should  bear  in  mind 
that  they  are  themselves  alone  responsible,  and  by  their  inatten- 
tion to  their  duty,  are  often  legally  guilty  of  making  false 
returns.  It  should  be  especially  borne  in  mind,  that  the  law 
does  not  allow  the  return  of  any  person  for  bounty  in  two 
capacities  on  the  same  day.  A  musician  who  is  returned  as  a 
drum-major,  or  a  member  of  a  band,  cannot,  by  any  stretch  of 
construction,  be  legally  returned  in  the  pay  roll  of  a  company. 

An  opinion  having  been  expressed  by  some  officers  of  Rifle 
Companies,  that  such  companies,  not  being  armed  with  bayo- 
nets, were  not  liable  to  be  detailed  for  guard  duty  when  serving 
with  other  troops,  the  following  correspondence  with  Adjutant- 
General  Cooper,  of  the  army,  is  here  inserted  for  information : —

Sir, — In  answer  to  the  inquiry  presented  in  your  letter  of  the  25th 
instant,  I  have  to  state,  that  when  a  brigade  is  composed  of  a  regi- 
ment of  Infantry  and  a  regiment  or  battalion  of  Riflemen,  the  latter 
should  furnish  its  proportion  of  the  detail  for  guard  duty,  whether 
armed  with  bayonets  or  not.  All  the  duties  of  a  sentinel  may  be 
performed  with  the  rifle  alone.

The  annual  expense  of  Armories,  payable  out  of  the  State 
treasury,  is  equal  to  one-fourth  part  of  the  bounty  money  paid 
to  the  several  companies.  The  Commissioners,  under  the  Act 
concerning  Armories,  passed  in  1853,  have 'had  much  difficulty 
in  adjusting  the  claims  made  by  cities  and  towns  for  the  rent  of 
Armories  provided  under  said  Act.  The  tendency  on  the  part 
of  the  municipal  authorities  of  many  cities  and  towns  in  the 
Commonwealth  to  provide  larger  and  more  expensive  places  for 
the  deposit  of  the  State  property  intrusted  to  military  com- 
panies, since  the  Act  above  alluded  to  was  passed,  than  they 
were  willing  to  provide  previously  to  the  Act,  when  the  cities 
and  towns  were  obliged  by  law  to  pay  the  rent,  without  recourse 
to  the  State  for  reimbursement,  has  caused  much  trouble  and 
inconvenience. 

The  following  is  the  Armory  Law,  to  which  is  added  a  cor- 
respondence with  the  Attorney- General  upon  the  subject,  and 
they  are  herewith  presented  for  general  information : — 

AN  ACT  concerning  Armories  for  the  use  of  the  Volunteer  Militia. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  General 
Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  follows : — 

Sect.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  cities, 
and  of  the  selectmen  of  towns,  in  this  Commonwealth,  from  time  to 
time,  to  provide  each  and  every  company  of  Cavalry,  Artillery,  In- 
fantry,   Light   Infantry   and    Riflemen,    within    the    limits    of   their 
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respective  cities  and  towns,  which  are  now  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  duly  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  with  suita- 
ble and  proper  Armories  or  places  of  deposit  for  the  safe  keeping  of 
the  arms  and  equipments,  furnished  to  such  company  or  companies 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Adjutant-General,  under  the  authority  of 
law :  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the 
Commonwealth,  in  manner  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  mayor  and  aldermen  and  selectmen  shall  annu- 
ally, in  either  of  the  months  of  October  or  November,  make  out  and 
transmit  to  the  office  of  the  Adjutant-General,  verified  by  the  oath  or 
affirmation  of  two  at  least  of  said  mayor  and  aldermen  or  selectmen, 
a  certificate  or  return,  showing  the  name  of  each  company  furnished 
with  an  Armory,  and  the  amount  paid  or  allowed  for  the  rent  or  use 
thereof;  and  said  certificate  or  return  shall  embrace  also  in  substance, 
as  follows : — That  the  Armory  or  Armories  so  furnished  by  said 
mayor  and  aldermen  or  selectmen  are  such,  and  such  only,  as,  in  the 
opinion  of  a  majority  thereof,  are  necessary  for  the  legitimate  uses 
of  such  company  or  companies  as  an  Armory  or  Armories ;  and  that 
the  value  of  the  annual  rent  thereof,  according  to  the  value  of  real 
estate  in  the  city  or  town  wherein  the  same  is  or  are  located,  is  fully 
equal  to  the  sum  or  sums  paid  or  claimed  therefor. 

Sect.  3.  The  Adjutant-General,  the  Treasurer  and  Receiver-Gen- 
eral, and  the  Auditor  of  this  Commonwealth,  respectively,  for  the 
time  being,  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Commissioners  to  examine  and 
audit  all  accounts  and  claims  for  rent  of  Armories,  made  in  pursuance 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Act ;  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary in  each  year,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  to  examine 
the  several  returns  and  certificates  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section 
and  to  institute  such  inquiries  in  relation  thereto  as  they  may  deem 
expedient  and  proper;  to  cause  the  same  to  be  corrected,  if  necessary, 
and  to  allow  such  accounts  and  claims,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  as 
said  Commissioners  shall  deem  to  be  just  and  in  accordance  with  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  Act :  provided,  however,  that  in  no 
case  whatever  shall  there  be  allowed,  in  payment  for  an  Armory  for 
any  one  company,  a  greater  sum  annually  than  three  hundred  dollars ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  said  Board  of  Commissioners 
to  file  in  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth,  within  ten 
days  after  they  shall  have  completed  their  said  examination,  a  certifi- 
cate signed  by  them,  showing  the  sum  and  sums  thus  allowed,  and 
the  names  of  the  respective  companies  for  whose  use  the  same  was 
allowed,  and  the  city  or  town  to  which  such  companies  belong  ; — and 
the  said  Adjutant-General  shall  thereupon  immediately  notify  the 
said  mayor  and  aldermen  and  selectmen  of  the  sum  and  sums  thus 
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allowed ;  and  the  amount  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  to 
the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  and  selectmen  respectively  on  demand, 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  law,  for  the  reimbursement 
of  sums  paid  out  by  them  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Volun- 
teer Militia  for  military  service. 

Sect.  4.  Any  person  or  persons,  named  or  referred  to  in  this  Act, 
who  shall  be  guilty  of  making  any  false  return  or  certificate  required 
by  this  Act,  to  be  made  under  oath  as  herein  before  provided,  with 
intent  to  defraud  the  Commonwealth,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  com- 
mitted the  crime  of  perjury,  and  shall  be  punished  therefor  accord- 
ingly :  and  if  by  reason  of  such  false  return  or  certificate,  wilfully 
made  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  any  city  or  the  selectmen  of  any 
town,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them,  there  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
treasury  of  this  Commonwealth,  to  such  city  or  town,  any  sum  or 
sums  of  money  to  which  such  city  or  town  is  not  entitled,  according 
to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  Act,  the  city  or  town  so 
receiving  the  same  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  four 
times  the  amount  of  money  so  received,  to  be  recovered  by  indict- 
ment, in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth,  of  competent 
jurisdiction. 

Sect.  5.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

Gentlemen, — Your  letter  of  the  8th  of  July  was  received,  and 
in  answer  to  the  question  therein  raised,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
Commissioners,  under  the  law  of  May  14,  1853,  would  not  be  justi- 
fied in  allowing  compensation  to  the  several  cities  and  towns  for 
rooms,  suitable  to  be,  and  intended  to  be,  used  by  the  military  com- 
panies in  said  cities  and  towns  for  drilling  therein,  unless  such  rooms, 
being  in  good  faith  provided  for  a  place  of  daposit  for  the  safe  keep- 
ing of  arms  and  equipments,  should  be  also  suitable  for  the  former 
purpose. 

The  allowance  is  to  be  made  for  Armories,  and  an  Armory,  in  its 
proper  definition  and  by  the  statute,  means  a  place  for  the  deposit  of 
arms.  Still,  however,  the  law  does  not  prescribe  how  large  an 
Armory  shall  be,  or  how  it  shall  be  constructed,  or  how  or  where 
-therein  arms  shall  be  kept  so  as  best  to  be  preserved  or  inspected  ; 
nor  does  it  ordain  that,  after  it  shall  have  been  built,  it  shall  not  be 
used  for  other  and  compatible  purposes. 

I  cannot,  therefore,  nor  can  you,  pronounce  that  a  room  is  not  to 
be  allowed  for,  merely  because  in  fact  a  drill  may  be  and  is  had 
therein.

Should  it  be  deemed  advisable  to  repeal  so  much  of  the  Act 
of  1853  as  provides  for  refunding  the  amount  paid  cities  and 
towns  for  Armory  rents,  and  should  the  suggestions  in  refer- 
ence to  repealing  the  bounty  for  May  Inspection,  and  the  reduc- 
tion of  the  number  of  officers,  &c,  be  adopted,  the  amount  of 
the  annual  expense  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  would  be  reduced 
nearly  one-third. 

Under  a  Resolve  of  the  legislature,  approved  April  23, 1853, 
several  cities  and  towns  were  intrusted  with  the  care  and  use 
of  field  guns  and  appurtenances,  under  an  obligation  signed  by 
the  municipal  authorities,  that  the  property  thus  intrusted 
should  be  kept  in  good  order  without  expense  to  the  Common- 
wealth.   In  some  instances  this  obligation  has  been  so  seriously 
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neglected,  that  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  take  possession 
of  the  property,  and  have  it  removed  to  the  Arsenal  in  Cam- 
bridge. The  cities  and  towns  of  Charlestown,  Concord,  Fall 
River,  Groton,  Lowell,  Lynn,  Newburyport,  Northampton,  Rox- 
bury,  Salem  and  Worcester,  have  each  in  their  possession,  at 
the  present  time,  two  field-pieces  and  appurtenances,  and  the 
towns  of  Greenfield  and  Waltham  are  intrusted  with  one  gun 
and  implements  each,  in  all  of  which  cases  the  requisite  bonds 
have  been  given. 

Having  a  sufficient  supply  of  arms  and  equipments  for 
immediate  use,  in  the  possession  of  the  several  Volunteer  Com- 
panies and  in  the  State  Arsenal,  no  part  of  the  annual  quota  of 
arms  due  the  Commonwealth  from  the  United  States  has  been 
drawn  the  past  season. 

The  muskets  which  have  heretofore  been  received  from  the 
General  Government  are  very  imperfect,  and  when  in  use  by 
the  troops  are  constantly  getting  out  of  order.  Personal  appli- 
cation was  made,  last  June,  to  the  Chief  of  the  Ordnance 
Department  for  some  muskets  of  a  later  model,  which  have 
been  adopted  by  the  War  Department  for  the  use  of  the  army. 
This  application  was  unsuccessful,  the  reply  of  Colonel  Craig 
being  that  he  could  not  at  present  furnish  the  States  with  any 
arms  different  from  those  already  issued. 

Believing  it  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Commonwealth  not 
to  make  requisition  for  muskets,  the  quota  due  has  been  per- 
mitted to  remain  upon  the  books  of  the  United  States  to  the 
credit  of  this  State,  in  the  hope  that  ere  long  the  recommenda- 
tion, contained  in  the  late  Report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to 
Congress,  that  the  Militia  be  supplied  with  the  rifle-musket, 
may  be  adopted.  This  musket  has  been  proved,  by  experiments 
made  by  officers  of  the  Ordnance  Department,  to  be  capable  of 
forcing  the  elongated  expansion  ball,  of  the  weight  of  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  grains,  with  a  charge  of  only  seventy  grains 
of  powder,  through  a  piece  of  solid  white  pine,  three  inches 
thick,  at  one  thousand  yards  distance,  while  the  musket  with 
which  our  Volunteer  Militia  Companies  are  now  furnished  by 
the  United  States  is  only  capable  of  discharging  a  ball  of  the 
weight  of  seventeen  to  the  pound,  with  a  charge  of  one  hundred 
and  ten  grains  of  powder,  and  that  with  no  great  degree  of 
certainty  of  hitting  at  only   three   hundred  yards   distance. 
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Besides  this  difference,  the  force  of  the  ball  from  the  rifled 
musket,  at  one  thousand  yards,  is  much  greater  than  that  of 
the  ordinary  one  at  three  hundred  yards.  With  the  improved 
musket,  the  Volunteer  Militia,  after  a  little  practice,  would 
be  able  to  cope  with  regular  troops  of  the  same  arm,  and  would 
be  formidable  even  against  a  light  field  battery,  as,  by  the 
accuracy  and  the  long  reach  of  their  shot,  they  would  be 
enabled  to  disable  the  cannoneers  and  horses,  and  thus  render 
the  battery  inoperative. 

The  undersigned  assures  the  members  of  the  Massachusetts 
Volunteer  Militia,  that  no  efforts  on  his  part  shall  be  wanting  to 
obtain  for  them  a  supply  of  these  improved  arms  at  the  earliest 
practicable  period ;  and  that  the  various  suggestions  offered, 
and  the  alterations  proposed,  in  this  communication,  are  pre- 
sented in  the  belief  that,  if  adopted,  they  will  tend  to  the  fur- 
therance of  the  best  interests  of  the  active  Militia,  which  should 
always  be  found,  both  in  its  organization  and  efficiency,  in  a 
condition  to  meet  the  requirements  of  law  and  the  approbation 
of  the  public. 

By  advices  from  the  Ordnance  Department,  it  appears  that 
the  number  of  muskets  now  due  to  Massachusetts  from  the 
United  States  is  twelve  hundred  and  forty-one.  The  quota  for 
the  year  1856  will  be  five  hundred  and  ninety-four,  making  up  a 
total  of  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five  muskets,  which,  at 
thirteen  dollars  each,  (that  being  the  price  charged  to  the 
State,)  will  amount  to  the  sum  of  twenty-three  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-five  dollars  ($23,855)  to  the  credit  of  the 
State,  for  which  arms  may  be  drawn  from  the  United  States. 

Trusting  that  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties  may  have

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  Excellency,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  law,  the  Annual  Report  from  this 
department  for  the  year  1857,  containing  abstracts  from  the 
returns  of  the  commanding  officers  of  divisions,  brigades,  regi- 
ments, battalions  and  companies  of  the  Active  Militia ;  together 
with  abstracts  from  the  returns  of  the  clerks  of  the  several 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  exhibiting  the  numeri- 
cal strength  of  the  Unrolled  Militia ;  also,  tabular  statements 
of  the  ordnance,  ordnance  stores,  equipments,  <fcc,  deposited  in 
the  State  Arsenal  at  Cambridge,  under  my  care  as  Quarter- 
master-General, and  of  the  ordnance  deposited  in  the  several 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  authorities  of  which 
have  given  bonds  for  the  care  of  the  same — accompanied  with 
statements,  suggestions  and  recommendations,  which  are  deemed 
of  importance  to  the  Active  Militia,  and  may  be  interesting  to 
the  public,  with  a  Roster  containing  the  names,  rank  and  date 
of  commission  of  every  officer  in  the  State,  revised  and  cor- 
rected January  1st,  1858.

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The  payment  of  bounty  by  the  Commonwealth  to  Volunteer 
Militia  companies  commenced  in  the  year  1834.  From  that 
period  up  to  1840  (when  the  present  organization  was  Arranged) 
one  hundred  and  thirteen  companies  raised  at  large  were 
disbanded. 

The  present  organization  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  was 
arranged  by  an  Order  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  dated  April 
17,  1840.  At  that  time  there  were  organized  one  hundred  and 
forty-two  companies.  Only  thirty-nine  of  said  companies  are 
now  in  existence.  From  said  date  to  the  present  time,  one 
hundred  and  nineteen  have  been  organized,  (seventy-two  of 
them  since  1850,)  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-nine  have  been 
disbanded  since  1840,  leaving,  at  the  present  time,  one  hundred 
and  two,  which  are  arranged  as  follows : —

All  the  Volunteer  Militia  of  the  State  encamped  the  past 
season,  and  I  was  present  during  the  whole  or  part  of  the  time 
at  each  encampment,  and,  when  requested  by  the  commanding 
officer,  reviewed  the  troops. 

The  encampments  were  as  follows  : — 

The  Divisionary  Company  of  Cadets  of  the  First  Division, 
under  the  command  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  Thomas  C.  Amory, 
encamped  at  Nahant  on  the  22d,  23d,  and  24th  days  of  July. 

The  weather  was  all  that  could  be  desired  on  the  first  day  ; 
but  during  the  first  night  a  violent  rain  storm  commenced  and 
continued  until  the  morning  of  the  last  day  of  the  encampment. 
On  the  23d  the  Commander-in-chief  visited  and  remained  in 
camp  most  of  the  day,  but  owing  to  the  severity  of  the  storm 
deemed  it  most  proper  to  cause  the  usual  duties  of  the  camp  to 
be  omitted  for  the  day.  This  corps,  under  its  veteran  com- 
mander, may  well  be  looked  upon  as  a  model  command  for  drill 
and  discipline. 

The  First  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  William 
W.  Bullock,  encamped  at  Chelsea,  on  the  28th,  29th,  and  30th 
days  of  July. 

The  various  duties  of  the  camp  were  generally  well  executed 
under  Colonel  Bullock's  direction,  for  which  he  is  entitled  to 
much  credit.  This  brigade  is  composed  of  the  troops  of  the 
cities  of  Boston  and  Roxbury.  The  several  regiments  and  bat- 
talions will  be  noticed  respectively  as  they  appeared  when  they 
were  reviewed  by  the  Commander-in-chief  on  the  last  day  of 
the  encampment. 

The  First  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Colonel 
Robert  I.  Burbank,  appeared  well  and  in  good  numbers.     The 
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various  duties  of  the  camp  were  never  better  executed  by  this 
regiment  than  they  were  on  this  occasion.  Colonel  Burbank 
is  untiring  in  his  efforts  that  his  command  shall  not  be  excelled 
by  any  other  regiment  in  the  State.  Company  D,  of  this 
regiment,  having  failed  to  comply  with  the  law,  as  regards 
numbers,  has  been  disbanded. 

The  Second  Regiment  of  Infantry  was  under  the  command 
of  Lieutenant-Colonel  T.  L.  D.  Perkins,  and  appeared  in  num- 
ber and  drill  in  better  condition  than  they  were  in  last  season. 
Colonel  Perkins  has  recently  resigned  his  commission  as  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel, and  has  accepted  that  of  Captain  of  Company 
D,  (Roxbury,)  of  this  regiment.  By  so  doing  he  evinces  a 
lively  interest  in  keeping  up  the  organization  of  said  company. 

The  Company  of  Light  Artillery,  commanded  by  Captain 
Moses  G.  Cobb,  retains  its  well  earned  reputation  of  being  one 
of  the  best  volunteer  light  batteries  in  the  United  States. 

The  Battalion  of  Light  Dragoons,  under  the  command  of 
Major  Thomas  J.  Pierce,  appeared  well  and  in  fair  drill.  As  a 
body  of  volunteer  mounted  troops,  this  command  has  no  superior, 
and  but  few  equals. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  last  day,  after  striking  the  tents,  the 
brigade  escorted  the  Commander-in-chief  to  the  State  House, 
and  afterwards  Brigadier-General  Samuel  Andrews,  commander 
of  the  First  Division,  reviewed  the  brigade  on  Boston  Common. 
Shortly  after  leaving  the  camp  at  Chelsea,  it  commenced  rain- 
ing, and  continued  to  do  so  during  the  remainder  of  the  after- 
noon. Had  the  weather  been  pleasant,  no  doubt  a  large 
gathering  of  persons  would  have  been  present  to  witness  the 
review.  The  brigade,  as  a  whole,  is  not  probably  excelled  in 
appearance  by  any  brigade  of  volunteer  militia  in  the  United 
States. 

The  undersigned  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  Dr.  M.  C. 
Green,  Acting-Surgeon  of  the  First  Regiment,  for  his  profes- 
sional attention  on  the  occasion  of  a  severe  and  sudden  illness 
during  the  second  night  of  the  encampment.  To  Captain 
Baker,  (of  the  brigade  staff,)  and  Colonel  Burbank,  he  is  under 
great  obligations,  for  their  kindness  on  that  occasion.  In  this 
connection  the  undersigned  would  suggest  that  it  is  too  fre- 
quently the  case  that  there  is  not  attention  enough  given  to  the 
necessity  of  having  either  the  surgeon,  or  his  assistant,  always 
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in  camp  with  the  troops.  This  was  the  case  on  the  above 
occasion,  some  of  the  commands  there  being  without  either.  I 
would  suggest  that,  in  my  judgment,  the  good  of  the  service 
would  be  promoted  by  the  addition  of  a  surgeon  to  the  staff  of 
each  Division  and  Brigade. 

The  Sixth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Edward  F.  Jones,  encamped  at  Westford  on  the  26th, 
27th,  and  28th  days  of  August.  The  regiment  appeared  in 
good  numbers  and  in  fair  drill.  Colonel  Jones  well  deserves 
the  support  of  his  command  for  the  interest  he  takes  in  im- 
proving the  drill  and  discipline  of  the  regiment.  I  reviewed 
the  regiment  on  the  27th,  and  was  present  at  the  review  by 
Brigadier-General  B.  F.  Butler  on  the  28th. 

The  Eighth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Frederic  J.  Coffin,  encamped  at  Newburyport,  on  the 
2d,  3d,  and  4th  days  of  September.  The  Commander-in-chief 
reviewed  the  regiment  on  the  2d  day  of  the  encampment,  and 
Brigadier-General  Joseph  Andrews  reviewed  on  the  last.  The 
general  appearance  of  this  command  exhibited  marked  im- 
provement over  that  of  last  year.  In  point  of  numbers  it  is 
the  largest  regiment  in  the  State,  averaging  upwards  of  sixty 
men,  per  company,  present. 

The  Fifth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of 
Colonel  Charles  B.  Rogers,  encamped  at  Nahant,  on  the  8th, 
9th,  and  10th  days  of  September.  I  was  present  on  the  second 
day  of  the  encampment,  and  witnessed  the  review  by  Brigadier- 
General  B.  F.  Butler.  The  troops  appeared  well ;  but  the 
ground  was  not  suitable  for  an  encampment. 

Some  of  the  companies  in  this  regiment,  are  in  point  of  num- 
bers, drill  and  discipline,  not  excelled  by  any  in  the  State. 
Company  F,  (of  Cambridge,)  having  failed  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  law,  has  been  disbanded. 

The  Seventh  Regiment  of  Infantry,  commanded  by  Colonel 
William  Saunders,  encamped  at  South  Danvers,  on  the  9th, 
10th,  and  11th  days  of  September.  On  the  second  day  of  the 
encampment  I  was  present  and  reviewed  the  regiment  in  the 
forenoon,  and  witnessed  the  review  by  Major-General  William 
Sutton  in  the  afternoon.  After  which  various  evolutions  were 
executed  very  creditably. 

The  Fifth  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
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Samuel  H.  Leonard,  encamped  at  Worcester,  on  the  9th,  10th, 
and  11  th  days  of  September.  This  brigade  consists  of  the 
Ninth  and  Tenth  Regiments  of  Infantry.  The  Ninth  Regiment 
is  unequalled  in  drill  and  discipline  by  any  regiment  in  the 
State.  It  has  met  with  a  great  loss  in  the  resignation  and  dis- 
charge of  its  popular  commander,  Colonel  Edwin  Upton.  In 
point  of  average  number  of  men  per  company  it  is  only  second 
in  the  State.  Company  D,  (of  Westminster,)  having  failed  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  law,  has  been  disbanded.  The 
Tenth  Regiment,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  Charles  S. 
Childs,  appeared  in  fair  drill,  but  with  a  less  number  of  men 
per  company  than  any  other  regiment  in  the  State.  Company 
I,  Rifles  annexed,  (of  Holden,)  Captain  E.  Hall,  appeared  for 
the  first  time  in  camp.  Companies  E,  (of  West  Boylston,)  and 
F,  (of  Berlin,)  having  failed  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
the  law,  have  been  disbanded.  Company  C,  (of  Worcester,)  on 
petition,  has  recently  been  allowed  to  change  its  arm  from  the 
musket  to  the  rifle.  Recently  an  order  has  been  issued,  de- 
taching companies  C  and  I,  Tenth  Regiment,  and  organizing 
them  into  a  battalion,  and  they  will  be  hereafter  known  as  Com- 
panies A  and  B,  respectively,  Third  Battalion  of  Rifles.  On 
the  last  day  of  encampment,  the  Commander-in-chief  reviewed 
the  brigade  in  the  afternoon,  it  having  been  reviewed  by  Major- 
General  Augustus  Morse  in  the  forenoon.  After  the  review  by 
the  Governor,  General  Leonard  caused  various  evolutions  to  be 
executed  ;  and  for  the  very  correct  manner  in  which  these  were 
performed,  General  Leonard  and  his  command  are  entitled  to 
be  awarded  the  distinction  of  being  the  best  drilled  brigade  in 
the  State.  The  armory  which  had  been  furnished  for  Company 
A,  Tenth  Regiment,  (of  Milford,)  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  the 
6th  of  February  last,  together  with  all  the  public  property  that 
had  been  issued  to  the  company,  this  being  the  second  stand  of 
muskets  that  has  been  destroyed  by  fire  since  the  law  was  passed 
(1840)  to  furnish  arms  to  the  volunteer  militia. 

The  Sixth  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier-General 
A.  A.  Richmond,  encamped  at  Northampton,  on  the  16th,  17th, 
and  18th  days  of  September.  This  brigade  consists  of  the 
Eleventh  and  Twelfth  Regiments,  with  the  First  Battalion  of 
Infantry,  and  the  company  of  Cavalry  in  Springfield  annexed. 
On  the  last  day  of  the  encampment  the  Commander-in-chief,

accompanied  by  Major- General  Augustus  Morse  and  suite,  re- 
viewed the  command.  After  the  review  General  Richmond 
caused  various  evolutions  to  be  executed.  The  manner  in 
which  they  were  performed  reflect  much  credit  upon  General 
Richmond  as  an  instructor  in  tactics,  and  as  evidence  that  the 
respective  commanders  had  given  much  attention  to  the 
"  Book."  This  brigade  is  recruited  over  a  large  extent  of 
territory,  comprising  all  of  the  counties  west  of  Worcester. 
When  this  fact  is  considered,  and  other  circumstances  taken 
into  view,  the  greater  is  the  credit  to  which  the  troops 
of  this  command  are  entitled  for  the  improvement  they  have 
made  within  a  short  time.  The  regiments  are  respectively 
under  the  command  of  Colonel  James  Stockwell  and  Colonel 
Horace  C.  Lee.  The  battalion  is  commanded  by  Major  Henry 
S.  Briggs.  The  several  commanding  officers  of  Infantry  are 
entitled  to  much  credit  for  the  interest  they  have  taken,  and 
time  they  have  devoted  to  the  improvement  in  the  drill  and 
discipline  of  their  respective  commands.  Company  A,  of  the 
Eleventh  Regiment,  (of  Shelburne,)  under  the  command  of 
Captain  Halbert  S.  Greenleaf,  appeared  for  the  first  time  in 
camp,  and  in  fair  numbers  and  drill.  The  Commander  of  the 
Cavalry  Corps  reports  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  members 
to  change  the  uniform  of  the  company  for  one  that  is  more  ap- 
propriate ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  members  will  hereafter 
take  a  more  lively  interest  in  the  drill,  &c.  For  the  liberal  en- 
couragement the  State  extends  to  its  troops,  it  has  a  right  to 
expect  a  higher  state  of  drill  than  this  corps  at  present  exhibits. 
The  Second  Battalion  of  Rifles,  under  the  command  of  Major 
Ephraim  Moore,  and  the  company  of  Light  Dragoons,  (of  Wal- 
tham,)  attached  to  the  Third  Brigade,  encamped  at  Waltham, 
on  the  21st,  22d,  and  23d  days  of  September.  All  the  various 
duties  required  were  well  performed  by  these  troops  while  in 
camp.  The  Light  Dragoons,  under  the  command  of  Captain 
William  Gibbs,  have  lost  none  of  the  well-earned  good  reputa- 
tion they  have  heretofore  enjoyed.  On  the  second  day  of 
the  encampment  Brigadier-General  B.  F.  Butler  reviewed  the 
troops,  and  on  the  last  they  were  reviewed  by  the  undersigned. 
The  Second  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Brigadier- 
General  E.  W.  Pierce,  encamped  at  Taunton,  on  the  28d,  24th, 
and  25th  days  of  September.     This  command  consists  of  the 
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Third  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under  the  command  of  Colonel 
Stephen  Thomas,  and  the  Fourth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  under 
the  command  of  Colonel  Abner  B.  Packard,  with  the  Light 
Dragoons,  (of  North  Bridgewater,)  under  the  command  of 
Captain  Jonas  R.  Perkins,  annexed.  The  general  appearance 
of  this  command,  has  greatly  improved  within  the  past  two  or 
three  years,  and  a  very  marked  improvement  has  been  made 
within  the  last  year.  The  only  review,  on  this  occasion,  was  by 
the  undersigned,  on  the  last  day  of  the  encampment,  and 
which  may  be  considered  the  best  that  this  brigade  ever  exe- 
cuted. The  Fourth  Regiment  is  deserving  of  the  notice,  that 
it  has  nearly,  if  it  has  not  quite,  attained  to  the  high  reputation 
of  the  Third  Regiment  for  drill  and  discipline.  In  point  of 
number  and  general  appearance,  on  the  above  occasion,  it  is 
entitled  to  be  considered  the  best.  The  good  of  the  service  will 
require  that  two  or  three  of  the  companies  in  the  Third  Regi- 
ment be  disbanded  unless  they  immediately  recruit.  Company 
I,  of  the  Third  Regiment,  has  recently  been  allowed  to  change 
its  arm  from  that  of  the  musket  to  the  rifle. 

The  Light  Dragoons  have  made  a  small  increase  in  numbers 
since  the  last  encampment. 

The  Divisionary  Company  of  Cadets,  of  the  Second  Division, 
under  the  command  of  Captain  Samuel  B.  Foster,  encamped  at 
Ipswich,  on  the  24th,  25th,  and  26th  days  of  September. 
Being  engaged  in  the  camp  of  the  Second  Brigade,  I  was  not 
able  to  be  present  until  the  last  day  of  the  encampment  of  the 
Cadets,  on  which  day  they  were  reviewed  by  Major-General 
William  Sutton.  All  the  various  duties  were  performed  in  a 
manner  that  exhibited  the-  highest  state  of  drill  and  discipline 
to  which  volunteer  troops  can  be  expected  to  attain.  With  Cap- 
tain Foster  the  company  has  a  drill  officer  who  has  no  superior, 
and  few  equals,  in  the  service. 

The  First  Battalion  of  Rifles,  under  the  command  of  Major 
Ben :  Perley  Poore,  encamped  on  Major  Poore's  farm  in  West 
Newbury,  on  the  28th,  29th,  and  30th  days  of  September.  It 
may  be  truly  said  that  the  Major  is  the  founder  of  this  com- 
mand, which  consists  of  three  companies,  averaging  upwards  of 
sixty-seven  men  to  a  company.  Each  company  had  present, 
respectively,  the  following  number  of  men  each  day :  A,  60  ;  B, 
64  ;  C,  60.     On  this  occasion,  the  Major  had  caused  an  en- 
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trencbment  to  be  thrown  up  around  his  entire  camp,  with  bas- 
tions, at  each  corner  or  angle  of  the  ground,  which  made  the 
encampment  look  much  like  a  fortified  camp.  All  the  various 
duties  required  to  be  executed  in  camp  were  carried  out, 
including  the  cooking  by  the  men.  On  the  second  day 
of  the  encampment  the  command  was  reviewed  by  Major-Gen- 
eral  William  Sutton  and  the  undersigned,  and  on  the  last  day 
by  the  Commander-in-chief  and  Brigadier-General  Joseph  An- 
drews, respectively.  The  camp  was  visited  by  many  persons  of 
the  highest  respectability,  civil  as  well  as  military.  Not  only 
was  the  camp  opened  to  visitors,  but  the  Major's  hospitality  ex- 
tended into  his  mansion  house — in  fact,  there  were  no  doors 
closed. 

This  terminated  the  encampments  for  the  year,  required  of 
the  volunteer  troops  by  law. 

During  the  past  season  no  inconvenience  was  experienced  on 
account  of  the  weather,  by  the  troops  which  went  into  camp 
after  the  1st  of  September ;  and  it  has  been  conclusively  proved 
that  the  troops  not  only  suffer  less  by  heat  by  going  into  camp 
late  in  the  season,  but  are  much  less  liable  to  get  wet  than  when 
they  encamp  during  the  hot  weather.  The  several  encamp- 
ments have  been  well  conducted,  and  the  commanders  generally 
have  taken  much  care  that  all  the  duties  required  to  be  per- 
formed in  camp  should  be  properly  attended  to.  Where  all 
have  done  so  well  it  is  difficult  to  discriminate.  There  has  been 
no  year  since  the  encampment  law  was  passed,  when  good  order 
has  so  generally  prevailed  outside  and  near  the  encampments, 
as  has  been  observed  the  past  season.  The  marked  difference 
noticed  outside  of  the  encampment  of  the  First  Brigade,  the 
present  year,  in  contrast  with  what  had  occurred  at  all  places 
where  the  brigade  had  previously  encamped,  is  particularly 
gratifying.  The  credit  is  justly  due  to  the  worthy  gentleman  at 
the  head  of  the  municipal  authorities  of  Chelsea,  for  the  arrest 
of  the  first  violators  of  the  law,  in  consequence  of  which  no 
violations  were  afterwards  attempted.  It  may  truly  be  said 
that  at  no  large  gathering  of  persons  on  any  public  occasion 
were  there  less  violations  of  law  than  at  the  several  encamp- 
ments the  past  season.  At  many  of  them  were  large  gather- 
ings of  people,  particularly  at  Taunton  and  Newburyport. 
At  the   latter  place  I   was   informed  by  the  mayor   of   the 
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city  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  only  one  arrest 
during  the  encampment,  and  that  at  night,  at  a  consider- 
able distance  from  the  encampment  of  the  troops.  Much 
credit  is  due  to  the  civil  authorities  for  their  promptitude  in 
maintaining  the  laws.  The  authorities  of  the  several  cities  and 
towns  have  abundant  power  to  keep  the  peace,  and  where  lawless 
persons  assemble  and  continue  to  violate  the  laws,  it  is  entirely 
owing  to  the  remissness  of  the  civil  officers  in  not  doing  their 
duty. 

There  are  many  persons  who  consider  that  the  present 
encampment  law  causes  an  entirely  unnecessary  waste  of  time 
and  money.  In  answer  to  that  assertion  it  is  only  necessary  to 
inquire,  whether  any  military  organization  is  requisite  to  aid 
and  assist  the  civil  authorities  in  the  maintenance  of  law  and 
order,  and  to  be  prepared  at  all  times  for  any  emergency  which 
might  require  the  employment  of  military  force  ? 

This  question  must  be  answered  in  the  affirmative,  as  it  is 
presumed  that  most  men  are  of  that  opinion.  It  is  undoubtedly 
true,  that  the  present  efficient  organization  of  the  Volunteer 
Militia  of  the  State  is  entirely  owing  to  the  information  which 
has  been  acquired  under  the  encampment  law.  To  have  a  body 
of  men  to  act  efficiently  when  their  services  are  required,  they 
must  be  drilled  and  disciplined  in  masses,  and  kept  together  dur- 
ing consecutive  days.  This  is  what  the  encampment  law  effects ; 
and  from  an  experience  of  thirty-six  years  in  active  duty  in  the 
service,  as  private,  non-commissioned  and  commissioned  officer, 
under  the  various  militia  laws  which  have  existed  during  that 
period,  I  am  convinced  that  an  efficient  organization  of  the  militia 
cannot  otherwise  be  better  maintained  in  this  Commonwealth. 
To  say  that  the  laws  are  executed  fully  by  all  officers  would  not 
be  correct.  That  is  not  the  fault  of  the  law.  There  are  many 
excellent  and  well-meaning  officers  in  commission,  who  endea- 
vor to  do  their  duty  faithfully,  and  there  may  be  others  whose 
places  could  be  better  filled.  It  would  be  far  preferable  to 
repeal  all  the  laws  requiring  any  military  duty  to  be  per- 
formed, than  to  adopt  the  Bill  as  reported  to  the  last  legis- 
lature, which  proposed  to  return  to  the  old  mode  of  mustering 
but  one  day  in  the  year,  which  would  truly  be  but  time 
and  money  wasted.  Should  such  a  law  be  passed,  the  present 
organization   could   continue  but   a  short  time.      The   Com- 
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mittee  on  Retrenchment  and  Reform,  in  relation  to  the  militia 
of  the  State,  in  their  Report  at  the  last  session  of  the  legis- 
lature, say,  (see  Senate  Document  205)  :  "  L  militia  system  of 
some  sort  is  a  national  institution,  and  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  has  always  recognized  its  importance  by  main- 
taining and  fostering  it  in  various  ways.  The  present  system 
of  maintaining  a  limited  number  of  active  companies,  which 
may  constitute  a  nucleus  around  which  the  whole  enrolled 
militia  could  be  concentrated,  in  case  of  an  emergency  which 
should  require  such  a  force,  is  considered  a  great  improvement 
on  the  former  system,  when  all  enrolled  were  compelled  to  per- 
form a  certain  amount  of  active  duty,  or  pay  a  fine.  Compara- 
tively the  present  system  is  much  less  expensive  than  that  for- 
merly observed.  If  it  directly  costs  the  State  treasury  more,  it 
costs  the  people  of  the  State,  in  time  and  money,  less."  The 
report  of  the  committee  was  accompanied  by  a  somewhat 
anomalous  recommendation  and  Bill,  which  was  to  abolish  the 
encampment  and  substitute  therefor,  one  day's  parade.  Had 
such  a  law  been  enacted  the  result  would  have  been  that  the 
whole  organization  would  have  been  destroyed  within  two  years. 
Of  the  whole  number  of  companies  at  present  existing,  (one 
hundred  and  tvfo,)  sixty-three  have  been  organized  since  the  en- 
campment law  was  passed  (1849).  My  impression  is,  that  of  the 
other  thirty-nine  companies  organized  previous  to  the  encamp- 
ment law,  not  more  than  ten,  and  possibly,  not  even  as  many, 
would  have  been  in  existence  at  the  present  time,  if  that  law 
had  not  been  enacted.  After  said  report  was  printed,  the  fol- 
lowing communication  was  addressed  to  each  commander  of 
division,  brigade,  regiment,  battalion  and  detached  corps,  and 
within  three  or  four  days  thereafter,  answers  were  received  from 
all,  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three,  who  were  absent.

"  Sir: — Please  inform  me,  on  receipt  of  this,  what,  in  your 

judgment,  would  be  the  effect  upon  your  command,  should  the 

legislature  repeal  the  encampment  law,  and,  instead  thereof, 

require  only  one  day's  duty,  for  which  three  dollars  should  be 

paid  to  each  person  ?     And  what,  in  your  opinion,  would  be 
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the  effect  upon  the  military  organization  in  general  in  the  Com- 
monwealth ?

The  following  are  extracts  from  the  answers  received  to 
the  inquiry.  The  testimony  of  the  officers,  it  will  be  seen, 
is  uniform,  that  the  proposed  law  would  be  prejudicial  to 
the  continuance  of  the  organization.  And,  in  the  opinion  of 
some,  it  would  destroy  the  whole  system.  It  is  believed  to  be 
the  opinion  of  a  great  number  of  the  citizens  of  this  Common- 
wealth that  if  there  is  any  one  department  of  our  government 
which  can  be  seriously  injured  by  our  legislature,  and  which 
demands  a  permanent  policy,  it  is  the  militia  system. 

Major-General  William  Sutton,  of  South  Danvers,  Second 
Division,  says : — 

"  The  proposed  change  would  be  very  detrimental  to  a  well 
organized  militia. " 

Major-General  Augustus  Morse,  of  Leominster,  Third  Divi- 
sion, says : — 

"  It  would  be  decidedly  injurious  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
militia,  and  would  have  a  strong  tendency  to  dissolve  the  whole 
system." 

Brigadier-General  Samuel  Andrews,  of  Boston,  commanding 
the  First  Division,  says  : — 

"  The  effect  upon  my  command,  by  a  change  from  three  days 
to  one,  I  am  unable  to  give ;  but  I  doubt  not  their  loyalty  to 
the  State,  and  their  submission  to  such  laws  as  the  legislature, 
in  their  assembled  wisdom,  may  enact." 

Colonel  William  W.  Bullock,  of  Boston,  commanding  the 
First  Brigade,  says  : — 

j/^1, 1  would  say,  that  in  my  judgment  it  would  be  for  the  best 
interest  of  my  command,  to  substitute  one  day's  duty  for  the 
present  encampment  law.)  I  will  add,  that  I  think  the  militia 
of  the  State,  as  a  body,  would  suffer  by  the  change,  and,  for  the 
good  of  the  whole,  I  should  hope  that  no  change  would  be 
made  in  the  present  militia  law." 

Brigadier- General  E.  W.  Pierce,  of  Freetown,  commander  of 
the  Second  Brigade,  says : — 
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"  The  effect  of  such  an  act  would  be  most  disastrous  to  the 
best  interests  of  my  command." 

Colonel  Charles  B.  Rogers,  Charlestown,  commanding  the 
Third  Brigade,  says  : — 

"  The  experience  in  one  day's  duty  has  been  that  most  of  the 
time  is  consumed  in  routine  duties,  giving  but  little  opportunity 
for  practice  in  the  battalion  drill,  &c,  and  resulting  in  but  very 
little  real  benefit  to  the  troops.  My  opinion  is,  that  the  proposed 
change  would  be  very  injurious  ;  indeed,  that  it  would  destroy, 
in  a  great  measure,  the  efficiency  of  the  troops  when  acting 
together  in  battalions  or  large  bodies,  as  they  would  be  required 
to  do,  in  almost  any  case  of  emergency  needing  their  services." 

Brigadier-General  Samuel  H.  Leonard,  of  Worcester,  com- 
mander of  the  Fifth  Brigade,  says : — 

"  I  would  say,  if  the  legislature  desire  to  abolish  the  militia 
In  an  indirect  way,  that  would  be  one  of  the  best  ways  to  do  it 
They  might  as  well  abolish  the  whole  militia  system,  as  to  re- 
peal the  encampment  law.  I  believe,  if  the  brigade  which  I 
have  the  honor  to  command  should  be  called  upon  to  vote,  to 
sustain  or  abolish  the  encampment,  the  vote  would  be  unanimous 
to  sustain  the  present  law." 

Brigadier- General  A.  A.  Richmond,  of  North  Adams,  com- 
mander of  the  Sixth  Brigade,  says  : — 

"  Should  the  present  encampment  law  be  repealed,  it  would, 
without  doubt,  materially  injure  the  efficiency  of  my  command. 
It  is  quite  certain  that  there  has  been  great  improvement  in  the 
discipline  and  appearance  of  our  troops  throughout  the  State> 
within  a  few  years,  which  I  attribute,  almost  wholly,  to  the 
three  days'  service  in  the  field." 

Lieutenant-Colonel  T.  L.  D.  Perkins,  of  Roxbury,  com- 
mander of  the  Second  Regiment,  says  : — 

"  In  my  judgment,  it  is  inexpedient  to  repeal  the  present  en- 
campment laws.  The  repeal  would  operate  to  the  disadvantage 
of  the  regiment  under  my  command." 

Colonel  E.  W.- Wilbur,  of  Middleboro',  Adjutant  of  the  Third 
Regiment,  says  : — 

"  In  my  opinion,  such  a  step  would  be  disastrous  in  its  effects 
upon  the  regiment." 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Abner  B.  Packard,  Quincy,  commander  of 
the  Fourth  Regiment,  says  : — 
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"  I  think  all  who  wish  to  keep  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer 
Militia  in  as  good  standing  as  it  is  in  at  the  present  time,  would 
prefer  the  present  encampment  law  to  that  recently  reported  by 
the  committee,  to  the  legislature.' ' 

Colonel  E.  F.  Jones,  of  Lowell,  commander  of  the  Sixth 
Regiment,  says : — 

"  The  encampments  are  the  main  bonds  that  hold  my  regi- 
ment together.  I  am  confident,  that  should  the  proposed  alter- 
ations take  place,  the  result  would  be  the  entire  destruction  of 
my  command,  as  out  of  the  four  companies  in  the  city  of  Lowell, 
there  would  not  be  more  than  sufficient  material  to  maintain 
one  good  company ;  and  beyond  that,  I  do  not  think  a  company 
could  be  supported  a  single  year." 

Colonel  William  Saunders,  of  Salem,  commander  of  the 
Seventh  Regiment,  says  : — 

"  I  should  say,  as  a  general  thing,  it  would  be  very  injurious 
indeed.  The  present  law  is  just  what  is  wanted,  and  I  trust  our 
present  legislative  body  will  do  nothing  to  repeal  it." 

Colonel  F.  J.  Coffin,  of  Newburyport,  commander  of  the 
Eighth  Regiment,  says  : — 

"  I  believe  that  the  command  would  dwindle  into  the  same 
state  that  the  militia  were  in  previous  to  the  passage  of  the 
present  law." 

Colonel  Edwin  Upton,  of  Fitchburg,  commander  of  the 
Ninth  Regiment,  says  : — 

"  I  would  say  that,  in  my  opinion,  it  would  be  striking  a  death 
blow  to  the  militia  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  within  three 
years  from  the  time  such  a  law  is  passed,  we  shall  have  a  State 
without  any  militia  force  whatever." 

Colonel  C.  S.  Childs,  commander  of  the  Tenth  Regiment, 
says : — 

"  In  answer,  I  would  state  that  having  conferred  with  a 
majority  of  the  officers  of  the  field  and  staff,  they  have  in- 
variably given  the  opinion  that  it  would  directly  tend  to  break 
up  the  regiment.     In  this  I  fully  concur." 

Colonel  James  Stockwell,  of  Warwick,  commander  of  the 
Eleventh  Regiment,  says  : — 

"  To  repeal  the  encampment  law,  and  instead  thereof  require 
only  one  day's  duty,  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  very  injurious  to 
my  regiment,  situated  as  we  are,  over  so  large  an  extent  of  ter- 
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ritory.  In  being  in  camp  three  days  each  company  tries  to 
excel  the  others,  and  carry  off  the  palm.  The  third  day  we 
begin  to  understand  how  to  drill  together.  In  one  day  we 
should  not  drill  at  all,  but  merely  pass  in  review  and  be 
inspected.  The  proposed  change  would  kill  the  Eleventh  Regi- 
ment. I  like  your  recommendation  to  abolish  the  May  inspec- 
tion, and  add  two  more  for  elementary  drill.  I  consider  our 
military  system  superior  to  that  of  any  other  State  in  the  Union, 
and  it  is  best  to  keep  it  so." 

Colonel  H.  C.  Lee,  of  Springfield,  commander  of .  the 
Twelfth  Regiment,  says  : — 

"  Do  not  allow  the  legislature,  if  it  can  be  helped,  to  pass  a 
law  dispensing  with  the  fall  encampment.  We  might  as  well 
all  resign  if  that  is  done." 

Major  Thomas  J.  Pierce,  of  Somerville,  commander  of  the 
First  Battalion  Light  Dragoons,  says  : — 

"  In  my  judgment,  the  proposed  change  would  have  an  inju- 
rious effect  upon  my  command.  I  think  it  would  be  a  very  bad 
move." 

Major  M.  G.  Cobb,  commander  of  company  of  Light  Artil- 
lery of  First  Brigade,  says  : — 

"  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  in  my  opinion,  the  repeal  of  the 
encampment  law,  and  the  substitution  of  one  day's  parade 
thereof,  as  proposed,  would  prove  most  disastrous  to  our 
militia." 

Major  Henry  S.  Briggs,  of  Pittsfield,  commander  of  the 
troops  in  Berkshire  County,  says  : — 

"  In  my  judgment,  the  proposed  change  in  the  tour  of  camp 
duty,  would  be  fatal  to  my  command.  I  don't  think  the  bat- 
talion could  be  kept  together  another  year  without  the  encamp- 
ment." 

Lieutenant-Colonel  Thomas  C.  Amory,  of  Boston,  commander 
of  the  Cadets,  of  the  First  Division,  says :  — 

"  The  improvement  in  drill  and  discipline  of  the  militia,  since 
the  passage  of  said  law,  has  been  very  great,  and  remarked  upon 
by  the  officers  of  the  militia ;  and  those  particularly  among  us, 
who  are  old  enough  in  the  service  to  draw  comparisons  between 
the  past  and  the  present,  have  been  very  much  struck  with  the 
beneficial  results  of  the  law." 
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Captain  S.  B.  Foster,  of  Salem,  commander  of  the  Cadets,  of 
the  Second  Division,  says  : — 

"  In  some  localities  it  would  make  but  little  difference,  per- 
haps, but  to  the  mass  of  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia, 
the  effect  would  be  bad.  Every  military  officer  of  any  expe- 
rience is  aware  of  the  immense  advantage  it  is  to  have  a  body  of 
men  together  three  successive  days  for  drill,  it  being  impossible 
for  an  officer  in  one  day  to  instruct  and  correct  errors  of  drill, 
&c.  The  State  might  save  some  money,  but  would  lose  the 
benefit  of  an  efficient  citizen  soldiery." 

If  a  fine  of  twenty-five  cents  were  imposed  upon  each  person 
who  is  liable  to  do  military  duty,  as  commutation,  or  in  lieu 
of  arming  and  equipping,  and  parading  at  least  one  day  for 
inspection,  as  required  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  the 
amount  so  received  would  be  equal  to  that  which  is  required  of 
the  State  to  refund  to  the  several  cities  and  towns  the  amount 
they  pay  to  the  members  of  the  volunteer  companies  ;  and  in 
so  doing  every  man  would  then  be  made  to  comply  with  the 
United  States  law,  he  either  doing  duty,  or  paying  his  fine. 
Connecticut  has  recently  passed  a  law  similar  to  that  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  fixing  the  amount  of  fine  at  fifty  cents  on 
each  person  enrolled,  for  the  non-performance  of  military  duty. 
Should  a  similar  law  be  adopted  in  this  State,  the  treasury  of 
the  State  would  not  be  required  to  expend  one  dollar  for  the 
support  of  the  militia  ;  and  should  the  amount  so  received  be 
divided  among  the  active  members  of  the  militia,  they  would 
be  better  remunerated  than  they  are  at  present.  If  the  first 
proposition  should  be  adopted,  then  every  man  that  is  by  law 
required  to  be  armed  and  equipped,  and  train  one  day  in  each 
year,  would  be  entirely  relieved  of  the  expense  for  time  and  for 
furnishing  himself  with  arms,  by  the  annual  charge  of  only 
twenty-five  cents.  The  amount  so  received,  as  before  men- 
tioned, would  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  volunteer  companies  for 
the  duty  performed  by  the  several  members  thereof,  and  the  bal- 
ance only  of  the  expenses  of  the  militia,  being  about -one-third  of 
the  whole  amount,  would  have  to  be  raised  by  a  tax  on  property. 
I  respectfully  present  the  above  suggestions  for  consideration. 

A  serious  injury  to  the  service  arises  in  consequence  of  the 
too  frequent  changes  of  commanders  of  companies,   and  also 
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the  change  of  non-commissioned  officers,  (the  latter  when  done 
by  an  annual  election,  as  is  the  case  in  many  instances,  is  con- 
trary to  law  and  should  be  discontinued.)  It  takes  usually  an 
officer  to  inform  himself  of  the  required  duties  some  two  years, 
during  which  time  he  may  have  to  devote  more  of  his  personal 
attention  to  his  command  than  would  be  necessary  for  the  next 
three  or  four  years  ;  and  his  continuing  in  command  of  the 
company  for  the  latter  time  would  have  a  much  more  beneficial 
effect  upon  the  command  than  if  a  new  man  were  placed  at  its 
head,  as  is  now  too  frequently  the  case. 

It  has  been  the  rule,  heretofore,  of  this  department,  when  a 
person  has  been  elected  to  a  subordinate  office,  and  at  the  time 
holding  a  commission  of  a  higher  rank,  (or  a  staff  commission,) 
to  require  a  resignation  of  the  latter  before  issuing  a  commis- 
sion for  the  former.  By  a  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Rhode  Island,  it  was  held,  that  the  act  of  acceptance  and 
qualification  vacates  any  military  commission  held  by  the  same 
person  at  the  time  of  qualification ;  which  decision  the  Attor- 
ney-General of  this  State  concurs  in.  Consequently,  the  former 
practice  of  requiring  an  officer  to  resign  his  commission  of  a 
higher  grade  when  elected  to  one  of  a  lower,  will  be  unneces- 
sary hereafter. 

The  Seventh  Regiment  of  Infantry,  (National  Guard,)  of 
New  York,  under  the  command  of  Colonel  A.  Duryee,  visited 
Boston  on  the  anniversary  of  the  Battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  June 
17th,  and  composed  a  part  of  the  escort  to  Charlestown,  on  the 
occasion  of  the  dedication  of  the  statue  of  Warren.  On  invi- 
tation, the  Commander-in-chief  reviewed  the  regiment  on 
Boston  Common,  the  18th.  The  general  appearance  of  this 
command  is  unsurpassed  by  that  of  any  body  of  volunteer 
militia  troops  in  the  States,  and  on  that  occasion  offered  the 
citizens  of  Boston  and  vicinity  an  opportunity  to  witness  move- 
ments made  with  grace,  ease,  and  precision,  not  even  surpassed 
by  the  troops  of  the  regular  army.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  with 
the  known  liberality  that  is  extended  to  the  volunteers  of  this 
State,  we  may  have  at  least  one  regiment  which  shall  be, 
in  all  particulars  as  to  drill,  discipline,  and  general  appearance, 
equal  to  that  of  the  New  York  Seventh.  There  is  no  reason 
why  it  should  not  be  so.  All  that  is  necessary  to  accomplish 
this  object  is  discipline  and  union  of  companies.     So  long  as 
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companies  take  a  greater  interest  in  retaining  their  company- 
prestige  than  in  making  the  regiment  to  which  they  are 
attached  their  chief  interest,  so  long  they  destroy  or  prevent 
the  unit  in  the  regiment.  Some  of  the  companies  in  the  city 
of  Boston,  when  they  parade  as  companies,  do  so  with  great 
numbers,  and  make  a  splendid  appearance,  but  when  they 
parade  with  the  regiment  they  do  not  take  the  same  interest, 
although  they  never  fail  to  perform  their  duties.  Two  of  the 
companies  belonging  to  the  first  regiment  have,  when  they  pa- 
raded under  their  own  commanders,  had  more  men  on  duty 
than  have  appeared  in  the  ranks  of  the  regiment  under  its 
Colonel.  In  fact,  but  few  more  men  were  returned,  as  having 
done  camp  duty,  by  the  several  companies,  in  the  aggregate, 
than  have  been  paraded  by  two  companies  at  their  respective 
company  parades  the  past  year. 

It  is  feared  that  one  great  difficulty  exists  in  the  minds  of 
too  many  persons  connected  with  the  present  organization, 
which  is,  that  the  duty  to  be  performed  is  all  voluntary,  and 
that  a  person  may  do  pretty  much  as  he  pleases,  turn  out  with 
the  regiment  or  otherwise.  Even  some  companies  wear  any 
style  of  uniform  they  please,  although  when  liberty  was  granted 
to  organize  them,  it  was  understood  that  the  regulation  dress 
was  to  be  the  uniform.  The  Colonel  of  the  Seventh  In- 
fantry deserves  thanks  for  not  allowing  any  company  to 
parade  with  the  regiment  in  a  fancy  dress,  on  the  occasion  of 
the  review  of  the  Major-General,  at  the  late  encampment. 
The  enlistment  is  voluntary  ;  after  that  the  volunteer  act  ceases, 
and  the  enlisting  party  is  bound  by  his  agreement  to  serve 
five  years,  unless  sooner  discharged.  This  is  in  the  nature  of  a 
contract.  The  government,  on  its  part,  agrees  to  furnish  the 
other  party  with  arms,  and  pay  a  certain  amount  of  money. 
The  other  party  agrees  to  perform  a  prescribed  amount  of  duty, 
or  certain  duties,  to  uniform  himself  and  to  be  governed  by  cer- 
tain laws,  rules  and  regulations.  When  this  is  better  understood, 
then,  and  not  till  then,  shall  we  have  a  thorough  and  well  dis- 
ciplined militia.  It  is  not  enough  to  say  that  the  militia  is 
much  better  organized,  and  in  a  higher  state  of  drill  than  for- 
merly. To  retain  its  present  friends  and  to  silence  its  oppo- 
nents, it  is  necessary  that  it  should  take  a  higher  standard  in 
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its  discipline  ;  then  its  usefulness  will  be  more  generally  ac- 
knowledged. 

Frequent  complaints  are  made  at  Head-Quarters  that  officers 
are  not  prompt  in  their  duty,  in  transmitting  documents  to 
and  from  head-quarters.  Documents  addressed  to  the  Com- 
mander-in-chief should  be  promptly  forwarded.  An  officer  has 
no  right  to  retain  documents  in  his  hands  ;  he  is,  under  military 
rule,  bound  to  promptly  transmit  them,  accompanied,  if  he  see 
fit,  by  the  expression  of  his  own  opinion  in  reference  to  their 
subject  matter.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  above  suggestions 
may  be  the  means  of  remedying  the  cause  of  complaint  here- 
after. 

The  legislature,  on  the  30th  day  of  May  last,  passed  an 
Act  concerning  the  militia,  in  which,  among  other  provisions, 
it  is  enacted  that  no  compensation  shall  be  allowed  to  any 
person  who  shall  not  remain  in  camp,  and  perform  all  required 
duties  during  the  period  of  encampment.  And  in  another 
clause  in  said  Act,  it  is  provided  that  each  company  roll-call, 
during  the  term  of  encampment,  shall  be  made  under  the 
supervision,  and  in  presence  of,  a  staff  officer.  The  require- 
ments of  the  latter  provision  being  novel,  the  duty  was  not,  in 
all  cases,  understood  by  the  staff  officers,  and  in  such  cases, 
the  law  which  was  intended  to  correct  abuses  in  making  returns, 
was,  in  some  respects,  defeated.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that,  hereafter, 
staff  officers  will  not  only  attend  to  the  calling  the  rolls,  but 
will  verify  them,  by  ascertaining  that  the  number  of  persons  pres- 
ent is  the  same  as  the  number  of  names  responded  to.  Returns 
have  been  received  at  this  department,  certified  by  both  the 
commander  of  a  company  and  the  staff  officer  designated  to 
superintend  the  roll  calls,  of  men,  as  having  been  present,  and 
as  having  performed  all  the  duties  required  by  law,  when  it  has 
been  conclusively  proved  that  no  such  persons  were  present  at  all. 
For  an  act  so  fraudulent  in  its  character,  I  deemed  it  my  duty 
to  make  a  complaint  against  the  officer,  that  he  might  be  dealt 
with  according  to  law. 

The  general  effect  of  the  provision  of  law  requiring  the  staff 
officer  to  superintend  roll-calls,  has  been  a  pecuniary  benefit  to 
the  State,  inasmuch  as  the  law  requires  that  a  person  to  be 
entitled  to  bounty  must  be  present  and  perform  all  the  duties. 
A  single  absence  forfeits  all  pay.     In  this  connection  I  will 
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mention  that  in  one  company,  I  was  obliged  to  erase  the  names 
of  no  less  than  thirty  persons  from  the  pay-roll.  I  am  happy  to 
say  that  the  captain  justified  my  decision,  but  regretted  that  his 
should  have  been  reported  the  most  delinquent  company,  when 
others  in  the  regiment  were,  in  his  opinion,  equally  faulty,  of 
which,  however,  the  returns  give  no  evidence.  In  another  case, 
twenty  names  were  stricken  from  the  pay-roll,  all  of  which  ap- 
peared in  the  staff  officer's  roll-call  return,  as  being  present ; 
but  on  investigation,  it  appeared  that  none  of  said  persons  were 
entitled  to  bounty  from  the  State,  they  not  having  performed 
the  specified  duties  as  required  by  law.  In  consequence  of 
counsel  making  a  claim  for  the  above  parties,  declaring  that  the 
decision  of  the  head  of  this  department  was  too  severe,  and 
desiring  only  to  do  justice  to  all  parties  interested,  the  opinion 
of  the  Attorney-General  was  asked,  and  the  following  corre- 
spondence is  herewith  reported  for  information  : —

Sir  : — Will  you  please  favor  me  with  your  opinion  upon  the 
following  question  :  Is  a  private  soldier  in  a  volunteer  militia 
company,  who  does  not  appear  armed,  uniformed  and  equipped 
as  such,  and  who  does  not  perform  the  duty  required  by  law, 
(sect.  2,  chap.  218,  Act  of  1846,)  entitled  to  compensation 
from  the  Commonwealth  for  doing  service  not  required  by  law, 
in  compliance  with  the  order  of  the  captain  ?

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  note  of  the  5th  instant, 
in  reply  to  which  I  have  the  honor  to  state,  that  the  whole  theory 
of  our  law  upon  the  subject  of  compensation  from  the  public 
treasury  for  military  service  performed  by  the  Volunteer  Militia 
of  the  Commonwealth  proceeds  upon  the  basis  of  compensation 
for  the  performance  of  certain  specified  duties  required  by  law. 
I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  a  private  soldier  is  not  "  enti- 
tled to  compensation  from  the  Commonwealth  for  doing  service 
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not  required  by  law,  in  compliance  with  the  request  or  order  of 
the  Captain."

In  another  provision  of  said  Act  it  is  provided  that  "  When 
any  company  of  the  "Volunteer  Militia  shall  be  reduced  to  a 
less  number  than  thirty-two  privates,  and  shall  remain  so 
reduced  for  six  consecutive  months,  such  company  may  be  dis- 
banded by  the  Commander-in-chief ;  and  when  any  company 
of  said  militia  shall  appear  from  any  two  successive  returns 
made  to  the  Adjutant-General,  to  be  reduced  below  thirty-two 
privates,  at  the  time  or  times  for  which  said  returns  shall  be 
made,  said  company  shall  be  forthwith  disbanded  by  the  Com- 
mander-in-chief." By  the  returns  of  camp  duty,  made  to  this 
department  the  past  year,  more  than  one-half  of  the  whole  num- 
ber of  companies  exhibit  a  less  number  of  men  each  as  being 
present  than  is  provided  by  law  to  be  enlisted  before  a  company 
shall  be  organized.  In  four  regiments  there  were  no  less  than 
twenty  companies  that  had  not  present  thirty  privates  each,  and 
of  the  whole  number  of  companies  organized,  the  returns  of 
sixteen  show  that  there  were  present  a  less  number  in  each 
company,  including  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  musi- 
cians and  privates,  than  the  law  requires  as  privates  in  a  com- 
pany organization.  Unless  the  weak  companies  recruit  in 
numbers  very  soon,  the  good  of  the  service  will  require  that 
they  be  disbanded  ;  and  some  must  be  disbanded,  under  the 
operation  of  law,  should  the  next  return  be  like  the  last  re- 
ceived. No  company  should  be  continued  in  the  service  that 
does  not  have  present,  and  in  uniform,  at  least  forty  members, 
when  performing  the  duty  required  by  law.  When  the  returns 
of  a  company  exhibit  only  twenty-seven  present,  including 
officers,  and  forty-one  absent,  the  company  does  not  comply 
with  the  intention  of  the  law,  as  the  law  requires  that  at  least 
fifty  men  shall  be  enlisted  before  liberty  to  organize  is  granted. 

In  conformity  to  a  Resolve  of  the  legislature,  the  Manual  of 
Percussion  Arms,  together  with  a  Compend  of  Military  Tactics, 
with  extracts  from  the  United  States  Army  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions, has  been  compiled  and  published  for  the  use  of  the  Militia, 
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and  distributed  to  all  commissioned  officers  and  to  sergeants  of 
the  several  companies,  the  past  season.  If  the  officers  and  non- 
commissioned officers  shall  find  their  means  of  obtaining  a 
knowledge  of  their  several  duties  facilitated  by  it,  the  compiler 
will  be  amply  remunerated  for  his  labor. 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  the  Commander-in-chief, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  (see  chap.  174,  sect. 
7,  Act  1853,)  Company  D,  (of  Salem,)  of  the  Seventh  Regiment 
of  Infantry,  has  been  reorganized  and  changed  to  a  section  of 
a  Battery  of  Light  (Foot)  Artillery,  as  designated  by  the  War 
Department,  March  6th,  1845,  and  attached  to  the  Fourth 
Brigade.  The  organization  is  as  follows,  viz. :  one  captain, 
two  lieutenants,  two  chiefs  of  pieces,  one  chief  of  caisson,  two 
gunners,  sixteen  cannoneers,  eight  drivers,  one  trumpeter,  and 
a  surgeon — total,  thirty-four  persons.  The  Battery  consists 
of  two  six  pounder  field  guns,  and  two  caissons  with  four 
horses  to  each  piece  and  to  each  caisson.  The  compensa- 
tion to  be  allowed  to  each  man  is  the  same  that  is  allowed 
to  foot  troops,  when  on  duty,  agreeably  to  law,  and  for  each 
horse,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  May  inspection,  and  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  day  for  camp  duty.  For  the  purpose 
of  showing  what  cost  the  above  organization  will  be  to  the  State, 
in  comparison  to  that  of  an  Infantry  company,  providing  both 
be  full,  I  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  statement : — 

For  one  day  in  camp  as  a  section  of  a  Battery,  34  men 

at  $2.50, $85  00 

8  horses  for  officers,  chiefs,  and  trumpeters,  at  $2.50,  20  00 

16  horses  for  pieces  and  caisson,  at  $2.50,         .         .  40  00 


,  Total, $145  00 

A  company  of  Infantry  is  entitled  to  sixty-four  privates  and 
eighteen  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  musicians,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  eighty-two  persons,  which,  at  $2.50  each,  is  $205. 
Deducting  cost  of  Battery,  organized  as  above,  the  difference  in 
expense  is  $60  in  favor  of  a  section  of  a  Battery,  as  com- 
pared with  an  Infantry  company.  Besides,  the  former,  when 
properly  organized  and  drilled,  is  considered  vastly  more  efficient 
than  the  latter.     I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  a  similar 
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organization  be  allowed  to  each  of  the  other  brigades,  out  of  the 
city  of  Boston.  It  would  seem  no  more  than  just  that  each 
brigade  should  be  allowed  some  Artillery  force.  From  past 
experience,  Artillery,  as  above  organized,  has  been  proved 
to  be  the  arm  most  to  be  relied  on  in  active  service.  Thus 
arranged,  each  brigade  would  be  a  miniature  army  in  its 
organization.  It  is  not  proposed  to  increase  the  present  num- 
ber of  companies,  but  to  allow  some  of  the  existing  companies 
to  change  their  organization.  Should  the  above  change  be 
permitted,  the  number  of  men  would  be  less,  and  the  expense 
not  materially  increased,  but  the  militia  would  be  much  more 
efficient.  Preference  should  be  given  to  the  cities  and  large 
towns  in  making  this  change.  Little  or  no  expense  would  be 
necessary  in  arming  said  batteries,  as  there  are  now  enough 
field  pieces  deposited  within  the  limit  of  each  brigade  for  the 
purpose. 

In  connection  with  the  above,  I  will  state  that  the  amount 
paid  each  company  of  two  regiments,  averaged  respectively 
one  hundred  and  fifty-five  dollars,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
nine  dollars  per  day,  for  duty  performed  in  camp  the  past  year. 

During  the  past  year,  four  companies  of  Infantry  have  been 
disbanded,  and  two  have  been  allowed  to  change  their  arms  from 
muskets  to  rifles,  as  has  been  before  mentioned  in  the  account 
given  of  the  regiments  in  the  several  encampments. 

Applications  have  been  received  at  Head-Quarters  for  liberty 
to  organize  six  companies  of  Infantry  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
and  as  many  more  have  been  received  from  various  towns. 
But,  in  consequence  of  the  provision  of  law  that  no  com- 
pany shall  be  organized,  if  the  same  shall  cause  the  whole 
number  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  to  exceed  six  thousand 
officers  and  men,  no  organization  has  been  granted.  In  this 
connection  it  may  be  proper  to  say,  that  in  the  communication 
which  accompanied  the  several  petitions  of  persons  in  the  city  of 
Boston  and  vicinity,  for  liberty  to  organize  six  companies,  it 
was  stated  that  it  was  their  intention,  if  the  several  petitions 
were  granted,  to  apply  for  liberty  to  have  said  companies 
organized  as  a  regiment.  There  cannot  be  a  doubt  that  if  a 
regiment  could  be  thus  organized,  under  such  circumstances, 
it  would  be  quite  likely  to  be  one  well  drilled  and  disciplined. 

By   the   pay   roll,   as   at   this   time   appears,   the    expenses 
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of  the  Volunteer  Militia  for  the  year  1857  will  be  about  five 
thousand  dollars  less  than  they  were  in  1856 ;  and  unless 
the  smaller  companies  recruit  soon,  as  has  before  been  men- 
tioned, the  expenses  will  be  still  further  reduced  the  coming 
year.  There  can  be  no  question  that  it  would  be  more  advan- 
tageous to  the  service  to  have  a  less  number  of  companies 
in  the  State  than  are  at  present  organized,  and  to  require  them 
to  be  in  a  higher  state  of  drill  and  discipline  than  many  now 
exhibit. 

A  System  of  Tactics  for  Light  Infantry  and  Riflemen  has 
been  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  War  Department, 
by  Brevet  Lieutenant-Colonel  William  J.  Hardee,  and  approved 
by  the  President,  and  adopted  for  the  instruction  of  the  troops, 
when  acting  as  Light  Infantry  or  Riflemen,  and  under  the  Act 
of  May  12,  1820,  for  the  observance  of  the  Militia  when  so 
employed,  and  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the  above  work 
have  been  received  from  the  War  Department  and  have  been 
issued  for  the  use  of  the  officers  of  the  several  rifle  companies 
in  the  State.  The  rifle  by  said  tactics,  has  a  sword  bayonet  or 
sabre.  None  of  the  rifles  which  have  been  received  from  the 
United  States  have  the  bayonet.  The  several  commanders  of 
the  rifle  corps  having  requested  to  be  furnished  with  the  arms 
their  drill  requires  them  to  use,  a  correspondence  has  been 
held  with  the  head  of  the  Ordnance  Department,  and  it  has 
been  decided  to  add  the  bayonet  to  rifles  which  are  issued  to 
the  several  rifle  companies  in  the  State.  The  expense  is  very 
trifling,  and  the  work  will  be  done  by  the  Ordnance  Department 
on  account  of  the  quota  of  arms  due  the  State  from  the  United 
States. 

In  May,  1851,  the  time  the  undersigned  assumed  the  duties 
of  this  office,  there  was  due  to  the  United  States  a  balance 
on  account  of  supplies  which  had  been  furnished  the  State. 
Besides  adjusting  said  balance  there  have  been  received  since 
1851,  from  the  United  States,  supplies  to  the  amount  of 
$26,915.61,  and  there  is  now  a  balance  due  the  State  from  the 
United  States.  By  advices  from  the  Ordnance  Department  it 
appears  that  the  number  of  muskets  now  due  to  this  State  from 
the  United  States,  is  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-five,  (1835.) 
The  quota  for  the  year  1857  will  be  five  hundred  and  ninety- 
four,  (594,)  making  up  a  total  of  twenty-four  hundred  and 
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twenty-nine  (2,429)  muskets,  which,  at  thirteen  dollars  each, 
(that  being  the  price  charged  the  State,)  will  amount  to  the 
sum  of  thirty-one  thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy-seven 
dollars,  ($31,577,)  to  the  credit  of  the  State,  for  which  arms 
may  be  drawn  from  the  United  States.  Having  a  sufficient 
supply  of  ordnance  stores  on  hand,  either  at  the  arsenal  or 
issued  to  the  volunteer  troops,  for  immediate  wants,  the  above 
balance  has  been  allowed  to  remain  upon  the  books  of  the 
United  States  to  the  credit  of  this  State,  believing  it  for  the 
best  interest  of  the  State  so  to  do  rather  than  to  receive  it  in 
muskets  like  those  which  have  heretofore  been  issued  by  the 
United  States.  I  do  not  intend  to  cast  any  reflection  upon  any 
army  officer  in  particular,  but  I  think  it  a  great  wrong  to 
charge  the  State  thirteen  dollars  for  a  musket  that  could  not  be 
sold  for  five  dollars,  and  the  musket  so  imperfect,  that  at  the 
present  day  an  inspecting  officer  would  reject  the  same  for  the 
use  of  the  army.  It  may  be  a  good  financial  operation,  for  the 
United  States  to  get  rid  of  the  old  muskets,  but  in  so  doing  the 
militia  are  miserably  provided  with  arms  in  case  their  services 
should  be  required. 

At  the  present  advanced  age  of  military  science,  much 
attention  has  been  paid  to  the  musket,  that  being  the  prin- 
cipal arm  the  main  body  of  our  army  is  supplied  with. 
The  improved  musket,  (which  is  issued  to  the  troops  of  the 
army.)  is  capable  of  doing  execution  at  from  seven  to  nine 
hundred  yards  distance,  whereas  the  musket  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  volunteers,  is  not  capable  of  doing  execution  at  one-half 
that  distance.  Besides,  they  are  constantly  liable  to  get  out  of 
order,  and  not  unfrequently  bursting,  causing  more  injury  to 
the  holder  than  to  his  enemy.  If  the  United  States  would  take 
the  muskets  that  are  now  at  the  arsenal,  and  those  that  are  dis- 
tributed to  the  volunteer  troops,  most  of  which  are  in  as  good  or 
better  order  than  when  received,  at  even  four  dollars  each,  that 
amount  together  with  the  sum  due  to  the  State  from  the 
United  States,  would  be  sufficient  to  furnish  all  the  volunteers 
with  the  improved  musket.  The  undersigned  assures  the 
member  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  of  the  State,  that  no  effort 
on  his  part  shall  be  wanting  to  obtain  for  them  the  arms  they 
so  much  desire  and  need. 

I  have  endeavored  to  present  as  full  an  account  of  this  branch 
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of  the  public  service,  and  as  brief  in  detail  as  it  was  thought  to 
be  desirable. 

By  an  Act  of  the  last  legislature  it  is  made  the  sole  duty 
of  the  head  of  this  department  to  adjust  the  amount  that 
shall  be  paid  to  the  several  cities  and  towns  for  armory 
rent.  In  consequence  of  the  duties  of  this  office  having  been 
much  increased  within  a  few  years,  the  undersigned  has  not 
been  able  to  visit  as  many  of  the  armories  as  he  would  have 
wished  or  desired,  before  making  up  the  account  for  the  past 
year. 

Permit  me,  sir,  in  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Volunteer 
Militia,  to  express  their  thanks  as  well  as  my  own,  for  the 
interest  you  have  taken  in  sustaining  this  branch  of  the  public 
service,  at  all  times,  and  by  your  personal  attendance  at  many 
of  the  encampments  during  the  past  three  years,  and  to  assure 
you,  upon  your  retiring  from  the  executive  chair,  that  their 
regrets  are  modified  in  the  belief  that  the  gentleman  who  is  to 
succeed  you,  will  foster  and  encourage  them  by  his  acts  as  you 
have  done. 

Trusting  that  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties  may  have 
met  your  Excellency's  approval,

with  abstracts  from  the  returns  of  the  clerks  of  the  several 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  exhibiting  the  numeri- 
cal strength  of  the  Enrolled  Militia ;  also  tabular  statements 
of  the  ordnance,  ordnance  stores,' equipments,  &c,  deposited  in 
the  State  Arsenal  at  Cambridge,  under  my  care  as  Quarter- 
master-General, and  of  the  ordnance  deposited  in  the  several 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  authorities  of  which 
have  given  bonds  for  the  care  of  the  same — accompanied  with 
statements,  suggestions  and  recommendations,  which  are  deemed 
of  importance  to  the  Active  Militia,  and  may  be  interesting  to 
the  public,  with  a  Roster  containing  the  names,  rank  and  date 
of  commission  of  every  officer  in  the  State,  revised  and  cor- 
rected to  this  date. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  Enrolled  or  Inactive  Militia, 
by  counties  and  divisions,  for  the  year  1858 ;  also  a  comparison 
with  the  year  1857,  exhibiting  a  decrease  of  three  thousand 
four  hundred  and  thirty-two  from  the  number  returned  in  1857.

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The  payment  of  bounty  by  the  Commonwealth  to  Volunteer 
Militia  companies  commenced  in  the  year  1834.  From  that 
period  up  to  1840  (when  the  present  organization  was  arranged) 
one  hundred  and  thirteen  companies  raised  at  large  were 
disbanded. 

The  present  organization  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  was 
arranged  by  an  Order  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  dated  April 
17, 1840.  At  that  time  there  were  organized  one  hundred  and 
forty-two  companies.  Only  thirty-six  of  said  companies  are 
now  in  existence.  From  said  date  to  the  present  time,  one 
hundred  and  nineteen  have  been  organized,  (seventy-two  of 
them  since  1850,)  and  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  have  been 
disbanded  since  1840,  leaving,  at  the  present  time,  ninety-five, 
which  are  arranged  as  follows  : —

None  of  the  volunteer  troops  have  been  called  upon  to  per- 
form unusual  special  military  duty  the  past  year,  with  the 
exception  of  the  infantry  company  in  Pittsfield,  on  one  occa- 
sion, in  aid  of  the  town  authorities. 

Agreeably  to  General  Orders,  the  active  militia  performed 
the  annual  camp  duty  the  present  year  by  Division.  The 
encampments  were  held  as  follows : — 

The  Second  Division,  at  Winter  Island,  Salem,  on  the  25th, 
26th  and  27th  days  of  August. 

The  Third  Division,  at  Springfield,  on  the  21st,  22d  and  23d 
days  of  September. 

The  First  Division,  at  North  Bridgewater,  on  the  29th  and 
30th  days  of  September,  and  the  first  day  of  October. 

The  troops,  generally,  appeared  in  good  order,  and  executed 
the  various  duties  required  of  them  promptly,  with  the  exception 
that  in  the  Third  Division,  much  time  was  lost  on  the  first  day 
of  the  encampment,  in  consequence  of  a  lack  of  promptitude  in 
transmitting  the  first  order  issued  by  the  commanding  General. 

The  Commander-in-chief  reviewed  the  troops  on  the  last  day 
of  each  encampment,  and  expressed  himself  much  gratified  at 
the  good  appearance  and  soldier-like  bearing  of  the  several 
corps  while  under  review. 

A  marked  improvement  was  observable  in  the  deportment  of 
the  people  who  assembled  in  the  vicinity  of  the  encampment  of 
the  First  Division,  in  contrast  with  the  conduct  of  those  who 
have  thus  attended  the  previous  encampments  of  this  Division. 

On  the  second  night  of  the  encampment  of  the  Second 
Division,  the  Commander-in-chief  encamped  on  the    ground 
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with  the  troops.  This  is  the  first  time  such  a  compliment  has 
been  paid  to  the  troops  since  the  present  organization  of  the 
Volunteer  Militia.  The  example  of  the  Commander-in-chief, 
and  other  officers  of  high  rank,  in  remaining  in  camp  at  night, 
cannot  but  have  a  salutary  influence ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  here- 
after the  men  will  not  be  allowed  to  leave  the  camp  at  night  in 
such  numbers  as  they  did  on  the  first  night  at  Salem,  nor  be 
suffered  to  create  so  much  noise  as  was  noticed  after  tattoo  in 
some  instances,  in  this  camp.  With  the  exception  of  these 
irregularities,  the  encampment  may  be  considered  as  having 
been  more  successful  than  any  one  previously  held  by  the 
troops  of  this  Division.  If  the  orders  of  the  General  in  com- 
mand had  been  strictly  enforced,  throughout  the  encampment, 
the  faults  alluded  to  might  easily  have  been  prevented. 

On  the  evening  of  the  second  day  of  the  encampment  of  the 
Third  Division,  all  the  troops  that  could  be  spared  from  the 
field  were  marched  to  the  City  Hall,  for  the  purpose  of  hearing 
an  address  from  the  Commander-in-chief.  That  large  and 
beautiful  hall  was  filled  with  people,  the  troops  occupying  the 
lower  floor,  and  a  large  congregation  of  ladies  and  gentlemen 
filling  the  galleries.  The  address  was  one  of  much  practicaL 
importance  to  the  troops,  and  the  only  regret  is,  that  all  the 
Volunteer  Militia  of  the  State  did  not  have  an  opportunity  to 
hear  it.  It  will  be  found  in  an  Appendix  to  this  Report, 
marked  [A.] 

As  no  general  changes  have  been  made  in  the  regiments  or 
battalions  since  the  previous  encampments,  and  as  minute  refer- 
ence was  made  to  each  branch  of  the  organization  in  my  last 
Annual  Report,  it  is  deemed  unnecessary  to  particularize  them 
at  this  time,  with  the  following  exceptions  : — 

Since  the  encampments  in  1857,  Company  D,  of  the  7th 
Infantry,  has  been,  by  order  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  re- 
organized, and  formed  into  a  section  of  a  light  battery,  and  as 
such,  appeared  for  the  first  time  at  the  encampment  of  the 
Second  Division,  attached  to  the  4th  Brigade. 

Company  C,  formerly  of  10th  Infantry,  has  been  changed 
from  infantry  to  riflemen,  and  with  the  company  of  rifles  in 
Holden,  organized  as  the  3d  Battalion  of  Rifles,  under  the 
command  of  Major  Elijah  B.  Stoddard. 

With  the  exception  of  a  shower,  about  the  time  the  troops 
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were  leaving  the  camp  ground  at  the  close  of  the  encampment 
of  the  First  Division,  the  troops  experienced  no  inconvenience 
on  account  of  the  weather,  which  so  far  proves  that  when 
encampments  are  held  late  in  the  season,  the  troops  are  less 
liable  to  get  wet  by  showers,  which  are  so  frequent  during  the 
summer  months. 

Company  F,  of  3d  Regiment  of  Infantry,  having  become 
reduced  in  numbers,  has  been  disbanded  by  order  of  the  Com- 
mander-in-chief; and  the  following  companies,  whose  command- 
ers have  neglected  to  make  their  annual  returns  as  required 
by  law,  have  also  been  disbanded:  I,  of  3d  Regiment  of 
Infantry  ;  A,  6th  Infantry ;  D,  10th  Infantry ;  C  and  F,  11th 
Infantry,  and  C,  1st  Battalion  of  Infantry. 

By  the  provisons  of  an  Act  of  the  legislature,  approved 
March  27,  1858,  the  May  inspection  was  abolished.  Much  dif- 
ference of  opinion  has  since  been  expressed  in  regard  to  the 
wisdom  of  this  Act,  some  persons  claiming  that  it  is  desirable 
to  have  a  day  established  by  law,  in  which  commanders  of  com- 
panies shall  order  out  their  commands,  for  the  purpose  of  having 
the  attention  of  the  members  called  to  military  duty  in  the  early 
part  of  the  season.  When  the  May  inspection  was  established, 
each  soldier  was  required  to  furnish  his  arms  and  equipments, 
and  the  commanders  of  companies  had  a  pecuniary  interest  in 
collecting  fines  which  might  be  incurred  through  deficiencies 
on  the  part  of  their  men.  Since  the  Commonwealth  has  sup- 
plied the  arms,  the  inspection  has,  to  a  great  extent,  been 
neglected ;  the  members*  of  companies  merely  assembling, 
answering  to  their  names  and  spending  a  few  minutes  in  their 
armories,  and  in  many  "instances,  even,  not  in  uniform,  yet  the 
commanding  officer  returning  them  for  bounty,  as  having  been 
armed,  uniformed  and  equipped.  By  reference  to  the  returns 
heretofore  made,  in  many  companies  the  whole  number  allowed 
by  law  is  returned  as  having  been  present  in  May,  while  the 
encampment  returns  of  the  same  companies  exhibit  a  much 
reduced  number.  No  doubt  the  legislature  repealed  the  law 
giving  bounty  for  May  training  in  consequence  of  the  evident 
neglect  of  the  duty  required. 

If  the  commanders  of  companies  were  allowed  to  order  out 
their  commands  for  one  day's  training,  previous  to  the  encamp- 
ment, in  each  year,  with  suitable  checks  to  insure  a  faithful 
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performance  of  duty  and  true  returns  thereof,  doubtless  much 
advantage  would  be  realized  by  every  company. 

I  recommend  that  the  commander  of  every  company  be 
required  to  assemble  his  command,  and  thoroughly  exercise 
them  in  the  manual  of  arms  and  the  drill  of  the  soldier, 
according  to  the  system  of  tactics  prescribed  by  law,  one  day 
in  each  year,  between  the  twentieth  day  of  May  and  the 
twentieth  day  of  June  ;  and  that  the  pay  of  each  company 
officer  and  soldier  be  increased, — in  foot  companies,  fifty  cents, 
and  in  mounted  companies,  one  dollar, — for  each  day's  duty  in 
camp  as  required  by  law,  provided  such  officer  or  soldier  shall 
have  performed  the  duty  which  may  be  required  in  May  or 
June. 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  passed  in  1857  and  re-enacted  in 
1858,  in  relation  to  roll-calls,  have  proved  of  great  benefit  to  the 
State,  in  a  pecuniary  point,  whenever  they  have  been  correctly 
executed.  The  checks  and  requirements  instituted  by  this  law 
were  imperatively  necessary,  for  there  cannot  be  a  doubt  that, 
heretofore,  commanders  of  companies  have  returned  for  bounty, 
to  the  amount  of  hundreds  of  dollars  in  the  aggregate,  the 
names  of  persons  who  were  not  entitled  to  compensation. 

Commanders  of  companies  should  be  more  particular  in 
making  their  returns  correctly,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
blanks  furnished  them.  More  than  one-half  of  the  returns  for 
pay  the  present  season,  have  been  more  or  less  erroneous ;  and 
thus  much  unnecessary  trouble  has  been  exprienced,  and  much 
time  lost  in  auditing  them. 

The  same  remark  will  apply  to  officers  who  make  returns  for 
elementary  drills,  attending  elections,  and  postage  accounts. 
It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  although  the  amount  of  some 
of  these  accounts  may  be  small,  yet  they  should  nevertheless 
be  just  and  true. 

The  Act  concerning  the  militia,  passed  March  27,  1858,  pro- 
vides that  u  when  any  company  of  said  militia  shall  appear, 
from  any  return  made  to  the  Adjutant-General,  to  be  reduced 
below  thirty-two  privates,  present  and  doing  duty,  at  the  time 
for  which  said  return  shall  be  made,  said  company  may  be 
forthwith  disbanded  by  the  Commander-in-chief."  By  the 
returns  made  this  year,  upwards  of  one-third  of  the  companies

Several  other  companies  failed  to  return  the  required  number 
of  non-commissioned  officers  as  present,  although  they  returned 
the  legal  number  of  privates. 

The  militia  law  requires  that  each  company  shall  have  four 
sergeants  and  four  corporals,  besides  thirty-two  privates;  and 
whenever  a  company  return  exhibits  a  deficiency  of  non-com- 
missioned officers  in  the  aggregate  reported  as  present,  it  is 
clear  that  the  company  is  not  organized  as  contemplated  by  law. 

In  the  above  named  deficient  companies,  the  returns  this  year 
exhibit  an  average  of  only  twenty-seven  privates  per  company. 
One  company,  not  included  in  the  above,  returned  no  non- 
commissioned officers,  one  returned  no  corporals,  as  present, 
but  returned  thirty- two  privates,  as  present. 

The  following  circular  was  issued  from  this  department, 
dated  December  7,  1858,  directed  to  each  company  commander 
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who  had  returned  a  less  number  than  thirty-two  privates  as 
present  at  the  encampment. 

Sir, — It  appearing  by  the  last  return  made  by  you  to  this 
department,  that  there  were  less  than  thirty-two  privates  pres- 
ent in  the  company  under  your  command  at  the  recent  encamp- 
ment, you  will,  immediately  on  receipt  of  this,  forward  to  the 
undersigned  replies  to  the  following  interrogatories. 

1.  What  is  the  number  of  men  at  present  legally  enlisted 
into  your. company,  and  furnished  with  the  uniform  thereof? 

2.  Have  you  any  reasons  to  offer  why  the  company  should 
not  be  disbanded  for  non-compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
3d  section  of  chapter  166  of  the  Acts  of  1858  ? 

Replies  have  been  received  from  thirty-two  commanders, 
out  of  the  thirty-six  to  whom  the  circular  was  sent,  and  in  all 
cases,  excepting  two,  the  commanders  express  a  strong  desire 
for  the  continuance  of  the  organization  of  their  respective 
commands.  The  reasons  given  are  various.  The  following  are 
extracts  from  some  of  the  answers  : — 

Lieutenant  Mayo,  Company  F,  7th  Regiment,  says : — 

"  In  reply  to  the  first  question,  47.  In  answer  to  the  second, 
all  our  commissioned  officers  had  the  impression  that  the  eight 
warrant  officers  were  legally  included  under  the  name  of  pri- 
vates, and  that  all  carrying  guns  were  to  be  so  considered." 

Captain  D.  L.  Shepard,  Company  P,  (the  oldest  organized 
company  of  the  Volunteer  Militia,)  4th  Infantry,  Foxborough, 
who,  although  he  returned  thirty-three  privates,  had  neither 
sergeants  nor  corporals  present,  says  : — 

"  In  reply  to  the  first  question,  40 ;  and  in  answer  to  the 
second — Under  the  former  commander,  men  were  permitted  to 
join  the  company  who  were  not  of  the  right  stamp.  It  was  my 
misfortune  to  go  to  camp  with  some  of  them  in  the  ranks,  but 
the  next  thing  we  did  was  to  discharge  them,  and  we  receive 
no  applications  from  men  who  are  not  morally  and  physically 
capable  of  making  good  members.  We  intend  to  be  as  good  a 
company  as  the  4th  Regiment  has." 

Captain  Edward  Lamb,  Company  B,  10th  Infantry,  Worces- 
ter, says  : — 
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"  In  answer  to  the  first  question,  52  ;  and  to  the  second — 
We  returned  our  corporals  and  sergeants  as  such,  and  not  as 
privates  ;  while  other  companies,  as  we  think,  returned  their 
corporals  and  sergeants  as  privates.  We  think  the  efficiency  of 
every  military  corps  depends  much  upon  having  an  efficient 
and  full  number  of  commissioned  and  non-commissioned  offi- 
cers, and  if  we  honestly  return  our  officers  as  such,  and  not  as 
privates,  we  regret  that  our  honesty  may  cause  us  to  suffer  at 
head-quarters.  *  *  *  Our  corps  has  borne  an  honorable 
character  for  fifty-five  years.  We  hope  to  sustain  that  charac- 
ter for  fifty-five  years  longer,  so  that  when  "  our  time  "  does 
come,  we  may  die  at  a  green  old  age,  and  ripe  with  the  honors 
which  a  true  soldier  covets." 

Captain  Charles  A.  Baxter,  Company  Cavalry,  annexed  to  6th 
Brigade,  Springfield,  says  : — 

"  We  have  67,  all  uniformed  and  equipped ;  all  substantial 
men.  Nearly  all  of  them  are  middle  aged  men,  who  are  engaged 
in  business.  The  company  was  never  in  a  more  prosperous 
condition  or  had  a  better  prospect  for  the  future.  The  reasons 
why  the  company  was  not  more  fully  represented  at  our  last 
encampment,  were  from  a  combination  of  circumstances  beyond 
our  control." 

Captain  Wm.  Taggart,  Company  G,  7th  Infantry,  Haverhill, 
says : — 

"  We  have  57  ;  at  our  last  encampment  the  number  was  55, 
all  members  now.  To  the  second  question — Our  members  have 
been  selected  with  care,  every  individual  of  the  number,  I 
believe,  commands  more  or  less  respect.  This  feature  in  the 
composition  of  the  company  has  resulted  fully  in  securing  to 
our  organization  the  countenance  and  favor  of  all  the  influen- 
tial portion  of  our  community.  Our  best  men,  almost  without 
exception,  are  committed  in  our  favor  by  their  friendly  counsel 
and  pecuniary  bounties.  From  a  community  doubting  the 
expediency  of  sustaining  our  State  military  organization,  we 
have  now  become  a  community  to  be  relied  on  for  its  support." 

Captain  Timothy  In  graham,  Company  L,  3d  Infantry,  New 
Bedford,  replies  to  the  first  question,  "  56,  all  fully  equipped." 
To  the  second — "  The  encampment  this  year  took  place  at  a 
season  of  the  year  when  we  are  the  most  deeply  engaged  in 
business.     *     *     *     We  had,  however,  with    some   difficulty,

made  arrangements  to  have  as  many  at  the  encampment,  at  least, 
as  the  law  required,  and  on  the  night  before  the  encampment, 
we  had  thirty-one  privates  on  the  ground, — lacking  only  one, — 
and  that  vacancy  would  have  been  filled,  but  for  an  error  in 
relation  to  the  cars.  It  was  filled  on  the  afternoon  of  the  first 
day.  You  will  perceive  we  had  our  full  complement  of  ser- 
geants and  corporals.  When  called  upon  to  make  my  return, 
I  did  not  choose  to  report  one  corporal  less  and  one  private 
more,  nor  the  private  that  I  knew  was  on  the  way  to  the  cars, 
but  rather  to  make  a  correct  report,  and  trust  to  the  clemency 
of  the  Commander-in-chief  when  the  facts  were  made  known 
to  him." 

Captain  Henry  A.  Snow,  Company  F,  1st  Infantry,  Boston, 
says : — 

"  In  reply  to  the  first  question,  63.  In  reply  to  the  second 
question — My  men  and  their  commander,  have  always  taken 
great  pride  in  doing  the  State  duty  up  in  good  shape,  and  we 
have  done  so.  Unfortunately  for  my  men  (who  are  mechanics, 
and  cannot  afford  to  lose  a  great  deal  of  time  at  once,)  muster 
was  appointed  this  season  to  take  place  in  a  very  few  days 
before  our  departure  for  Canada,  to  be  absent  five  days ;  and 
as  we  wanted  to  make  a  creditable  appearance  not  only  for  our- 
selves but  for  the  military  of  the  State,  we  reserved  our  strength 
for  that  parade." 

Captain  Snow  is  to  be  commended  for  the  frankness  of  his 
statement,  although  the  reason  given  may  not  be  commendable. 

Had  no  notice  been  taken  of  the  delinquent  companies  the 
present  year,  it  may  well  be  conceived  what  would  be  the  result 
at  the  next  encampment.  As  it  is,  there  can  be  but  little  doubt 
that  most,  if  not  all  of  those  who  fell  short  this  year,  will,  if 
suffered  to  continue,  have  their  full  numbers  next  season. 

Under  an  Act  approved  March  27,  1858,  it  is  provided  that 
"  no  company  shall  be  hereafter  organized,  if  the  same  shall 
cause  the  whole  number  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  to  exceed  five 
thousand  officers  and  men."  By  the  last  returns,  it  appeared 
that  the  number  was  in  excess,  and  consequently  no  company 
has  been  organized  this  season,  although  several  applications  have 
been  made,  one  of  which  is  for  liberty  to  form  in  Boston  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  companies  to  organize  a  regiment,  habitually  to 
parade  as  such.    If  such  an  organization  could  be  granted,  there 
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cannot  be  a  doubt  that  the  citizens  of  Boston  would  liberally  con- 
tribute aid  towards  sustaining  a  regiment  in  the  city  that  should 
equal  the  famous  seventh  regiment  of  New  York.  A  serious  diffi- 
culty in  one  of  the  present  infantry  regiments  in  Boston,  is  that 
each  company  has  a  history  of  its  own,  and  the  regiment  being 
composed  of  incongruous  materials,  there  is  not  within  it  that 
regimental  sympathy  which  is  requisite  to  make  it  what  it  ought 
to  be,  particularly  in  this  city.  In  each  of  the  companies  are 
found,  some  of  the  best  citizens  of  Boston,  and  they  are  all 
commanded  by  able  and  intelligent  officers,  and  whenever  the 
companies  make  a  parade  as  such,  they  turn  out  with  full  ranks  ; 
in  fact,  two  of  the  companies  at  their  private  parades,  have 
brought  out  more  guns  than  the  entire  regiment  has  sometimes 
paraded  with.  This  ought  not  so  to  be.  All  the  legal  duty 
required  of  infantry  troops  is  by  regiment  or  battalion,  and  such 
should  be  the  habitual  manner  of  parade  wherever  the  location 
of  the  troops  will  admit  of  it.  It  cannot  be  considered  compli- 
mentary to  the  commander  of  a  regiment  to  have  his  com- 
panies appear  at  a  regimental  parade  with  some  thirty  muskets 
each,  and  at  company  parades  turn  out  with  three  times  that 
number. 

By  reference  to  Table  No.  2,  page  6,  it  will  be  seen,  that 
according  to  the  returns  received  at  this  department,  the  whole 
number  of  the  First  Regiment  of  Infantry,  including  company 
officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  privates,  at  the  last 
encampment,  was  two  hundred  and  fifty-five,  an  average  of  only 
thirty-six  per  company,  the  average  number  of  privates  being 
but  twenty-eight  to  a  company.  The  militia  law  requires  that 
each  company  of  infantry  shall  have  one  captain,  two  lieutenants, 
four  sergeants,  four  corporals,  two  musicians,  and  may  have 
fifty  privates,  making  a  total  of  sixty-three  as  the  maximum, 
except  in  companies  which  have  third  and  fourth  lieutenants, 
elected  previous  to  the  enactment  of  the  law  of  1858,  still  in 
commission.  In  such  companies  the  full  number  allowed  is 
sixty-five.  The  Act  of  1858,  provides  that  a  company  returning 
a  less  number  than  thirty-two  privates,  present  and  doing  duty, 
may  be  forthwith  disbanded.  The  full  complement  of  commis- 
sioned and  non-commissioned  company  officers  for  the  First 
Regiment  is  seventy-seven,  and  as  there  were  three  extra  lieu- 
tenants present  at  the  late  encampment,  the  whole  number  is 
eighty,  which,  deducted  from  the  whole  number  of  officers,

non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  returned,  gives  an  aver- 
age of  only  twenty-five  privates  per  company,  present. 

During  the  present  year,  three  cases  have  been  considered,  in 
matters  of  dicipline. 

The  first  was  that  of  Robert  B.  Caverly,  Captain  of  Company 
D,  Sixth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  Third  Brigade,  a  complaint 
having  been  made  against  him  for  falsely  returning  certain 
persons  as  being  present,  armed  and  equipped,  and  in  uniform, 
at  the  May  inspection  in  1857,  and  also  for  falsely  returning 
certain  persons,  as  in  like  manner  present  and  doing  duty 
legally,  at  the  encampment  in  1857,  and  representing  all  of  said 
persons  as  entitled  to  bounty.  By  order  of  the  Commander-in- 
chief,  Captain  Caverly  was  placed  in  arrest  and  a  Division 
Court  Martial  was  detailed  by  Major-General  Sutton,  for  his 
trial  upon  the  charges  preferred.  The  court  was  constituted  as 
follows : — 

President,  Col.  Frederick  J.  Coffin,  8th  Regiment  Infantry. 

Members,  Col.  Edward  F.  Jones,  6th  "  " 

Lt.  Col.  Lyman  Dike,  7th  "  " 

Major  Ephraim  Moore,  2d  Battalion  Rifles, 
Major  Simeon  Flint,  7th  Regiment  Infantry. 

Judge- Advocate,  A.  A.  Abbott,  Judge-Advocate  of  2d  Division. 

Marshal,  Jairus  W.  Perry,  Aid-de-Camp,  2d  Division. 

As  the  merits  of  the  case  will  be  fully  understood  through  a 
perusal  of  the  order  issued  by  General  Sutton,  under  date  of 
July  16, 1858,  a  copy  thereof  is  given  in  an  Appendix  to  this 
Report,  marked  [B.] 

After  orders  had  been  issued  releasing  Captain  Caverly  from 
arrest,  he  made  application  to  the  Commander-in-chief  for  per- 
mission to  withdraw  his  resignation, — which  had  been  received 
atf.  head-quarters  a  few  days  subsequently  to  the  date  of  the 
order  .for  his  arrest.  This  request  was  not  granted,  and  he  was 
discharged  upon  the  original  application. 

The  second  case  was  that  of  William  Cole,  Captain  of  Com- 
pany E,  Thh-d  Regiment  of  Infantry,  Second  Brigade,  and  his 
subalterns,  who  were  charged  with  being  concerned  in  having 
some  ten  or  twelve  citizens  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  returned  as 
members  of  said  company,  and  thereby  defrauding  the  State  to 
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the  amount  of  the  bounty  paid  said  persons  from  the  treasury. 
The  matter  was  examined  by  the  military  committee  of  the 
executive  council,  who  recommended  that  inasmuch  as  in  their 
judgment,  all  the  commissioned  officers  of  said  company  had 
become  unfit  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices, 
they  be  discharged  from  the  service.  This  recommendation 
was  approved  by  the  Commander-in-chief,  and  said  officers  were 
discharged  accordingly.  The  committee  of  the  council  also 
considered  that  the  members  generally  were  so  much  impli- 
cated in  the  fraudulent  transaction,  that  the  company  ought  to 
be  disbanded.  But  in  consequence  of  the  importance  of  hav- 
ing a  military  force  in  the  city  of  Fall  River,  and  the  law  not 
admitting  of  the  raising  of  a  new  company,  the  organization  was 
permitted  to  continue.  The  company  has  recently  been  purged 
of  the  impure  materials  which  brought  it  into  its  previously 
disgraceful  condition,  and  the  present  members,  in  conjunction 
with  their  new  captain,  (W.  C.  Greene,)  are  endeavoring  to 
place  it  in  such  a  position  as  to  entitle  it  to  the  respect  and 
encouragement  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city. 

The  third  case  was  that  of  Francis  Tufts,  Captain  of  Com- 
pany B,  (Somerville,)  Fifth  Regiment,  Third  Brigade.  Repre- 
sentations having  been  made  to  the  Commander-in-chief,  (who 
was  at  that  time  in  the  camp  of  the  Second  Division  at  Salem,) 
by  Major-General  Sutton,  that  said  Tufts,  who  was  then  in  com- 
mand of  his  company,  had  become  unfit  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  his  office,  and  to  exercise  proper  authority  over  his  inferior 
officers  and  soldiers,  the  Commander-in-chief  ordered  him  to  be 
discharged  from  the  service,  and  the  order  was  forthwith 
executed  upon  the  field. 

In  consequence  of  alleged  disobedience,  by  the  members 
of  this  company,  of  the  orders  of  the  Colonel,  he  has  not  cer- 
tified to  their  performance  of  duty  in  camp  agreeably  to  law, 
this  year,  and  therefore  the  company  pay-roll  for  bounty  cannot 
be  certified. 

It  is  the  first  duty  of  every  member  of  the  Volunteer  Militia 
to  learn  subordination.  Without  this,  a  military  organization 
is  worse  than  a  mob.  No  man  is  fit  to  command,  who  has 
not  learned  to  obey.  A  subordinate  is  not  to  be  the  judge 
whether  an  order  given  is  proper  or  improper ;  his  duty  is  to 
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obey,  and  in  executing  an  order,  the  responsibility  of  the  result 
does  not  rest  upon  him. 

Military  duty  in  this  State  is  voluntary  on  the  part  of  every 
person  who  engages  in  it,  and  may  be  considered  in  the  light 
of  a  contract  entered  into  by  two  parties.  But  when  the  con- 
tract is  made,  the  voluntary  act  ceases,  and  the  obligations 
become  equally  binding  upon  both.  The  Commonwealth,  on 
its  part,  agrees  to  furnish  arms,  accoutrements,  &c,  and  to  pay 
a  specified  bounty  for  the  full  performance  of  certain  prescribed 
duties.  The  volunteer,  on  his  part,  agrees  to  enlist  for  five 
years,  to  provide  himself  with  the  uniform  prescribed  by  the 
Commander-in-chief,  and  to  perform  all  required  military 
duties,  according  to  established  rules  and  regulations,  and  it 
would  be  no  more  unjust  for  the  State  to  pay  less  than  the 
stipulated  sum,  than  for  the  person  enlisted  to  perform  less 
than  the  required  amount  of  duty. 

The  members  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  have  it  in  their  power 
to  command  for  the  system,  either  the  public  approval  or  cen- 
sure. It  is  not  to  be  believed  that  the  militia  can  fail  to  be 
duly  appreciated  and  encouraged,  if  properly  regulated  and 
disciplined,  and  kept  in  a  condition  to  render  assistance  to  the 
civil  authorities  in  the  execution  of  law.  It  would  be  lament- 
able, should  the  present  system  be  destroyed  through  the  fault 
of  its  own  members. 

The  commanders  of  the  several  encampments  the  past  year 
exhibited  a  worthy  example,  in  not  providing  ardent  spirits  as 
a  beverage  at  their  head-quarters ;  and  the  same  remark  is 
equally  due  to  many  commanders  of  other  grades.  If  this 
example  should  be  generally  followed,  and  the  use  of  ardent 
spirits  should  be  entirely  prohibited  at  all  military  parades,  less 
insubordination  and  improper  conduct  would  be  the  result. 
By  such  a  course,  a  serious  objection,  often  urged, — and  not 
without  force, — by  parents  and  guardians  of  young  men,  against 
the  military,  and  especially  against  the  encampment  system, 
would  be  overthrown. 

Many  officers  are  neglectful  of  the  duty  of  making  their 
returns  and  claims  in  due  season,  thereby  delaying  the  returns 
of  this  department  to  the  Auditor,  and  hindering  the  payment 
of  the  accounts  of  those  who  arc  prompt.  A  number  of  claims 
for  services  in  1858  would  have  been  postponed  to  next  year 
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on  account  of  such  neglect,  had  it  not  accidentally  happened 
that  the  appropriation  for  the  service  proved  to  be  less  than  the 
amount  due.  Besides  the  inconvenience  and  extra  work  in 
making  out  the  accounts,  when  such  delays  occur,  the  books  of 
the  department  are  marred  by  frequent  supplementary  accounts 
for  the  same  kind  of  service. 

A  provision  of  law  is  necessary,  requiring  all  military  accounts 
to  be  presented  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  January  in  each 
year,  in  order  to  enable  this  department  to  furnish  the  Auditor 
with  an  account  of  the  total  yearly  expenses  of  the  militia,  in 
season  for  that  officer  to  incorporate  them  into  his  annual  report, 
as  required  by  statute,  and  also  that  this  department  may  be 
prepared  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  section  1,  chapter 
158,  Acts  of  1858,  in  relation  to  the  estimate  of  expenses  for  the 
coming  year. 

There  has  been  a  general  expression  of  opinion  among  the 
officers  and  members  of  the  Volunteer  Militia,  in  favor  of 
having  an  encampment  of  all  the  active  troops,  in  some  central 
part  of  the  State,  at  the  same  time.  To  carry  into  effect  such 
an  arrangement,  there  ought  to  be  at  least  four,  if  not  five 
days  devoted  to  the  purpose.  The  troops  should  not  be 
required  to  be  at  any  expense  for  transportation,  and  the  com- 
mander of  each  corps  should  be  allowed  suitable  time  in  which 
to  exercise  his  command.  Should  a  convenient  place  be  offered 
for  the  accommodation  of  all  the  troops  of  the  State,  an  exhi- 
bition could  be  made  which  in  point  of  numbers,  drill  and 
discipline,  it  would  not  be  easy  to  excel  in  any  part  of  the 
United  States. 

The  expense  of  this  department  for  the  year  1858,  as  appears 
by  the  pay-rolls  already  audited,  together  with  a  careful  esti- 
mate of  those  which  have  not  yet  been  presented,  is  sixty-five 
thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars  and  forty-three 
cents,  (165,185.43,)  being  six  thousand  six  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  dollars  and  fifty-three  cents  ($6,677.53)  less  than 
that  of  1857.  Had  not  some  extraordinary  expenses  been 
incurred  this  year,  the  amount  expended  would  have  been  nine 
thousand  and  twenty-seven  dollars,  forty-eight  cents  ($9,027.48) 
less  than  in  1857,  and  thirteen  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-one  dollars  and  twenty-seven  cents  ($13,871.27)  less 
than  in  1856. 
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A  few  alterations  in  the  militia  laws  are  suggested  in  the 
report  of  the  commissioners  for  the  revision  of  the  statutes  of 
the  Commonwealth,  which,  with  the  recommendations  in  this 
communication,  are  believed  to  comprise  all  the  amendments 
at  present  necessary.  One  of  the  most  serious  evils  to  the 
service,  heretofore,  has  been  the  too  frequent  changes  of  the 
militia  laws.  By  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  con- 
gress only  has  the  power  to  provide  for  organizing,  arming  and 
disciplining  the  militia,  reserving  to  the  States  the  appointment 
of  the  officers  and  the  training  of  the  troops,  agreeably  to  the 
system  of  discipline  and  tactics  prescribed  by  congress  ;  and 
until  congress  shall  revise  the  Act  on  the  subject,  passed  May 
8, 1792,  no  radical  change  in  the  organization  of  the  militia 
can  be  constitutionally  made. 

The  volunteer  system,  which  Massachusetts  was  the  first  State 
to  institute,  has  been  generally  adopted  by  the  New  England 
States.  The  encampment  law  has  done  much  to  improve 
the  militia  and  to  bring  it  into  such  a  condition  that  it  can  be 
relied  upon,  in  case  the  civil  authorities  should  require  its  aid 
in  the  execution  of  law  for  the  protection  of  life,  liberty  and 
property.  From  an  experience  in  active  service,  as  private,  and 
non-commissioned  and -commissioned  officer,  under  the  various 
militia  laws  which  have  existed  for  nearly  forty  years,  I  do  not 
hesitate  to  say  that  under  the  present  law  the  troops  of  Massa- 
chusetts are  better  instructed,  at  much  less  expense,  than  they 
ever  have  been  under  any  previous  law.  If  the  law  is  not  fully 
executed  in  some  instances,  the  failure  is  not  so  much  owing  to 
a  necessity  for  an  alteration  in  it,  as  to  the  want  in  such  cases, 
of  suitable  persons  in  commission,  to  carry  it  into  effect. 

Personal  application  was  made  to  the  Hon.  Secretary  of 
War  for  permission  to  draw  from  the  General  Government,  on 
account  of  the  quota  of  arms  due  this  State,  the  new  rifle 
musket,  of  the  model  of  1855.  The  amount  then  due  the  State 
from  the  United  States,  was  twenty-four  hundred  and  twenty- 
nine  muskets,  which  at  thirteen  dollars  each,  (that  being  the 
price  charged  the  State,)  was  equal  to  thirty-one  thousand  five 
hundred  and  seventy-seven  dollars.  The  Secretary  was  pleased 
to  grant  the  request,  and  Massachusetts  is  entitled  to  the  credit 
of  being  the  first  State  to  which  the  privilege  was  granted  of 
receiving  the  new  musket,  which  is  unsurpassed  in  style  of 
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finish  and  capability  of  execution  at  a  great  range  by  any 
other  small  arm  yet  adopted  by  this  or  any  other  nation.  Two 
thousand  of  these  arms  were  received  from  the  General  Gov- 
ernment, and  as  that  number  was  only  sufficient  to  supply 
about  one-half  of  the  infantry  companies,  it  unavoidably  became 
a  subject  of  much  consideration  as  to  what  portion  of  those 
troops  they  should  be  distributed.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  troops  of  all  the  cities  and  large  towns  were  equally  liable 
to  be  called  upon  to  aid  the  civil  authorities  in  the  execution 
of  the  laws,  and  therefore  had  equal  claims  in  the  apportion- 
ment, it  was  decided  to  request  the  commanders  of  the  several 
infantry  regiments  and  battalions  to  assemble  at  this  office  and 
confer  together  upon  the  method  of  distribution.  After  a  full 
discussion,  at  this  meeting,  it  was  voted,  ten  to  two,  to  recom- 
mend that  the  new  muskets  be  distributed,  pro  rata,  to  all  the 
infantry  regiments  and  battalions,  the  number  to  be  based  upon 
the  last  company  returns  received  at  head-quarters.  This 
recommendation  was  adopted,  and  notice  was  given  to  the 
regimental  and  battalion  commanders  of  the  number  that  could 
be  delivered  to  each  command,  and  the  several  commanders 
thus  notified,  with  one  exception,  have  indicated  the  companies 
to  be  furnished  with  the  musket. 

Sabre  bayonets  have  been  drawn  the  present  year  from  the 
United  States  and  affixed  to  all  the  rifles  furnished,  together 
with  new  and  appropriate  equipments,  to  the  several  corps  of 
that  arm  in  our  Volunteer  Militia.  The  addition  of  this  sabre 
makes  the  rifle  a  very  formidable  weapon  in  the  hands  of  the 
men. 

By  order  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  a  lot  of  muskets  and 
other  military  stores,  that  had  become  unserviceable  for  the 
militia,  have  been  sold,  and  the  proceeds  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  such  equipments  for  the  troops  as  may  be 
necessary,  instead  of  drawing  the  same  from  the  United  States, 
thereby  reserving  the  future  quota  that  may  become  due  from 
the  General  Government,  to  be  taken  wholly  in  the  new  mus- 
kets, until  all  the  companies  shall  be  supplied. 

By  advices  from  the  Ordnance  Department  at  Washington, 
it  appears  that  the  number  of  muskets  now  due  to  this  State 
from  the  United  States  is  33-J  J,  and  that  the  quota  to  which  the 
State  will  be  entitled  under  the  apportionment  for  1859,  is 
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592,  making  a  total  of  625^-J,  which,  at  thirteen  dollars  each, 
(that  being  the  price  charged  the  State,)  will  amount  to  the 
sum  of  $8,136,  to  the  credit  of  the  State,  for  which  arms  may 
be  drawn  from  the  United  States. 

The  following  supplies  have  been  received  since  January, 
1858,  on  account  of  the  quota  of  arms  due  this  State  from  the 
United  States,  under  the  provisions-  of  an  Act  of  congress, 
passed  April  23,  1808,  to  wit : —

The  total  amount  of  supplies  from  the  United  States,  on 
account  of  the  quota  arms  awarded  to  the  State  from  the  Gen- 
eral Government,  received  since  May  1,  1851,  the  time  when 
the  undersigned  was  appointed  to  this  office,  is  fifty-eight  thou- 
sand and  fifty-two  dollars,  sixty-one  cents. 


The  Resolve  of  the  legislature  of  this  State,  approved  March 
26, 1858,  in  aid  of  the  erection  of  an  iron  fence  around  Fort 
Washington,  is  as  follows  : — 

"Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  allowed  for  the  erection  of  an  iron  fence  around 
Fort  Washington,  in  the  city  of  Cambridge,  provided  that  the 
city  of  Cambridge  shall  appropriate  a  sum  sufficient  to  com- 
plete said  fence,  at  a  cost  of  not  less  than  four  thousand 
dollars,  the  whole  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Adjutant-General,  in  connection  with  a  committee  of  the  city 
council  of  the  city  of  Cambridge :  and  further  provided,  that 
said  Fort  Washington  shall  always  be  accessible  to  the  public, 
and  that  said  city  of  Cambridge  shall  always  keep  the  fence, 
proposed  to  be  built,  in  good  repair.  And  the  governor  is 
hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  therefor  accordingly." 
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Under  the  above  Resolve,  an  iron  fence  lias  been  erected 
around  Fort  Washington,  which  may  be  considered  in  its  style 
highly  appropriate  for  the  place ;  substantial  and  of  durable 
material,  and  in  workmanship  unsurpassed. 

It  incloses  the  only  one  remaining  of  the  earth-works  as 
left  by  Washington,  which  were  thrown  up  in  this  vicinity 
during  the  seige  of  Boston.  The  fort  was  erected  in  November, 
1775.  It  is  a  three  gun  battery,  in  the  form  of  a  half  circle. 
The  Secretary  of  War  has  contributed  three  18  pounder  guns, 
and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  has  furnished  the  gun  carriages 
to  mount  them.  The  whole  amount  expended  in  the  erection 
of  the  fence  and  grading  the  grounds  is  $4,457.24.  The  amount 
appropriated  by  the  legislature  has  been  paid  to  the  city  of 
Cambridge. 

In  erecting  the  fence  around  this  spot,  the  State  and  the  City 
of  Cambridge  have  jointly  contributed  in  retaining  for  all 
future  time,  one  of  the  few  remaining  forts  erected  by 
Washington. 

Hoping  that  the  discharge  of  my  duties  may  have  met  your 
Excellency's  approval,  and  those  with  whom  I  have  had  official 
intercourse,

ADDRESS  OF  GOVERNOR  BANKS 

To  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  of  the  Third  Division,  M.  V.  M.,  at  Camp 
Wool,  Springfield,  September  22,  1858. 

Citizen  Soldiers :  In  obedience  to  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  recog- 
nition of  its  ancient  traditions,  as  well  as  by  our  own  choice  we  have  abandoned 
for  a  brief  period  ordinary  vocations  and  have  assembled  in  camp,  not  as  citizens 
but  as  soldiers,  for  instruction  and  practice  in  arts  which  are  necessary  for  the 
support  of  governments  and  for  the  protection  of  private  and  public  rights. 

Departing  somewhat  from  the  usual  regulations  of  encampment,  it  has  been 
thought  proper  to  devote  a  portion  of  time  to  the  careful  consideration  of  the 
claims  which  the  institution  of  the  volunteer  militia  has  upon  the  people,  and 
which  the  State  has  in  return  the  right  to  expect  or  demand  of  us.  By  direction 
of  the  officer  in  command,  Major-General  Morse,  we  are  assembled  for  this  pur- 
pose. We  are  honored  by  the  presence  of  many  gentlemen  connected  with  civil 
departments  of  the  government,  and  by  distinguished  citizens  of  different  parts 
of  the  Commonwealth,  who  attest  by  their  presence  their  interest  in  all  that 
concerns  the  welfare  of  citizen  soldiers.  I  am  happy  to  meet  officers  of 
high  rank  from  the  First  and  Second  Divisions  of  the  Massachusetts  Militia, 
and  I  welcome  also  upon  this  occasion  with  pleasure,  its  past  officers  and 
members  from  different  parts  of  the  State,  whom  I  see  around  me  in  gratifying 
numbers.  The  fair  faces  that  are  beaming  upon  us,  and  the  stalwart  and 
manly  forms  that  surround  us  in  every  part  of  this  thronged  and  beautiful 
temple,  assure  us  that  we  have  the  sympathy,  and  may  win  the  confidence  of 
those  disconnected  with  our  organization  except  by  public  ties,  who  wield  the 
powers  of  public  opinion  here  in  this  the  fairest  and  most  fruitful  valley  of  New 
England,  and  who  have  a  right  to  know  of  us  what  our  purposes  are  and  what 
our  capacities  for  service. 

Gentlemen  of  the  civil  and  military  departments  of  the  government,  you  are 
welcome  !  Citizens  of  Springfield,  to  whom  we  are  indebted  by  night  and  by 
day  for  innumerable  courtesies,  welcome  !  Welcome,  gentlemen  of  the  press  ! 
Ladies,  in  behalf  of  all  who  surround  me,  our  friends,  or  our  guests,  civilians  or 
soldiers,  whose  eyes  proclaim,  though  the  lip  falters,  that  I  do  not  misinterpret 
their  thoughts, — in  behalf  of  that  gallant  officer  whose  name  and  title  designates 
11 
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and  honors  our  camp,  whose  life  has  been  well  spent  in  the  service  of  his 
country,  and  who,  under  every  commission  and  in  every  quarter,  upon  the 
Atlantic  slope,  the  regions  of  the  Mississippi,  or  upon  the  far  distant  Pacific, 
has  won  and  worn  the  honors  of  an  intrepid  officer  and  noble  man,  in  his  name, 
and  in  the  name  of  all,  I  bid  you  welcome, — thrice  welcome, — as  the  grace  and 
ornament  of  our  assembly,  and  the  representatives  of  those,  in  every  age  of  the 
world,  nearest  and  dearest  to  the  soldier's  heart. 

I  hesitate  not,  fellow-soldiers,  to  assume,  that  in  this  convocation  at  least,  we 
shall  be  honored  with  the  approval  of  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth.  A 
few  hours,  withdrawn  from  that  period  of  time  which  in  other  days,  within  my 
own  recollection,  was  devoted  to  amusements  approaching  revelry,  or  to 
excitements  bordering  upon  dissipation  and  riot, — a  few  hours,  devoted  to  the 
consideration  of  our  duties  in  this  public  manner,  cannot  be  regarded  as  time 
misappropriated.  The  approval  of  the  people  must  follow  every  effort,  clearly 
to  understand  and  honestly  to  fulfil  our  obligations-  to  them  as  citizens  or 
soldiers. 

There  are  two  elements  of  power  by  which  governments  may  be  sustained. 
I  do  not  allude  to  the  relative  merits  of  governments,  or  systems  of  governments. 
The  first  is  the  possession  of  that  degree  of  capacity  on  the  part  of  its  subjects 
which  will  enable  them  universally  to  recognize  the  justice  of  its  decrees,  and 
the  wisdom  to  render  to  the  government  while  it  exists,  that  obedience  which  is 
indispensable  to  its  support.  This  would  be  a  government  without  force, 
dependent  for  its  maintenance  upon  moral  power  alone.  A  government  thus 
supported,  so  long  as  it  should  be  just,  would  be  the  perfection  of  political 
organization.  But  it  has  never  yet  existed,  and  the  present  age  does  not 
promise  an  immediate  fulfilment  of  a  long  deferred  hope  of  good  men. 

The  variant  opinions  that  arise  from  differing  mental  organizations,  different 
habits  of  life,  or  different  grades  of  intelligence,  make  it  impossible  in  the 
weighty  affairs  of  government  that  any  arbitration  should  be  universally 
acknowledged,  which  has  not  its  symbols  of  power  as  well  as  of  wisdom.  If  it 
were  possible,  within  the  circle  of  its  own  subjects  to  abtain  such  acknowledg- 
ments, it  would  be  impracticable  as  to  surrounding  States.  A  government 
without  force,  is  a  government  without  authority,  and  that  is  no  government 
at  all. 

The  second  element  of  political  strength  is  in  the  possession,  on  the  part  of 
the  government  itself,  of  a  power  to  enforce  its  decrees.  But  the  possession  of 
such  power  independent  of  its  legitimate  subjects,  is  incompatible  with  popular 
freedom,  or  the  continued  existence  of  republican  institutions.  It  was  emi- 
nently wise,  therefore  in  the  early  American  statesmen,  to  discourage  and 
prohibit  standing  armies,  and  to  rely  upon  voluntary  organizations  of  the 
people,  as  soldiers,  for  the  support  of  law  and  the  maintenance  of  liberty ;  thus 
presenting  them  for  the  first  time  to  the  world  in  the  double  capacity  of  sub- 
jects and  supporters  of  a  government  of  their  own. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  history  of  the  world  that  enforces  better  than  their 
example  the  necessity  of  military  instruction  and  organization.  By  force  they 
sought  and  conquered  the  peace  which  we  enjoy — peace  in  domestic  life — 
peace  with  all  governments,  and  peace  in  the  worship  of  God.     Adversity 
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subjected  them  to  trial  in  every  form  against  unreasoning  and  tyrannical  rulers ; 
upon  perilous  and  comparatively  unknown  seas ;  on  the  hunting  grounds  of 
untamed  and  untamable  savages.  Against  the  first  military  States  of  the 
world,  they  c'onquered  independence,  and  in  defiance  of  the  only  naval  power 
that  asserted  its  supremacy  over  the  waters  of  the  earth,  they  vindicated  the 
freedom  of  the  seas  to  all  nations. 

The  features  of  the  country  have  been  changed  by  their  prowess.  The 
Atlantic  States  have  enlarged  the  power  secured  to  them  by  the  Revolution. 
The  basin  of  the  Mississippi  has  found  an  outlet,  through  the  Gulf,  once  denied 
to  us; — and  the  Pacific  coast  has  been  added  to  their  territory  by  the  treaty  of 
peace  which  recalled  our  triumphant  armies  from  Mexico.  Every  where 
abroad  the  power  of  the  government  is  respected — every  where  at  home, 
domestic  peace  is  maintained.  How  is  it  that  a  people  who  less  than  a  century 
since  first  conceived  the  idea  of  independence,  has  been  able  to  compass  such 
results  ?  Our  own  State,  in  the  maxim  it  has  chosen  for  its  seal  and  crest,  has 
given  us  not  only  the  secret  of  acquisition,  but  the  method  of  maintaining  that 
power :  Ense  petit  placidam  sub  libertate  quietem.  By  the  sword,  by  the  keen 
sword  we  won,  and  by  the  sword  we  will  maintain  the  peace  and  order  that 
are  essential  to  liberty. 

Their  history  is  more  impressive  than  their  maxims.  In  every  position 
our  fathers  advanced  with  their  lives  in  their  hands,  and  from  their  stern  and 
bloody  experience  has  grown  up  the  body  of  laws  which  originated  and  which 
regulate  the  military  organizations  of  the  State.  It  is  that  history  which  has 
impressed  upon  the  American  race  its  characteristic  military  feature.  Men 
have  imitated  their  examples,  embodied  their  precepts  in  statutes,  and  mothers 
with  song  and  story,  have  made  known  to  their  children  the  high  deeds  of 
those  to  whom  we  are  indebted  for  the  privileges  we  enjoy.  It  is  not  with  us 
alone  that  such  examples  have  contributed  to  the  formation  of  national  charac- 
ter. England  has  had  her  heroes  of  the  sea  and  land.  France  her  Lafayette 
and  Napoleon,  Switzerland  her  Tell,  Tyrol  its  Tekeli,  Sweden  its  Charles 
XII.  and  Gustavus,  Germany  its  Hiitter,  and  Hungary  its  Kossuth, — whose 
achievements  live  less  in  written  history  than  in  the  traditions  of  the  people. 
The  legends  of  Greece  and  Rome  have  not  yet  lost  their  power  on  the  human 
race, — 

"  Roman  wives  still  pray  to  Juno, 
For  boys  with  hearts  as  bold 
As  his  who  kept  the  bridge  so  well 
In  the  brave  days  of  old." 

The  calamities  of  war  are  not  more  terrible  than  the  necessities  of  war. 
The  history  of  the  world  instructs  us  on  every  page  that  those  who  love  coun- 
try, and  enjoy  liberty,  must  be  prepared  to  sacrifice  or  defend  their  own. 

Commerce  and  Christianity  often  follow  upon  the  desolate  path  of  battle. 
The  sharp  crack  of  the  rifle  preceded  the  westward  movement  of  American 
institutions,  and  the  recent  treaty  of  peace  with  China,  news  that  first  flashed 
across  the  Atlantic  cable,  opening  to  millions  of  eastern  Asia  the  advantages 
of  commerce  and  the  knowledge  of  the  Christian  religion,  followed  the  track  of 
desolating  war  from  the  Atlantic  ocean  eastward  with  the  same  steady  and 
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triumphant  march  that  characterized  the  movement  of  American  civilization 
from  the  Atlantic  westward,  upon  the  rifle  path  of  the  pioneer. 

However  we  may  deprecate  the  spirit  of  propagandism  which  seeks  to  force 
its  own  convictions  of  truth  upon  others,  we  cannot  but  admire  the  love  of 
country  that  enabled  our  fathers  to  defend  their  own,  nor  should  we  fail  to 
imitate  their  example. 

"  To  every  man  upon  the  earth, 
Death  cometh  soon  or  late, 
And  how  can  man  die  better 
Than  facing  fearful  odds 
For  thffi  ashes  of  his  fathers, 
And  the  temples  of  his  gods!  " 

It  was  not  my  purpose,  however,  to  vindicate  the  necessity  of  military  organ- 
izations as  a  means  solely  of  national  defence.  They  offer  other  advantages 
less  frequently  urged  but  not  unworthy  consideration.  Their  efficiency  in 
enforcing  law  and  suppressing  tumult  cannot  be  passed  without  remark.  It 
may  perhaps  be  thought  by  some  that  our  own  State  is  free  from  dangers  of 
this  character.  But  we  have  among  us  the  same  elements  of  disorder  that 
have  carried  anarchy,  desolation  and  death  to  other  communities.  The  beau- 
tiful city  in  which  we  stand  is  not  now  less  disturbed  than  New  York  at  the 
moment  when  apparently  wild  with  joy  for  the  success  of  the  ocean  telegraph, 
it  was  appalled  by  the  burning  of  the  quarantine  buildings  at  Staten  Island. 

All  of  us  can  recollect  the  effect  produced  upon  this  country  a  few  years 
ago  when  the  parliament  buildings  of  a  neighboring  province  were  burned  by 
a  mob.  During  the  past  two  years,  how  often  have  we  been  startled  by  violent 
outbreaks,  not  only  in  the  recently  settled,  but  in  some  of  the  oldest  cities  of 
the  Union.  I  should  rejoice — none  more,  if  I  were  assured  that  our  own  happy 
people  were  beyond  contingencies  of  this  character.  But  we  have  our  tradi- 
tions also.  The  blackened  convent  walls  still  stand  upon  an  eminence  near 
the  city  of  Boston,  monuments  of  violated  law.  The  Broad  Street  riots  that 
occurred  twenty-one  years  ago,  have  left  a  vivid  impression  upon  the  citizens 
of  Boston,  not  less  on  account  of  the  violence  of  the  outbreak,  than  of  its  almost 
instant  suppression  by  the  corps  of  National  Lancers,  then  first  called  into 
service.  It  is  but  little  more  than  three  years  since  the  municipal  authorities 
of  one  of  the  most  peaceful  and  prosperous  of  our  cities,  called  upon  the  mili- 
tary department  of  the  State  for  aid  against  an  anticipated  disturbance  of  the 
public  peace,  on  the  then  approaching  anniversary  of  American  Independence. 

It  is  true  that  military  force  will  not  always  anticipate  or  prevent  outbreak 
or  tumult.  It  is  not  within  the  power  of  medicine  to  proscribe  contagion  or 
fever,  but  the  physician  may  cool  the  heated  blood  of  the  patient  and  check  or 
control  his  disease. 

Of  a  kindred  nature,  is  the  advantage  that  is  to  be  derived  from  this  insti- 
tution of  having  in  our  chief  towns  men  who  are  accustomed  to  command,  and 
those  who  are  equally  accustomed  to  the  discipline  of  obedience.  The  efficacy 
of  such  authority  and  power  is  witnessed  everywhere.  Amid  the  general  con- 
sternation caused  by  conflagrations, — in  the  excitement  of  popular  meetings, 
in  moments  of  passion  and  frenzy   that   sometimes  occur  in  the  streets,  and 
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especially  in  those  appalling  disasters  at  sea  where  such  havoc  is  made  of  life, 
for  the  want  of  a  power  to  counsel  or  wisdom  to  obey,  the  voice  of  such  a  man 
is  heard  and  obeyed.  Every  man  feels  that  he  is  safer  in  the  presence  of  one 
who  has  been  educated  to  command  men,  and  to  whom  is  given  that  obedience 
which  recognizes  the  wisdom  of  his  orders. 

The  school  of  the  soldier  has  still  stronger  claims  upon  the  public  as  a  means 
of  rational  amusement  and  manly  exercise.  There  is  nothing  in  which  our 
people  are  more  deficient.  Recreation  and  exercise  are  as  essential  to  men  as 
laws  are  to  governments.  The  public  diversions  of  other  nations, — the  pleas- 
ures of  the  chase  and  the  sports  of  the  field,  or  the  turf,  or  the  ring, — are  little 
known  or  respected  here.  Alleviated  by  few  or  no  pleasures,  and  interrupted 
or  sustained  by  little  or  no  exercise,  in  youth  or  in  age,  the  sombre  cares  of 
business  absorb  the  best  years  of  our  existence,  and  leave  us  exhausted,  if  not 
lifeless,  at  middle  age.  There  is  no  class  of  our  people  that  does  not  suffer 
from  these  unceasing,  corroding  cares.  The  farmer  or  the  mechanic  requires 
exercise  for  the  same  reasons,  if  not  to  the  same  extent,  as  the  student  or 
trader.  There  is  no  pursuit  that  brings  into  action  all  the  physical  powers  of 
man,  and  in  the  most  laborious  vocation  there  are  parts  of  the  system  that  do 
not  find  their  proper  development.  Families  that  from  generation  to  genera- 
tion closely  follow  sedentary  occupations  are  for  that  reason  dwarfed  in  stature. 
It  is  noticed  in  England  that  men,  who  from  infancy  are  accustomed  to  the  use 
of  the  needle,  carry  with  them  in  the  public  streets  the  badge  of  their  calling 
in  the  contracted  muscles,  in  the  uniform  movement  as  well  as  by  the  dimin- 
ished strength  of  the  arm  thus  constantly  in  use.  It  is  not  enough  that  the 
dwarfed  stature  and  shrunk  limbs  mark  those  whose  lives  of  labor  have  created 
them,  but  unless  corrected  by  change  of  calling  or  generous  exercise,  they  are 
transmitted  as  badges  of  physical  deficiency,  to  their  descendants.  These  are 
illustrations  simply  of  the  effect  upon  communities,  of  constant  devotion  to  one 
form  of  labor,  unrelieved  by  exercise  or  recreation.  Happy  are  those  who, 
subjected  to  unremitting  toil,  find  opportunity  to  diversify  their  labor  with 
difFerent  employments ;  happier  still  those  who  are  able  to  relieve  the  pressure 
upon  mind  and  body,  by  resort  to  generous  recreations  and  manly  exercise. 

Where  among  us  can  the  farmer,  the  mechanic,  the  manufacturer,  the  mer- 
chant, the  scholar,  the  legislator,  find  such  relief  from  the  effects  of  excessive 
mental  or  physical  labor?  I  answer,  that  it  can  be  found  for  all,  if  properly 
conducted,  in  the  school  of  the  soldier. 

As  a  recreation,  simply,  military  discrpline  would  seem  from  the  enthusiasm 
with  which  it  is  pursued,  to  be  a  satisfactory  relief  from  pressure  of  business 
cares.  As  a  means  of  exercise,  there  is  not  a  limb  which  is  not  strengthened, 
not  a  muscle  which  is  not  developed  in  the  training  of  the  soldier.  Every 
element  of  physical  strength,  the  chest,  the  lungs,  the  voice,  the  limbs,  receive 
new  powers.  He  wears  the  mien  of  one  who  has  been  taught  that  it  is  equally 
pleasant  and  manly  to  command  or  obey,  and  he  carries  with  him  wherever  he 
goes,  and  lie  transmits  to  those  that  come  after  him,  not  the  stiff  and  awkward 
strut  of  a  recruit,  nor  the  sidelong  shuffling  gait  of  the  half-developed  man,  but 
.he  glides  on  with  the  erect,  vigorous,  graceful  and  natural  movement  of  a 
gentleman  who  suffers  from  no  deficiency  of  physical  power,  and  is  embarrassed 
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by  no  part  of  his  body  of  which  apparently  he  would  gladly  be  relieved.  Such 
physical  training  is  invaluable,  not  so  much  to  the  individuals  who  receive  it, 
as  to  the  race  to  which  they  belong.  It  is  a  matter  of  common  observation, 
that  a  man  transmits  to  his  descendants  not  only  his  mental  and  physical 
deficiencies,  but  the  very  movement  and  carriage  of  the  body  which  marks  the 
father  is  repeated  oftentimes  with  singular  exactness  in  the  son.  A  perfect 
man  either  in  mental  or  physical  organization  is  never  the  creation  of  a  single 
generation,  but  wherever  he  stands  he  represents  the  virtues  of  a  long  line  of 
ancestors. 

There  is  a  force  which  is  the  equivalent  of  intellect,  if  it  be  not  intellect 
itself,  in  the  personal  bearing  of  men.  I  have  been  informed  by  residents  in 
the  neighborhood  of  the  School  for  Feeble-Minded  Youth,  at  Boston,  that  a 
distant  spectator,  who  observes  the  pupils  in  their  morning  walks,  can  deter- 
mine from  the  movement  of  the  body  the  degree  of  intellect  with  which  each  is 
endowed.  I  repeat,  then,  that  a  correct  physical  training  of  the  young  men  of 
any  State  is  a  public  advantage  of  no  slight  character ;  and  though  others  may  be 
more  fortunate,  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say,  that  surveying  our  schools  and  colleges, 
our  private  and  public  institutions  where  the  personal  habits  of  our  young  men 
are  formed,  I  know  of  none  which  presents  so  many  salutary  opportunities  for 
the  development  of  physical  power,  as  the  school  of  the  soldier,  when  rightly 
understood  and  conducted. 

But  I  should  fail  in  my  duty,  citizen  soldiers,  did  I  not  say,  also,  that  we  are 
far,  very  far,  I  fear,  from  reaping  the  full  advantage  which  may  be  obtained 
therefrom.  The  duty  of  the  soldier  is  not  discharged  by  ostentatious  display, 
or  unmeaning  ceremony.  Still  less  does  it  justify  what  is  too  often  seen,  dis- 
creditable revels  or  ruinous  dissipation.  In  the  true  soldier  we  look  for  a  man 
who  knows,  both  by  study  and  experience,  what  almost  supernatural  power 
exists  in  discipline  of  mind  and  body ;  one  who  can  command  or  obey,  who 
exhibits  in  every  position  the  graceful  bearing  of  a  gentleman  or  the  strength 
of  a  giant ;  who  is  familiar  with  whatever  his  duty  requires  of  him ;  who  can 
apply  the  principles  of  exact  science  to  the  drill  of  battalion  or  division ;  who 
is  as  much  at  home  in  the  saddle  as  a  sailor  in  his  ship ;  who  is  inured  to  the 
fatigues  of  the  march,  and  moves  in  column  with  the  precision  of  clock-work ; 
we  look  for  one  who  uses  the  carte  and  tierce  of  the  rapier  and  the  heavy  cuts 
and  parries  of  the  cavalry  sabre  as  he  would  his  alphabet ;  who  handles  a 
musket  as  a  tailor  would  his  bodkin,  and  sends  the  rifle  ball  whizzing  with 
unerring  accuracy  a  thousand  yards  to  its  home ;  we  look  for  one  that  has  been 
taught  that  in  promptness  and  preparation  is  the  secret  of  success  and  power ; 
that  Napoleon  won  his  battles  in  the  odd  fifteen  minutes,  when  his  opponents 
were  getting  ready ;  a  man  who  believes  there  was  never  necessity  for  a  false- 
hood, and  that  in  life  or  death  ,there  is  no  occasion  for  an  honest  and  brave 
man  to  know  fear. 

Do  you  ask  if  such  soldiers  are  or  have  been  ?  Need  I  point  to  the  career 
of  Washington  and  his  compeers  in  arms  who  have  left  to  us  immortal  names 
without  blight  or  stain ;  to  the  heroes  of  other  times,  to  Captain  Hammond,  of 
the  royal  artillery,  whose  life  shows  us  that  a  true  soldier  need  not  be  less  than 
a  Christian ;  need  I  recall  to  you  the  character  of  Havelock,  the  hero  of  Luck- 
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now,  of  whom  it  is  said  that  whenever  a  forlorn  hope  was  looked  for,  in  the 
recent  Indian  war,  attention  turned  to  Havelock  and  his  command,  and  the 
cry  rang  through  the  camp,  "  Turn  out  the  saints !  Turn  out  the  saints ! 
Havelock  never  makes  a  blunder  and  his  men  are  never  drunk ! " 

Shall  I  not  turn  to  Scott,  the  venerable  and  heroic  chief  of  the  Mexican 
war !  or  to  him  whose  name  your  camp  bears, — the  General  now  in  com- 
mand of  the  north-eastern  division  of  the  American  army, — to  him  who, 
educated  to  the  counting-house,  upon  the  declaration  of  war  with  England, 
left  the  easy  paths  of  peaceful  professions  and  joined  the  rising  army  of  his 
country ;  who  received  his  first  honors  in  service  on  the  Niagara  frontier  at 
Queenstown  and  at  Plattsburg, — who  has  served  his  government  abroad,  as 
well  as  at  home,  and  who  won  as  the  crowning  honor  of  his  yet  unfinished 
career,  an  imperishable  name,  by  his  services  at  Buena  Vista.  He  has  served 
well  his  country,  and  worn  modestly  its  honors ;  and  though  far  distant  be  the 
day,  he  will  bear  to  his  grave  the  homage  of  millions  of  American  freemen. 
Let  us  honor  the  name  of  a  gallant  American  officer  and  just  man — a  model 
for  the  citizen  and  soldier. 

But  it  is  proper  for  me  to  say,  that  even  our  commands  in  point  of  general 
reputation,  do  not  much  overreach  the  standard  of  merit  I  have  sketched  for 
the  true  soldier.  There  is  in  the  general  judgment,  if  not  in  ours,  a  belief 
that  there  is  room  for  improvement,  and  a  suggestion  or  two  upon  that  subject, 
I  trust,  will  not  be  ill-timed  or  improper. 

In  the  first  place,  there  are  men  not  opposed  to  a  proper  military  organiza- 
tion, who  fear  that  young  men  joined  to  its  ranks  are  liable  to  be  led  from  the 
path  of  duty,  and  stand  in  danger  of  serious  injury,  if  not  of  destruction.  You 
know,  citizen-soldiers,  and  I  know,  that  there  have  been  in  other  times  at  least 
some  grounds  for  this  fear,  and  you  will  confess,  I  trust,  as  I  am  willing  heartily 
to  declare,  that  if  there  be  such  danger  it  ought  to  be  forthwith  removed.  The 
institution  of  the  militia  was  intended  not  to  destroy  but  to  improve  men,  and 
it  ought  to  be  such  that  the  community  should  see  its  best  young  men  in  the 
ranks,  not  only  without  apprehension,  but  with  pleasure.  And  to  this  end,  in 
my  opinion,  the  poisonous  compounds  which  pass  under  the  name  of  intoxi- 
cating drinks  should  be  banished  from  the  soldiers'  camp,  I  speak  it  not  with 
reference  to  any  outside  or  moral  questions  whatever,  but  solely  as  a  matter  of 
military  discipline,  and  I  would  I  could  send  my  words,  like  the  shot  of  a 
Minnie  rifle,  to  the  conscience  of  every  officer  and  private  in  the  Commonwealth. 

Dissipation  has  done  more  to  discredit  the  militia,  and  to  alarm  its  friends, 
than  any  and  all  other  causes  together.  I  rejoiced  when  I  saw  with  reference 
to  the  encampment  at  Salem,  that  whole  departments  of  that  division,  by 
unanimous  vote,  had  prohibited  strong  drinks  in  camp.  I  rejoiced,  Major- 
General,  when  I  saw  it  publicly  announced  that  at  your  head-quarters  its 
introduction  would  not  be  allowed,  and  I  trust  the  day  is  not  distant  when,  by 
unanimous  decision,  these  wise  and  patriotic  examples  will  be  followed  through- 
out the  service. 

Another  objection  to  the  militia  grows  out  of  the  extravagant  expenses 
attendant  upon  its  parades.  All  extravagance  is  foreign  to  the  purposes  of  its 
organization.     Attention  should  be  given  to  dress,  because  correct  taste  in 
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matters  of  dress  is  an  art,  and  wherever  cultivated  it  is  a  public  good  ;  but 
the  uniform  of  the  soldier  should  be  a  simple  and  gentlemanly  apparel — "  rich, 
but  not  expressed  in  fancy," — adapted  to  the  service  for  which  it  is  intended. 
We  are  not  required  to  adopt  the  dress  of  United  States  troops,  because  that 
is  intended  chiefly  for  the  frontier,  and  ours  is  a  different  service.  The  attrac- 
tion of  the  soldier  is  not  in  gaudy  apparel.  There  is  more  beauty  in  one 
perfectly  disciplined  man,  or  a  column  of  men,  who  can  exhibit  that  of  which 
the  human  form  is  capable  in  repose  and  in  movement,  than  in  all  the  trappings 
the  world  ever  saw.  Excursions  to  distant  parts  of  the  country  cannot  be 
made  except  at  great  cost,  and  cannot  be  enjoyed  but  by  return  of  courtesies, 
extended  at  still  greater  expense.  Such  things  place  military  service  beyond 
the  means  of  most  young  men.  It  is  extravagance  that  has  caused  thoughtless 
persons  in  some .  cases — I  will  not  call  them  criminal  nor  reprehend  their 
conduct  except  as  inconsiderate — to  discredit  the  militia  by  rendering  to  the 
government  incorrect  returns  of  service.  This  of  all  evils  is  most  calculated 
to  weaken  the  confidence  of  the  public  in  the  institution.  Nothing  in  my 
judgment  would  contribute  more  directly  to  the  prosperity  of  the  militia  than 
the  support  of  its  ancient  company  organizations,  or  their  revival  when  acci- 
dentally they  may  disappear,  in  preference  to  the  formation  of  new  corps. 
There  is  no  voluntary  association  of  this  Commonwealth  that  reflects  greater 
honor  upon  its  people  than  the  unbroken  existence  of  the  Ancient  and  Honor- 
able Artillery  Corps,  the  first  military  organization  of  the  American  continent. 
There  is  economy  in  the  support  of  these  old  charters.  Whenever  appeals  are 
made  for  aid,  they  find  in  every  class  of  life  and  among  men  of  every  age  those 
who  are  interested  in  their  welfare,  either  on  account  of  their  own,  or  the 
connection  of  friends  with  the  corps.  The  burden  of  support  is  thus  divided 
between  the  State,  the  active  members  of  the  company  and  those  who  have 
been  identified  with  its  service  during  a  period  it  may  be  of  a  half  century  or 
more. 

Costly  parades  of  skeleton  companies  in  small  numbers,  and  with  large  bills 
of  expense,  are  not  essential  to  the  service.  In  active  service  small  companies 
demoralize  an  otherwise  effective  force,  because  a  comparatively  small  loss 
renders  useless  the  regiments  to  which  they  are  attached.  The  Light  Brigade 
that  performed  such  terrible  feats  of  valor  at  Balaklava  was  nearly  annihilated 
because  its  losses,  though  not  great,  rendered  it  ineffective  for  immediate 
service. 

Troops  should  be  drilled  as  far  as  it  is  practicable  in  large  numbers.  A 
battalion  of  one,  two  or  three  hundred  men  can  drill  with  far  greater  effect  and 
with  far  greater  satisfaction  to  themselves  and  to  the  public,  and  a  compara- 
tively trifling  expense,  presenting  the  best  possible  appearance.  The  militia 
would  thus  become — not  a  collection  of  detached  companies  having  no  sympa- 
thy with  each  other  and  incapable  of  acting  together — but  a  homogeneous 
body  of  men,  moving  together  with  united  and  invincible  power. 

In  all  cases  where  the  militia  is  called  out  for  serious  soldiers'  duty,  as  in  the 
suppression  of  tumults,  or  to  enforce  the  laws,  the  service  is  required,  except 
in  very  rare  instances,  where  population  is  most  dense,  and  the  disturbing 
elements  most  naturally  congregate.     In  all  such  cases  a  single  company  of 
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infantry  is  insufficient  for  continued  service.  A.  larger  force  is  indispensable  ; 
but  the  company,  under  our  system,  is  the  only  thoroughly  drilled,  homogene- 
ous branch  of  the  service.  They  are  in  full  strength  and  spirit  in  company 
parades,  and  not  in  battalion  or  regimental  line.  With  some  exceptions, 
the  regiments  of  the  State  are  called  out  not  more  than  once  or  twice  in  the 
year — an  insufficient  drill  for  the  creation  of  effective  troops.  The  conclusion 
is  therefore  irresistible,  that  with  the  exceptions  referred  to,  if  a  battalion  or 
regiment  should  be  suddenly  called  into  action,  neither  officers  nor  men  could 
instantly  fall  into  the  indispensable  acquaintance  and  confidence  with  each 
other  which  prompt  and  efficient  service  demands. 

The  earliest  organization  of  the  militia  in  this  State  was  in  the  form  of  regi- 
ments, of  which  regimental  officers  were  appointed  by  the  government,  the 
companies  nominating  their  own.  ■  It  is  not,  of  course,  an  example  for  us,  so 
far  as  officers  are  concerned,  but  very  serious  reflection  goes  far  to  satisfy  my 
mind  that  the  wisest  principle  of  organization  will  be  found  in  the  reduction  of 
the  militia  to  reasonable  strength  as  to  numbers ;  in  concentrating  its  forces,  as 
far  as  practicable,  near  the  centres  of  population,  and  in  establishing  for  the 
principal  parts  of  the  State,  military  organizations  of  which  the  battalion  or 
regiment  shall  be  the  unit,  and  companies  subdivisions  only  of  that  unit.  Upon 
this  principle,  I  am  satisfied  that  Massachusetts  would  present  troops  that 
would  be  unsurpassed  as  citizens  or  soldiers. 

I  entertain  no  doubt  that  it  may  hereafter  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  service, 
if  the  troops  of  the  State,  when  brought  into  efficient  discipline  and  reduced 
to  the  numbers  contemplated  by  the  statutes,  shall  be  brought  together  in  one 
camp,  that  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth  may  learn  by  ocular  demonstra- 
tion whether  it  is,  or  how  it  may  be  made,  the  arm  of  service  to  the  State  that 
was  contemplated  by  its  founders. 

The  legislature  of  the  present  3  ear  made  some  changes  in  the  military  stat- 
utes. Among  them  is  one  which  limits  the  number  of  troops  hereafter  to  five 
thousand.  This  will,  I  am  persuaded,  in  the  judgment  of  all  men,  be  regarded 
as  a  sufficient  military  force.  The  ancient  May  training  was  discontinued 
with  some  reason.  Although  in  most  parts  of  the  State  it  was  faithfully 
observed,  there  were  too  many  cases,  according  to  information  received  by  the 
military  department,  where  it  was  regarded  as  an  occasion  when  the  full  service 
for  which  they  received  compensation  might  be  dispensed  with.  The  repeal 
of  the  statute  will  call  attention  to  this  fact,  and  whenever  it  shall  appear  that 
it  will  be  made,  according  to  the  usage  of  our  fathers,  a  day  for  such  service  as 
the  law  contemplates  and  for  which  liberal  compensation  is  made,  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  saying  that  in  my  judgment  there  should  be  an  immediate  resto- 
ration of  the  old  May  training. 

The  legislature  in  other  respects  has  given  a  guerdon  that  it  is  not  hostile  to 
the  interests  of  the  militia.  Its  appropriations  were  generous,  and  it  repealed 
a  statute  that  I  never  regarded  just  or  necessary,  which  threatened  imprison- 
ment in  the  State  prison  to  subordinates  in  the  volunteer  service  who,  in 
specified  cases,  disobeyed  the  orders  of  their  superiors  in  command. 

I  do  not  entertain  the  belief  that  there  is  any  general  hostility  to  the  service 
among  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth.     There  are  nearly  sixty  thousand  of 
12 
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its  citizens  who  have  stood  in  the  ranks.  Whenever  and  wherever  such  feeling 
exists,  it  is  based  chiefly  upon  evils  which  cannot  be  denied,  and  which  may 
be  removed.  It  is  left  for  us  to  vindicate  our  calling  by  faithful  and  manly 
service. 

Citizen  soldiers  !  I  congratulate  you  and  your  commanding  officers  upon  the 
order,  the  decorum  and  the  thorough  and  manly  discipline  of  your  camp ;  and 
I  trust  that  you  and  the  Commonwealth  may  receive  benefit  and  honor  from 
the  service  of  this  year.

The  Major-General  has  received  and  considered  with  as  much  dispatch  as 
was  possible  the  very  voluminous  record  of  the  proceedings  of  a  Division  Court 
Martial,  whereof  Colonel  Frederick  J.  Coffin,  of  the  8th  Regiment,  4th  Brig- 
ade, is  President,  begun  at  Salem  on  the  30th  day  of  March  last,  pursuant  to 
Division  Orders,  for  the  trial  of  Captain  Robert  B.  Caverly,  Company  D,  6th 
Regiment,  3d  Brigade,  upon  the  charge  of  unmilitary  and  unofficer-like  conduct, 
on  a  complaint  exhibited  against  him  by  Ebenezer  W.  Stone,  Adjutant-General 
of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  complaint  preferred  against  Captain  Caverly  exhibits  a  charge  of  unmil- 
itary and  unofficer-like  conduct  while  on  duty,  in  making  returns  of  the  soldiers 
who  appeared  and  did  duty  at  the  annual  May  Inspection,  and  at  the  annual 
Fall  Encampment,  in  1857,  which  returns  are  alleged  to  be  false  in  various 
respects,  as  is  particularly  set  forth  in  the  several  specifications. 

The  1st  specification  sets  forth  that  the  said  Caverly,  as  Captain  command- 
ing said  Company  D,  returned  fifty-eight  men  who  appeared  and  did  duty  at 
the  Encampment  at  Westford,  in  August,  1857,  when  not  less  than  twenty  of 
said  men  did  not  appear  or  perform  duty  as  stated  in  said  return,  and  that 
said  Caverly  well  knew  that  the  same  was  false,  but  made  the  same  with  intent 
to  defraud  the  Commonwealth.  Under  this  specification  the  Court  found  the 
said  Caverly  Not  Guilty. 

The  2d  specification  is  the  same  as  the  first,  except  that  it  sets  forth  the 
names  of  the  men  who  were  not  present,  and  who  did  not  do  their  duty  accord- 
ing to  law.  Under  this  specification  the  Court  found  the  said  Caverly  Not 
Guilty. 

The  3d  specification  sets  forth  that  the  said  Caverly  returned  forty-two  men 
belonging  to  Company  D,  who  appeared  armed,  uniformed  and  equipped  at 
the  annual  May  Inspection,  in  1857,  when  in  fact  none  of  the  said  men  nor 
was  the  said  Caverly  uniformed  on  that  day,  and  that  said  Caverly,  in  making 
said  return,  well  knew  that  the  same  was  false,  but  made  the  same  with  intent 
to  defraud  the  Commonwealth.     Under  this  specification  the  Court  found  the 
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said  Caverly  Guilty,  but  without  the  intent  to  defraud  the  Commonwealth; 
and  the  Court  ordered  as  a  sentence  that  Captain  Caverly  should  be  reprimanded 
in  Orders. 

The  4th,  5th,  Gth  and  7th  specifications  set  forth  in  various  forms,  the  orders, 
conduct  and  returns  of  Captain  Caverly,  at  Westford,  which  are  alleged  to 
have  been  unmilitary  and  unofficer-like.  Under  these  specifications  the  Court 
find  said  Caverly  Not  Guilty. 

The  Major-General  finds  appended  to  the  judgment  of  the  Court  the  follow- 
ing statement :  u  The  Court,  in  making  up  their  judgment  in  this  case,  feel 
bound  to  express  the  opinion  that  the  conduct  of  Captain  Robert  B.  Caverly 
at  the  encampment  at  Westford,  was  highly  irregular  and  open  to  exception,  but 
the  Court  did  not  feel  justified,  under  the  evidence  and  circumstances,  in  finding 
him  guilty  of  unofficer-like  and  unmilitary  conduct  in  the  matters  charged  and 
specified  in  the  complaint,  except  as  aforesaid." 

The  Major-General  officially  approves  the  judgment  and  sentence  of  the 
Court. 

The  Division  Court  Martial,  whereof  Colonel  Fred.  J.  Coffin  is  President, 
is  hereby  dissolved. 

In  carrying  into  effect  the  sentence  of  the  Court,  the  Major-General  deeply 
regrets  the  circumstances  and  facts  which  have  been  disclosed  in  the  course  of 
its  investigations.  They  show  that  an  officer  holding  a  responsible  position,  in 
making  the  official  returns  required  of  him  by  law,  made  returns  which  were 
false,  and  which  he  knew  to  be  false,  though,  as  the  Court  find,  without  intent 
to  defraud  the  Commonwealth.  They  also  show  that  the  conduct  of  this  same 
officer  at  the  Regimental  Encampment  at  Westford  M  was  highly  irregular  and 
open  to  exception."  To  this  extent  the  Court  find  and  declare.  What  further 
the  evidence  might  disclose,  it  would  be  useless  now  to  inquire.  There  is 
quite  enough,  if  we  stop  here,  to  cause  deep  regret,  and  to  demand  severer 
censure  than  the  formal  reprimand  which,  is  herein  given. 

The  objects  of  a  citizen  soldiery  are,  to  maintain  order  and  to  vindicate  the 
law;  and  it  is  upon  this  idea  that  our  volunteer  militia  receives  the  bounty  of 
the  Commonwealth.  But,  if  the  chosen  defenders  of  the  law  are  themselves 
to  violate  its  enactments,  and  refuse  or  neglect  to  obey  its  injunctions,  if  they 
are  to  be  lax,  careless,  inexact,  and  reckless,  in  a  word,  kk  irregular  and  excep- 
tionable" in  their  professional  conduct,  then  our  militia  system  not  only  fails  of 
fulfilling  its  objects,  but  becomes  worse  than  useless,  a  mockery  and  farce . 
Our  system  is  indeed  a  voluntary  one;  but  when  once  a  man  has  volunteered, 
when  the  private  has  enlisted,  or  the  officer  accepted  a  commission,  that 
moment  he  becomes  bound  in  common  honesty,  and  by  the  dictates  of  that 
honor  which  should  be  a  soldier's  pride,  not  only  to  obey  the  general  law,  (as 
every  citizen  should  do,)  but  particularly  to  obey,  to  respect,  and  to  enforce  the 
laws,  rules  and  regulations  relating  to,  and  to  practice  and  inculcate  the  obli- 
gations and  duties  growing  out  of,  the  military  organization  of  which  he  has 
become  a  part.  In  a  word,  he  should  be  a  model  of  obedience  and  discipline. 
Viewed  in  this  light  alone,  and  upheld  only  in  this  spirit,  will  our  volunteer 
militia  answer  the  true  ends  of  its  organization,  and  entitle  itself  to  the  respect 
and  support  of  the  people. 
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The  Major-General  is  gratified  to  know,  that  the  officer  in  question  was  able 
to  offer  such  explanations  as  induced  the  honorable  Court  to  negative  the  alle- 
gation of  fraudulent  intent  set  forth  in  the  specification  of  charge  of  which  he 
was  found  guilty.  If  such  an  intent  had  been  found,  the  whole  body  of  our 
militia  would  have  suffered  a  stain  which  no  punishment  of  the  individual 
offender,  however  severe,  could  have  effaced. 

It  is  to  be  earnestly  hoped  that  this  trial,  with  its  results,  will  not  fail  of 
accomplishing  some  good  purpose ;  that  it  will  not  only  suitably  admonish  the 
individual  more  particularly  concerned,  but  will  teach  a  useful  lesson  to  all 
who  bear  the  honorable  and  ever  to  be  honored  arms  of  the  State ;  that  it  will 
show  the  propriety,  the  duty,  the  necessity,  of  an  exact  performance  of,  and  a 
strict  compliance  with,  the  requirements  and  obligations  of  the  law ;  and  that 
thus  something  may  have  been  done  towards  promoting  the  welfare  of  that 
citizen  soldiery,  which,  properly  regulated  and  controlled,  is  justly  to  be 
regarded  as  the  right  arm  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Captain  Robert  B.  Caverly  is  hereby  discharged  from  arrest. 

Brigadier-General  Andrews  and  Brigadier- General  Butler  will  promulgate 
this  Order  to  their  respective  commands.

Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  Excellency,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  provisions  of  law,  the  Annual  Report  from  this 
department  for  the  year  1859,  containing  abstracts  from  the 
returns  of  the  commanding  officers  of  divisions,  brigades,  regi- 
ments, battalions  and  companies  of  the  Active  Militia ;  together 
with  abstracts  from  the  returns  of  the  clerks  of  the  several 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  exhibiting  the  numeri- 
cal strength  of  the  Enrolled  Militia ;  also  tabular  statements 
of  the  ordnance,  ordnance  stores,  equipments,  &c,  deposited  in 
the  State  Arsenal  at  Cambridge,  under  my  care  as  Quarter- 
master-General, and  of  the  ordnance  deposited  in  the  several 
cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  authorities  of  which 
have  given  bonds  for  the  care  of  the  same — accompanied  with 
statements,  suggestions  and  recommendations,  which  are  deemed 
of  importance  to  the  Active  Militia,  and  may  be  interesting  to 
the  public,  with  a  Roster  containing  the  name,  rank  and  date 
of  commission  of  every  officer  in  the  State,  revised  and  cor- 
rected to  this  date,  and  a  Plan  of  the  State  Encampment  at 
Concord.

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The  payment  of  bounty  by  the  Commonwealth  to  Volunteer 
Militia  companies  commenced  in  the  year  1834.  From  that 
period  up  to  1840  (when  the  present  organization  was  arranged) 
one  hundred  and  thirteen  companies  raised  at  large  were 
disbanded. 

The  present  organization  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  was 
adopted  under  an  Order  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  dated 
April  17,  1840.  At  that  time  there  were  one  hundred 
and  forty-two  companies.  Thirty-three  of  said  companies  are 
now  in  existence,  and  only  twenty-eight  of  the  number  that 
were  organized  when  the  payment  of  bounty  commenced. 
From  said  date  to  the  present  time,  one  hundred  and  nineteen 
have  been  formed,  (seventy-two  of  them  since  1850,)  and 
one  hundred  and  seventy-four  have  been  disbanded  since  1840, 
leaving,  at  the  present  time,  eighty-seven,  which  are  arranged 
as  follows  : —

If  authority  were  given  to  commanders  of  regiments  who 
have  only  five  or  seven  companies  in  their  respective  commands, 
to  recruit  another  company,  the  additional  increase  to  the  whole 
number  of  officers  and  men,  as  allowed  by  law,  would  be  less 
than  two  hundred,  and  each  regiment  would  then  have  the  privi- 
lege of  parading  with  an  even  number  of  companies,  which  is 
desirable  in  evolutions.  I  recommend  such  additional  increase 
of  companies. 


Many  persons  connected  with  this  branch  of  the  public  service 
have  frequently  expressed  a  desire  to  learn  the  date  of  the 
organization  of  companies,  particularly  those  which  have  been 
organized  the  longest. 

The  following  account  has  been  prepared  with  care  and  much 
labor,  exhibiting  the  manner  in  which  some  of  the  oldest  com- 
panies were  organized,  together  with  the  date  of  the  Order  for 
organizing  each  of  the  existing  companies,  with  the  name  of  the 
first  Captain,  as  appears  by  the  records  of  the  Council  of  the 
Massachusetts  Bay,  or  the  Roster  in  this  department: — 

By  the  provisions  of  an  Act  passed  by  the  General  Court, 
January  22, 1 776,  section  23,  it  is  provided  "  that  each  Brigadier- 
General  of  the  colony  shall  provide,  at  the  expense  of  the  same, 
two  good  field  pieces,  *  *  *  and  likewise  cause  a  company 
of  Matrosses  to  be  enlisted  in  his  brigade  for  each  field  piece, 
which  companies  shall  consist  of  thirty-six  men,  including 
officers,  and  to  be  chosen  from  two  separate  regiments,  and  in 
one  town  in  each  regiment,  as  the  Brigadier  shall  direct,  and 
shall  respectively  choose  Captains  and  other  proper  officers,  and 
be  subject  to  the  field  officers  of  their  respective  regiments,  and 
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to  the  same  laws  and  regulations  as  are  provided  in  this  Act 
for  other  companies  of  the  train  band ;  any  thing  in  this  Act 
notwithstanding." 

Under  the  above  authority  many  companies  were  organized, 
only  three  of  which  are  in  existence  now,  to  wit :  the  company 
in  the  town  of  Foxborough,  which  was  raised  in  the  town  of 
Norton,  but  transferred  to  the  former  town  in  1856,  and  the 
companies  in  the  city  of  Newburyport  and  the  town  of  Groton. 
These  companies  appear  to  have  kept  up  their  organization  from 
the  date  of  the  first  commissions  issued  by  the  major  part  of 
the  Council,  to  their  officers,  up  to  the  present  time.  The 
following  is  a  copy  of  one  of  the  commissions  issued  at  that 
early  day  : —

the  Brigade  whereof  Godfrey,  Esq.,  is  Brig'r- General,  By  Virtue  of 
the  Power  vested  in  us,  WE  do,  by  these  Presents,  (reposing  special 
Trust  and  Confidence  in  your  Loyalty,  Courage,  and  good  Conduct,) 
Commission  you  accordingly. You  are  therefore  carefully  and  dili- 
gently to  discharge  the  duty  of  a  Second  Lieutenant,  in  leading,  ordering, 
and  exercising  said  Company  in  Arms,  both  Inferior  Officers  and 
Soldiers,  and  to  keep  them  in  good  Order  and  Discipline  :  And  they  are 
hereby  commanded  to  obey  you  as  their  Second  Lieutenant,  and  you 
are  yourself  to  observe  and  follow  such  Orders  and  Instructions  as  you 
shall  from  Time  to  Time  receive  from  the  major  part  of  the  Council, 
or  your  superior  Officers.

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Since  my  last  Annual  Report,  the  following  changes  have 
been  made  in  the  organization  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  : — 

Companies  A,  B,  and  E  have  been  detached  from  the  First 
Regiment  of  Infantry,  and  organized  as  the  Second  Battalion  of 
Infantry,  now  commanded  by  Major  Charles  0.  Rogers,  of 
Boston. 

On  the  first  of  March,  the  First  Regiment  was  disbanded, 
and  the  companies  then  comprising  it,  namely,  C,  D,  F,  and  H, 
were  incorporated  into  the  Second  Regiment  of  Infantry,  and 
designated,  respectively,  as  Companies  I,  K,  G,  and  H,  of  said 
regiment.  The  field  and  staff  officers  of  the  First  Regiment 
were  honorably  discharged. 

The  Tenth  Regiment  of  Infantry  having  become  reduced  in 
the  number  of  its  companies,  has  been  disbanded,  and  its  field 
and  staff  officers  honorably  discharged.  Companies  A,  B,  and 
G,  respectively,  of  Worcester,  Milford,  and  West  Boylston, 
formerly  of  said  regiment,  have  been  organized  as  the  Third 
Battalion  of  Infantry,  now  commanded  by  Major  Edward  Lamb, 
of  Worcester. 

The  Eleventh  and  Twelfth  Regiments  of  Infantry  having  each 
become  reduced,  have  been  disbanded,  and  the  field  and  staff 
officers  honorably  discharged.  The  companies  of  these  two 
regiments,  located  in  Shutesbury,  Leverett,  Northampton,  Bel- 
chertown,  Colrain,  Springfield,  Greenfield,  and  Shelburne,  have 
been  organized  as  the  Tenth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  the  compa- 
nies being  designated,  respectively,  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F,  G,  and 
H.  The  regiment  is  commanded  by  Colonel  Jefford  M.  Decker, 
of  Greenfield. 

During  the  past  year  seven  companies  have  been  disbanded, 
viz. : —

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The  first  two  were  disbanded  for  having  failed  to  comply  with 
the  law  in  regard  to  numbers.  The  next  three,  on  petition  of 
their  commissioned  officers.  The  next,  for  insubordination,  the 
Captain,  Thomas  Toomey,  having  previously  been  discharged 
from  the  service,  on  representation  of  the  commander  of  the 
regiment,  that  he  had  "  become  unfit  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  office,  and  to  exercise  proper  authority  over  his  inferior 
officers  and  soldiers."  The  last,  for  having  failed  to  make  its 
annual  returns  as  required  by  law. 

No  company  has  been  organized  since  1856,  (although  there 
have  been  many  applications  for  permission  to  organize,)  in 
consequence  of  the  following  provision  of  law : — 

"  No  company  shall  be  hereafter  organized,  if  the  same  shall 
cause  the  whole  number  of  the  volunteer  militia  to  exceed  five 
thousand  officers  and  men." 

More  than  that  number  having  been  returned  annually  since 
the  limitation  was  adopted,  no  additional  company  could  be 
granted. 

All  the  Volunteer  Militia  of  the  State  encamped  together,  at 
Concord,  the  present  year,  it  being  the  first  encampment  held 
in  this  country  including  all  the  troops  of  a  State. 

The  suggestion  of  a  State  Encampment  was  made  in  1853,  by 
the  then  Commander-in-Chief.  Nothing  more,  however,  was 
said  or  done,  in  particular,  concerning  the  subject,  until  the 
following  suggestions  were  offered  in  the  last  Annual  Report 
from  this  department : — 

"  There  has  been  a  general  expression  of  opinion  among  the 
officers  and  members  of  the  Volunteer  Militia,  in  favor  of 
having  an  encampment  of  all  the  active  troops,  in  some  central 
part  of  the  State,  at  the  same  time.  To  carry  into  effect  such 
an  arrangement,  there  ought  to  be  at  least  four,  if  not  five 
days  devoted  to  the  purpose.  The  troops  should  not  be 
required  to  be  at  any  expense  for  transportation,  and  the  com- 
mander of  each  corps  should  be  allowed  suitable  time  in  which 
to  exercise  his  command.  Should  a  convenient  place  be  offered 
for  the  accommodation  of  all  the  troops  of  the  State,  an  exhi- 
bition could  be  made  which  in  point  of  numbers,  drill  and 
discipline,  it  would  not  be  easy  to  excel  in  any  part  of  the 
United  States."

Sir, — A  meeting  of  the  several  Major  and  Brigadier-Generals  of  the 
Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia  will  be  held  at  this  Office  on  Tuesday, 
the  19  th  instant,  at  one  o'clock,  P.  M.,  for  the  purpose  of  consultation  on 
important  business.

Agreeably  to  the  above  notice,  Major-Generals  Sutton,  Morse, 
and  Andrews,  and  Brigadier-Generals  Andrews,  Leonard,  But- 
ler, and  Bullock,  were  present.  The  subject  of  an  encampment 
of  all  the  volunteer  troops  of  the  State  was  proposed  for  the 
consideration  of  the  convention  ;  and  after  the  matter  had 
been  fully  discussed  by  the  officers  present,  it  was  voted  "  to 
advise  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  order  all  the  volunteer 
troops  to  assemble  in  mass  the  present  year,  to  perform  the 
annual  camp  duty  required  by  law." 

To  find  grounds  suitable  for  the  purpose,  and  accessible  to 
the  troops,  required  much  time,  and  after  surveying  many  fields, 
none  appeared  to  answer  so  well  as  those  in  Concord,  near 
"  Loring's  Crossing." 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  Order  requiring  the  troops  to 
assemble  at  Concord,  on  the  7th  day  of  September  last : — 

COMMONWEALTH   OF   MASSACHUSETTS.

[General  Order,  No.  4.] 

A  special  session  of  the  Legislature  in  the  month  of  September  next, 
presents  an  opportunity  that  rarely  occurs,  for  the  careful  and  minute 
inspection  of  the  actual  condition  of  the  military  department  of  the  Gov- 
ernment by  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  by  officers  of  other  depart- 
ments, and  by  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  whose  name  and  by 
whose  authority,  wise  legislative  provisions  and  munificent  appropriations 
have  been  made  for  the  support  of  this  branch  of  the  public  service. 

The  Commander-in-Chief,  with  a  view  to  furnish  this  opportunity,  and 
believing  that  a  general  Encampment  of  the  Volunteer  Militia,  under 
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proper  regulations,  would  promote  the  public  service  and  improve  the 
condition  of  the  troops,  and  having  been  informed  by  the  General  Offi- 
cers that  such  Encampment  would  best  serve  to  perfect  their  instruction 
and  discipline,  hereby  orders,  that  the  Volunteer  Militia  of  the  Com- 
monwealth encamp  in  Concord,  at  "  Loring's  Crossing,"  near  the  early 
battle  field  of  the  Revolution,  on  the  7th,  8th  and  9th  days  of  Septem- 
ber next. 

The  camp  will  be  designated  Camp  Massachusetts. 

The  several  Major- Generals  will  cause  their  respective  commands  to 
appear  in  uniform,  armed  and  equipped,  for  Inspection,  Review  and 
Camp  Duty,  as  required  by  law. 

Commanders  of  Divisions  will  report  themselves,  with  their  com- 
mands for  orders,  to  the  Adjutant- General,  at  Head-Quarters,  in  Concord, 
on  the  7th  day  of  September,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  Field  and  Staff  Officers  of  the  several  regiments  and  battalions  of 
foot  troops  may  appear  without  being  mounted. 

The  acting  Quartermaster- General  will  furnish  tents,  upon  the  field, 
for  troops  not  already  supplied,  and  will  make  and  promulgate  such 
arrangements  as  may  be  expedient  for  their  transportation  and  accom- 
modation. 

The  Commander-in-Chief,  in  order  that  the  Encampment  may  alike 
honor  the  troops  and  the  Commonwealth,  relies  upon  the  co-operation 
of  every  man  in  the  service.  It  will  be  indispensable  that  strict  disci- 
pline be  enforced,  prompt  obedience  to  orders  be  required,  and  excess  of 
every  character  avoided,  and  all  unnecessary  absence  from  Camp,  night 
or  day,  will  be  prohibited. 

The  following  provisions  of  law  will  be  rigidly  enforced  in  making  up 
the  returns  of  service  : — 

"No  compensation  shall  be  allowed  to  any  person  who  shall  not 
remain  in  Camp  and  perform  all  the  required  duties  during  the  period  of 
said  encampment,  excepting  that  any  person  who  shall  once  appear,  and 
be  excused  from  further  duty  by  reason  of  sickness,  shall  be  entitled  to 
compensation  for  the  time  he  is  actually  engaged  in  service." 

The  Commander-in-Chief  especially  enjoins  upon  the  troops  the  ob- 
servance of  the  example  of  the  General  Officers  in  the  encampments  of 
1858,  and  requests  that  the  introduction  of  intoxicating  drinks  as  a 
beverage  may  be  prohibited  in  Camp  Massachusetts. 

Orders  will  be  issued  hereafter  for  particular  duties  and  details. 

Major- Generals  Sutton,  Morse  and  Andrews  will  promulgate  this 
Order  to  their  several  commands.

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After  spending  much  time  in  negotiating  with  the  officers  of 
several  railroads,  a  circular  was  issued  to  the  Major  and  Briga- 
dier-Generals, and  the  commanders  of  regiments,  battalions 
and  companies,  as  follows  : —

Agreeably  to  General  Order  No.  4,  under  date  of  July  9,  ultimo,  the 
undersigned  informs  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia  that  he  has 
received  the  assurance  of  the  following  railroad  companies,  viz. : — 
Boston  and  Fitchburg,  Worcester  and  Nashua,  Vermont  and  Massachu- 
setts, Boston  and  Maine,  Newburyport,  Eastern,  Old  Colony  and  Fall 
River,  Boston  and  Providence,  New  Bedford  and  Taunton,  Nashua  and 
Lowell,  Stony  Brook,  Lowell  and  Lawrence,  Salem  and  Lowell,  Boston 
and  Lowell,  and  Boston  and  Worcester, — that  they  will  transport  the 
troops  of  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia,  with  their  luggage  and 
stores,  to  and  from  Concord,  over  the  lines  of  their  several  railroads 
leading  thereto,  free  of  expense,  with  the  special  condition,  that  the 
railroad  companies  so  transporting  the  troops  shall  not  be  held  liable, 
under  any  circumstances,  for  any  injury  that  may  happen  to  any  person 
or  persons,  or  to  their  property,  which  may  be  transported  free,  in  accord- 
ance with  this  agreement. 

It  is  understood  that  the  privilege  of  going  free  shall  be  allowed  to 
such  of  the  troops  as  may  desire  to  do  so,  on  the  day  before  the  time 
appointed  for  the  encampment,  and,  also,  the  privilege  of  returning  free 
on  the  next  day  after  the  Camp  shall  have  closed ;  and  that  only  one 
free  passage  each  way  is  to  be  allowed  to  the  troops. 

It  is  not  intended  to  limit  the  time  for  the  transportation  of  the  Camp 
equipage  and  supplies  to  the  above  days. 

Due  notice  will  be  issued  from  this  department,  of  the  time  when  the 
troops  will  be  received  at  the  various  railroad  stations. 

By  the  arrangements  made  with  the  above  railroads,  all  the  volunteer 
militia  of  the  State  will  have  the  privilege  of  being  transported  to  and 
from  Concord,  to  attend  the  State  Encampment  which  is  to  be  held  on 
the  7th,  8th,  and  9th  days  of  September  next,  with  the  exception  of  the 
six  companies  located  on  the  line  of  the  Western  Railroad.  The  under- 
signed regrets  that  he  has  been  unable  to  make  arrangements  with  the 
Western,  on  the  terms  made  with  the  other  roads,  and  that  the  Western 
does  not  deem  it  for  its  interest  to  extend  the  same  liberality  to  the 
troop3  on  the  line  of  its  road,  that  has  been  shown  by  all  the  other  roads 
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upon  whose  lines  troops  are  located,  but  insists  upon  requiring  of  the 
troops  one-half  fare  each  way. 

The  undersigned  would  further  inform  the  troops  that  he  has  made 
such  arrangements  that  the  mounted  companies  will  be  furnished  with 
forage,  and  the  foot  companies  with  straw,  free,  or  in  lieu  thereof,  money. 

There  is  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  water  immediately  in  the  rear 
of  the  entire  Camp.  Ice  can  be  obtained  upon  the  borders  of  the  Camp, 
and  also  tubs  and  pails,  which  are  manufactured  on  the  adjoining 
ground, — with  dry  wood  cut  for  stoves, — all  at  very  reasonable  prices. 

A  plan  of  the  Camp  is  now  being  made.  The  several  quartermasters 
will  be  furnished  with  a  copy  representing  the  ground  which  the  com- 
mands to  which  they  are  respectively  attached  will  occupy,  and  they  will, 
hereafter,  be  requested  to  visit  the  Camp  ground,  in  time  to  make  any 
arrangements  necessary  before  the  time  appointed  for  the  encampment.

The  undersigned  informs  the  Volunteer  Militia  that  a  Plan  of  the 
Camp  has  been  completed. 

Stakes,  indicating  the  numbers  of  regiments  and  battalions,  are  placed 
on  the  right  and  left  of  the  ground  which  each  command  will  occupy. 

An  officer  will  be  in  attendance  on  Friday  next,  Sept.  2d,  and  will  be 
prepared  to  furnish  a  Plan  of  the  Camp  of  each  regiment  and  battalion. 

Quartermasters  are  informed  that  the  camp  equipage,  for  such  of  the 
troops  as  are  not  supplied,  will  be  delivered  on  the  ground  on  Monday, 
the  5th,  and  straw  for  the  several  companies,  and  forage  for  the  mounted 
companies,  on  Tuesday,  the  6th,  and  they  are  requested  to  be  present  to 
take  charge  of  the  same. 

Commanders  of  companies  will  make  arrangements,  immediately,  with 
the  agents  of  the  railroads  over  which  they  are  to  pass  towards  the 
Camp,  in  respect  to  the  time  when  the  cars  will  be  ready  for  the  troops. 

It  is  desirable  that  as  many  of  the  troops  as  can  conveniently  do  so 
will  go  to  the  Camp  on  Tuesday,  and  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  will  ac- 
commodate all  who  may  present  themselves  on  that  day. 
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In  order  to  facilitate  the  transportation  of  those  who  go  on  Wednes- 
day, their  baggage  should  be  forwarded  as  early  as  Tuesday.

To  carry  into  effect,  in  part,  General  Order  No.  4,  the  Commander- 
in-Chief  orders  the  Commanders  of  Divisions  to  cause  a  suitable  number 
of  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  musicians  and  privates  to  be  de- 
tailed for  Guard  duty,  after  the  troops  have  been  inspected,  which  will 
be  immediately  after  they  have  reported  on  the  first  day  of  the  Encamp- 
ment. 

The  Commander  of  the  First  Division  is  charged  with  the  duty  of 
guarding  the  right  flank,  and  the  front  and  rear  of  his  Division. 

The  Commander  of  the  Second  Division  is  charged  with  the  duty  of 
guarding  the  front  of  his  Camp,  from  the  sentinels  of  the  First  Division 
to  the  brook,  and  the  left  and  rear  of  his  Division. 

The  Commander  of  the  Third  Division  is  charged  with  the  duty  of 
guarding  the  field  exclusively  occupied  by  the  troops  of  his  command. 

The  Artillery  and  Mounted  Troops  of  the  First  and  Second  Divisions 
will  encamp  on  a  field  on  the  right  of  the  First  Division.  Major-Gen- 
eral  Andrews  will  charge  Brig.-General  Bullock  with  the  supervision 
of  said  Camp. 

The  Commander  of  the  First  Division  will  cause  the  Company  of  Ca- 
dets of  said  Division  to  be  detached,  as  soon  as  they  have  been  inspected, 
for  duty  at  Head-Quarters,  for  the  remainder  of  the  time  of  the  En- 
campment. The  Commander  of  the  Cadets  will  be  directed  to  report  to 
the  Adjutant- General  for  further  orders. 

All  music  or  drumming  will  be  prohibited  on  the  field,  except  for 
stated  signals  and  drills  prescribed  in  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

Passes  for  attendants,  to  admit  but  one  person,  and  for  teams,  to 
admit  a  team  and  one  driver  only,  will  be  issued ;  but  no  person  not  in 
uniform  will  be  allowed  in  front  of  the  line  of  tents. 

Major- Generals  Sutton,  Morse,  and  Andrews  will  promulgate 
this  Order  to  their  several  commands.

— except  at  Head-Quarters  and  the  Guard  Tents, — are  to  be  extin- 
guished. 

Signals  will  commence  in  the  Cavalry  and  Artillery  Camps,  and  will 
be  immediately  taken  up  by  Battalions,  in  succession,  throughout  the 
line. 

ROLL-CALLS. 

There  will  be  two  roll-calls — 

The  First,  immediately  after  Assembly,  before  Retreat. 

The  Second,  immediately  after  Tattoo. 

Commanders  of  Divisions  will  carry  out  the  above  details,  within  their 
respective  commands.

Agreeably  to  General  Order  No.  4,  the  several  Major-Generals 
reported  their  commands  present  for  duty.  All  the  duties 
assigned  in  the  Orders  of  the  Day  were  performed  with  alacrity. 
Great  credit  is  due  to  the  troops  for  the  prompt  manner  in 
which  they  formed  to  execute  the  "  March  over  the  Battle 
Ground."  The  Order  of  the  Day,  "  To  the  Color  at  3  o'clock, 
P.  M.,"  was  so  promptly  executed,  that  the  whole  command 
commenced  the  march  at  twenty  minutes  past  three  o'clock. 
The  march  to  the  Monument   and  back  to  the   Camp   was 
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executed  in  three  hours  and  twenty  minutes,  the  distance  being 
about  seven  miles.  A  number  of  halts  were  made  during  the 
march,  the  longest  being  at  the  Monument,  where,  when  one- 
half  of  each  brigade  had  filed  around  to  the  right,  the  brigade 
halted,  and  the  troops  gave  three  cheers  for  the  "  Defenders  of 
American  Liberty."  The  bands  then  played  "  Hail  Columbia" 
and  "  Yankee  Doodle."  The  troops  occupied  one  hour  and 
fifteen  minutes  in  passing,  including  the  halts  to  give  the 
cheers,  &c. 

The  column  was  upwards  of  two  miles  in  length,  and  passed 
various  interesting  localities  of  revolutionary  fame. 

The  march  will  not  soon  be  forgotten,  either  by  those  who 
made  it,  or  those  who  witnessed  it.  The  troops  will  never 
regret  having  trod  upon  ground  made  sacred  by  the  valor  and 
blood  of  their  fathers.  After  the  troops  returned  to  Camp,  the 
following  Orders  were  issued  : —

The  Commander-in-Chief,  in  view  of  the  great  number  of  people 
drawn  together  to  witness  the  spectacle  presented  at  Camp  Massachu- 
setts, and  the  necessity  of  maintaining  public  peace,  alike  for  the  repu- 
tation of  the  service  and  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth,  earnestly 
requests  all  persons,  citizens  or  soldiers,  to  aid  the  civil  authorities  of  the 
County  of  Middlesex,  the  Officers  of  the  town,  and  the  Camp  Police,  in 
the  preservation  of  order. 

The  police  supervision  of  the  Camp  and  the  grounds  adjacent,  will 
be  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  Luther  A.  Ham,  Esq., 
who  will  rigidly  enforce  the  laws,  and  execute  all  orders  necessary  to 
maintain  the  reputation  of  the  Camp.  No  disturbance  of  the  public 
peace,  or  violation  of  law,  night  or  day,  in  Camp  or  out  of  Camp,  will 
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be  permitted  under  any  circumstances  whatever.     Detachments  of  troops 
will  be  constantly  in  readiness  to  support  the  civil  authorities. 

The  Encampment  is  ordered  for  the  especial  benefit  of  the  troops.  It 
is  indispensable  that  the  Parade  Ground  between  the  line  of  outer  sen- 
tinels and  the  line  of  troops,  should  be  secured  to  them  for  the  purposes 
of  drill  and  discipline.  No  passes  will  be  issued,  therefore,  which  will 
permit  any  person  not  in  uniform  to  remain  upon  the  Parade  Ground. 
A  limited  number  of  passes,  issued  with  reference  to  the  capacity  of  the 
Camp  and  the  convenience  of  troops,  admitting  person  to  the  line  of 
tents  only,  will  be  distributed  on  Thursday  and  Friday,  to  the  General 
Officers  of  Divisions  and  Brigades.  Military  Officers  in  uniform  will  be 
passed  by  the  guards.  On  Thursday  evening  the  Bands  attached  to  the 
Camp  will  execute  selections  of  their  music  in  such  position  as  will  best 
accommodate  the  troops  and  the  public.  After  the  Review,  on  Friday 
morning,  all  persons  will  be  admitted  without  passes  to  every  part  of  the 
Camp.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  afford  every 
facility  to  the  public  for  an  inspection  of  the  Camp,  and  to  witness  the 
parade  of  troops,  which  is  consistent  with  the  purposes  for  which  the 
Camp  is  ordered. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  feels  assured  that  beyond  the  hospitalities 
which  the  occasion  permits,  the  indispensable  privileges  of  the  Camp  . 
will  be  conceded  to  the  troops,  and  relies  upon  the  co-operation  of  all 
persons  for  the  maintenance  of  that  perfect  decorum  and  order  which 
distinguishes  this  ancient  battle-town  at  all  times  except  when  it  is  in- 
vaded by  the  enemies  of  the  country. 

Major- Generals  Sutton,  Morse  and  Andrews  will  cause  the  above  to 
be  transmitted  to  their  respective  commands.

Shortly  before  the  commencement  of  the  "  Instrumental  per- 
formance," Major-General  John  E.  Wool,  of  the  United  States 
Army,  with  his  Staff,  was  conducted  to  Head-Quarters,  having 
been  invited  by  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  be  present  at  the 
encampment  to  witness  the  review,  &c. 

In  accordance  with  the  above  Order,  eighteen  bands  assem- 
bled, and  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  B.  A.  Burditt,  of  the 
band  attached  to  the  company  of  Cadets,  of  the  First  Division, 
a  number  of  the  most  popular  marches  and  quick-steps  were 
played  in  the  following  order,  the  guns  of  the  Light  Artillery 
giving  great  effect  to  the  introductory  piece  : —

Immediately  after  dinner  this  afternoon,  preparations  will  be  com- 
menced for  breaking  up  the  Camp,  as  follows  : — 

First,  all  baggage  and  stores  will  be  prepared  for  removal,  the  mess 
tents  struck,  and  the  whole  loaded  upon  the  wagons. 

The  "  General"  will  beat  at  3  o'clock,  at  which  signal  the  troops 
will  be  paraded  upon  their  regimental  lines,  and  the  infantry  will  stack 
arms. 

A  signal  gun  will  then  be  fired  by  the  artillery,  when  the  infantry 
will  break  ranks  and  the  cavalry  dismount,  and  immediately  proceed  to 
strike  their  tents. 

All  the  tent  pins,  except  the  four  corner  ones,  will  be  taken  up  and 
piled  m  front  of,  and  near  the  centre  street  of  each  camp,  and  the  tent 
cords  neatly  tied  up. 

At  the  first  roll  of  the  d^ums,  a  soldier  will  be  stationed  at  each 
upright  pole  of  the  tents,  and  the  remaining  pins  removed. 

At  the  second  roll  of  the  drums,  all  the  tents  will  be  dropped 
simultaneously, — the  company  tents  toward  the  "  color  line  ; "  those  of 
the  field  and  staff,  company  officers  and  the  guards,  toward  the  right 
flank, — the  tent-poles  detached,  the  tents  neatly  folded,  and  all  deposited 
near  the  piles  of  pins. 

Companies  intending  to  remain  upon  the  field  until  to-morrow,  will 
not  strike  their  tents. 

The  Assembly  will  then  beat,  when  the  companies  will  form  on  the 
company  parades,  to  be  followed  by  "  To  the  Color"  when  the  companies 
will  form  in  the  rear  of  the  piles  of  arms,  and,  by  command,  take  arms. 
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The  artillery  and  cavalry  will  conform,  as  near  as  practicable  to  the 
above  movements,  which  are  intended  mainly  for  infantry. 

Commanders  of  Divisions  will  cause  this  Order  to  be  carried  into  effect.

The  Commander-in-Chief  makes  his  acknowledgments  to  the  general 
and  other  officers,  and  the  men  of  the  line,  for  the  assiduity  and  excel- 
lence that  distinguished  every  movement  in  yesterday's  battalion,  brigade 
and  division  evolutions,  and  especially  for  the  good  order  maintained 
throughout  the  Camp  during  the  night. 

It  is  impossible  that  those  so  actively  engaged  as  the  troops  have  been, 
should  fully  appreciate  the  perfections  or  imperfections  of  the  Camp. 
The  Commander-in-Chief  feels  assured,  from  representations  of  those 
competent  to  judge,  that  it  has  been  of  such  a  character  in  every  respect? 
as  greatly  to  elevate  the  reputation  of  the  Militia  of  the  Commonwealth. 
But  few  casualties  have  occurred  to  mar  its  entire  success.  Attention 
has  been  particularly  called  to  the  misfortune  of  a  soldier  of  company  II. 
tenth  regiment,  who  is  disabled  for  life  by  a  fall  from  a  train  of  cars  on 
his  way  to  the  Camp.  He  is  a  young  man  of  excellent  character,  depend- 
ent entirely  upon  his  labor  for  support.  It  is  believed  that  every  soldier 
will  feel  and  maintain  a  sympathy  for  any  comrade  who  may  have  beeii- 
disabled  in  his  endeavors  to  reach  the  Camp,  or  from  accident  sustained 
in  discharging  his  duties,  and  who  may  require  sympathy  and  aid.  The 
quartermaster  of  the  tenth  regiment  will  apply  any  donation  in  the  case 
stated,  to  its  proper  use. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  makes  especial  acknowledgments  to  the 
bands  of  the  several  regiments  and  battalions,  for  the  musical  perform- 
ances which  animated  the  Camp  during  the  evening  of  yesterday. 

Major-Generals  Sutton,  Morse  and  Andrews  will  cause  the  above 
to  be  transmitted  to  their  respective  commands.

The  legislature  being  in  session  at  the  time  of  the  Encamp- 
ment, the  Commander-in-Chief  caused  a  communication  to  be 
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transmitted  to  both  houses,  inviting  the  senate  and  house  of 
representatives  to  visit  the  Camp,  and  participate  in  the  review 
of  the  troops,  &c,  and  tendering  the  services  of  the  Ancient  and 
Honorable  Artillery  Company  for  escort  duty.  The  invitation 
having  been  accepted,  the  legislature,  accompanied  by  the 
heads  of  the  departments,  with  the  escort,  more  than  two 
hundred  strong,  arrived  at  head-quarters  about  ten  o'clock, 
A.  M.  The  Governor  addressed  the  President  of  the  Senate, 
Hon.  Charles  A.  Phelps,  in  substance  as  follows  : — 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Senate, — I  bid  you  welcome,  as 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Volunteer  Militia  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
Camp,  that  you  who  represent  the  people,  may  here  have  an  opportunity 
of  witnessing  the  citizen  soldiery  of  the  State. 

I  am  proud  of  it  to-day.  Not  only  in  what  has  been  done  for  the  last 
two  days  in  military  evolutions,  but  in  the  decorum  which  has  prevailed 
within  the  lines,  and  on  the  territory  which  comes  properly  within  the 
control  of  the  Camp. 

I  bid  you,  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and  you 
Mr.  Speaker  and  gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  welcome  to 
such  civilities  and  hospitalities  as  the  Camp  may  afford. 

REPLY    OF    HON.    CHARLES    A.    PHELPS. 

I  can  assure  you,  Sir,  in  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature,  that 
we  accept  with  great  pleasure  the  invitation  of  your  Excellency  to  visit 
Camp  Massachusetts.  I  doubt  not  the  interest  which  they  have  ever  felt 
in  the  citizen  soldiery  of  Massachusetts  will  be  greatly  enhanced  and 
heightened  by  their  visit  to  your  Camp. 

Promptly  at  the  time  appointed  in  the  Orders  of  the  Day  for 
the  Review  to  commence,  the  Commander-in-Chief,  with  his 
Staff,  consisting  of  Lieutenant-Colonels  Parker,  Blake,  and 
Smith,  Aids-de-camp;  Attorney-General  S.  H.  Phillips,  Acting 
Judge  Advocate  ;  Dr.  H.  G.  Clarke,  Acting  Surgeon-General, 
and  the  undersigned,  accompanied  by  Major-General  John 
E.  Wool,  with  his  Staff,  consisting  of  Lieutenants  Richard 
Arnold,  (Aid-de-camp,)  iind  James  Van  Voast,  U.  S.  Army, 
entered  the  parade  ground,  (the  legislature  with  its  escort 
having  previously  taken  its  position  within  the  lines  of  the 
parade,)  and  proceeded  to  the  right  of  the  line  of  troops.  The 
standing  salute  was  given  by  brigades  in  succession,  as  pre- 
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scribed  in  the  Army  Regulations  ;  after  which,  the  whole  com- 
mand, in  column  of  companies,  marched  in  review  in  common 
time.  The  time  occupied  for  the  entire  review  being  short  of 
one  hour  and  a  half. 

Among  the  visitors  present,  were  Governors  Turner,  of  Rhode 
Island,  and  Goodwin,  of  New  Hampshire,  with  their  respective 
staff  officers,  and  many  other  distinguished  persons  from  abroad. 
It  has  been  estimated  that  there  were  no  less  than  fifty  thousand 
persons  present  to  witness  the  review. 

After  the  review,  the  troops  were  formed  so  as  to  present 
three  sides  of  a  square,  with  columns  doubled  on  centre  by  brig- 
ades. The  legislature  and  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery 
making  the  fourth  front.  The  Commander-in-Chief,  accompa- 
nied by  General  Wool  and  their  respective  Staffs,  then  entered 
the  square,  where  the  following  ceremonies  took  place : — 

The  Governor  introduced  General  Wool  to  the  troops  by  a 
speech  in  substance  as  follows : — 

Fellow  Soldiers, — As  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  citizen  soldiery  of 
Massachusetts,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  the  military  guest  of 
the  Camp,  one  who  has  from  his  youth  devoted  himself  to  the  prompt 
and  faithful  performances  of  military  duty — the  General  now  in  com- 
mand of  the  North-Eastern  Division  of  the  American  Army, — who, 
educated  to  the  counting-house,  upon  the  declaration  of  war  with  Eng- 
land, left  the  easy  paths  of  peaceful  professions  and  joined  the  rising 
army  of  his  country, — who  received  his  first  honors  in  service  on  the 
Niagara  frontier  at  Queenstown  and  at  Plattsburg, — who  has  served  his 
country  abroad  as  well  as  at  home,  and  who  has  won,  as  the  crowning 
honor  of  his  yet  unfinished  career,  an  imperishable  name  by  his  services 
at  Buena  Vista. 

I  ask  you,  fellow-soldiers,  to  give  this  noble  American  soldier  a  hearty 
soldier's  welcome. 

Nine  cheers  were  then  given  for  General  Wool  by  the  whole 
troops,  accompanied  by  the  guns  of  the  Light  Artillery. 

The  air  rung  with  the  huzzas  of  the  six  thousand  troops,  and 
the  effect  was  most  inspiring.  The  Governor  then  said — "  Gen- 
eral Wool,  the  living  hero  of  Buena  Vista." 

General  Wool  replied  in  substance  as  follows : — 
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Civilians  and  Citizen  Soldiers, — I  have  received  a  welcome  which  I 
had  no  right  to  anticipate.  I  have  performed  no  service  which  has  entitled 
me  since  I  have  been  in  Boston  to  such  a  reception  as  has  been  given. 

My  life  has  been  one  of  active  service,  with  few  opportunities  for 
speaking  in  public ;  indeed,  I  could  not  make  a  speech  if  I  undertook 
it.  I  can  say  but  little  more,  except  to  return  thanks  to  His  Excel- 
lency, and  through  him  to  the  troops  generally, — my  cordial  thanks, — 
for  giving  me  an  opportunity  to  be  present  at  one  of  the  finest  military 
displays  that  it  has  ever  been  my  fortune  to  look  upon.  The  fine  appear- 
ance and  martial  bearing  of  the  troops,  gives  evidence  of  thorough  drill 
and  most  excellent  discipline,  and  speaks  volumes  in  favor  of  the  military 
and  of  the  perpetuity  of  our  free  institutions.  Part  with  them,  and  it 
will  be  but  the  beginning  of  the  end. 

But  I  will  not  detain  you  with  any  further  remarks.  Remember, 
soldiers,  that  here  was  the  first  blood  of  the  Revolution  shed, — and  I  do  not 
doubt  that  if  you  are  ever  called  on  to  defend  the  country  and  its  interests, 
you  will  be  ready  at  a  moment's  call. 

The  response  was — "  We  will !  " 

The  Commander-in-Chief  then  said : — 

Fellow  Soldiers, — We  are  honored  in  Camp  to-day  as  no  Camp  has 
been  honored  in  this  State  before.  The  Legislature  has  accepted  an 
invitation  from  the  Commander-in-Chief  to  visit  the  field,  and  see  the 
citizen  soldiery  of  Massachusetts.  I  ask  you  to  give  them  a  soldier's 
welcome. 

Nine  cheers  were  then  given  for  the  legislature,  with  a  salvo 
from  the  Light  Artillery. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  then  presented  to  the  troops  Hon. 
Charles  A.  Phelps,  President  of  the  Senate,  who  said,  that  he 
had  no  words  to  respond  to  the  hearty  welcome  which  had  been 
extended  to  the  legislature.  He  could  only  say  that  they  had 
experienced  great  pleasure  in  the  proceedings  of  the  day,  and 
that  pleasure  had  been  greatly  enhanced  by  the  thought  that 
they  had  stood  upon  the  spot  hallowed  by  the  memories  of  the 
revolution.  It  could  not  be  doubted  that  if  the  citizen  soldiers 
of  Massachusetts  should  be  called  to  defend  the  liberties  of  the 
country,  they  would  respond  with  the  utmost  cheerfulness. 

Shortly  after,  the  troops  were  dismissed  to  the  command  of 
their  several  major-generals. 
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The  "General"  was  beat  at  3  o'clock,  when  such  of  the 
troops  as  did  not  wish  to  remain  in  camp  the  following  night, 
commenced  to  strike  their  tents. 

Such  were  the  accommodations  of  the  Fitcliburg  Railroad 
Company,  that  all  persons  who  wished  to  do  so,  had  left  for 
their  homes  before  eight  o'clock.  Thanks  are  due  to  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  road,  for  the  very  acceptable  manner  in  which 
the  troops  and  other  passengers  were  transported,  not  the 
slightest  accident  or  detention  occuring  during  the  Encamp- 
ment. 

To  say  that  the  State  Encampment  was  a  success,  is  but 
repeating  tlie  remark  made  by  all  who  visited  it.  The  discipline 
and  good  order  of  the  troops  is  worthy  of  high  commendation. 
It  is  estimated  that  at  least  one  hundred  thousand  persons 
visited  the  Encampment,  and  no  complaint  was  entered  by  any 
citizen  of  Concord,  of  the  least  injury  to  person  or  property 
during  the  Encampment.  As  evidence  of  the  orderly  behavior 
of  those  who  visited  the  town  on  the  occasion,  the  remark  was 
made  by  citizens  living  within  a  mile  of  the  camp  ground,  that 
during  the  night  no  one  at  that  distance  would  have  supposed 
that  an  encampment  was  held  in  the  vicinity.  As  further  evi- 
dence of  the  good  order  maintained  outside  of  the  Camp,  there 
were  but  eleven  arrests  made  during  the  three  days ;  and  all 
the  persons  arrested,  with  but  one  exception,  were  discharged 
the  day  after  the  arrest,  having  been  found  guilty  of  only  some 
trivial  act  of  indiscretion.  The  onlv  one  bound  over  for  trial 
was  for  passing  a  worthless  bill. 

The  returns  made  to  this  department  show  that  there  were, 
including  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  staff,  5,333  officers,  non- 
commissioned officers,  musicians  and  privates,  present  in  camp 
the  present  year. 

Since  my  last  Annual  Report,  seven  companies,  as  before 
stated,  (see  page  32,)  have  been  disbanded.  In  1858  these 
seven  companies  returned  260  men  present,  and  there  were 
95  companies  in  camp.  In  1859  the  number  of  companies 
reported  is  88 ;  yet  the  returns  of  this  year  exhibit  an  in- 
crease of  332  officers  and  men  present  over  the  number 
present  in  1858,  the  companies  present  this  year  exhibiting  an 
aggregate  of  577  men  more  than  they  returned  last  year.  The 
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number  of  absentees  in  1858  was  889  ;  in  1859  only  413  were 
absent.  May  not  these  facts  be  taken  as  evidence  of  the  popu- 
larity of  the  State  Encampment  ?

exhibiting   an  increase   in  1859   of  4,398  over   the-  number 
returned  in  1858. 

Many  persons  have  supposed  that  it  cost  the  State  more  to 
have  the  troops  encamp  in  mass,  than  if  they  encamped  in  small 
bodies  ;  the  reverse,  however,  is  the  fact. 

In  1857  the  troops  encamped  in  small  bodies,  in  no  instance 
larger  than  a  brigade.  In  1858  the  encampments  were  by 
divisions.  In  1859  all  the  troops  of  the  State  assembled 
together.

In  1858,  as  before  stated,  the  encampments  were  by  divisions. 
A  careful  estimate  shows  that  the  expense  to  the  troops  for 
transportation  in  attending  the  same,  was  about  three  thousand 
dollars.  The  annual  expense  to  the  mounted  troops  for  forage 
has  heretofore  been  at  least  one  thousand  dollars,  and  the 
expense  to  all  the  troops  for  straw  has  been  at  least  seven 
hundred  dollars,  making  a  total  of  seventeen  hundred  dollars 
annually.  To  this  add  for  transportation,  as  above  stated,  the 
sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  and  a  total  of  four  thousand 
seven  hundred  dollars  (4,700)  is  shown  as  the  annual  expense 
to  the  troops  for  these  three  items  of  cost  in  attending  encamp- 
ments. 
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In  consequence  of  arrangements,  made  by  the  undersigned 
the  present  year,  all  the  mounted  companies  were  supplied  with 
forage,  the  foot  companies  with  straw,  and  all  the  troops,  with 
the  exception  of  six  on  the  line  of  the  Western  Railroad,  with 
transportation,  free  of  expense.

From  this  difference  should  be  deducted  the  amount  which 
certain  towns  failed  to  present  their  claims  for  in  season, 
amounting  to  $1,985. 

Notwithstanding  the  item  of  bounty  money  was  enlarged 
$2,789.50  over  the  amount  paid  in  1858,  by  the  increased  num- 
ber of  men  in  camp  this  year,  yet  every  other  item  of  expense 
of  this  department  is  lessened. 

The  expenses  for  the  current  year,  as  above  stated,  amount 
in  the  aggregate  to  $64,083.80.

The  average  annual  expense  for  the  five  years  previous 
to  1859,  was  $9,106.34  more  than  that  of  this  year,  and  the 
reduction  in  1859,  as  compared  with  1854,  is  $12,982.31.  To 
this  add  the  cost  of  transportation,  forage  and  straw,  which  the 
troops  have  heretofore  had  to  provide  for  themselves,  being  at 
about  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  exhibits  a  saving  to  the

State  and  the  troops  the  present  year,  in  comparison  with  1854, 
of  at  least  $18,000,  the  number  of  men  paid  each  year  being 
about  the  same. 

The  Act  abolishing  May  training  took  effect  in  March,  1858, 
causing  a  saving  in  the  annual  militia  expenses  of  about  seven 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

In  my  judgment  the  Volunteer  Militia  of  the  State  has  never 
been  more  thoroughly  organized,  nor  in  better  condition  for 
the  purpose  for  which  it  is  maintained,  than  at  the  present 
time.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  militia  laws  of  Massa- 
chusetts are  approved  by  military  officers  and  many  other  gen- 
tlemen in  most  of  the  States  of  the  Union,  and -in  the  many 
instances  where  copies  of  the  laws  have  been  asked  for,  expres- 
sions have  been  given,  in  substance,  as  follows  :  "  To  endeavor, 
in  the  revision  of  our  laws,  to  copy  from  yours." 

No  portion  of  the  supplies  due  the  State  from  the  United 
States,  has  been  drawn  the  present  year.  The  amount  due  in 
muskets  is  625^J-,  which  at  $13  each,  (that  being  the  price 
charged  the  State,)  will  amount  to  the  sum  of  $8,136.  By 
recent  advices  from  the  Ordnance  Department  at  Washington, 
the  quota  assigned  to  this  State  for  the  year  1860,  is  548 
muskets,  which,  being  added  to  the  balance  previously  due, 
makes  1,173-J-J-  muskets  due  the  State,  which,  at  $13  each, 
amounts  to  $15,260  to  the  credit  of  the  State,  for  which  arms 
may  be  drawn  from  the  United  States. 

Until  more  practice  has  been  had  with  the  new  rifle  musket, 
it  has  been  deemed  not  advisable  to  draw  more  of  that  arm, 
the  locks  being  more  liable  to  get  out  of  order  than  those  which 
were  superseded  by  the  new  arm. 

By  recent  experiments  made  with  a  rifle  cannon,  there  can- 
not be  a  doubt  that  it  is  as  important  to  have  cannon  rifled  as 
it  is  to  rifle  small  arms.  By  permission  of  the  governor  and 
council  I  have  caused  a  six  pounder  bronze  cannon  to  be  rifled, 
and,  in  company  with  an  officer  of  the  United  States  Ordnance 
corps,  and  another  of  the  Navy,  have  recently  spent  one  day  in 
experimental  gunnery.  It  was  proved  by  actual  experiment, 
that  with  the  smallest  service  charge  of  powder  for  a  six  pounder 
gun,  (1^  pounds,)  an  elongated  or  conical  shot,  weighing  four- 
teen pounds,  can  be  projected   at  least  one-third  farther,  and 
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with  more  effect  and  at  less  elevation,  than  is  possible  with  a 
smooth  bore  cannon  and  round  shot  weighing  six  pounds. 

By  permission  of  the  governor  and  council,  a  lot  of  unservice- 
able arms  and  camp  equipments  which  were  at  the  arsenal  have 
been  sold,  and  the  proceeds  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of 
furnishing  supplies  for  the  troops,  such  as  tents,  equipments, 
&c.  By  that  means  a  sufficient  amount  of  camp  equipage  has 
been  furnished,  for  the  first  time,  for  all  the  Volunteer  Militia 
of  the  State  to  encamp  with,  from  the  commander-in-chief 
down  to  the  privates,  without  the  expense  of  one  dollar  to  the 
Commonwealth. 

By  the  late  revision  of  the  Statutes,  some  alterations  have 
been  made  in  the  militia  laws,  and  it  will  therefore  be  neces- 
sary for  the  legislature  to  grant  authority  for  the  printing  of  a 
sufficient  number  of  copies  for  distribution  to  commissioned 
officers. 

The  officers  of  certain  towns  having  failed  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  the  following  law,  the  amount  that  would 
otherwise  have  been  refunded  to  said  towns  cannot  be  paid 
without  further  legislation. 

[Chap.  226.] 
An  Act  relating  to  Military  Accounts. 

Be  it  enacted,  fyc,  as  follows : 

Sect.  1.  All  pay-rolls  returned  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  any 
city,  and  the  selectmen  of  any  town,  and  all  accounts  for  the  expenses  of 
elementary  chills,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  adjutant-general,  on  or 
before  the  first  day,  of  December  in  each  year. 

Sect.  2.  All  military  accounts,  which  are  not  now  required  by  law 
to  be  transmitted  at  an  earlier  time,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  adjutant- 
general,  on  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  January,  in  the  year  next  succeed- 
ing the  year  in  which  the  expense  was  incurred  or  service  rendered. 

Sect.  3.  No  military  account  shall  be  certified  by  the  adjutant-gen- 
eral nor  allowed  by  the  auditor,  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  presented 
to  the  adjutant-general  for  allowance  within  the  time  limited  by  law  there- 
for.— [Approved,  April  6,  1859.

Complaints  are  sometimes  made  that  the  State  does  not  suffi- 
ciently remunerate  the  members  of  the  volunteer  militia  for 
the  service  which  they  render.  In  answer  to  such  I  would  say, 
that  the  volunteers  of  no  other  State  in  the  Union  are  so 
liberally  remunerated  as  those  of  Massachusetts.  More  than 
half  of  the  companies  of  the  State  receive  each  a  larger  amount 
for  their  services  than  is  paid  to  the  Seventh  Regiment  of  New 
York,  which  parades  with  upwards  of  five  hundred  men,  and 
has  to  perform  from  eight  to  twelve  days'  duty  per  annum, 
besides  the  time  devoted  to  company  drills.  Patriotism  of  its 
members,  instead  of  dollars  and  cents,  has  placed  that  regiment 
in  the  position  of  being  the  best  drilled  and  disciplined  of  any 
of  the  volunteers  in  the  States. 

The  volunteer  militia,  in  the  present  state  of  society  in  our 
large  cities  and  towns,  is  liable  at  any  moment  to  be  called  upon 
to  sacrifice  health,  and  even  life  itself,  in  the  defence  of  the 
laws,  whose  strong  arm  it  is,  and  without  which  the  laws  could 
not  be  executed. 

As  a  peace  measure,  may  it  not  be  considered  the  best,  as 
well  as  the  cheapest  policy,  to  be  well  organized  and  prepared  ? 

As  has  been  remarked  on  another  page,  at  no  time  since  its 
organization,  has  the  volunteer  militia  been  in  better  condition 
for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  maintained,  or  held  by  the  public 
in  more  just  appreciation.  It  is  practicable  to  have  the  organi- 
zation efficient,  without  much  increasing  the  present  numbers 
or  expense. 

Within  a  few  years,  many  of  our  best  citizens  have  felt  it  to 
be  a  duty  and  a  pleasure  to  accept  commissions  in  the  volunteer 
militia.     The  discipline  and  character  of  a  command  depends 
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very  much  upon  the  example  set  by  its  commander.  There 
cannot  be  a  doubt,  that  the  public  will  sustain  a  well  regulated 
and  disciplined  volunteer  militia.  Therefore,  it  becomes  every 
member,  private  as  well  as  officer,  to  bear  in  mind,  in  per- 
forming his  duties  as  a  soldier,  so  to  conduct  himself  that  he 
does  not  lose  the  character  of  a  good  citizen. 

Permit  me,  Sir,  in  behalf  of  the  volunteer  militia,  to  express 
their  thanks,  as  well  as  my  own,  for  the  interest  you  have  taken 
in  sustaining  this  branch  of  the  public  service,  for  the  gratifica- 
tion afforded  by  your  Excellency's  taking  the  command  of  the 
troops  in  the  field  during  the  past  season ;  and  also,  for  your 
recent  official  act  by  which  the  organization  is  preserved  and 
continued  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States.

APPENDIX. 


The  authorities  of  some  ciUtes  and  towns  having  claimed  the  right  to 
defer  the  payment  of  bounty  due  to  members  of  the  Volunteer  Militia, 
until  the  money  was  received  from  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  the  power  to  retain  in  offset  for  taxes  or  other  claims,  the  following

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communi- 
cation of  yesterday,  in  which  you  request  an  opinion  upon  the  following 
questions,  viz. : — 

"  1.  Have  the  authorities  of  cities  and  towns  a  right  to  defer  the  pay- 
ment of  bounty  due  to  members  of  the  Volunteer  Militia,  until  they  shall 
receive  the  amount  thereof  from  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth  ?

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"  2.  Have  such  authorities  the  power  to  retain,  in  offset  for  taxes,  or 
otherwise,  any  portion  of  such  bounty  ?  " 

In  regard  to  the  first  question,  the  true  rule  of  law  seems  to  be  that 
upon  the  receipt  of  certain  regularly  authenticated  pay-rolls,  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  of  cities  and  selectmen  of  towns  are  required  forthwith  to 
pay  over  to  the  persons  named  on  such  rolls  the  sums  set  against  their 
respective  names.  This  is  a  duty  required  by  positive  statute,  which 
must  be  promptly  performed.  The  circumstance  that  a  provision  is  made 
by  law  for  a  subsequent  reimbursement  Jrom  the  State  treasury  of  the 
money  thus  paid,  does  not  warrant  any  delay  on  the  part  of  cities  or 
towns. 

In  regard  to  the  second  question,  it  seems  to  me  very  clear  that  the 
amounts  thus  certified  upon  pay-rolls  must  be  paid  to  the  persons  named 
therein,  by  the  local  authorities,  without  any  deduction  or  claim  of  offset 
on  account  of  taxes,  or  otherwise.  The  right  of  set-off  is  derived  from 
an  express  statute  provision,  and  exists  only  in  the  cases  contemplated  by 
the  statute.  This  is  not  one  of  them.  It  may  be  added  that  obvious 
considerations  of  public  policy  require  that  all  payments  of  this  nature 
should  be  made  promptly  and  unconditionally.
